CONVENTION 


New  York,  Wbdnesdat,  September  28,  1859. 

This  being  the  day  fixed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York  for  the  meeting  of 
the  Annual  Convention  of  the  same,  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity  assembled  for  Divine  Service,  at  ten  o'clock  m  the  morning, 
in  St.  John's  Chapel  in  the  City  of  New  York,  the  place  appointed 
hy  the  Provisional  Bishop  for  the  meeting. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  W.  Coit,  D.  D., 
LL.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Troy,  assisted  by  the  Rev. 
J.  M.  Ward,  Rector  of  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Mamaroncck,  and  the 
Rev.  Peter  S.  Chauncey,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  J  ames'  Church,  New 
York,  who  read  the  Lessons,  and  the  Rev.  Henry  Anthon,  D.  D., 
Rector  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  New  York,  who  said  the  Creed  and 
Collects.  The  Rev.  John  Brown,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  George's 
Church,  Newburgh,  said  the  Litany.  The  Ante-Communion  Ser- 
vice was  read  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  In- 
diana, the  Rev.  William  Creighton,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  Christ  Church, 
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Tarrytown,  reading  the  Epistle ;  and  the  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  of  Iowa,  reading  the  Gospel.  The  Sermon  was 
preached  by  the  Rev.  William  H.  Lewis,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  the 
Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Brooklyn.  In  the  celebration  of  the 
Holy  Communion  the  Provisional  Bishop  was  assisted  by  the 
Right  Rev.  the  Bishops  of  Indiana,  Oregon,  and  Iowa,  and  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Creighton. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Provisional  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese. 

The  Secretary  proceeded,  under  the  direction  of  the  Provisional 
Bishop,  to  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  entitled  to 
seats,  when  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  answered  to  their  names, 
and  took  their  seats  as  members.* 

The  Churches  entitled  to  representation  were  then  called  over, 
and  the  Lay  Delegates  presented  their  certificates ;  which  were 
examined  by  the  Secretary  and  a  Committee  of  two  appointed  by 
the  Presiding  Officer,  viz. :  William  E.  Dunscomb,  Esq.,  and  Hon. 
Luther  Bradish.  The  names  of  the  Lay  Delegates  duly  appointed 
were  called,  when  Delegates  from  one  hundred  and  forty -six  par- 
ishes appeared  and  took  their  seats,  f 

A  constitutional  quorum  being  present,  the  Right  Reverend  the 
President  declared  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

The  Committee  on  the  Examination  of  the  Certificates  of  Lay 
Delegates  reported.  That  the  certificate  from  Grace  Church,  Pratts- 
ville,  was  defective  on  account  of  the  omission  of  the  statement  of 
the  qualifications  of  the  Delegates,  as  required  by  the  Canon. 

The  President  announced  the  Vllth  Rule  of  Order  on  the  admis- 
sion of  persons  not  members  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention.

ON  PROPOSED  AMENDMENTS  OF  ART.  HL  AND  VL  OF  CONSTI- 
TUTION OF  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  THE 
UNITED  STATES. 

The  undersigned,  a  Committee  to  whom  it  was  referred  hy  the  last  Con- 
Tendon  to  consider,  and,  at  this  Convention,  report  upon  certain  pro- 
posed changes  in  Articles  IIL  and  VI.  of  the  Constitution  of  the  General 
Church,  conmiunicated  hj  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Deputies  to  the  Provisional  Bishop,  and  by  him  laid  before  the  Con- 
vention of  this  Diocese,  have  performed  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  re- 
spectfully Rq>ort: 

That  the  change  proposed  in  Article  III.,  appears  to  them  simply  to  re- 
move fix>m  the  House  of  Bishops  the  obligation  which  now  exists  to  act 
tnthin  three  days^  in  expressing  their  i4>probation  or  disapprobation  of  a 
measure  adopted,  and  sent  to  them  by  the  lower  House,  under  the  penalty, 
on  fiulure,  of  having  it  become  a  law,  irrespective  of  the  wish  of  the 
Bishops.  The  object  of  the  change,  therefore,  is  to  place  the  two  Houses 
on  the  same  footing  in  matters  of  legislation.  This  seems  to  your  Com- 
mittee to  be  but  equitable ;  and  they  therefore  report  that,  in  their  view, 
this  change  is  judicious  and  expedient 

In  Article  VI.  of  the  Constitution,  the  proposed  change  consists  of  an 
addition,  which  provides  that  the  General  Convention  may  establish  a 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  revision  of  the  decisions  of  Diocesan  Courts, 
prohibiting,  however,  such  Appellate  Courts  from  revising  the  determina- 
tion of  any  matter  oifacU  The  object,  therefore,  is,  the  establishment  of 
a  final  tribunal,  the  decisions  of  which  will  give  uniformity  and  certainty 
to  the  interpretati^m  of  our  ecclesiastical  laws. 

However  desirable  such  an  end  may  be,  your  Committee  cannot  but  en- 
tertain serious  doubts  and  misgivings  of  the  expediency  of  attempting  (at 
any  rate  for  the  present)  the  establishment  of  a  Court  of  Appeals  by  the 
General  Convention. 

Without  here  entering  at  large  upon  the  reasons  which  have  caused 
their  doubts,  they  may  venture  briefly  to  hint  at  a  few  of  them. 

1.  The  practical  evil  which  the  measure  is  intended  to  remedy,  is  not 
of  such  magnitude  as  to  justify  the  risk  of  greater  evils  which  may  re- 
sult from  the  proposed  remedy. 
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2.  The  practical  diffiailties  in  the  way  of  constituting  such  a  court 
would  probably  not  admit  of  an  adjustment  satisfactory  to  all  portions  of 
our  now  united  Church  in  the  United  States.  It  is  obvious  that  such  a 
tribimal  must  consist  of  Bishops,  Presbyters,  and  Laymen.  It  is  equally 
obvious  that  their  residences  must  be  so  contiguous  as  to  admit  of  their 
convening  with  facility.  Now,  whence  shall  they  be  taken?  Convenience 
as  obviously  suggests  from  the  brethren  of  all  orders,  residing  in  or  near 
some  of  our  large  Atlantic  cities.  Our  distant  brethren  of  the  south  and 
west,  even  if  members  of  the  court,  could  not,  on  a  sudden  summons, 
leave  their  business,  ecclesiastical,  or  secular,  and  travel  many  hundreds 
of  miles,  to  take  part  in  the  court*8  deliberations.  The  practical  conse- 
quence, therefore,  would  be,  that  the  final  and  authoritative  exposition  of 
the  meaning  of  our  Church  law,  would  fell  into  the  hands  of  some  few  of 
our  brethren  who  reside  in  or  near  our  great  Atlantic  cities.  We  think 
that  this  would  create  just  dissatisfection,  and  is  therefore  not  expedient 

8.  Another  evil  to  be  apprehended  is  that  the  decision  of  no  Diocesan 
Court  would  ever  be  final.  Tliere  would  be  an  appeal  on  the  law  of  every 
case  tried  by  the  Courts  of  the  Diocese.  Now  such  an  appeal,  it  is 
readily  granted,  may  in  some  ca.ses  be  neces.«;ary  to  prevent  injustice;  but 
it  seems  to  us,  that  the  appellate  court  had  better  be  Diocesan.  It  would 
be  more  responsi))le  to  the  Diocese,  and  would  also  be  more  in  accordance 
with  our  civil  institutions,  to  which,  from  the  beginning,  our  system  of 
ecclesiastical  government  has  been  made  analogous,  as  far  as  was  possible. 
Except  in  special  cases,  possessing  peculiar  features,  the  decisions  of  our 
State  Courts  are  not  revised  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 
Each  State  makes  for  itself  its  own  appellate  tribunals. 

4.  Your  Committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  happiness,  prosperity,  and 
usefulness  of  the  Church  will  Ix'st  be  promoted  by  securing  to  the  several 
Dioceses,  within  such  just  and  reasonable  limits  as  arc  consistent  witli  the 
preservation  of  our  general  union  and  unity,  as  a  branch  of  the  Christian 
Church,  complete  diocesan  indtpendence.  Such  a  measure  as  is  here  pro- 
posed, appears  to  us  to  be  a  step  in  the  direction  of  consolidation.  Wo 
do  not  think  it  wise  to  take  such  a  step,  because  we  believe  that  (to  say 
the  least;  no  necessity  now  makes  it  imperative  on  us  to  act ;  and  if  it 
did,  we  should  pause  long  before  we  hamper  diocemn  discipline  by  the 
revision  of  a  General  Court  Such  a  tribunal  may  become  itself  an  in- 
strument of  oppression  and  tyranny ;  or  if  it  be  not  that,  factious  guilt 
may  make  it,  however  unwillingly,  the  means  of  procrastinating,  if  not 
defeating,  deserved  ecclesiastical  punishment 

hi  accordance  with  these  views,  the  Committee  submit  the  following 
resolutions :

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The  Churches  firom  which  no  contribution  has  been  received  during  the 
year  are  more  than  half  the  parishes. 

The  individual  donations  are  less  than  last  year  by  $298.50. 

The  total  amount  of  receipts  this  year  is  larger  than  the  last  by  about 
$200 ;  but  the  legacy  and  the  portion  of  the  collection  at  the  last  conven- 
tion, which  is  upon  this  year's  act,  because  not  paid  in  at  the  time,  make 
the  amount  really  received  from  the  Churches  about  $1,000  less  than 
last  year.     A  statement  disheartening,  indeed ! 

A  method  of  relief  has  been  proposed  and  adopted  by  the  Committee^ 
to  this  eflfect:  That  subscription  books  should  be  regularly  and  widely 
circulated  each  year,  in  order  to  add  to  the  annual  income.  This  has  been 
initiated,  but  too* late  to  realize  any  thing  for  the  present  year.  It  is 
thought,  however,  that  the  plan,  if  it  can  be  effectually  carried  out  and 
persevered  in,  will  result  in  good. 

Brethren,  your  Committee  think,  that,  in  the  whole  range  of  our  Dioce- 
san enterprises,  no  one  rises  up  to  their  view  presenting  a  nobler  claim  on 
our  common  generosity  or  Christian  principle  and  feeling,  than  our  Mis- 
sionary cause.  We  believe  it  to  be  a  holy  cause,  in  accordance  with 
Divine  truth  and  order ;  and  our  very  love  and  fidelity  to  Christ  our  Lord 
prompt  us  to  sustain  it  We  justly  deem  it  a  privilege  to  belong  to  the 
purer  communion  of  the  Church ;  therefore,  in  simple  kindncf^s  we  are 
earnest  to  extend  the  blessing.  To  help  the  feeble  congregations  is  a 
labor  of  compassion  and  love ;  and  our  hearts  cannot  rest  until  it  be  ac- 
complished. We  joy  in  the  Missionary  duty ;  in  encouraging  zealous 
pastors  to  found  new  churches ;  in  strengthening  and  edifying  our  scat- 
tered flocks ;  in  calling  upon  all  who  have  a  heart  to  feel,  and  all  who 
love  the  Lord  Jesus,  to  contribute  bountifully.  We  believe,  too,  that  this 
cause,  so  holy,  so  affecting,  will  be,  must  be  finally,  nay  wonderfully 
successful.  To  despair  of  it,  would  be  to  despair  of  the  very  Church  of 
Christ. 

Yet,  amidst  all  our  joy  in  the  great  work,  and  our  triumphant  faith  in 
the  future,  at  this  present  moment  our  hearts  bum  within  us  for  sorrow 
and  for  shame.  The  Missionary  wants  have  not  been  met,  nor  have  the 
hands  of  the  feeble  been  strengthened ;  the  contributions  of  the  churches 
have  been  less  this  year  even  than  the  feeble  and  reproved  ones  of  previ- 
ous years ;  and  your  poor  and  toiling  Missionaries  have  had  their  little 
stipends  reduced  and  left  unpaid.  Our  earnest  and  sympathizing  Bishop 
has  not  been  able  to  give  to  reasonable  requests  a  comforting  response ; 
your  Committee  have  not  dared  to  cheer  Church  efforts  on ;  and  your 
Missionary  Treasurer  has  hung  his  head  in  despondency  and  mortifi- 
cation. 

Brethren,  these  things  ought  not  so  to  be.  It  is  time  that  there  should 
be  a  change ;  that  the  fiuthful  should  start  up  alarmed,  and  move  forward 
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to  the  rescae.  Let  the  Churches  rouse  themselves  anew  to  this  blessed 
and  sacred  work,  and  keep  at  it  firmly  with  persistent  effort  And  if  the 
Churches  will  not,  as  a  body,  where  are  the  fiimilies  ?  Where  the  single 
indiriduals  ?  Has  not  each  one  who  loves  the  Lord  Jesus,  who  blesses  His 
Name  daily  for  His  great  grace  and  unspeakable  salvation,  who  loves  the 
people  of  God,  and  pants  to  bring  sinners  home  to  Christ,  has  not  each 
Individual  a  work  to  do  in  this  very  business — a  work  of  faith,  of  loyalty, 
of  compassion  ? 

Oh,  brethren,  is  there  any  thing  your  Missionary  Committee  can  do,  or 
ought  to  do,  to  increase  yoiu*  confidence,  to  awaken  yoiu*  interest  ?  We 
have  done  all  we  know  how.  Gladly  will  we  resign  the  work  to  other 
hands;  gladly  will  we  trust  any  Christian  brother  with  the  charge,  and 
pray  for  his  success,  and  work  for  him  as  well  It  is  only  the  cause  of 
Christ,  the  ark  of  God,  for  which  all  oiu*  strong  solicitude  is  felt  And  if 
any  thing  can  be  suggested,  or  can  be  done  to  set  this  matter  right,  to 
strmgthen  the  hands  of  our  spiritual  leader,  to  bring  our  hearts  nearer  to 
each  other,  to  restore  confidence,  to  increase  activity,  to  prompt  generous 
outbursts  of  affection,  and  lavish  offerings  of  love,  brethren,  for  Chrisfs 
sake,  let  it  be  spoken,  and  let  it  be  done ;  spoken  fearlessly,  and  done 
forthright

OF   THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  SOCIETY  FOR  PROMOTING 
REUGION  AND  LEARNING. 

On  the  part  of  the  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning  in  the  State 
of  New  York,  by  Canon  made  of  the  Almoner  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York, 
for  the  distribution  of  the  funds  Canonically  contributed  for  Ministerial  Edu- 
cation, the  Superintendent  of  the  Society  respectfully  Reports  as  follows : 

That  the  total  sum  contributed  in  the  Diocese  last  year  for  that  aU- 
important  object,  amounted  but  to  $477.62 ;  only  62  Churches  contribu- 
ting out  of  the  320  within  the  Diocese ;  whfle  the  collections  forwarded  to 
the  Treasurer  up  to  the  meeting  of  the  present  Convention,  during  the 
current  year,  have  given  only  $295.82,  from  28  Churches ;  barely  ade- 
quate to  the  support  of  two  candidates. 

Of  the  inadequacy  of  such  amount  for  the  end  proposed  by  the  Conven- 
tion in  passing  such  Canon  little  need  be  said.  How  &r  below  its 
rightful  operation,  is  obvious  by  looking  at  the  number  of  Parishes  on 
whom  that  Canon  is  imperative,  giving,  as  it  did  last  year,  but  an  average 
of  j  of  the  whole  number ;  or,  again  looking  to  the  amount  of  its  general 
Church  contributions,  we  find  this  less  than  j^  part  of  the  whole 
amount, — ^a  ratio  so  wholly  inconsistent  with  the  relative  importance  of 
Ministerial  Education  as  compared  with  the  other  objects  of  Christian 
benevolence,  as  to  indicate  some  mistake  as  to  its  necessity.  The  secret 
cause  of  such  inadequate  or  wholly  neglected  collection,  is,  no  doubt,  the 
false  impression  that  this  duty  rests  on  others,  and  that  such  deficiencies 
will  be  made  good  by  the  funds  of  the  Society  here  represented.  This 
indeed,  as  a  matter  o/fact^  has  been  done  to  the  extent  of  their  means, 
but  not  as  a  matter  of  obligation;  and  then  it  should  be  remembered  not 
only  that  the  cause  of  Education  is  but  one  among  the  many  claims  which, 
as  Trustees,  that  Society  is  bound  to  look  at  in  their  distribution,  but, 
further,  that  every  dollar  thus  withheld  by  the  Diocese  from  that  object 
makes  the  Society's  own  labors  in  it  inadequate  to  meet  the  constantly 
increasing  needs  of  the  Church  in  that  special  direction,  as  well  as  crip- 
pling those  benevolent  labors  in  all  others.  To  show,  however,  their 
zeal  as  well  as  liberality  in  this  matter,  the  Superintendent  would  go  on 
to  report  that,  while  the  whole  contributions  of  the  Diocese,  Canonically 
provided,  would  fiiil  to  support  even  three  of  its  own  candidates,  that  this 
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Society  has  yet,  during  the  past  year,  supported  in  whole  or  in  part,  fifty 
candidates  in  the  Qenend  Theological  Seminary,  fourteen  in  Colleges,  viz. : 
4  in  Hobart  College,  5  in  Trinity,  4  in  Columbia  College,  and  1  in  the 
N.  Y.  University,  beside  12  in  schools  or  under  private  ministerial  instruc- 
tion ;  making  a  grand  total  of  76  candidates  and  students,  at  an  expendi- 
ture of  $8669.75,  to  which  should  be  added  $430  given  for  Text-books  to 
candidates  in  the  General  Theological  Seminary, — $500  a  loan  without 
intereBt  for  5  years  to  the  graduating  class,  for  purchase  of  books,  and 
t400  appropriated  to  the  Provisional  Bishop  for  the  aid  of  necessitous 
students,  amounting  in  the  whole,  to  $9999.75  ;  or,  deducting  the  Canon- 
ical collections,  to  the  sum  of  $9522.13. 

In  thus  reporting  their  own  labors  in  this  great  cause,  the  Society  would 
also  thankfully  report  the  special  aid  and  assistance  afforded  them  during 
the  past  year  in  carrying  out  their  plans,  by  a  warm-hearted  and  liberal 
Churchman  of  this  Diocese,  in  the  establishment  and  endowment  of  a 
Tnining  School  for  the  Ministry,  preparatory  to  the  candidate's  reception 
in  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  and  in  which  school  six  of  the 
schoiarB  of  this  Society  have  abready  found  a  Christian  and  a  Church- 
like Home — comlnning,  under  the  exclusive  care  of  a  first-rate  scholar 
as  well  as  a  devout  and  excellent  presbjrter  of  our  Church,  all  the  advan- 
tages of  collegiate  preparation  without  any  of  those  drawbacks  and  dan- 
gers which  are  so  often  found  to  pervert  or  cut  short  the  early-chosen 
destination  of  our  pious  youth.    In  order,  too,  that  this  institution  might 
be  altogether  removed  from  private  omtrol,  and  from  the  doubts  and  perils 
which  necessarily  attach  to  individual  enterprise  and  government,  and 
might  become  the  fidl  and  rightful  property  of  the  Diocese  at  large,  and 
a  perennial  source,  we  may  trust,  of  well-trained  laborers  within  it — ^to 
carry  out  this  object,  land  and  buildings  at  Annandale,  Duchess  County, 
to  the  value  at  least  of  $60,000,  have  been  recently  transferred  by  this 
liberal  donor  to  a  board  of  Trustees  approved  by  the  Acting  Bishop  of  the 
Biooese,  who  becomes  also  the  head  and  visitor  of  the  school,  and  an  Act 
d  Incorporation  prepared,  by  which  at  once  all  corporate  powers  and,  in 
prooeas  of  time,  collegiate  privileges  will  be  granted  to  it — a  subject  of  con- 
gratulation, surely,  to  the  Church  at  Uu-ge,  as  well  as  an  invaluable  aid 
within  this  Diocese  to  the  extent  of  its  means  in  the  cause  of  ministerial 
education,  and  calling  for  an  expression  of  thankfulness  to  the  Great 
Head  of  the  Church  that  He  has  thus  sanctified  the  hearts  of  His  servants 
and  the  bounties  He  bestows  upon  them.    With  a  view  to  diffuse  through 
^  Diocese  the  knowledge  of  the  plan  of  this  **  Training  School,"  as  well 
« to  awaken  the  liberality  of  churchmen  towards  it,  more  especially  for 
theeaiiy  erection  of  enlarged  accommodation  for  candidates  for  the  min- 
■tiy,  many  of  whom  are  now  anxiously  seeking  admission  to  its  privi- 
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leges,  copies  of  the  original  report  of  the  same,  as  made  to  this  Society, 
are  respectfully  laid  on  the  table  of  the  Conyention  for  genesal  distribu- 
tion. 

In  concluding  this  long  report^  the  Superintendent  would  yet  renew  the 
expression  of  the  important  light  in  which  the  subject  of  **  Training 
Schools,''  as  a  principle,  presents  itself  to  the  Society  he  represents,  and 
he  would  venture  to  add,  above  all,  to  his  own  mind  as  the  fruit  of  a  life- 
long experience  in  the  education  of  young  men,  and,  he  trusts  he  may  say, 
devoted  to  the  Christianizing  of  that  education. 

The  period  of  peril  is  that  of  college  life.  To  preserve  that  pure  is  the 
great  problem  of  education.  Corruption  of  morals,  perversion  of  princi- 
ples, seeds  of  infidelity  begin  in  those  years,  and  this  more  especiaUy  in 
our  land,  where  collegiate  teaching  and  Christian  training  are  so  rarely 
or  fuUy  united.  To  supply  that  want  for  those  intended  for  the  sacred 
ministry  of  our  Church,  to  fill  the  vacuity  that  intervenes  between  youth 
and  manhood,  safely  as  well  as  wisely,  to  sanctify  classical  studies,  to  Chris- 
tianize physical  science,  and  make  Christian  faith  the  golden  thread  that 
runs  through  all  studies  and  sanctifies  all  attainments — this  is  the  single 
yet  all  important  end  which  '^  Training  Schools"  seek  to  gain,  and  the 
one  before  us  professes  to  give — the  precursor,  as  we  trust,  of  many  more 
in  our  Church  and  m  our  land — ^the  honor  of  the  age  in  which  they  arise, 
and  the  source  of  increasing  blessings,  under  God,  to  all  that  come  after 
them.  But  to  make  these  ^*  Training  Schools''  truly  efficient  presupposes 
the  earlier  foundation  of  parish  schools  before  them,  where  even  the  ele- 
ments of  this  world's  learning  are  tinctured  with  a  Christian's  fiuth,  and 
the  services  of  the  Church  become  through  life  the  endeared  remembrances 
of  a  happy  and  holy  childhood ;  sudi  combination  would  give  us  the  true 
ideal  of  a  youth  rightly  trained  for  the  sacred  ministry-— one  passing  by 
regular  gradation  from  a  well-ordered  parish  school  to  the  higher  classical 
Church  Training  School,  and  thence,  in  due  time,  when  accomplished  in 
all  needful  human  learning,  proceeding,  not  spasmodically  or  by  chance, 
as  is  too  often  the  case  now,  but  continuously,  as  in  a  well-ordered  mardi, 
to  the  still  higher  guidance  of  our  learned,  devout,  and  faithful  professors 
in  the  General  Theological  Seminary.  The  last  step  in  such  course,  i.  e,  the 
Seminary,  we  already  have  in  good  working  order  in  our  Diocese — ^want- 
ing only  the  right  materials  sent  to  them.  Thefint  step,  too,  viz. :  that 
of  well-ordered  parish  schools,  is,  we  trust  and  pray,  in  principle  and 
practice  rapidly  extending  in  our  Diocese.  The  intermediate  step,  hith- 
erto so  greatly  wanting,  viz. :  that  of  an  organized  Church  Training 
School,  we  hail  now  in  the  Institution  at  Annandale,  already  referred  to, 
and  we  again  trust  and  pray,  not  only  that  it  individually  may  flourish, 
but  that  in  other  needful  portions  of  the  Church  it  may  find,  throu^  the 
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same  awakening  Spirit  that  cometh  down  from  the  Father  of  light,  zealous 
«Dd  successful  followers.

PAROCHIAL  AH)  FUND. 

To  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diooese  of  New  York : 

The  Committee  on  Parochial  Aid  respectfully  Report: 

Thit,  in  pursuance  of  the  instructions  given  to  them  by  the  Diocesan 
Convention  at  its  session  in  1858,  they  renewed  their  application  to  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  at  their  last  session,  for  the  passage 
of  **  An  Act  for  the  Incorporation  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York." 

And  that  the  personal  attention  of  some  of  your  Committee  was  de- 
voted to  the  accomplishment  of  the  said  object ;  and  that  the  said  bill  in 
the  form  hitherto  approved  by  the  Convention,  excepting  some  trifling 
amendments,  was  enacted  both  by  the  Assembly  and  the  Senate ;  by  the 
latter  body  almost  at  the  close  of  the  session ;  and  required  only  the  sig- 
nature of  the  Governor  of  the  State  to  become  a  law. 

That  it  was  not  until  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislaturo  that  your 
Committee  learned  that  the  bill  had  not  been  signed  by  the  Governor,  and 
in  reply  to  an  application  to  his  Excellency  to  learn  the  grounds  of  his  ob- 
jection— no  veto  message  having  accompanied  the  bill — they  received  from 
the  Executive  Department  the  following  reply : 

State  or  Nkw  York,  Executive  Department, 

Albany,  Sept.  21th,  1869. 
Dear  Sir: 

Governor  Morgan  has  requested  me  to  give  you  in  brief  the  reasons  why 
the  bill  entitled  "  An  Act  for  the  Incorporation  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Paro- 
chial Fund  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York" 
was  not  signed  by  him. 

He  informs  roe  that  you  are  acquainted  with,  and  concur  in  his  views  as 
to  the  constitutionality  of  special  acts  of  incorporation  for  purposes  that  can 
be  accomplished  under  general  laws,  already  existing,  so  that  I  need  only  to 
refer  to  that  matter.  At  the  close  of  the  session,  or  within  a  few  days  prior 
to  ita  close,  Governor  Morgan  found  before  him  a  considerable  number  of

bills,  with  whose  objects  he  most  folly  concurred  and  sympathized,  bat  to 
which  it  seemed  to  him  that  the  provision  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State 
applied  directly ;  and  that,  as  a  consequence,  he  could  not  properly  sign  them. 
Your  bill  was  among  the  number.  There  was  given  to  them  as  careful  an 
examination  as  was  possible  amid  the  pressure  of  business  then  exinting,  and 
the  result  was  only  to  confirm  his  original  impressions^ 

With  reference  to  the  bill,  in  which  you  were  interested,  it  was  conudered 
by  Governor  Morgan  that  chapter  819  of  the  Laws  of  1848,  entitled  "An 
Act  for  the  Incorporation  of  Benevolent,  Charitable,  and  Scientific  and  Mis- 
sionary Societies,"  was  sufficiently  broad  in  its  terms  and  its  intent  to  per- 
mit the  accomplishment  under  it  of  all  that  was  sought  under  the  act  you 
desired,  not,  perhaps,  in  the  precise  manner  you  desired,  nor  with  the  same 
machinery,  but  that  the  same  end  and  object  could  be  readily  accomplished. 
An  examination  which  I  have  personally  made,  leads  me  to  think  that  this 
opinion  was  undoubtedly  correct  Had  there  been  time,  however,  before 
the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature,  the  parties  interested  would  have  been 
communicated  with. 

Governor  Morgan  directs  me  to  repeat  to  you  the  expression  of  his  hope, 
that  no  inconvenience  will  be  caused  to  the  parties  who  were  interested  in 
the  bill,  or  to  the  large  and  influential  body,  whom,  in  a  sense,  they  repre- 
sent, by  the  conclusion  to  which  he  was  compelled  to  come. 

He  regretted  it  as  much  as  they  could  do,  but  his  convictions  of  duty  left 
no  other  course  open  to  hiou

Your  Committee,  since  the  receipt  of  this  communication,  haye  made  a 
new  examination  of  the  question  of  the  constitutionality  and  propriety  of 
the  act  in  question,  as  read  by  the  light  of  his  Excellency's  objections  and 
the  Statute  for  the  Incorporation  "  of  Charitable,  Scientific,  and  Mission- 
ary Societies,"  to  which  he  refers. 

The  expressed  benefit  intended  to  be  secured  by  the  act  whose  passage 
was  asked  for  by  the  Convention,  can  not  be  fully  secured,  in  the  opinion 
of  your  Committee,  by  an  incorporation  under  the  general  statute,  for 
the  reason  among  others,  that  the  income  of  the  real  and  personal  fund 
allowed  to  be  held  by  the  general  statute  is  only  ten  thousand  dollars, 
while  in  the  act  m  question,  it  is  thirty  thousand  dollars,  and  many  of  the 
special  and  peculiar  benefits  anticipated  by  the  act  of  the  Convention, 
such  as  special  devises  of  land  and  bequests  of  money  for  individual 
parishes  apart  from  the  general  funds  for  "  Clerical  Support"  and  "  Par- 
sonage Aid,"  could  not  by  Trustees  {^pointed  and  superintended  by  the 
Diocesan  Convention,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  be  safely  at- 
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tempted  under  the  general  wd^  even  diough  thej  assented  to  dianges,  as 
suggested  by  the  GoYemor,  in  the  manner  or  the  machinery. 

The  objects  themselves  are  so  special,  that  they  can  only  be  attained 
by  the  most  perfect  confidence  in  the  constitutional  powers  of  the  Trus- 
teei  and  the  pennanency  of  the  fund;  and  such  a  confidence  in  the 
opinion  of  your  Committee  is  unattainable  under  the  limited  and  narrow 
scope  oi  the  general  statute 

Had  your  Committee  had  an  opportunity  of  conferring  with  his  Excel- 
lency on  the  character  of  the  bill,  before  the  adjournment  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, and  answering  his  objections,  they  think  they  could  have  convinced 
him  that  the  rule  on  which  he  based  his  refusal  to  sign  the  act  submitted 
hj  the  Convention  did  not,  in  fiust,  ^pply  to  this  act,  inasmuch  as  the  act 
IB  distinguished  from  the  general  statute  by  sundry  minute  and  most  im- 
portant details,  upon  which  hinge  the  anticipated  benefits  of  the  plan,  and 
idiich,  although  constituting  distinct  marks  of  difference,  might  easily  be 
oreriooked  or  misappredated  in  a  hurried  examination  made  by  an  Exe- 
cutive amid  the  most  pressing  duties,  and  vnthout  the  benefit  of  such  ad- 
vice or  explanation  as  your  Committee,  had  time  permitted  them  to  be 
summoned,  might  readily  have  given.  No  opportunity  for  such  a  confer- 
ence between  the  Governor  and  the  Committee  has  yet  been  had ;  and  as 
bis  Excellency  very  frankly  remarked,  in  conversation  with  the  chairman 
of  the  Committee,  during  the  last  week,  that  if,  on  a  re-examination,  he 
should  find  that  he  had,  in  the  hurry  of  the  moment,  fidlen  into  an  error, 
be  would  gladly  repair  it  as  fiur  as  possible,  your  Committee  would  recom- 
mend, that  they  be  continued  vrith  authority  to  confer  with  the  Governor 
oo  die  part  of  the  Convention,  to  explain  that  the  great  and  important 
objects  the  Convention  contemplated  from  the  act  in  question  cannot  be 
fully  attained  under  the  general  statute,  and  in  case  they  satisfy  his  Ex- 
edlcncy's  objections,  that  the  Committee  be  instructed  to  procure  anew 
flie  enactment  of  the  bill  from  the  next  Legishtture,  with  or  without 
amendments  as  they  may  think  best

That  it  be  received  and  referred  to  a  Committee  of  three 
Clergymen  and  three  Laymen  to  report  to  the  next  Convention. 

The  motion  was  lost. 

On  motion  of  the  Hon.  Murray  Hoffman,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  the  Committee  on  Canons  be  directed  to  prepare 
and  submit  to  the  next  Convention  a  body  of  Canons  in  relation 
to  Discipline  in  this  Diocese ;  and  further  to  suggest  any  altera- 
tions in  any  of  the  existing  Canons  or  any  additions  thereto,  which 
may  be  necessary  or  expedient,  in  view  of  the  present  or  then 
existing  law  of  the  General  Convention  of  this  Church. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Higbee,  from  the  Committee  on  Canons,  reported 
progress  respecting  the  subject  referred  to  them,  of  erasing  the 
names  of  extinct  Churches  from  the  List  of  those  in  Union  with 
the  Convention ;  and  asked  for  the  Committee  leave  to  report  in 
full  to  the  next  Convention.

Hie  Rey.  Dr.  Hawks  from  the  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  subject  of  the  alteration  of  Article  VII.  of  the 
CoDstitution  respecting  the  vote  of  Chapels,  as  the  same  was 
approved  in  the  year  1852  by  the  Convention,  but  which  was 
omitted  by  inadvertence  to  be  acted  on  in  the  succeeding  year, 
made  a  Report,  recommending  again  such  alteration  ;  and  offered 
the  following  Resolution : 

Besolved^  That  this  Convention  do  approve  of  the  Amendment 
now  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Canons  to  be  made  in 
Article  YIL  of  the  Constitution  governing  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  so  that  said  Article  shall  read  as  follows : 

Abticlb  VII. 

In  aU  matters  whidi  shall  come  before  the  Convention,  the  Clergy  and 
laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body ;  and  in  voting,  the  Clergy  shall  vote 
hj  individuals,  and  the  Laity  by  congregations ;  and  when  more  than  one 
Church  or  Chapel  shall  be  united  under  one  Vestry,  and  shall  have  been 
80  united  and  recognized  by  the  Convention,  prior  to  the  last  Wednesday 
in  September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1859,  the  Delegate  or  I)elegate8  of 
inch  Vestry  only  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote  for  each  Church  or  Chapel ; 
and  a  minority  of  ihe  votes  of  the  two  Orders  jointly  shall  be  decisive ; 
but  ]f^  in  any  case,  it  be  required  by  five  votes,  the  two  Orders  shall  vote 
npffately,  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of 
each  Order  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  decision.  In  the  case  of 
decdng  a  Bishop,  the  two  Orders  shall  always  vote  separately,  agreeably 
to  the  mode  last  prescribed. 

Tlie  Question  being  taken,  the  Amendment  to  Article  VII.  of 
the  Constitution,  as  above  recommended,  was  approved,  and  lies 
over  to  the  next  Convention  for  final  action.

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THE  PEOVISIONAL  BISHOP. 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Laity  :  This 
is  the  fifth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  which  I  have 
met  since  I  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  Episcopate,  and 
this  may  be  considered  as  the  close  of  my  fifth  ecclesiastical 
year  of  work.  It  is  a  subject  of  grateful  reflection,  that  du- 
ring this  period  of  five  years,  so  quickly  passed,  yet  so  con- 
siderable a  portion  of  the  active  life  of  man,  neither  sickness 
nor  accident  has  occurred  to  interrupt  my  course  of  duty, 
and  that  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  has  been  at  peace,  and 
luis  been  steadily  growing. 

The  27th  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  of  1832  says : 
"It  is  deemed  proper  that  every  Bishop  of  this  Church 
shall  deliver,  at  least  once  in  three  years,  a  Charge  to  the 
Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  unless  prevented  by  reasonable  cause." 
Each  of  my  Annual  Addresses  to  the  Convention  has  con- 
tained, besides  a  record  of  my  official  acts,  so  much  general 
matter,  usually  made  the  subject  of  Episcopal  charges,  as  to 
amount,  in  my  judgment,  to  a  full  compliance  with  the  spirit 
of  the  Canon.  I  shall,  therefore,  waive  for  the  present,  the 
formalities  of  a  Charge,  and  content  myself  with  the  usual 
Address,  touching  with  more  or  less  fulness  of  discussion. 
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such  matters  as  seem  to  me  most  important  to  be  brought  to 
the  view  of  the  Church  in  this  Dioce&e. 

I  begin  with  a  Summary  of  Episcopal  Acts  for  the  last 
year,  leaving  the  full  statement  of  particulars  to  be  given  as 
usual  in  the  published  Address.  During  the  past  year,  thir- 
teen persons  have  been  admitted  to  the  Diaconate,  eight  Dea- 
cons have  been  advanced  to  the  Priesthood,  seven  Churches 
and  Chapels  have  been  consecrated,  six  Corner  Stones  have 
been  laid,  four  Clergymen  have  been  instituted,  about  200 
services  in  all  have  been  attended  in  some  official  capacity, 
between  150  and  160  sermons  have  been  preached,  150  Con- 
firmations have  been  held,  and  2656  persons  confirmed. 
It  will  be  observed,  that  the  number  of  persons  confirmed, 
though  above  the  average  of  the  last  few  years,  is  yet  far  be- 
low the  number  of  confirmations  reported  to  the  last  Con- 
vention, although  the  visitations  during  this  past  year  have 
been  quite  as  numerous  and  extensive  as  during  the  previous 
year.  No  inference  can  properly  be  drawn  from  the  inferi- 
ority of  the  numbers  confirmed  this  year  to  those  of  last 
year,  which  is  in  the  least  unfavorable  to  the  present  life  and 
vigor  of  the  Diocese. 

The  life  of  the  Church  of  God  is  not  fitful,  vigorous  to- 
day and  languid  to-morrow.  The  attendance  upon  the  ser- 
vices of  the  Church  during  the  last  Lent,  was,  as  a  general 
thing,  larger  than  it  had  been  the  preceding  season,  in  the 
midst  of  the  then  surrounding  excitements  in  other  bodies. 
All  the  other  indications  of  interest,  activity,  and  growth  in 
the  Diocese,  during  the  current  year,  have  been  most  en- 
couraging. The  truth  is,  the  preceding  year  was,  in  many 
respects,  an  exceptional  year.  It  was  a  year  of  affliction,  a 
year  of  loss  and  distress  and  anxiety ;  and  as  in  the  family 
we  often  see  more  progress  made  in  religious  improvement  in 
one  year  of  affliction  than  in  many  years  of  ease  and  pros- 
perity, so  is  it  in  the  larger  social  body,  and  in  the  Church. 
There  had  been  faithful  teaching  ye<ir  after  year ;  the  good 
seed  had  been  sown ;  and  when  a  merciful  Providence  came 
to  lay  its  chastening  hand  upon  us,  when  we  were  suddenly 
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visited  with  losses,  and  taught  the  insecurity  of  our  temporal 
possessions,  when  our  minds  had  been  duly  softened,  and  a 
long  period  of  comparative  inactivity,  affording  leisure  for 
reflection,  had  been  provided  for  (us,  then  the  good  seed 
sown  sprang  up  under  the  influences  of  the  peace-loving 
Spirit  abundantly.  God's  Word  is  ever  near  us ;  the  ordin- 
ary influences  of  His  Spirit  are  ever  with  us;  and  it  seems 
to  me  that  we  need  not  look  beyond  the  power  of  His  chas- 
tening hand  for  the  .secret  of  our  extraordinary  harvest  of 
good  things  in  the  Conventional  year  of  1857--'8. 

The  whole  number  of  persons  confirmed  during  the  last 
three  years  is  8769 — nearly  3000  more  than  were  confirmed 
during  the  previous  three  years,  and  reported  to  the  last  Gen- 
eral Convention.*  The  whole  number  of  persons  confirmed 
during  the  five  years  of  my  episcopate  is  13,120. 

Much  care  has  been  bestowed,  as  a  general  thing,  upon 
the  instruction  of  classes  preparing  f^v  confirmation ;  and 
little  is  wanting  to  this  branch  of  pjistoral  work  in  the  Dio- 
cese, but  that  equal  attention  should  continue  to  be  bestowed 
upon  the  younger  persons  admitted  to  that  holy  rite  ajler- 
wards,  and  until  they  have  reached  maturer  years,  become 
confirmed  in  their  religious  feelings  and  habits,  and  entered 
fully  upon  all  the  duties  of  the  Christian  life.  By  such  after 
attention  on  the  part  of  the  pastor,  many  young  persons 
would  be  preserved  from  straying  into  the  ways  of  neglect 
and  forgetfulness,  and  led  on  to  the  fulness  of  blessing  and 
usefulness  in  the  Church. 

It  is  a  pleasing  thing  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  work  of 
the  Church  among  the  poor  of  this  great  city  has  continued 
to  grow  and  extend  itself  during  the  past  year.  The  Church 
of  the  Holy  Apostles  has  organized  an  outstanding  mission 
for  liie  poor.  Christ  Church  is  doing  something  in  the  same 
way.  St  George's  Church  has  added  to  her  other  good 
works  the  erection  of  a  very  beautiful  and  commodious 
chapel,  in  which  services,  both  in  English  and  in  German, 
have  been  commenced,  and  in  which  admirable  provision 
has  been  made  for  schools  of  different  kinds,  and  for  a  read-

iny  room  for  the  people  of  the  mission — a  most  useful  feature 
which  I  should  be  glad  to  see  appearing,  under  due  super- 
intendence, with  appliances  for  comfort  and  instruction,  in 
every  part  of  the  city.  It  would  prove  a  pleasant  resort  in 
the  long,  dreary  evenings  of  winter,  and  would  save  many 
a  young  man  from  temptation  to  enter  those  deadly  but  daz- 
zling and  seductive  haunts  where  so  much  is  to  be  found  in 
the  way  of  light  and  warmth  and  exhilaration.  A  spacious 
chapel  also  is  in  course  of  erection  for  the  outstanding  mis- 
sion of  Grace  Church;  and  a  munificent  layman  of  that 
Church  has  pledged  himself  for  $5,000  a  year  for  five  years 
for  the  support  of  two  additional  city  mission  congregations. 
In  Trinity  parish  there  is  a  very  large  amount  of  work  done 
among  the  poor,  and  not  to  enter  into  prolix  details,  it  is 
rapidly  becoming  more  and  more  evident  that  the  new  con- 
dition of  things  presented  to  the  Church  in  this  city  by  the 
vast  influx  of  poor,  she  is  learning  to  comprehend,  as  well 
how  to  ac(!ept  it  and  how  to  adapt  herself  to  it. 

It  has  been  thought  by  some  persons  that  there  is  not  much 
evidence  of  growth  in  the  Church  in  this  city  within  the  last 
few  years,  inasmuch  as  new  parishes  have  not  been  organ- 
ized. But  this,  I  think,  is  an  error.  Within  the  last  five 
years  Trinity  Chapel  has  been  erected  and  filled.  The  con- 
gregation of  the  Memorial  Church  may  be  said  to  be  a  new 
creation,  and  it  is  overflowing.  The  Church  of  the  Holy- 
Apostles,  of  the  Transfiguration,  of  the  Incarnation,  have 
been  enlargcid,  and  have  nearly  or  quite  doubled  their  con- 
gregations. St.  Peter's  and  Christ  Churches  have  added 
largely  to  their  numbers  and  strength.  Several  outstanding 
missions  have  been  established  and  are  flourishing.  St. 
John  Baptist's  has  been  completed,  and  is  rapidly  filling  up. 
Zion  Church  will  no  doubt  be  full  at  once.  The  Church  of 
the  Advent  and  St.  Timothy  are  earnestly  asking  for  more 
room.  Other  illctstrations  of  the  growth  of  the  Church  in 
this  city  might  be  given.  No  doubt  more  might  have  been 
done,  but  I  think  there  is  no  reason  to  be  discouraged,  in 
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view  of  wbat  has  taken  place,  and  of  what  is  now  going  on 
aioand  ua 

And  besides  Charches,  what  shall  we  say  of  St  Luke's 
Hospital?  God  bless  its  large-hearted  founders  and  sup* 
porters,  and  all  who  bestow  their  offerings  upon  it  I  No  one 
can  enter  it  without  a  throb  of  grateful  feeling  that  such  com- 
forts and  such  spiritual  consolations  should  have  been  pro* 
Tided  for  the  suffering,  and  that  such  a  divine  image  of  peace 
and  loving,  self-denying  ministry  should  have  been  set  up 
in  this  great  central  city.  Go,  ye  rich  men,  and  see  what  a 
litUe  of  your  wealth  can  be  made  to  do  for  the  assuaging  of 
human  woe,  temporal  and  spiritual  I  Go,  ye  giddy  sons  and 
daughters  of  pleasure,  and  see  what  human  life  is  in  another 
of  its  aspects  I  See  what  it  is  to  suffer  in  desolate  misery ; 
what  it  is  to  do  good,  and  what  a  heavenly  use  you  may 
make  of  your  time  and  your  gifts  of  fortune!  The  sympa- 
thies of  the  whole  city  will  cluster  around  that  institution, 
and  the  lessons  which  the  visitor  will  learn  there  will  be 
more  to  him  than  any  gifts  which  he  can  bestow  upon  it. 

Several  years  ago  I  turned  my  attention  to  the  subject  of 
a  training  school,  to  assist  in  preparing  young  men  for  the 
aacred  ministry.  We  greatly  needed  a  school  where  young 
persons,  of  the  proper  moral  and  religious  qualifications,  but 
in  very  different  states  as  to  their  literary  qualificiitions,  might 
be  received,  placed  under  influences  accordant  with  the  su- 
preme aim  of  their  lives,  and  nurtured  with  all  good  learn- 
ing, until  they  should  be  prepared  to  enter  the  General  The- 
ological Seminary.  I  often  referred  to  its  importance  in  pri- 
vate, and  in  my  Address  in  '66,  to  the  Convention,  I  pressed 
it  upon  the  consideration  of  the  Diocese.  But  I  was  not 
anxious  to  attempt  to  build  up  a  mere  arbitrary  mechanical 
project  before  Providence  should  seem  to  open  the  way  for 
something  real.  ^ 

At  length  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  announce  that  a  be- 
ginning has  been  made,  with  every  prospect  of  eminent  sue- 
oeaa.  Through  the  munificence  of  John  Bard,  Esq.,  of 
Annandale,  Duchess  County,  and  the  kind  co-operation,  to  a 
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certain  extent,  of  the  "  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Reli- 
gion and  Learning,"  a  Training  School  has  been  opened  at 
Annandale,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Rev.  George 
F.  Seymour,  well  known  for  his  scholarship,  his  experience 
and  ability  as  a  teacher,  and  his  admirable  qualities  for  train- 
ing  and  moulding  the  young.  Several  gentlemen  of  high 
standing,  both  clerical  and  lay,  have  gathered  about  it,  and 
consented  to  act  as  Trustees.  Already  it  has  as  many  pupils 
as  can  be  accommodated,  and  many  applicants  are  waiting 
for  admission.  Every  security  has  been  provided  for  the 
proper  management  of  it,  and  I  have  a  good  hope  that  it 
will  become  an  object  of  general  interest  in  the  Diocese,  and 
prove  a  rich  blessing  to  the  Church.  The  need  for  larger 
accommodations  is  urgent,  and  I  commend  it  most  heartily 
to  the  sympathy  and  support  of  all  devout  churchmen. 

Within  the  past  year  or  two  a  Chapel  has  been  opened  in 
Pari3  by  a  presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  for  the  benefit  of 
Americans  residing  or  travelling  abroad.  There  were  vari- 
ous questions  connected  with  the  undertaking  which  made 
me  unwilling  at  first  to  give  it  my  formal  official  sanction. 
It  was  commenced  in  no  spirit  of  ill-will  toward  any  pre- 
existing services.  It  was  a  simple  desire  to  provide  for  our 
countrymen  abroad  those  religious  privileges  to  which  they 
are  entitled,  and  which,  in  a  strange  land,  they  so  greatly 
need.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  undertaking  thus  far  has 
been  eminently  satisfactory  and  successful.  The  clergyman 
at  the  head  of  it  has  approved  himself  to  all  who  have  visit- 
ed his  Chapel  or  resided  in  Paris — ^and  some  of  our  most  emi- 
nent citizens  have  given  it  their  warm  commendation  and 
support. 

During  the  past  year  the  Church  has  been  deprived  of  the 
services  of  the  Rev.  Benjamin  C.  C.  Parker,  long  a  most 
faithful  and  efficient  Missionary  in  one  of  our  floating  Chap- 
els for  seamen.  An  acquaintance  of  thirty  years  enables 
me  to  bear  testimony  of  his  zeal  and  devotion  in  the  work 
of  the  sacred  ministry. 

The  Rev.  Reuben  Hubbard,  long  a  faithful  missionaTy,  as 
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he  was  an  excellent  man,  has  departed  this  life  at  a  very  ad- 
yanoed  age.  The  venerable  Dr.  Wilson,  though  not  of  this 
Diocese,  was  long  a  resident  among  us,  honored  and  loved 
by  all  who  knew  him.  He,  too,  has  been  gathered  to  his  fa- 
tibers  in  a  good  old  age.  His  life  and  services  have  been 
well  commemorated  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Turner,  so  long  associat- 
ed with  him  as  professor  in  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 

To  these  deaths  must  be  added  that  of  the  late  Bishop  6{ 
New  Jersey,  in  the  midst  of  his  energetic  labors.  For  thirty 
jmn  he  had  been  devoting  all  the  force  of  his  vivid  and 
powerful  mind  to  the  subject  of  Christian  education,  and  I 
have  no  doubt  that  it  will  be  admitted  hereafter  by  all  intel- 
ligent and  candid  persons,  that  his  writings  have  exercised  a 
most  beneficial  influence  over  public  opinion  in  the  Church 
in  this  country,  in  regard  to  the  very  great  importance  in 
systems  of  education,  of  subordinating  all  secular  instruc- 
tion to  religious  influence. 

At  the  close  of  my  last  Address  to  the  Convention  I  en- 
omerated  several  subjects  of  interest  and  importance,  which 
would  have  claimed  consideration,  had  there  been  time  for 
more  extended  remarks.  The  last  of  these  was  '^  the  great 
danger,  in  the  present  circumstances  of  the  Church,  of  acting 
hastily  upon  mere  abstract  and  theoretical  views,  in  attempt- 
ing changes  in  ecclesiastical  arrangements."  This,  of  course, 
is  a  large  subject  On  the  present  occasion  I  shall  touch  but 
a  part  of  it,  contenting  myself  with  a  few  general  observa- 
ttoosj  and  with  a  glance  at  one  of  the  many  questions  which 
ire  likely  to  present  themselves  to  the  Church  in  this  country 
during  the  next  fifteen  or  twenty  years. 

The  Church,  which,  a  century  ago,  passed  through  a  period 
of  comparative  inaction,  if  not  of  stagnation,  is  now  in  the 
midst  of  what  may  be  termed  slu  age  of  movement  It  was 
the  Poet  Gray  I  think,  who  asked,  somewhat  contemptuously, 
"who  reads  a  theological  book?"  And  he  might  almost 
have  asked,  "who  writes  a  theological  book?"  Not  but 
what  some  such  books  were  then  written;  for  no  age  is 
entirely  destitute  of  such  productions.    But  the  Church  and 
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theology  were  not  the;  fields  in  which  the  intellectual  activity 
of  the  age  was  most  inclined  to  exert  it8el£ 

In  this  respect  we  have  seea  a  great  change.  WiUiin  tbe 
last  twenty-five  years  the  press  has  turned  with  theologioal 
literature, — and; that,  too,  of  a  character  which,  for  freshness 
and  vigor,  may  well  challenge  a  comparison  with  any  othjer 
^ecies  of  writing  that  has  appeared  during  the  same  intervaL 
Li  the  discussions  which  have  been  re-open^  there-  has 
been  a  general  recurrence  to  first  principles,  there  has  been 
a  freshness  and  boldness  in  the  re-examination  of  theological 
questions  in  the  light  of  Scripture  and  the  primitive  Church, 
and  as  illustrated  by  the  writings  of  the  great  Anglican  Be- 
formers  and  of  the  divines  of  the  17th  century,  which  has 
made  theological  reading  and  debate  in  the  highest  d^ree 
exhilarating  and,  to  many  minds,  absolutely  intoxicating. 

In  such  epochs  human  infirmity  is  sure  to  make  a  conspicu- 
ous figure ;  and  in  the  midst  of  noble  displays  of  learning, 
wisdom  and  eloquence,  put  forth  to  r^nimate  and  gpiide  as 
well  as  to  defend  the  Church,  we  have  had  a  full  share  of 
extravagance,  afG^etation  and  presumption,  and  especially  of 
headlong^  one-eyed  zeal,  running  itself  quite  out  of  sight  of 
reason  and  truth.  These  past  conflicts  have  related  chiefly 
to  Doctrine ;  and  the  errors  and  follies  to  which  I  refer  have 
appeared  for  the  most  part  in  matters  of  doctrine,  or  in  cer- 
tain fantastic  views  of  ritualism,  which  naturally  result  firom 
erroneous  conceptions  of  doctrine. 

But  we  are  now  advancing  to  another  stage  in  what  I  have 
termed  an  age  of  movemeni.  During  the  next  twenty-five 
years  we  are  likely,  I  think,  to  be  occupied  quite  as  much 
.  with  the  consideration  of  measures  as  with  the  examination 
of  doctrines.  Every  possible  question  in  r^ard  to  the  or- 
ganization of  the  Church,  the  work  of  the  Church,  and  the 
worship  of  the  Church  will  be  re-opened  and  agitated.' 

The  prospect  of  such  a  crisis  need  not  alarm  us.  No  doubt 
we  shall  be  largely  favored  with  the  counsels  of  youthful 
theorists.  We  shall  see  the  existing  system  of  the  Church 
misrepresented  and  disparaged  by  those  who  are  pasnoqately

devoted  to  some  favorite  scheme.  We  shall  have  magnifioenf 
pictnrea  of  the  Teftults  which  might  be,  and  certainly  would 
be,  attained  in  the  Church,  if  only  this  or  that  measure  of 
reform  or  change  of  organization  could  be  carried.  We  shall 
have  arguments  in  regard  to  subordinate  arrangements  erected- 
upon  the  alleged  example  of  the  Primitive  Church,  when 
analogy  is  seen  to  fail  utterly  at  the  very  point  where  the' 
closest  analogy  is  required  for  the  support  of  the  argument 

It  is  easier  to  talk  than  to  work.  It  is  pleasanter  to  a  cer- 
tain class  of  minds  to  propound  and  advocate  new  schenies 
than  to  toil  on  patiently,  earnestly  in  the  old  well-beaten 
path.  To  stand  forth  before  the  Church  and  the^  wbrid  as 
reformers,  as  leaders  in  a  new  movement  which  professes  to 
aim  at  great  improvements,  whether  in  the  Church,  or  in  the 
social  system,  to  keep  the  mind's  eye  fixed  upon  a  splendid 
picture  of  ideal  perfection,  all  this  is  very  intoxicating  to 
imaginative  persons  (who  chance  to  have  a  slight  infusion  of 
^otism  and  vanity  in  their  composition) ;  while  among  the 
yoang  and  ardent,  who  have  never  been  led  to  consider  things 
deeply,  but  who  glow  with  a  generous  zeal,  many  are  the* 
eager  spirits  that  are  engaged,  and,  for  a  time,  carried  away* 
by  imposing  but  deceitful  promises  of  good.  In  a  word,  as  in 
the  past  twenty-five  years  we  have  had  along  with  much  good, 
many  extravagances  in  regard  to  doctrine,  many  rash  persons 
doing  mischievous  things,  and  some  of  them  running  into  fatal 
error,  so  it  is  highly  probablei  that  during  the  next  twenty- 
five  years  we  shall  have  a  corresponding  class  of  perttons  run- 
ning a  similair  career  in  regard  to  nieasures ;  {)ersons  confi- 
dent in  their  own  wisdom,  inflated  with  the  conceit  of  work- 
ing at  changes,  and  too  self-willed  and  too  intent  upon 
carrying  a  point  to  be  open  to  any  counsel  more  prudent 
than  their  own,  and  who,  by  their  perverse  activity,  will  do 
something  to  occasion  uneasiness  in  the  Church,  but  much 
more  to  bring  confusion  and  fiital  mischances  upon  them- 
selves. 

Nevertheless,  I  repeat,  the  prospect  of  siich  a  crisis  need 
not  alarm  us.    The  Church,  as  a  body,  is  not  given  to  change. 
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She  has  so  mach  about  her  that  is  of  divine  institution,  which 
she  will  not  allow  to  be  touched  ^t  all,  and  she  is  so  much  in 
th^  habit  of  taking  counsel  of  centuries  rather  than  of  days, 
that  she  is  wisely  slow  to  adn^iit  alteration  in  any  thing.  We 
may  well  be  thankful,  then,  that  we  are  in  the  midst  of  an 
age  of  movement,  and  not  in  the  midst  of  an  age  of  stagna- 
tion. We  may  well  rejoice  that  the  mind  of  the  Churdi  is 
so  thoroughly  aroused  to  consider  what  means  may  be  de- 
vised for  more  effectually  prosecuting  her  great  work.  There 
is,  within  her  borders,  an  inexhaustible  field  for  the  intensest 
activity  without  touching  one  of  the  established  features  of 
her  system.  Her  children  may  put  forth  all  their  resources, 
may  give  the  reins  to  the  freest  spirit  of  enterprise  in  efforts 
to  devise  good  things  for  the  poor,  and  to  carry  the  (Gospel 
and  the  Church  to  those  who  have  them  not;  they  may 
labor  to  exalt  the  spirit  of  piety  and  devotion  in  the  Church, 
and  to  make  her  worship  more  beautiful  as  well  as  more 
fervent,  and  yet  they  may  keep  sacred  from  the  hand  of 
innovation  not  only  what  is  of  divine  institution  in  the 
Church's  system,  but  also  all  those  features  which  are  justly 
reverenced  for  their  high  origin  and  authority,  for  their  in- 
herent excellence  and  beauty  as  adapted  to  our  needs,  and 
for  their  well-tried  strength  and  efficacy  as  enduring  safe- 
guards of  the  truth. 

Let  the  Church  look  to  her  men  of  sound  judgment,  of 
well-tried  wisdom  and  experience  for  counsel;  let  her  be 
prompt  to  frown  upon  the  miserable  attempts  likely  to  be 
made  from  time  to  time  to  disparage  some  feature  of  her  ex- 
isting system  for  the  sake  of  recommending  something  new  ; 
let  her  be  ready  to  avail  herself  of  every  real  improvement 
in  subordinate  details,  where  greater  efficiency  is  to  be  gained 
without  peril  to  any  essential  interest ;  and  she  may  trust, 
under  the  divine  blessing,  to  pass  the  approaching  crisis  not 
only  unharmed,  but  with  redoubled  strength  and  with  en- 
larged means  of  influence. 

With  these  preliminary  observations  I  pass  on  to  the  single 
question  at  which  I  had  proposed  to  glance  for  a  very  few 
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moments: — ^the  question  as  to  the  expediency  of  so  dividing 
IKooeaes  as  to  reduce  them  to  small  dimensions  geographi* 
cally  and  numerically.  This  question,  like  many  others  that 
have  arisen  in  this  country,  we  have  borrowed  for  the  most 
bom  the  Church  of  England.  When  some  twenty-five  years 
ago  a  movement  commenced  in  the  Anglican  Church,  which 
gradually  developed  into  a  revival  of  devotion  and  earnest 
I»ict]cal  woric,  a  cry  arose  for  a  division  of  Dioceses  and  an 
inerease  of  numbers  in  the  Episcopate.  Considering  that 
scMne  of  the  Dioceses  had  grown  by  increase  of  population 
until  they  contained  800  or  1000  Clergymen  and  one  or 
two  millions  of  souls,  a  majority  of  whom  belonged  to  the 
Church,  the  starting  of  such  a  cry  in  an  age  of  movement 
was  natural  enough.  How  &r  an  increase  in  the  Episcopate 
in  the  Anglican  Church  was  or  is  desirable,  it  is  not  my 
province  to  judge.  But  it  is  obvious  to  remark  that  the  re« 
vival  of  zeal  and  Church  work  which  has  taken  place  in 
the  English  Church  within  the  last  twenty-five  years,  one 
of  the  greatest  that  has  ever  occurred  in  any  branch  of 
the  Church  in  the  same  brief  period,  has  been  brought  about 
without  any  increase  in  the  Episcopate,  or  with  only  such  a 
slight  addition  as  is  of  no  importance  to  the  argument.  The 
examjde  seems  to  me  to  show  conclusively  that  though  a 
Bishop  is  an  essential  element  in  the  constitution  of  a  Dio* 
oese,  yet  it  is  by  no  means  indispensable  to  the  most  thorough 
activity  and  efficiency  of  a  Church,  that  it  should  provide  a 
Bishop  for  every  fifty  Clergymen,  any  more  than  it  is  neces- 
aaiy  or  expedient  for  the  welfare  of  a  State  that  it  should 
afqpoint  a  Gtovemor,  with  full  powers,  for  every  two  or  three 
ooonties.  I  believe  it  is  also  matter  of  fact,  that  a  Committee 
of  able  and  experienced  persons  was  appointed  to  consider  the 
expediency  of  dividing  the  Diocese  of  London,  the  largest  in 
the  kingdom,  and  that  they  reported  that,  in  their  opinion, 
the  measure  was  not  advisable. 

I  have  not  seen  their  reasons ;  but  to  say  nothing  of  other 
ooDoderations,  it  is  easy  to  conceive  of  the  repugnance  which 
most  have  been  very  generally  felt,  to  seeing  that  old  and 
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renowned  Diocese  broken  up  into  a  number  of  insignificant 
fragments,  with  new  names  and  no  historical  associationa. 
It  is  not  easy  to  estimate  how  much  the  spirit  and  vigor  of  a 
Diocese  depend  upon  its  antecedents  and  upon  the  position 
and  character; which  it  basmAde.for  itself.  But  the  partial 
cry  for  more  Bishops,  which  arose  in  England  under  the 
pressure  of  Dioceses  numerically  very  large,  and  in  a  period 
of  excitement,  though  nev^  responded  to  by  any  oorres- 
ponding  measure  of  division,  was  speedily  transferred  to  the 
church  in  this  country,  where  the  circumstances  were  entirely 
different.^  .  Because  some  persons  in  England  called  for  the 
division  of  a  Diocese  containing  nearly  1000  Clergymen,  and 
two  million  of  souls,  who  were  not  merely  within  the  limits 
of  the-.Diocese,  but  actual  members  of  it,  therefore  it  is 
thought  by  some  persons  in  this  country  that  the  Church 
eannot  do  her  work  here  without  a  division  and  subdivision 
of  her  feeble  Dioceses. 

I  call  our  Dioceses  feeble,  and,  compared  not  only  with 
what  is  very  coinmonly  seen  in  England,  but  with  any  reas- 
onable standanl,  they  are  feeble,  and  will  continue  to  be  so, 
with  our  best  efforts,  for  a  long  time  to  come.  It  sounds 
very  imposing  to  count  up  the  population  in  this  city,  and 
in  this  Diocese.  But  it  is  very  ridiculous  as  an  argument ; 
for  every  one  knows  that  not  one  in  ten  of  the  populaticm 
are  in  the  Church,  or  in  any  way  under  her  care,  or  likdy 
soon  to  be  included  within  her  pale,  be  the  agencies  used  by 
her  never  so  efficient.  Much  the  same  remark  applies  to  the 
extent  of  territory  in  the  Diocese.  It  matters  very  little  to 
any  question  of  real  oversight  or  of  real  efficiency^  what  the 
geographical  extent  of  the  Diocese  may  happen  to  be,  pro^ 
vided  every  part  of  it  be  easy  of  access,  and  provided  it  be 
not  so  crowded  with  Clergy  and  Parishes  as  to  make  due  at- 
tention and  oversight  on  the  part  of  the  Ordinary  impossible. 
Alas  I  that  we  should  be  obliged  to  confess  it  I  we  have 
whole  counties  with  only  a  Missionary  station  in  each,  and 
not  a  single  self-supporting  Parish  I  And  indeed,  what  the 
Bishop  has  to  do  in  the  way  of  visiting,  in  summer^  in  the 
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interior  of  the  Diocese,  is  little  more  than  an  agreeable 
change  and  refreshment^  after  his  town  work  in  Winter  and. 
Spring.  The  churches  in  the  interior,  for  the  most  part,  are 
not  large;  the  classes  for  confirmation,  with  our  frequent 
visitations,  are  necessarily  small ;  and,  consequently,  the  la- 
bor of  officiating  frequently  is  really  slight,  compared  with 
the  benefit  derived  from  continual  travel  and  change  of  air. 
The  improvement  in  the  health  of  most  Clergymen  upon 
being  raised  to  the  Episcopate  in  this  country,  ha9  been  a 
frequent  subject  of  remark.  The  fact,  as  a  general  thing,  is 
beyond  question,  and  the  reasons  of  it  are  sufficiently  obvious. 

Several  of  the  counties  now  referred  to,  have  rathjer  di- 
minished in  population  within  the  last  thirty  years,  than  in- 
creased. The  people  are,  to  a  large  extent,  fixed  in  their 
rdigioQs  character  and  position ;  and  in  many  of  these  dis- 
tricts the  demand  for  the  services  of  the  Church,  and  the 
means  of  sustaining  them,  will  be,  for  a  long  period  to  come, 
necessarily  very  limited.  No  doubt  in  many  of  these  dis- 
tricts there  is  room  for  the  services  of  the  church ;  and  they 
would  ultimately  prove  highly  beneficial,  if  the  laborers 
could  be  found,  and  a  living  could  be  provided  for  them. 

But  how  is  this  to  be  done,  and  how  are  these  waste  dis- 
tricts to  be  more  thoroughly  occupied  by  the  Church  7  Not 
by  multiplying  Bishops,  whose  peculiar  functions  are  not 
required  to  a  greater  extent  than  they  are  now  enjoyed,  not 
by  cutting  off  the  weaker  portions  from  the  sympathy  and  sup* 
port  of  the  stronger,  but  by  vigorous  efforts  on  the  part  of  the 
wealthier  portion  of  the  Diocese  to  provide  the  meai^s  of 
supporting  a  larger  number  of  Missionaries,  itinerating  or 
local,  as  the  case  may  demand. 

Let  the  Diocese  pay  well  and  promptly  the  Missionaries 
she  already  has,  and  then  let  her  place  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Ordinary  a  staff  of  from  five  to  ten  Clergymen,  to  be  emr 
I^oyed  in  special  services,  as  be  shall  direct;  such  as  sup- 
plying temporary  vacancies,  or  itinerating  in  districts  includ- 
iog  a  number  of  points,,  each  of  which  is  too  feeble  to  sustain, 
nngle-handed,  full  and  constant  ministrations.    In  this  way 
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the  Church  would  be  gradually  made  known.  The  feelings 
of  the  people  would  be  more  and  more  enlisted  in  her  be- 
half Some  self-supporting  Parishes  would  be  raised  up, 
many  vigorous  Mission  stations  would  be  established,  and 
hundreds  of  Church  families,  that  are  scattered  over  the  remote 
portions  of  the  Diocese,  and  now  deprived  of  the  ministra-' 
tions  of  the  Church,  would  be  again  gathered  into  the  fold, 
from  which  they  had  been  well  nigh  excluded. 

This  would  be  a  feasible  measure.  It  would  strike  directly 
at  the  objects  to  be  attained ;  and  the  expense  attending  it 
would  be  moderate,  compared  with  the  good  that  would  be 
■done  to  out-lying  districts,  and  to  the  Church.  The  means 
for  prosecuting  such  efforts  would  necessarily  be  derived  in 
large  measure,  especially  at  first,  from  the  southern  por- 
tion of  the  Diocese.  Much  of  this  kind  of  work  is  now 
being  done,  but  it  needs  to  be  greatly  enlarged,  and  more 
adequately  sustained.  Let  it  be  prosecuted  with  vigor  for  a 
few  years,  and,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  we  may  hope  to 
find  ourselves  in  such  a  condition  that  there  would  be  some 
reason  and  some  advantage  in  another  division  of  the  Dio- 
cese. 

The  erecting  of  the  Western  part  of  the  State  of  New 
York  into  a  separate  Diocese  was  a  measure  obviously  called 
for  by  the  sudden  growth  of  that  section  of  the  State  in  popu- 
lation and  wealth.  It  was  a  measure  to  which  I  gave  my 
cordial  support  The  opening  of  a  great  channel  of  commu- 
nication  between  the  waters  of  Lake  Erie  and  the  waters  of 
the  Hudson  had  provided  a  market  for  one  of  the  richest 
agricultural  districts  in  the  world.  It  was  rapidly  creating 
populous  cities,  thriving  villages,  and  prosperous  farms  with- 
out number,  in  a  region  where  scarcely  any  thing  but  forests 
had  existed  before.  Western  New  York  was  obviously  des- 
tined to  become  speedily  one  of  the  most  wealthy  and  popu- 
lous portions  of  the  State.  A  separate  Diocese  was  almost  a 
necessity. 

But  to  reason  from  Western  New  York  to  Northern  New 
York,  as  if  any  similar  growth  were  to  be  expected  in  the 
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latter  section,  would  be  simply  absurd.  No  person  can  be 
more  interested  in  the  North  than  I  anL  No  one  can  feel 
more  respect  for  its  Clei^  and  Laitj,  I  might  say,  more 
pride  in  them,  than  I  da  But  to  take  a  section  of  country, 
in  which  a  large  majority  of  the  points  at  which  services  are 
hdd  are  Mission  stations,  many  of  them  likely  to  continue 
80  for  an  indefinite  period,  requiring  much  aid  to  maintain 
them,  and  in  which  a  large  majority  of  even  such  Parishes  as 
are  self-supporting  are  barely  so,  having  little  to  spare  for  the 
assistance  of  others,  with  only  six  or  eight  Parishes  of  any 
ooDsiderable  strength ;  I  say  to  take  such  a  section  of  coun- 
tiy,  not  likely  to  increase  much  for  some  time  to  come,  in 
wealth,  or  in  population,  and  cut  it  off  from  the  nuiin  body 
from  which  it  derives  a  very  large  portion  of  its  support,  for 
the  sake  of  making  it  a  separate  Diocese— certain  to  be  a 
very  feeble  and  needy  one — ^that  is  a  measure,  which,  in  my 
jodgment,  would  be  a  poor  boon  to  the  section  of  country  in 
question,  and  little  creditable  to  the  Church  at  large. 

It  is  some  twelve  or  fifteen  years  since  I  was  applied  to  by 
two  or  three  Clergymen  to  take  some  step  looking  to  a  fur- 
ther division  of  the  Diocese.  I  then  gave  the  subject  some 
attration,  and  have  continued  to  do  so  from  that  day  to  this. 
I  dedined  moving  in  the  matter,  partly  from  reasons  per- 
sonal to  myself  and  partly  from  considerations  of  a  general 
nature,  which  seemed  to  me  to  be  conclusive  then,  as,  after 
mnch  observation  and  reflection,  I  confess  they  seem  to  me 
to  be  conclusive  now.  When  I  found  myself  in  my  present 
position,  it  was  at  first  my  determination,  acting  from  mo- 
tives, which,  in  all  such  cases,  will  always  largely  influence 
me,  to  abstain  fix>m  any  public  expression  of  my  opinion  on 
tbe  question  now  under  consideration,  le^iving  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese,  and  elsewhere,  to  take  such  course  as  the  coun- 
Bds  of  others  might  determine.  But  I  have  been  led  to  take 
a  different  view  of  my  duty. 

In  the  course  of  the  next  fifteen  or  twenty  years,  the  pol- 
icy of  the  Church  in  this  country,  in  regard  to  the  extent  of 
her  Dioceses,  will  probably  be  decided  for  a  long  period  to 
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come.  There  are  parties  who  are  eager  to  force  the  sabjeOI 
upon  the  public  attentioDy.some  of  them  having  special  fa^-* 
cilities  for  doing  so;  and  we  all  know  the  effect  upon  the' 
public  mind  of  iteration  and  Teiieraiian,  through  the  preas^j 
even  when  the  arguments  are  weak  and  the  statements  Mla^' 
cious;  especially  when,  as.  in  this  case,  as  indeed  in  every 
such  case,  the  great  body  of  those  who  are  opposed  to  tlm 
measures,  urged  by  a  few,  feel -no  particular  interest  in  press- 
ing their  views  upon  the  public.  Oontinual  representationB 
through  the  press,  however  Sallacious,  if.  plausible  and  left: 
uncontradicted,  gradually  engage  the  young  andtheinconsid-* 
erate,  and  an  appearance  is  created  of  a  general  sentiment  in 
favor  of  a  measure,  when  in  reality  the  !&ct  is  quite  the  re* 
verse.     Such  illusions  need  to  be  exposed. 

Divine  Providence  has.  entrusted  me  with  the  charge  of 
the  largest  Diocese  in  theseiStates.  I  have  now  reached  my 
fifth,  convention,  and  completed  my  fifth  ecclesiastical  year:. 
of  work.  I  am  familiar  wiA  every  part  of  the  Diocese.  I 
have  tried  the  strength  of  what  was  supposed  by  many  to 
be  a  feeble  constitution,  through  an  uninterrupted  course  of 
labor  for  five  years;  doing' each  year  an  amount  of  work' 
which,  I  venture. to  aay,  has  been  fully  equal  to  any 
done  in  the  same  time  hy.  any  of  my  very  laborious  prede- 
cessors. For  a  long  series  of  years  I  have  been  somewhat 
accustomed  to  a  calm  and  attentive  consideration  of  general 
questions  of  Church  polity.  .  I  am  unconscious  that  the 
circumstances  of  my  present  position  have  given  any  partial 
bias  to  my  views, — views.indeed  long  since  entertained,  and 
only  confirmed  by  recent  experience ;  and  standing  in  the 
highly  responsible  position  which  I  hav^e  been  called  to  oc^ 
cupy,  and  believing,  as  I  do,  that  for  the  Church  in  this 
country  to  embark  in  a  scheme  of  breaking  up  her  Dioceses 
into  small  fragments,  or  into  any  firagments  much  smaller  than 
her  present  Dioceses,  while  they  remain  in  any  thing  like  their 
present  state,  as  to  numbers. and  wealth,  would  be  one  of  the 
most  fiital  errors  into  which  she  could  possibly  be'  betrayed ; 
believing  this,  I  consider  that  it  would  be  a  most  unworthy 
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thing,  I  had  almost  said,  a  cowardly  thing,  for  a  Bishop  in  my 
place,  with  every  opportunity  for  forming  an  intelligent  and 
aound  opinion,  a  most  unworthy  thing  for  him  to  withhold 
fifom  his  Diocese,  and  from  the  Church  at  large,  his  deliberate, 
long-cherished  convictions,  through  any  paltry  fear  that 
sordid  minds  might  impute  to  him  selfish  motives. 

The  view  which  I  take  of  this  question  is  by  no  means 
limited  to  the  future  of  this  Diocese.    Though  I  am  free  to 
confess^  that  I  do  feel,  and  always  have  felt,  a  pride  in  the 
Diocese  of  New  York — a  pride  in  her  antecedents,  in  her 
great  men,  in  the  well-settled  principles  of  her  policy,  in  the 
commanding  attitude  which  she  has  always  maintained  in 
the  affairs  of  the  Church  in  this  country — ^I  believe  that 
most  of  her  Clergy  and  many  of  her  Laity  feel  a  just  pride 
in  her,  and  feel  the  stronger,  feel  more  courageous  and  more 
animated  in  every  good  work,  for  being  parts  of  a  body 
which  is  imposing  from  its  magnitude  and  power.     I  should 
be  sorry  to  see  such  a  Diocese  disturbed  in  its  position  with- 
out extremely  urgent  reasons.    I  believe  that  the  breaking 
of  it  Up  into  fragments,  no  one  of  which  could  take  its  place, 
would  be  any  thing  but  a  benefit,  or  a  credit  to  the  Church 
in  this  country.    But  the  question  extends  far  beyond  the 
fcHTtunes  of  any  one  Diocese,  or  of  any  one  age^    It  concerns 
the  destinies  of  the  entire.  Chuith  in  this  country  through  all 
future  time.    It  is  highly  probable  that  within  the  next 
twenty-five  years  the  question  will  be  decided,  and  decided 
irrevocably,  whether  the  Church  in  her  great  future  (for  in 
sooh  a  country  as  this,  it  must  be  a  great  future)  is  to  follow 
the  analogy  of  her  first  age,  as  to  the  extent  of  her  Diocese, 
dividing,  only  when  the  urgency  is  really  pressing,  and  when 
the  newly-formed  Dioceses  will  be  respectable  for  numbers 
and  strength,  or  whether  a  general  policy  is  to  be  adopted 
which  will  break  up  all  the  Dioceses  into  insignificant  frag- 
ments, each  too  weak  for  any  important  work  in  and  by  it- 
self, too  weak  to  inspire  its  members  with  any  of  that-  high 
^Hrit  of  hope  and  energy  which  comes  from  belonging  to  a 
powerful  body ;  too  weak  to  support  a  Bishop  without  im- 
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posing  upon  him  the  harden  of  parochial  care  which  he 
must  bear  without  any  such  assistance  as  that  which  relieved 
the  Primitive  Bishop,  and  therefore  often  tempted  to  look 
out  for  a  Bishop  whose  chief  merit  may  consist  in  the  po^ 
session  of  a  private  fortune,  (a  condition  of  things  which,  if 
it  should  become  general,  would  be  most  demoralizing,)  and 
of  course  each  too  weak  to  afford  to  claim  an  Assistant 
Bishop  in  case  of  age  and  infirmity  in  the  principal,  and  so 
liable  to  be  left  for  ten  or  fifteen  years  without  the  active  ser- 
vices of  a  Bishop  of  its  own — all  this,  to  say  nothing  of  other 
evils,  sure  to  result  from  a  feeble  and  spiritless  condition. 

»Such  is  the  question  which  the  Church  has  before  her.  I 
do  not  speak  as  supposing  that  it  is  especially  imminent  at 
this  moment,  but  because  I  see  plain  indications  that  plausi- 
ble representations  on  one  side  of  the  question  are  to  be  kept 
continually  before  the  public  mind,  making  it  proper  that 
the  attention  of  the  Church  should  be  called  in  time  to  other 
views,  and  that  the  whole  subject  should  be  fairly  examined 
in  all  its  aspects. 

And  what  is  there  to  counterbalance  the  undeniable  evils 
just  glanced  at  as  the  sure  concomitants  of  small  and  feeble 
Dioceses  ?  What  is  the  argument  for  small  Dioceses  ?  Is  it 
the  demand  for  more  services,  more  supervision,  more  inter- 
course with  the  Clergy  and  Laity?  I  will  not  say  what  the 
present  Incumbent  in  this  Diocese  has  done,  or  can  do.  It 
is  the  largest  in  the  Union,  and  at  some  future  day  it  may  be 
proper  to  divide  it.  It  may,  at  all  events,  be  taken  as  an 
example;  and  from  my  experience  and  my  knowledge  of 
the  Diocese  I  do  not  hesitate  to  put  forth  the  opinion,  that 
any  man,  who  is  fit  to  be  chosen  to  the  office  of  Bishop  in 
this  Diocese,  is  entirely  competent  to  do  all  that  is  important 
to  be  done  in  the  way  of  services,  of  supervision,  or  of  so- 
cial intercourse, — ^not  competent  certainly  to  do  all  that  some 
people  would  have  him  do,  as  the  one  exclusive  agent  for 
every  kind  of  extraordinary  work  in  a  Diocese,  but  compe- 
tent to  do  all  which  it  would  be  very  becoming  or  very  use- 
ful for  a  Bishop  to  do. 
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Some  excellent  persons  there  are,  who  really  seem  to  think 
that  a  general  multiplication  of  Bishops  would  prove  a 
soyeieign  panacea  for  all  evils,  and  all  apparent  deficiencies 
m  the  Church.  They  seem  to  conceive  that  if  a  Bishop 
only  bad  a  small  territory,  or  a  small  number  of  Clergy,  he 
would  have  a  surplus  of  energy  which  would  enable  him  to 
convert  feeble  Parishes  into  strong  ones,  to  create  Parishes 
where  there  are  no  materials  for  Parishes,  to  raise  all  the 
funds  that  could  be  required  for  every  possible  purpose,  and 
to  originate  an  indefinite  number  of  new  enterprises,  forcing 
on  a  rapid  and  vigorous  growth  in  the  Diocese  in  spite  of  all 
obstacles.  It  would  seem  as  if  the  history  of  the  smaller 
Dioceses  in  this  country  might  have  convinced  such  people 
how  very  Utopian  their  ideas  are.  But  there  are  no  thinkers 
so  blind,  so  little  open  to  conviction,  and,  consequently,  none 
80  unpractical  as  those  who  have  become  the  devotees  of  a 
theory  erected  upon  a  partial  view  of  facts. 

The  Bishops  of  the  smaller  Dioceses  in  this  country, — 
small  I  mean,  whether  from  limited  territory,  or  from  few- 
ness of  numbers,  have  been,  and  are  among  the  very  first 
in  our  Episcopate.  No  man  respects  them  and  their  Dioceses 
more  highly  than  I  do.  Their  talents  and  learning  would 
make  them  equal  to  any  charge  that  could  be  confided  to 
them.  They  have  done  well  in  their  respective  spheres  of 
duty,  quite  all  that  the  circumstances  in  which  they  were 
placed  permitted.  But  surely  there  is  nothing  in  the  history 
of  their  Dioceses  to  prove  to  the  Church  in  this  country  that 
small  Dioceses  necessarily  enjoy  such  immense  advantages 
over  large  ones  for  growth  and  activity.  It  would  be  invidi- 
ous to  enter  into  particulars.  New  Jersey  may  possibly  oc- 
cur to  some  minds  as  an  exception  to  the  remarks  just  made. 
Her  late  Bishop  was  certainly  a  person  of  great  energy  and 
great  activity.  But  if  we  take  into  account  the  residents 
whom  she  has  borrowed,  through  her  railways,  from  New 
York  and  Pennsylvania,  and  then  form  a  correct  estimate  of 
the  number  of  her  self-supporting  parishes,  we  shall  be  con- 
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vinced  that  there  is  no  overwhelming  argument  in  fevor  of 
small  Dioceses  to  be  drawn  from  her  case. 

If  the  system  of  small  Dioceses  were  to  prevail  to  the  ex- 
tent which  some  persons  seem  to  desire,  then  it  would  follow, 
that  the  Bishop,  as  a  general  thing,  must  be  the  Bector  of  a 
Parish,  and  (as  things  are  in  modem  times,  and  are  likely  to 
continue)  the  Rector  of  a  Parish  with  little  assistance.  And 
what  does  a  Diocese  gain  by  being  small,  if  the  attention  of 
the  Bishop  is  to  be  absorbed  in  the  cares  of  a  Parish? 
Either  the  immediate  cure  of  souls  in  the  Parish  must  be 
slighted,  and  have  the  very  life  taken  out  of  it,  an  evil  so 
sore  that  it  would  breed  trouble  through  the  whole  surround- 
ing body,  an  evil  so  sore,  when  existing  under  the  very  eye 
of  the  Bishop,  that  nothing  could  compensate  for  it;  or  else, 
the  Parish,  being  vigorously  worked,  the  Diocese  must  neces- 
sarily become  a  secondary  object,  and  receive,  to  say  the 
least,  no  more  real,  eflScient,  living  care  than  if  it  were  a 
component  part  of  a  larger  Diocese. 

I  am  far  from  intending  to  say,  that  the  plan  of  making 
the  Bishop  the  Rector  bf  a  Parish  is  to  be  condemned  under 
all  circumstances.  If  it  be  necessary,  if  it  be  the  best  thing 
that  can  be  done,  as  in  the  organization  of  some  of  our 
young  and  feeble  Dioceses,  let  it  be  cordially  embraced,  as 
the  best  expedient  for  the  time.  All  I  mean  to  maintain  is, 
that  it  is  not  such  a  desirable  arrangement,  as  to  make  it 
worth  while  to  break  up  ordinary  Dioceses  into  very  small 
ones  for  the  sake  of  making  it  a  part  of  our  system. 

Great  praise  is  due  to  those  able  and  laborious  Bishops 
who  have  found  it  necessary  to  combine  the  care  of  a  Parish 
with  the  charge  of  a  Diocese,  and  who  have  done  so  with  so 
much  fidelity  to  both  interests.  Any  attempt  to  torture  one 
of  my  words  into  the  least  approach  to  an  unfavorable  re- 
flection  upon  their  characters  or  their  labors,  would  be  a 
wretched  perversion  of  my  language,  and  a  gross  misrepre- 
sentation of  my  thought.  But  for  my  single  self,  having 
had  long  experience  of  the  care  of  a  large  Parish,  and  some 
little  experience  in  the  charge  of  a  large  Diocese,  if  I  were 
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asked  to-daj  which  I  would  prefer,  looking  merely  to  the 
labor  and  to  the  mental  anxiety,  the  care  of  a  Parish  com- 
bined with  the  care  of  a  small  Diocese,  or  the  charge  of  any 
single  Diocese  unembarrassed  by  other  duties,  I  would  say, 
without  a  moment's  hesitation,  ''by  all  means  the  latter." 
If  I  am  to  have  a  general  charge  taking  me  much  abroad  in 
my  thoughts  and  in  my  movements,  then  save  me,  if  you 
tender  my  peace  of  mind,  or  my  health,  save  me  from  that 
wasting  anxiety,  that  tremendous  responsibility  in  the  cure 
of  souls  which  attaches  to  a  Parish  minister,  and  which  be- 
oomes  intolerable  without  opportunity  for  constant  and  min- 
ute attention  to  details  and  to  individual. 

But  it  will  be  said  by  a  certain  class  of  persons  who  are 
devoted  admirers  of  the  first  ages,  in  some  things,  if  not  in 
others,  "  you  are  making  yourself  wiser  than  the  Primitive 
Church  I"    ''  You  are  inflicting  Episcopal  censure  upon  an 
arrangement  which  originated  with  apostolic  men  and  receiv- 
ed the  sanction  of  primitive  martyrs  and  confessors !"  Those, 
who  think  so,  look  at  one  feature  in  the  Primitive  Church 
without  duly  considering  others,  which  destroy  all  analogy 
between  primitive  Bishops  and  modern  Bishops,  so  &r  as  the 
connection  with  a  particular  Church  and  the  care  of  a  Parish 
aie  ooDcemed.    Separate  parochial  organizations,  as  at  pres- 
ent managed,  were  things  unknown  in  the  Primitive  Church. 
Then  the  Presbyter  was  attached  to  the  Bishop,  rather  than 
to  a  parochial  organization.     Each  Presbyter  was  an  arm  of 
the  Bishop,  and,  within  reasonable  limits,  might  be  used  by 
the  Bishop  for  any  work  that  required  to  be  done.    The 
Bishop,  thus  surrounded  by  a  body  of  Presbyters,  who  were 
free  from  parochial  engagements,  and  having  in  his  hands 
fi»r  various  purposes  all  the  alms  and  offerings  of  the  Dio- 
cese, did  all  ordinary  ministerial  work  easily,  because  he  did 
it,  so  fiur  as  necessary,  on  the  principle,  that  **  qui  facit  per 
alium,  &cit  per  se."    He  was  in  the  midst  of  a  body  of  Pres- 
byters and  Deacons,  who  relieved  his  anxiety  in  regard  to 
the  present  cufq  of  souls,  by  acting  as  eyes  and  hands  for 
him  in  every  place,  and  by  remaining  behind,  when  he  was 
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absent,  in  ample  force  to  meet  every  call,  and  watch  over 
every  sheep  in  the  flock. 

If  there  be  any  theorist  so  fitnciful  and  so  Utopian  as  to 
propose  to  undo  the  work  of  centaries,  and  to  abolish  the 
modem  parochial  system,  with  a  view  to  restoring  the  Pres- 
byter to  his  primitive  relation  with  his  Bishop,  then  I  think 
it  is  very  useless  to  spend  time  in  reasoning  with  such  a  per- 
son. I  believe  such  a  retrogression  to  be  neither  desirable 
nor  possible.  No  doubt  there  are  some  incidental  evils  con- 
nected with  the  parochial  system,  for  nothing  human  is  per- 
fect To  some  of  these  evils  I  may  possibly  call  attention 
on  a  future  occasion.  But,  upon  the  whole,  we  have  gained 
more  by  the  parochial  system  than  we  have  lost  Every 
Presbyter,  who  is  what  he  ought  to  be,  what  I  tried  to  be  in 
my  humble  way,  will  be  the  ready  assis^nt  of  his  Bishop, 
so  far  as  is  needful  and  proper  in  present  circumstances. 
But  the  former  relation  between  the  two  parties  we  cannot 
expect  to  restore ;  and  therefore  the  whole  argument  from 
the  primitive  usage  in  favor  of  making  the  Bishop  the  Sec- 
tor of  a  modem  Parish,  falls,  in  my  judgment,  to  the  ground. 
In  the  case  of  Bishop  Hobart,  as  Hector  of  Trinity  Church, 
there  being  ample  funds,  and  a  full  staff  of  assistant  minis- 
ters to  aid  him  in  every  ordinary  duty,  and  to  look  after  the 
Parish  in  his  absence,  there  was  perhaps  an  approach,  in  a 
few  partial  respects,  to  the  primitive  system.  It  was  only 
an  approach ;  and  in  all  ordinary  cases,  in  small  Dioceses,  the 
Bishops,  as  Rectors  of  Parishes,  would  be  left,  as  they  have 
been  left  heretofore,  nearly  without  assistance.  In  what  is 
here  said  of  the  Bishop's  connection  with  a  Parish  as  rector, 
in  the  ordinary  sense  of  the  term,  there  is  nothing  to  deter- 
mine one  way  or  the  other  the  propriety  of  the  Bishop's  hav- 
ing his  seat  in  a  particular  Church  as  his  cathedral.  I  shall 
never  agitate  for  such  an  object ;  but  if  I  had  a  quadrangle 
in  a  poor  part  of  the  city,  with  a  Church  and  dwelling  and 
dormitory  for  resident  and  stranger  Clergymen,  and  a  staff 
of  ten  or  fifteen  devoted  Presbyters  and  Deacons  for  work 
among  the  poor  of  the  city,  I  should  know  how  to  use  it  I 
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And  here  let  me  refer  once  for  all  to  arguments  drawn 
from  the  supposed  example  of  the  Primitive  Church.   Those 
who  know  much  of  me  will  be  little  inclined  to  suspect  me 
of  a  predisposition  to  treat  such  arguments,  when  legitimate, 
with  disrespect     But  there  is  a  way  of  appealing  to  the  an* 
thoritj  of  the  early  Church,  now  somewhat  common,  which 
is  little  entitled  to  deferential  consideration.      Some  things 
in    the  Primitive  Church   were  matters  of  divine  institu- 
tion.     In  these,  of  course,  we   endure  no  suggestion   of 
change.    Some  other  things  are  so  impressively  commended 
to    us  by  all  precedent  religious  usage,  both  Jewish  and 
Christian,  are  so  suited  to  the  nature  of  man,  and  so  accor- 
dant with  the  reverence  due  to  Almighty  God,  and,  withal, 
are  of  such  tried  virtue  and  efficacy  for  the  conservation  of 
the  troth  of  God,  that,  though  we  may  slightly  modify  the 
arrangement  of  party  for  the  sake  of  adaptation  to  times  and 
places,  yet  we  sternly  refuse,  even  so  much  as  to  discuss, 
whether  any  part  of  our  glorious  inheritance  shall  be  made 
to  give  place  to  modern  inventions.    But  there  are  still  other 
things,  which  are  matter  of  arrangement,  which  are  conven- 
tional,  which  may  be  preferred  for  a  time,  as  being  suited  to 
existing  needs,  but  in  which,  in  process  of  time,  gradual 
changes  take  place,  changes  which  grow  up  insensibly  and 
almost  of  necessity,  and  which  are  themselves",  therefore, 
proof  of  their  own  wisdom.    To  insist  upon  conformity  to 
primitive  example  in  these  things  is  to  aim  at  impossibilities. 
It  18  to  argue  irrationally.     And  especially  to  insist  upon 
lesuming  one  half  of  a  primitive  feature,  when  it  is  obvi- 
ously utterly  impossible  to  recover  the  other  half,  is  about 
as  futile  as  it  would  be  for  the  eagle  to  attempt  to  soar  above 
the  clouds  with  only  one  of  his  wings. 

But  to  hasten  to  a  conclusion,  the  question  with  regard  to 
extent  of  Dioceses  involves,  of  course,  questions  as  to  fre- 
quency of  visitations,  and  as  to  the  Bishop's  knowledge  of 
the  state  of  every  part  of  his  charge,  and  habits  of  personal 
communication  with  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  his  Diocese. 
In  the  English  and  in  several  of  the  Canadian  and  other 
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Provincial  Diooeses  the  visitations  have  usually  been  trien 
niaL  This  rule  is  based  upon  the  obvious  fact  that  the  term 
of  three  years  is  about  the  space  of  time  required  to  carry 
forward  the  children,  who  are  too  young  for  confirmation  at 
one  visitation,  to  such  an  age  and  to  such  a  stage  of  religious 
training  that  they  may  be  fit  subjects  for  the  reception  of 
that  holy  rite.  And  under  this  state  of  things  those  Dio- 
ceses have  prospered,  and  all  who  desired  confirmation  have 
been  able  to  obtain  it  Our  case  in  this  country  is,  no  doubt, 
somewhat  different  From  various  causes  we  have  more 
candidates  for  confirmation  at  advanced  ages,  and  visitations 
rather  more  frequent  may  be  desirable.  In  this  Diocese,  dur- 
ing the  last  five  years,  visitations  have  been  made  annually 
to  every  Parish  that  expressed  any  particular  desire  to  pre- 
sent a  class  for  confirmation.  In  many  cases  second  confir- 
mations have  been  held  in  the  same  Parish  during  the  year. 
In  the  opinion  of  some  of  my  friends  I  have,  I  believe,  sub* 
jected  myself  to  an  unnecessary  amount  of  travel  and  labor, 
by  taking  many  of  the  Parishes  out  of  their  regular  order, 
and  so  making  it  necessary  to  go  over  some  portions  of  the 
ground  three  or  four  times  in  the  year.  I  have  done  so  from 
choice,  from  a  strong  desire  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  Clergy, 
and  to  give  them  visitations  at  times  when  they  would  be 
most  convenient  and  useful  to  the  Parishes.  More  could 
have  been  done,  had  it  been  necessary,  or  expedient  But 
I  am  constrained  to  say,  that  careful  consideration  leads  me 
to  doubt  the  expediency  of  very  frequent  visitations.  I  do 
not  recall,  nor  qualify,  but,  on  the  contrary,  reaflSrm  what 
was  said  three  years  ago  in  my  Address  in  regard  to  the  duty 
of  the  Pastor  fo  address  himself  in  private  as  well  as  in 
public  to  the  People  of  his  charge,  and  to  seek  by  all  means 
to  move  them  to  the  discharge  of  their  religious  duties.  But 
when  the  visitations  are  very  frequent,  bringing  with  them, 
as  they  almost  necessarily  do,  a  feeling  on  the  part  of  the 
Pastor  that  he  ought  to  present  a  class  for  confirmation,  there 
is  some  danger  that  a  temptation  may  arise  to  urge  candidates 
forward  somewhat  prematurely. 
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Of  course,  the  administration  of  the  rite  of  confirmation 
Id  not  the  only  object  of  an  Episcopal  visitation.  The  canon 
provides  for  a  visitation  "at  least  once  in  three  years"  by 
the  Bishop,  "  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  state  of  his 
Church,  inspecting  the  behavior  of  his  Clergy,  administer- 
ing the  apostolic  rite  of  confirmation,  ministering  the  Word, 
and,  if  he  think  fit,  administering  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Supper  to  the  people  of  his  charge."  Now,  not  to  insist 
that  visitations  made  substantially  every  year,  or,  at  the 
leasts  once  in  two  years,  as  in  this  Diocese,  are  far  within  the 
limits  of  the  canon,  it  is  obvious  to  remark,  that  there  are 
many  ways  by  which,  in  our  times,  a  Bishop  may  come  to  a 
pretty  accurate  knowledge  of  the  state  of  Parishes  and  the 
lives  of  the  Clergy  without  a  formal  visitation  even  so  often 
as  once  in  each  year. 

And  so  with  regard  to  friendly  communication  between 
the  Bishop  and  his  Clergy  and  Laity.  In  this  country,  with 
oar  facilities  for  communication,  and  oar  love  for  moving 
about,  and  the  freeness  of  access  to  which  every  official 
person  among  us  holds  himself  open,  there  is  little  to  pre- 
vent the  Bishop  from  being  well  known  to  his  Clergy,  and, 
so  far  as  it  is  at  all  needful,  to  his  Laity.  In  this  Diocese, 
the  Bishop,  during  at  least  eight  months  in  the  year,  resides 
in  the  city,  (with  only  occasional  absences,)  in  the  midst  of  a 
large  portion  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  and  in  a  centre  of 
communication  largely  resorted  to  from  every  part  of  the 
Diocese.  Once  every  year  he  meets  the  Clergy  and  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Laity  in  Convention,  and  in  private  also,  if 
they  are  so  disposed,  besides  various  other  occasions,  on 
which  he  meets  them  on  committees  for  business,  or  in  other 
ways.  I  believe  my  intercourse  with  the  Clergy  of  the 
North — ^the  more  remote  portion  of  the  Diocese — ^is  quite  as 
frequent  and  intimate  as  any  that  subsists  between  Bishop 
and  Clergy  in  most  of  the  smaller  Dioceses.  In  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese,  the  Bishop's  acquaintance 
extends  to  a  very  considerable  number  of  the  Laity ;  so  that 
on  the  whole,  even  in  the  largest  of  our  Dioceses,  the  com- 
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munication  between  the  Bishop  and  his  Clergy  and  Laity 
may  be  quite  all  that  is  in  any  real  sense  important;  not  all, 
certainly,  that  would  be  agreeable,  if  it  were  entirely  con- 
venient, but  all  that  is  essential  for  any  yital  object,  and  all 
that  is  worth  making  any  special  provision  for. 

There  are,  to  be  sure,  persons  who  deem  that  the  Bishop 
should  spend  several  days  in  each  Parish,  mingling  largely 
with  all  the  people  of  the  congregation.  I  regard  this  as  a 
mistake.  I  believe  such  a  method  of  spending  time  to  be 
neither  necessary  nor  desirable,  and  not  likely  to  be  followed 
to  any  considerable  extent  in  any  Dioceses,  however  small. 
In  the  discharge  of  my  duty  I  meet  a  great  deal  of  kindness 
and  hospitality ;  and  I  enjoy  it  keenly,  and  feel  most  grate- 
ful for  it  I  look  forward  to  it  as  a  part  of  my  Episcopal 
life,  equally  useful  and  agreeable.  I  mean  to  increase  rather 
than  diminish  the  time  devoted  to  it  I  flatter  myself  that 
those  who  know  me  best  will  be  least  inclined  to  suspect  me 
of  being  wanting  in  social  dispositions,  and  I  hope  I  have 
given  abundant  proof  that  I  have  no  dread  of  travel,  of 
fatigue,  or  of  any  kind  of  labor.  But  I  have  no  hesitation 
in  declaring  my  deliberate  opinion,  that  any  system  which 
aimed  to  prolong  the  visit  of  the  Bishop  in  each  Parish,  as 
an  ordinary  things  through  several  days,  largely  with  a  view 
to  social  intercourse  with  the  people,  would  lead  to  a  misuse 
of  the  Bishop's  time  and  talents,  and  would  be  found  in 
practice  so  unreal  and  so  onerous  that  it  would  scarcely  ever 
be  adhered  to  in  any  Diocese,  however  small.  If  opportuni- 
ties for  such  more  extended  intercourse  occur,  now  and  then, 
as  will  frequently  happen,  at  one  time  in  one  Parish,  at 
another  time  in  another,  let  them  by  all  means  be  cordially 
embraced.  But  do  not  blunder  into  so  great  an  absurdity 
as  to  construct  an  ecclesiastical  system  with  especial  reference 
to  a  result  which  is  at  once  impossible  and  undesirable. 

That  most  excellent  primitive  maxim,  excellent,  when 
rightly  understood  and  duly  observed,  "  to  cfo  nothing  tmthaut 
the  Bishop,^^  is  interpreted  by  some  persons,  in  their  zealous 
advocacy  of  small  Dioceses,  in  a  sense  which  would  make 
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the  Bishop  an  intermeddler  in  every  little  piece  of  Parochial 
work,  and  demand  his  immediate  interposition  in  every  little 
difference  that  might  arise  among  Clergy  or  People,  and,  in 
diort,  place  him  in  a  position  to  more  than  half  supersede 
the  functions  and  overshadow  the  just  independence  of  the 
Bector.  I  am  no  believer  in  such  a  theory  of  Episcopacy — 
it  can  not  and  ought  not  to  be  realized. 

It  is  most  desirable,  certainly,  that  there  be  unity  of 
oounsel  and  action  in  a  Diocese.  It  is  a  blessed  thing  when 
there  is  a  spirit  of  affectionate  deference  and  loyalty  on  the 
part  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  and  a  spirit  of  meekness  and 
gentleness,  as  well  as  firmness,  on  the  part  of  the  Bishop. 
Bjd  should  be  ready  to  act  and  to  interpose  with  his  counsel 
whenever  it  is  necessary,  or  really  expedient  There  is  no 
difficulty,  even  in  such  a  Diocese  as  this,  to  prevent  the 
Bishop  fix>m  acquiring  all  needful  information,  and  dealing 
promptly  with  every  case  that  really  demands  attention. 
But  a  Bishop  is,  in  many  respects,  like  the  father  of  a  family. 
He  is  the  father  of  a  &mily ;  and  as  in  the  one  case,  so  in 
the  other,  there  are  a  great  many  things  which  had  better 
not  be  seen,  at  least  not  openly  and  actively  noticed;  a  * 
great  many  things  which,  with  only  a  remote  supervision, 
and  the  use  of  only  delicate,  unseen  agencies,  if  any,  had 
better  be  left  to  work  themselves  clear  in  their  own  way  and 
in  their  own  time.  Too  much  government  is  quite  as  mis- 
chievous as  too  little.  Too  much  active  interference  with 
petty  temporary  difficulties  tends  very  commonly  to  aggra- 
vate and  to  prolong  the  trouble :  and  therefore  this  argument 
like  others  for  very  small  Dioceses  I  consider  to  be  utterly 
unfounded  and  &llacious. 

But  it  is  said  that  the  Dioceses,  as  at  present  constituted, 
kill  the  Bishops!  Such  a  statement  is  not  borne  out  by  the 
history  of  the  Episcopate  in  this  country,  and  it  is  contrary 
to  the  sentiment  which  has  been  universal  among  us  until 
within  a  very  few  years.  It  was  very  commonly  seen,  and 
very  commonly  said,  that  the  Bishop  was  a  gainer  in  health 
nuher  than  a  loser,  by  the  active  life  he  was  called  upon  to 
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lead.  Statistics  confirm  this  view.  The  average  age  of  the 
twenty-five  American  Bishops,  who  have  departed  this  life, 
is  over  sixty -six  years  and  six  months — leaving  oat  the  case 
of  Bishop  Dehon,  who  died  at  the  age  of  forty-one  (not  cer- 
tainly from  the  extent  of  his  Diocese) — ^the  average  age  of 
the  remaining  twenty-fou^  is  over  sixty-seven  years  and  six 
months,  while  seventy-two  is  the  average  age  of  eight 
Bishops  of  the  largest  Dioceses  I  The  truth  is,  the  cry  which 
has  arisen  chiefly  within  the  last  half  dozen  years  at  the 
unreasonable  and  wasting  character  of  the  Bishop's  work, 
has  arisen  in  a  large  measure  fix>m  the  early  close  of  the 
Episcopate  of  my  inmiediate  predecessor,  followed  by  one 
or  two  other  cases  of  impaired  health  among  Bishops ;  &cIb 
which  have  been  misinterpreted,  and  much  exaggerated,  as 
to  their  connection  with  legitimate  Episcopal  work,  and 
eagerly  and  loudly  used  by  those  who  are  hunting  for 
arguments  for  very  small  Dioceses.  I  shall  be  the  last  per- 
son in  the  world  to  under-estimate  the  Episcopal  labors  of 
my  immediate  predecessor.  AH  honor  to  his  energetic  min- 
istrations t  Nor  can  it  be  supposed  that  I  am  under  any 
temptation  to  detract  from  the  just  praise  of  any  other 
Bishop.  All  have  been  laborious  men.  But  when  laborious 
men  die,  they  do  not  always  die  from  overwork.  Many 
men  labor  hard  and  live  long,  as,  for  example,  the  two  Ex- 
Lord-Cbancellors  in  the  English  House  of  Lords,  one  nearly 
ninety,  the  other  past  eighty,  and  who  have  perhaps  done 
as  much  hard  work  as  any  two  men  in  England,  or  of  the 
present  age.  Idle  men  die  at  all  ages,  and  the  world  takes 
no  note  of  them;  but  Bishops  are  in  conspicuous  stations; 
they  are  seen  to  be  actively  employed ;  and  any  casualty 
which  befalls  them  it  is  natural  to  charge  upon  the  severe 
labor  to  which  they  are  subjected.  I  have  no  wish  to  deny 
for  myself  that  I  work  hard,  very  hard,  but  I  have  no 
experience,  and  I  do  not  believe  that  there  are  any  &ct8 
which,  fairly  analyzed,  go  to  prove  that  the  life  of  an  earnest 
Bishop  in  our  larger  Dioceses,  is  any  more  wasting  than  the 
life  of  a  faithful  Hector,  who  labors  single  handed,  as  many 
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do,  in  a  large  Parish,  and  feels  bound  in  conscience  to  a 
lai^ge  amount  of  original  composition  along  with  other  work 
c?ery  week. 

There  is  another  objection  to  large  Dioceses,  to  which,  I 
confess,  I  feel  inclined  to  pay  more  respect    It  is  the  objec- 
tion diat  in  large  Dioceses  much  study  on  the  part  of  the 
Bishop,  and  advancement  in  learning,  is  rendered  difficult, 
if  not  impossible.     That  a  Bishop  should  be  a  well-read 
man,  and  that  his  knowledge  should  be  kept  ever  fresh  and 
ever  growing,  all   will   unite  in  maintaining.    And  to  a 
studious  man,  fond  of  his  books,  and  thirsting  for  knowledge, 
the  necessity  of  spending  much  time  in  moving  about  fVom 
place  to  place,  and  giving  much  attention  to  a  multitude  of 
details  in  the  way  of  business,  is  no  doubt  a  great  trial. 
Bat  if  oar  Dioceses,  as  at  present  constituted,  are,  on  most 
other  accounts,  better  suited  to  promote  activity  in  the  work 
of  the  Church,  and  to  further  its  prosperity,  than  would  be  a 
maltitude  of  small  and  feeble  Dioceses,  then  I  think  no  over- 
whelming importance  ought  to  be  attributed  to  the  objection 
in  question.    When  a  man  has  had  twenty  or  twenty-five 
years  allowed  him  for  acquiring  experience  in   parochial 
work,  for  prosecuting  the  studies  of  his  profession,  and  for 
revolving  in  his  mind  all  the  great  questions  that  pertain  to 
theology  and  Church  polity,  it  can  scarcely  be  esteemed  a 
hardship,  if,  in  such  a  country  as  this,  he  is  called  upon  to 
give  up  the  residue  of  his  life  to  duties  that  must  take  him 
very  much  out  of  his  study.     If  he  be  a  thinking  man,  with 
the  habits  and  tastes  of  a  scholar  and  a  student,  he  will  read 
and  think  every  where,  in  spite  of  travel,  of  company,  and  of 
boanessl     He  will  read  and  think,  not  to  the  neglect  or 
exclosion  of  those  things,  but  in  the  midst  of  them,  and 
Bometimes  with  all  the  more  zest  and  energy  for  the  variety 
which  they  have  infused  into  his  life.    Do  you  suppose  that 
the  great  Humboldt  ceased  to  read,  to  think,  or  to  write 
during  his   long  and  adventurous   journeys?    He  could 
almost  as  easily  have  ceased  to  breathe  I    Thanks  to  the 
gnciooB  Being  who  so  framed  him,  the  intellectual  man  can 
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not  be  hindered  by  any  outward  circumstances  from  laboring 
in  bis  vocation.  Put  him  on  horseback,  and  he  will  prose- 
cute his  study  of  languages.  Place  him  in  the  midst  of 
restless  school  boys,  and  he  will  investigate  and  record  the 
subtle  policies  of  an  ancient  empire.  Fill  his  mansion  and 
surround  him  from  morning  to  midnight  with  a  brilliant 
throng,  enough  to  exhaust  all  his  energies,  and  he  will 
astonish  the  age  with  the  rapidity  and  the  splendor  of  his 
productions  I  Thrust  him  into  prison,  and  he  will  write  the  * 
History  of  the  World  I 

I  am  far  from  meaning  to  say  that  different  situations  in 
life  are  not  some  more  and  some  less  favorable  to  the  culti- 
vation of  learning.  Of  course  they  are.  But  I  do  mean  to 
say  t^at  any  man  who  has  laid  the  foundations  and  acquired 
the  habits  and  tastes  of  a  scholar  and  a  thinking  man  during 
the  first  forty  or  forty-five  years  of  his  life,  will  infalli- 
bly go  on  extending  his  knowledge  and  adding  to  his  stores 
of  thought  and  wisdom,  no  matter  what  the  extent  of  his 
Diocese.  If  he  has  not  made  such  acquisitions  and  formed 
such  habits  previous  to  his  elevation  to  the  Episcopate,  he 
never  will,  and  the  more  you  give  him  to  do  in  the  way  of 
active  duty  out  of  doors  the  better  it  will  be  for  him  ;  it  will 
save  him  from  an  indolent  and  listless  existence.  But  I  re- 
peat, that,  in  such  a  country  as  this,  no  Christian  man  need 
complain  that,  after  twenty-five  years  of  study  and  seclusion, 
he  is  called  upon  to  devote  the  residue  of  his  life  to  more 
public  and  active  service. 

If  I  have  glanced  slightingly  at  much  that  has  been  writ- 
ten and  spoken  in  favor  of  the  theory  of  very  small  Dioceses, 
there  is  one  name,  understood  to  be  associated  with  the  same 
general  views,  which  I  should  be  sorry  to  be  supposed  capa- 
ble of  regarding  with  any  other  than  the  most  affectionate 
and  reverential  feelings :  I  mean  the  name  of  the  learned 
and  devoted  Bishop  of  Maryland,  a  prelate  who,  for  his  eru- 
dition, his  eloquence,  his  fervent  and  unworldly  spirit,  his 
thorough  mastery  of  the  principles  and  polity  of  the  Church, 
would  be  an  honor  to  his  sacred  order  in  any  country,  in  any 
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age.  Long  may  be  live  to  adorn  and  bless  the  Diocese  over 
which  he  presides,  and  to  contribute  the  suggestions  of  his 
enlightened  and  powerful  mind  to  the  general  counsels  of  the 
Church  1  His  bold  and  manly  spirit  will  be  the  last  to  com* 
plain  that  a  different  yiew  from  his  own,  hitherto  too  little 
illustrated  and  enforced,  should  receive  at  my  hands  a  full 
and  fearless  exposition. 

Here,  then,  I  conclude  a  discussion  which  has  been  extend- 
ed fieur  beyond  my  original  intentions.  Much  yet  remains 
unsaid.  Bat  enough,  I  trust,  has  been  brought  into  view  to 
giye  pause  to  many  minds  that  might  have  been  in  danger 
of  bdng  carried  away  by  plausible  representations,  continu* 
ally  repeated.  I  look  to  the  far  distant  future.  The  per- 
sonal interest  which  any  individual  of  the  present  day  can 
have  in  the  question  is  slight  indeed  compared  with  its  im« 
portance  to  the  Church  through  coming  generations.  I  hope 
the  Church  may  be  permitted  to  escape  the  rash  innovations, 
the  rage  for  making  and  mending  systems  afler  abstract  the- 
ories which  have  been  the  ruin  of  so  many  political  fabrics. 

Let  us  not  mistake  the  things  on  which  the  hfe  and  strength 
rf  the  Church  depend.  It  is  not  the  multiplication  of  Bishops 
b^ond  the  real  necessities  of  the  case.  When  you  have  pro- 
Tided  due  oversight  and  counsel,  and  are  sure  of  a  prompt 
performance  of  all  Episcopal  offices  and  duties,  you  have 
aecured  all  that  you  require  from  the  Chief  Pastor.  Then  it 
is  a  question  of  vigor  and  fidelity  in  the  ordinary  Ministry, 
in  all  its  minute  and  manifold  cares,  and  of  the  sufficiency 
of  all  those  subordinate  appliances  that  are  needful  in  carry- 
ing on  the  work  of  the  Church — earnest  pastoral  care,  train- 
ing schools  for  the  ministry,  theological  education,  special 
provisions  for  reaching  the  poor  of  the  large  towns,  and  for 
extending  the  Church  in  parts  of  the  interior  where  the  pop- 
ulation is  too  sparse  to  furnish  self-supporting  congregations^ 
life  and  animation  infused  into  the  whole  spiritual  Body, 
from  the  head  downwards — ^these  are  the  things  which,  with 
tbe  Divine  blessing,  make  efficiency  and  secure  growth. 

To  any  healthy,  vigorous  Diocese  I  would  say,  "  Do  not

weaken  your  spirit  by  breaking  yourself  into  insignificant 
fragments.  Do  not  aim  at  having  more  Heads  than  you 
really  need.  Do  not  cut  off  your  feeble  members  from  the 
sympathy  and  support  of  the  stronger.  Do  not  resolve  youi> 
self  into  Dioceses  so  limited  in  resources  that  you  can  have 
no  hope  of  sustaining  any  considerable  Diocesan  Institution, 
and  no  hope  of  obtaining  the  services  of  an  Assistant  Bishop, 
when  the  age  or  infirmity  of  the  Principal  shall  make  assist- 
ance important  to  him  and  to  you.  Do  not  imagine  that  you 
can  afford  adequate  relief  to  a  Bishop  by  any  subdivision  of 
his  Diocese,  which,  after  all,  leaves  him  widi  the  weightier 
portion  of  his  charge,  disturbed  and  oppressed  by  cares  and 
claims  to  which  he  is  unequal,  he  incapable  of  finding  the 
absolute  repose  which  is  indispensable  to  him,  and  you  de- 
prived of  the  active  services  which  you  require.  Nothing 
but  a  permanent  Assistant  can  meet  the  demands  of  such  a 
case. 

And  then,  turning  to  our  own  Diocese,  and  taking  home 
to  ourselves  the  lessons  afforded  by  this  inquiry,  I  would 
say  to  my  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Laity,  do  you 
wish  to  see  greater  activity  and  eflSciency  in  the  work  of  this 
Diocese  ?  More  Church  extension,  more  growth  in  sections 
of  the  country  where  the  Church  scarcely  exists,  more  ade- 
quate provision  for  ministrations  among  the  poor,  more  souls 
enlightened  and  saved  ?    The  means  are  in  your  own  hands. 

The  exposition  of  the  state  of  the  Diocese,  lately  made, 
goes,  I  think,  to  show  that  among  all  her  existing  agencies 
there  is  the  greatest  activity.  What,  then,  do  we  need  ?  We 
need  more  laborers  of  different  kinds,  and  more  support  for 
laborers.  We  need  a  liberal  and  vigorous  support  of  our 
Training  School,  in  order  that  a  large  number  of  ingenuous 
youth  who  thirst  for  knowledge  and  for  the  work  of  the 
Christian  ministry,  may  be  guided,  and  nurtured  and  pre- 
pared for  the  studies  of  the  Theological  Seminary.  We  need 
more  ample  provision  for  the  support  of  theological  students, 
so  that  those  who  are  anxious  to  come  to  our  General  Semi- 
nary may  not  be  compelled  to  turn  away  because  they  can 
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DOt  find  the  means  of  living.     We  have,  it  is  true,  many 
scholarships,  and  a  most  valuable  fund ;  but  thej  are  all  too 
little  for  the  demands  made  upon  them.    The  Bishop  of  a 
large  Diocese,  who  is  interested  in  the  General  Seminary, 
has  declared  on  a  recent  occasion,  that  eight  out  of  ten  of 
the  candidates  of  his  Diocese  who  would  desire  to  come  to 
the  Seminary,  were  unable  to  do  so,  for  the  want  of  means. 
With  the  wealth  in  this  city  and  in  other  cities,  what  a  shame 
that  this  should  be  so  I     But  again,  we  need  that  the  noble 
example  set  by  many  Paiis'ies  in  the  city  in  the  establish- 
ment of  outstanding  Missions  for  the  ingathering  of  the  poor, 
and  by  a  munificent  Layman  in  furnishing  support  for  two 
city  Missions,  (God  most  merciful  repay  him  tenfold  in  spir- 
itual blessings  in  his  own  bosom  and  in  his  own  house  I) 
we  need  that  these  examples  should  be  followed  by  others 
of  like  means  and  spirit.     We  need,  O  how  much  we  need, 
that  this  great  city,  which  is  ready  to  burst  with  wealth  and 
luxury,  and  which  draws  so  much  of  its  wealth  from  the  in- 
terior, should  take  more  thought  for  the  claims  of  the  Church 
in  the  remote  counties,  providing  ample  means  for  the  sup- 
port of  County  Missionaries,  and  placing  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Ordinary,   as  already  suggested,   a  staflf   of  eflScient 
Clergymen,  ready  to  be  sent  at  any  time  to  any  point,  where 
services  temporarily  or  permanently  might   be  required! 
What  more  plain^  my  Brethren^  than  the  duty  of  the  strong  to  sup* 
foirt  and  aid  the  weak  ?  We  need  not  theorize  I   We  need  not 
aacend  to  the  heights  above,  nor  dive  into  the  depths  beneath 
for  means  wherewith  to  augment  the  efficiency  and  hasten 
the  growth  of  the  Church !     We  have  but  to  use  the  instru- 
ments which  Providence  hath  already  placed  in  our  hands. 
We  have  but  to  put  away  all  those  things  which  mar  unity 
tnd  fi^temal  concord,  and  obstruct  the  gracious  influences 
of  the  Spirit,  and  hinder  efficient  action, — ^and  then,  with 
hearts  lifted  up  to  Him  who  imparts  spiritual  health  and 
wisdom  and  strength,  set  ourselves  in  earnest  to  do  what  our 
hands  find  to  do,  with  our  might  I    It  is  oun  to  plant  and 
water:  God  will  give  the  increase  I

The  Parish  seems  to  be  united,  and  as  fluurlshing  as  it  well  can  be  under 
present  circumstances.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  statistics — here 
are  all  the  elements  of  a  large  and  strong  Parish,  and  of  a  much  larger  con- 
gregation. A  great  difficulty  in  the  way  of  tlie  increase  and  prosperity  of 
the  Parish,  is  the  limited  capacity  and  inconvenient  arrangement  of  the 
church  edifice.  Were  these  obstacles  removed,  our  congregations  would  be 
increased,  and  the  Church's  strength  and  income  enlarged.  But  as  ong 
as  these  are  suffered  to  remain  much  improvement  cannot  be  reasonably  ex- 
pected. A  Parish,  in  order  to  be  substantially  prosperous,  must  be  s  u  ppo 
ed  by  the  contributions  of  all  its  members,  according  to  their  several 
ability ;  and  this  cannot  be  realized  or  expected  unless  accommodation  be 
afforded  to  all,  and  at  a  price  graduated  to  their  means.

Two  gentlemen  in  New  York  city  at  once  gare  f  1,000  toward 
the  work  of  restoration ;  f  260  have  since  been  conlributed  by  others  for 
the  same  object  May  God  abundantly  bless  all,  who  by  word  or  deed, 
helped  ns  in  our  hour  of  adreraity  I  Aided  by  these  offerings,  and  the  eol- 
leetiooa  within  the  Pkrish,  which  amount  to  about  $460,  the  rebuilding  of  the 
church  was  begun  Ust  May,  and  the  work  has  advanced  so  rapidly  and 
saceeasfully  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Charles  Babcock,  Architect,  late  of 
the  firm  of  Upjohn  A  Co.,  that  by  God*s  blessing  the  church  will  be  ready 
lor  eonsecration  before  the  beginning  of  next  Lent  It  has  been  determined 
to  devote  the  contributions  which  have  been  received  towards  rebuilding, 
to  the  purchase  of  an  organ ;  while  the  offerings  of  the  children  of  the 
Sunday-School  will  most  appropriately  supply  a  font  The  Theological 
Training  School,  to  which  reference  has  been  made  in  preceding  reports, 
has,  within  the  past  year,  taken  definite  shape,  and  will  within  the  course 
of  the  ensuing  winter  become  a  chartered  institution  of  the  Diocese.

The  purchase  of  a  convenient  and 
pleasant  Parsonage,  with  nearly  five  acres  of  land  attached,  and  in  the  ac- 
quisition  of  which  the  Parish  has  been  materially  aided  by  the  generous 
Clergy  and  Laity  of  various  other  places,  will  have  the  effect,  it  is  hoped, 
of  placing  this  Parish  on  a  better  footing  in  some  respects,  than  it  has  pre- 
viously occupied.

A  large  proportion  of  the  Services  reported  above  were  performed  at  out- 
lying stations  at  distances  of  five,  ten,  fifteen  and  twenty  miles  from  Keeae- 
yille  At  one  of  these  Stations,  in  a  town  adjoining,  seventeen  miles  distant,  a 
•ervice  fortnightly  on  Sunday  has  been  established  and  maintained  with  un- 
broken regularity,  which  has  been  attended  by  a  congregation  numbering 
nearly  one  hundred  persons.  A  nucleus  has  thus  been  formed  in  the  midst 
of  one  of  the  spiritual  wastes  which  are  sadly  frequent  in  this  section  of  the 
State,  which  it  is  confidently  expected  may  eventually  grow  into  an  inde- 
pendent Mission,  embracing  within  its  range  three  towns  and  a  population 
of  not  less  than  5,000  The  maintaining  this  service  has  in  no  ways  interfered 
with  the  regular  service  twice  on  Sundays  at  Keeseville. 

A  large  number  of  emigrants — mostly  from  Ireland — many  of  whom  had 
been  in  this  country  from  ten  to  fifteen  years,  and  were  living  in  utter  isola- 
tion from  Church  communion  and  even  from  public  worship,  have  been 
Tinted,  their  children  baptized  and  drawn  in  a  measure  under  Church  influ- 
ence, thus  making  the  congregation  at  Keeseville  a  centre  of  pastoral  over- 
si^t  and  care  not  only  for  the  Ausable  Valley,  but  for  a  large  circle.  All 
the  Stations  where  services  have  been  performed  hitherto  have  been  reg^- 
lariy  visited  during  the  year,  and  all  the  ground  retained  that  has  been  oc- 
enpied  since  the  establishment  of  the  Mission.  Though  in  the  midst  of  a 
seetion  where  business  diminishes  and  the  population  is  decreasing,  the  pros- 
perity of  the  Church  continues  unabated.

To  this  rural  population  the  Church  Is 
Qonstantly  presented,  and  services  are  held  in  meeting-houses,  school-houses, 
and  wherever  a  congregation  can  be  gathered.  The  whole  Church  service  is 
always  used.  Our  holy  religion  has  thus  been  made  known  to  a  large  num* 
ber,  a  few  of  whom,  who  had  been  living  in  the  neglect  of  it,  have  become 
Ciithful  communicants  in  the  Church. 

At  Leeds,  a  small  manufacturing  village,  services  were  commenced  about  a 
year  aga  Emigranta  from  the  English  Church  have  joyfully  recognized  their 
Mother's  v<Hce  in  the  Prayer-Book.  None  refuse  it  from  preference  for  other 
servicesi  A  small  Church  building  is  sadly  needed  at  this  point  Very  much 
more  might  be  done  in  this  field,  if  the  undivided  labors  of  a  Pastor  could  be 
given  to  them.  But  the  present  one,  receiving,  together  with  the  missionary 
stipend,  less  than  $200,  ia  compelled  to  devote  the  greater  portion  of  his 
time  to  instruction.

I  have  failed  to  make  any  parochial  report  for  the  last  three  years,  as  I 
had  the,  honor  to  state  to  the  Ftovirional  Bishop  in  conversation,  because  the 
Parishes  under  my  charge,  were,  from  peculiar  circumstances,  in  so  unsettled 
a  state,  that  I  could  make  no  accurate  returns.  And  now  J  can  only  say 
that  after  a  great  struggle,  involving  veiy  large  sacrifices,  not  only  on  my 
own  part,  but  on  that  of  the  few  laity  who  were  able  to  contribute  any- 
tldng  to  the  support  of  the  Parish,  the  sudden  withdrawal  of  all  assistance 
from  Trinity  Church  compelled  the  suspension  of  public  services  in  £m- 
maouel  Church,  and  the  Church  of  St  George  the  Martyr,  on  the  1st  Novem- 
ber, 1858.  But  1  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that,  notwithstanding  the 
^fficulties  and  embarrassments  under  which  we  haVe  labored,  the  organiza- 
tion of  both  Parishes  is  still  preserved  and  public  services  have  been  resumed 
in  the  Church  of  St  George  the  Martyr.  During  such  suspension  1  con- 
nected myself  with  the  Church  of  the  Transfiguration,  and  rendered  such 
tcrrice  as  I  could  from  1st  November  1868,  to  12lh  June  1859.  Reading 
service,  or  assisting  therein,  117  times;  preached,  19  times;  assisted  at  Holy 
Communion,  (once  in  private,)  9  times ;  and  in  other  Churches,  read  or  assisted 
at  morning  and  evening  prayer,  14  times ;  preached,  13  times ;  administered 
Holy  Communion,  (once  in  private,)  6  times.

It  has  been  deemed .  advisable  to  append  to  my  report  a  statement  of 
the  manner  in  which  this  charch  building  has  been  secored  by  Proridenoe 
to  this  Congregation.  The  bulldiog  known  as  the  Mission  Advent  Chureh, 
was  bailt  some  time  in  1852;  the  lot  on  which  it  stands  cost  $6,500 
(88  by  108).  Tlie  building  cost  about  $7,000,  excludve  of  many  presents 
given  to  it  In  1866,  the  members  all  dwindled  away,  the  interest  having 
ceased  in  consequence  of  disappointments  as  to  the  time  of  the  expected 
second  advent.  It  was  sold  under  foreclosure  of  mortgage,  when  the 
thought  occurred  to  the  Missionary  in  charge,  '*  Shall  I  not  strive  to  secure 
this  building  for  my  mission  T  $8000  had  to  be  paid  at  once.  $5,000 
were  on  a  mortgage  which  had  sixteen  months  yet  to  run.  It  was  mid- 
summer— July,  1866 — all  the  men  of  business  were  mostly  out  of  the  city; 
yet  with  a  confidence  which  never  flagged,  and  an  assurance  that  this 
church  was  designed  for  him,  the  subscriber  collected  the  sum  in  about 
eight  weeksL  The  mortgage  expired  in  the  midst  of  the  commercial  panic; 
no  renewal  would  be  given.  Here,  again.  Providence  influenced  the  hearts 
of  the  ladies  mainly  (to  whom  the  appeal  was  directed),  to  come  forward  and 
save  the  building  to  its  poor  but  worthy  worshippers,  and  nut  turn  out  on 
the  street  its  interesting  Sunday-School  of  100  children.  This,  also,  waa 
effected.  The  influential  and  wealthy  congregations  up-town,  with  their 
Rectors,  who  fraternally  sympathized  with  the  Missionary  in  his  arduous 
struggle,  made  up  the  $6,000,  the  amount  uf  the  mortgage,  and  at  the  end  of 
April,  1868,  the  church  was  freed  from  all  debts  on  the  building.  Since  then, 
the  congregation  have  cleared  off  $600  contracted  by  the  fixtures,  and  also 
by  being  allowed  to  give  up  the  lease  of  the  old  church  in  Ludlow  street 

The  Rector  returns  his  fervent  thanks  to  the  numerous  ladies  who  have 
paid  off  his  mortgage,  to  the  clerical  brethren  who  have  so  cordially  sympa- 
thized and  aided  him,  not  forgetting  those  two  noble  hearted  individuals- 
Mrs.  C.  L.  Spencer  and  John  D.  Wolfe,  Esq.,  who  paid  one  thousand  doUar$ 
each  towards  clearing  off  the  entire  indebtedness  of  this  commodious  mission 
church  in  a  densely  populous  neighborhood.     Latu  Deo  !

The  last  year  has  been  a  prosperous  and  happy  one  with  ns.  We  have 
completed  our  new  Mission  Chapel  in  Nineteenth  street,  near  First  avenue, 
for  a  free  Mission  Chapel  and  Schools  for  the  poor,  to  be  supported  by  the 
congregation  of  St  George's  Church.  It  is  a  building  81  feet  long  by  60  feet 
wide,  containing,  beside  the  chapel  for  public  worship,  a  lecture  room,  four 
school  rooms,  a  reading  room,  the  minister's  study,  and  a  dwelling  for  the 
sexton.  The  whole  has  been  completed  at  a  cost  of  about  $23,000;  the 
Vestry  of  St  George's  paying  for  the  ground  $7,000,  and  the  Sunday  Schools 
collecting  the  money  for  the  building,  $16,000.  This  building  is  perfectly 
finished,  and  beautifully  furnished,  with  every  thing  appropriate  to  a  decent 
ministration  of  public  worship.  It  was  consecrated  on  Sunday  evening, 
September  18,  by  the  Provisional  Bishop.  The  public  services  on  every 
Sunday,  are  at  10^  a.  m.,  and  7-}-  f.  v.,  in  English,  and  at  l^  p.  m.,  in  Ger^ 
man.  The  Mission  is  placed  under  the  immediate  charge  of  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  to  be  appointed  annually  b}'  the  Vestry.  The  Rev.  Cornelius  W. 
Bolton  has  been  appointed  the  Minister  of  this  Chapel,  and  the  Rev.  Charles 
Schramm,  German  Minister.  I  append  their  reports  up  to  the  present  time. 
My  own  parochial  reports  are  always  calculated  from  Easter  to  Easter,  and 
presented  at  the  next  Convention,  All  the  concerns  of  this  Parish  are  in  the 
highest  degree  of  prosperity ; — union,  harmony,  and  activity  characterize  all 
the  works  in  which  the  ministers  and  the  people  are  engaged.  The  Rev.  W. 
F.  Paddock  succeeded  the.  Rev.  Dr.  Dyer,  as  my  assistant,  on  the  1st  of  July  ^ 
Dr.  Dyer  left  our  work  from  the  pressure  of  other  duties  upon  him,  greatly 
to  our  regret 
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St  6«orge's  Minion  Chape] ;  the  Rev.  Cornkliub  WiimcE  Bolton,  MinUter. 

We  worshipped  in  a  room  that  had  been  hired  for  the  Mission  nntil  July 
lA,  1859,  when  we  entered  the  lecture  room  of  our  new  Chapel,  and  on  the 
18th  of  September  the  Right  Rev.  H.  Potter  consecrated  the  Chapel  proper. 
Every  thing  seems  to  be  in  a  very  flourishing  condition.

The  Missionary-at-large  devotes  much  of  his  time  and  strength  to  the 
spiritual  instruction  of  seamen  who  are  confined  by  sickness  or  accident  in 
the  different  hospitals  of  New  York,  Brooklyn  and  Staten  Island.

Circumstances  require  my  report  to  be  more  extended  than  heretofore. 
When  I  took  charge  of  this  Parish,  I  found  it  was  not  desired,  neither  prac- 
tieable,  to  have  but  the  morning  services  Sundays.  I  then  looked  about  to 
see  if  there  were  not  eome  other  places  that  the  Church  services  might  be 
held  Sunday  afternoons.  Just  over  the  Parish  boundaries,  west,  about  a 
mile  and  a  half  distant  from  the  church,  is  the  village  of  Atlauticville,  and 
about  the  same  distance  east,  in  Suffolk  county,  is  the  village  of  Amityville. 
Id  each  of  these  villages,  with  consent  of  the  Rectors,  within  whose  juris- 
diction the  places  were,  I  commenced  Church  services  alternate  Sundays,  in 
the  afternoon.  In  Atlauticville,  I  held  the  services  over  six  months  in  a  pri- 
vate house.  I  baptized  a  large  number  of  children,  but  at  the  Parish  church, 
15 
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with  the  exeeption  of  three.  The  Sunday  School  is  held  before  moining  ser- 
vice, at  the  Parish  church. 

At  Amity  ville,  I  commenced  the  first  services  ever  held  in  the  village, 
-with  a  single  exception  many  years  since.  They  were  held  in  a  large  school- 
house.  The  congregations  were  large,  almost  invariably,  there  being  no 
other  service,  at  first,  in  the  afternoon.  Afterwards,  the  Presbyterians,  at 
the  same  time  of  ours,  held  a  service  of  their  own,  within  walking  distance, 
out  of  the  village.  Afterwards,  I  found  it  necessary,  and  probably  the  best 
for  the  Church,  to  discontinue  the  services  for  a  time.  The  seed  that  has 
been  sown  here,  will,  I  am  satisfied,  bring  forth  fruit  some  day. 

The  Parish,  proper,  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  Tlie  church,  during  the 
summer  months^  has  been  generally  well  filled.

The  Sunday  School,  Bible  Class,  and  Parish  School  have  been  very  suceeea- 
fully  conducted  by  my  willing  and  energetic  assistant,  and  the  amount  of 
doty  done  in  the  Parish  has  depended  most  materially  upon  his  co-opem- 
tion.  Without  an  assistant,  and  without  an  active  one,  the  Rector  of  this 
Parish  will  never  be  able  to  meet  the  incessant  and  harassing  demands  upon 
his  time  and  attention. 

The  services  in  the  Chapel  have  been  as  well  attended  as  usual.  The  ser- 
vices in  Lent  were  better  attended  than  I  have  ever  before  known  them. 
The  Parish  has  been  wonderfully  free  from  disturbances  of  all  sorts,  and  is, 
I  trust,  as  much  as  any  an  example  of  "  all  godly  quietness.'* 

I  believe  I  have  never  mentioned  that  it  is  a  part  of  my  duty  to  spend 
some  three  weeks  annually  at  the  Berkley  School,  Middletown,  Conn. — ^an 
arrangement  made  at  the  time  of  my  settlement  between  the  Vestry  of  this 
Church  and  the  Bishops  of  Connecticut.  In  pursuance  of  my  duty  at  Mid- 
dletown, I  delivered  there,  in  the  month  of  May  last,  between  forty  and  fifty 
theological  lectures.

I  was  called  to  the  Rectorship  of  this  church  in  February  last,  accepted 
and  entered  upon  my  duties  on  the  22d  of  May  following,  (the  4th  Sunday 
after  Elaster,)  and  resigned  the  charge  on  the  13th  of  September,  finding  it 
impossible  to  live  in  so  expensive  a  place  on  a  salary  of  $600,  out  of  which 
$250  had  to  be  deducted  for  house  rent 

The  above  report  embraces  a  period  of  about  four  months.  During  this 
time,  1  have  made  178  visits,  chiefly  among  the  lower  classes  of  whom  this 
Parish  is  principally  composed.

It  is  also  the  seat  of 
a  factory,  the  operatives  in  which,  many  of  them  at  least,  look  to  the  rector, 
the  only  resident  Protestant  minister,  for  all  ministerial  services.

manifest  improvement.

This 
is  but  the  commencement  of  what  we  hope  yet  to  do,  to  meet  the  wants  of 
oar  rapidly-increasing  population.

The  first  service  was  held  on  Trinity  Sunday,  1858.  The  present  Rector 
commenced  liis  labors  on  the  first  Sunday  in  September,  of  the  same  year,  as 
a  Missionary  of  the  Young  Men's  Missionary  Association  of  St.  John's  Charch. 
A  Parish  was  organized,  (the  Rector  of  St  John's  having  given  his  hearty 
assent,)  December  18th.  The  corner-stone  of  a  church  was  laid  September 
16th,  1859.  It  is  designed  to  contain  850  sittings,  all  of  which  are  to  be 
free.  The  growth  of  the  congregation  and  the  increase  in  the  amount  of 
weekly  offerings  have  been  rery  encouraging.

In  consequence  of  there  being  no  Ecclesiastical  authority  in  this  Island, 
to  whose  jurisdiction  I  might  be  transferred,  I  remain  canonically  connected 
with  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  and,  in  obedience  lo  its  requirements,  trans- 
mit to  the  Provisional  Bishop  of  New  York  my  official  report. 

Having  been  called  to  the  rectorship  of  St  John's,  St  Croix,  I  resigned 
the  rectorship  of  Zion  Church,  New  York,  on  the  13th  of  last  June,  but  at 
the  request  of  the  Vestry  continued  in  charge  of  the  Parish  up  to  the  day 
of  my  departure  for  my  present  cure.  My  acts  up  to  that  time,  I  presume, 
will  be  reported  by  my  successor. 

I  arrived  here  on  the  16th  July.  Since  then  there  have  been.  Baptisms  : 
infants,  33.  Marriage,  1.  Burials,  19.  I  have  also  administered  the  Uoly 
Communion  publicly  on  the  7th  August,  at  a  service  at  7  o'clock  A.  M.,  and 
again  at  a  service  at  11  A  M.  on  the  same  Sunday,  to  770  persons  in  all ;  on 
the  4th  September  to  601  persons,  and  in  private  21  times  to  the  sick  and 
their  attendants.     On  these  occasions  4  communicants  have  been  added. 

The  number  of  communicants  belonging  to  the  Parish  is  1,359,  of  whom 
816  live  in  town,  and  543  on  the  estates  in  the  country.  108  communicants 
have  been  added,  and  77  have  died  during  the  past  year.  During  the  same 
period  there  have  been.  Baptisms,  179.  Confirmed,  by  the  Bishop  of  Anti- 
gua, 179.  Marriages,  25.  Burials,  166.  The  number  of  souls  belonging  to 
the  Parish,  and  in  charge  of  its  Rector,  is  about  4,200.  There  are  five  Sun- 
day Schools  in  the  Parish,  meeting  at  different  hours  in  the  day,  and  com- 
prehending together  about  800  pupils.  Two  of  these  schools  are  exclusively 
for  adults.  The  present  Rector  has  met  two  of  these  schools  (selected  ac- 
cording to  opportunity)  and  conducted  the  catechetical  and  general  exer- 
cises every  Lord's  Day  since  his  arrival.  The  Sunday  Schools  are  entirely 
sustained  by  the  contributions  of  their  members^ 
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In  addition  to  the  usnal  appropriation  of  the  Commanion  Alms  to  the 
tick,  afflicted,  etc,  there  is  a  collection  erery  Sunday  for  the  very  large  num- 
ber of  poor  persons  in  and  around  the  Parish.  These  contributions  are  dia- 
tributed  by  a  committee  of  ladies  under  the  direction  of  the  Rector.  Other 
eontributions  have  been  absorbed  in  repairing  and  improving  the  church 
And  in  corresponding  expenses.  The  aeata  in  the  extensive  gallery  are  en- 
tirely free.  Besides  on  Sundays,  Divine  Service  is  celebrated  on  all  the 
Holy  Days  of  the  Church,  and  on  each  of  these  occasions  there  is  either  a 
•ermon  or  a  lecture.  The  Holy  Communion  is  publicly  administered  on  the 
first  Sunday  in  each  month.  The  large  number  of  persons  in  this  Parish, 
and  their  general  reverential  regard  for  ministerial  services,  not  to  say  the 
exactions  of  very  many  of  them,  render  the  duty  of  the  Pastor  laborious 
and  exhausting,  and  afford  him  opportunities  of  usefulness  which  he  hopes 
to  improve  to  the  glory  of  God  and  the  good  of  his  fellow  men. 

Measures  are  in  contemplation  for  the  expansion  of  the  Church  here  and 
extending  her  influence,  of  which  I  shall  prefer  to  speak  when  they  are  in 
neeessful  operation.

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OTHER   CLERICAL    REPORTS. 

The  Provisional  Bishop  has  also  received  Reports,  according  to 
Oanon,  from  the  following  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese,  not  having 
Parochial  or  Missionary  charge. 

The  Rev.  Lemuel  Bdroe  reports  as  follows : 

At  the  time  of  our  last  Convention  I  was  the  Acting  Missionary  at  East 
New  York,  in  the  place  of  the  Rev.  J.  F.  D.  Cornell,  who  had  solicited  n^e 
BO  to  do  in  the  month  of  July,  in  consequence,  as  he  then  supposed,  of  a  tem- 
porary suspension  of  health.    And  as  he  did  not  recover,  but  was  obliged  to 
resign  his  office  as  Rector  and  Missionary,  I  continued,  by  desire  of  the 
Warden  and  Vestry  of  Trinity  Church,  until  the  eighth  of  May  inclusive, 
when  I  was  relieved  by  the  Rev.  Charles  Cleveland.    Since  that  time  I  have 
generally  worshipped  at  St.  Peter's  Church  in  Brooklyn,  giving  aid  to  my 
worthy  brother,  the  Rector  thereof,  in  such  part  of  the  service  as  I  felt  able 
to  perform.     1  have  also  accepted  special  calls  from  a  number  of  churches 
and  individuals,  and  have  performed  as  follows :  In  St  John's  Church,  Islip, 
preached  once  and  assisted  in  the  Commanion  Service ;  in  St  Mark's  Church, 
Islip,  read  prayers,  and  preached  once ;  in  Trinity  Church,  Rockaway,  and 
in  the  new  chapel  belonging  to  the  same,  read  prayers  and  preached  once  in 
each ;  in  St  Paul's  Church,  Hatbush,  read  prayers  and  preached  twice ;  also 
once  at  Greenfield,  and  once  at  the  Lunatic  Asylum  in  said  town ;  in  St^ 
Mark's  Church,  Brooklyn,  read  prayers  and  preached  twice ;  in  St  Paul's, 
once;  in   St   Michael's,  once;  in  St    Mary's  once;  in   Calvary,  preached 
twice;  in  St  Peter's,  three  times;  read  prayers  in  Holy  Trinity,  twice;  and 
in  Connecticut,  twice,  preaching  once  in  St  Michael's,  at  Litchfield.     In  ad- 
dition to  the  above,  1  have  occasionally  visited  the  sick,  and  administered 
the  Sacrament  of  Baptism  to  the  dying. 


The  Rev.  Robert  B.  Croes  reports : 

That,  since  the  Inst  Convention,  he  has  officiated  on  twenty-six  Sundays  in 
New  Jersey ;  on  two  in  Philadelphia ;  on  one  at  sea,  when  sailing  from  New 
York  to  Charleston;  on  one  in  South  Carolina;  on  nine  in  Georgia,  and  on 
ten  in  diflferent  parts  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  principally  to  supply 
vacant  Parishes,  or  to  assist  infirm  clergymen.     Total,  forty-nine.    He  has 
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also  officiated  on  Christmas  X>Ay,  Ascension  Day,  and  Good  Friday,  and  fre- 
quently during  the  season  of  Lent  The  baptisms  and  funerals  at  which  he 
has  ministered,  have  been  recorded  in  the  registers  of  the  different  Parishes 
in  which  he  has  been  requested  to  officiate. 


The  Rev.  John  Dowdney  reports  as  follows : 

As  a  PresbytOT  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  I  beg  leave  most  respectfully 
to  report,  that  since  my  return  in  December  last,  from  a  long  tour  in  Europe 
and  the  East,  I  have  officiated  regularly  on  every  Lord's  Day,  and  on  several 
Holy  Days,  in  the  way  of  reading  the  Service  of  the  Church,  preaching,  and 
administering  the  Holy  Communion,  etc.  On  every  Sunday  since  that  period, 
with  the  exception  ot  the  five  Sundays  on  which  I  was  confined  to  my  room 
by  severe  illness,  I  have  preached  twice,  and  occasionally  three  times ;  hav- 
ing sought  every  opportunity  for  duty  and  usefulness.  Three  Sundays  were 
given  to  a  feeble  vacant  Parish  in  Westchester  county.  The  greater  part  of 
my  time  has  been  spent  in  aiding  a  very  laborious  Rector  of  one  of  the  free 
Churches  in  this  city.     My  services  in  all  cases  are  gratuitous. 


The  Rev.  Charles  H.  Gardiner  reports : 

That,  during  the  past  Conventional  year,  he  has  been  actively  engaged  in 
the  duties  of  his  sacred  calling;  though  without  regular  Parochial  charge, 
except  about  4  months  of  the  time.  Has  preached  about  60  times,  adminis- 
tered both  Sacraments  in  public  and  in  private,  viz. :  baptism,  18  times  to 
infants;  Holy  Communion,  either  alone  or  assisting  at  the  same,  12  times  in 
public,  and  7  times  in  private ;  married  7  couple ;  buried  6  persons. 

Most  of  these  services  have  been  performed  in  Parislies  in  Brooklyn,  and 
on  Long  Inland ;  and  have  been  entered  in  the  Parish  registers  of  the  same. 

About  8  mouths  of  Inst  year  he  acted  as  Curate  of  Sts  MichaeVs  Church, 
Brooklyn,  during  the  illness  of  the  Rector,  and  absence  of  the  Assistant  Min- 
ister. 


The  Rev.  John  Grigo  reports : 

Since  last  Convention,  47  services  and  sermons  hnve  been  performed  and 
delivered  by  me  in  various  Parishes ;  and  in  one  particularly,  where  It^upplied 
for  2  months  the  absence  of  a  Rector  absent  for  the  recovery  of  his  health. 
I  am  still  anxiously  waiting  for  the  Providence  of  God  to  open  to  roe  a  field 
of  duty,  being  capable  in  every  respect,  by  the  grace  of  Gcd,  of  fulfilling  the 
object  of  my  ministerial  trust. 
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The  Rev.  Fletcher  G.  Hawley,  D.  D.,  late  Rector  of  St.  John's 
Church,  Santa  Cruz,  West  Indies,  reports  : 

That  he  resigned  the  ahove  Parish  in  Fehroary  Inst  to  take  effect  on  the 
first  of  June,  and  that  he  left  there  on  his  return  on  the  13th  of  May.  Seve- 
ral Parochial  reports  having  failed,  and  among  them  the  one  for  last  year, 
he  desires,  with  the  permission  of  the  Provisional  Bishop,  to  put  on  record 
the  statistical  results  of  his  labors  in  the  above  Parish  from  the  1st  of  March 
1846,  to  the  13th  of  May,  1869,  a  period  of  something  over  13  years. 

There  were  added  to  the  communicants  2,042,  making  the  whole  number 
2,342.  Of  these,  805  have  been  removed,  mostly  by  death,  during  the  18 
yearsi   The  marriages,  io  this  time,  have  been  620  couples — 1,240  persons. 

The  baptisms  were:  adults  6;  infants,  2.103.  The  confirmations  were, 
1871. 

There  were  in  operation  6  Sunday  Schools,  numbering,  at  one  time,  1,400 
papils,  with  about  100  teachers.  Id  the  last  year,  a  daily  Parochial  school 
was  established.  A  Dorcas  society  has  been  in  successful  operation.  The 
poor  have  received  about  $1,000  each  year.  A  lorge  two-story  Sunday- 
School  building  has  been  built  on  the  lot  adjoining  the  church  for  the  use 
of  the  Sunday  and  Parochial  schools,  the  cost  about  $7,000. 

The  church  has  been  rebuilt  and  greatly  enlarged,  at  a  cost  of  $21,909  97. 
The  Rector  made  the  plan,  collected  the  money,  hired  the  workmen,  and 
saperintended  the  work.  The  above  is  a  brief  summary  of  results,  under  the 
Divine  blessing,  upon  his  labors  in  this  important  Parish. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  he  has  had  charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Fredericksted,  a 
Parish  15  miles  distant,  about  two  years  during  vacancies,  and  has  officiated, 
alao,  in  the  Island  of  St  Thomas,  frequently,  prior  to  their  obtaining  a  per- 
manent Rector. 

Since  my  arrival  here,  in  June,  I  have  preached  18  sermons;  assisted 
leTeral  times  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion ;  attended  one 
funeral ;  and  baptized  one  infant 


The  Rev.  Wm.  S.  Ludlum  reports : 

That,  during  the  past  year  he  has  had  no  Parochial  charge.  He  has  de- 
livered 20  sermons,  and  said  the  Service  of  the  Church,  in  connection  (here- 
with, 20  times;  administered  the  Holy  Communion  twice;  baptized  one  in- 
fimt;  and  attended  one  funeral. 


The  Rev.  Edward  C.  Marshall,  Deacon,  reports  as  follows : 

In  obedience  to  the  Canon,  I  would  respectfully  report  that,  daring  the 
last  year,  although  I  have  had  no  Parish,  I  have  been  engaged  in  the  dis- 
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charge  of  clerical  duty  nearly  every  Sunday.  During  a  portion  of  the 
summer  past  I  officiated  in  All  Saints'  Church,  New  York,  in  th^  absence  of 
the  Rector.  I  have  also  preached  in  St  Stephen's,  St  Luke's,  and  St  Cle- 
ment's, New  York,  St  Peter's  and  St  Paul's,  Albany,  St  Peter's,  Westches- 
ter, St  John's,  Yonkers,  and  have  read  the  service  in  Trinity  Church, 
Trinity  Chapel  and  St  Thomas'  Church,  New  York,  Holy  Trinity,  Brooklyn, 
and  in  other  churches.  Besides  this  clerical  duty,  I  have  served,  since 
December,  1858,  and  am  now  serving  as  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  General 
Protestant  Episcopal  Sunday  School  Union  and  Church  Book  Society. 


The  Rev.  Edwin  A.  Nichols  reports  as  follows : 

According  to  canonical  requirement,  I  beg  leave  to  report  that,  during  the 
past  conventional  year  I  have  been  engaged  until  December  1,  1858,  in  St 
Paul's  Church,  Redhook,  and  for  about  five  months,  commencing  January  12, 
1859,  in  charge  of  Trinity  Church,  Saugerties,  together  with  other  occasional 
services  since,  here  and  elsewhere.  I  expect  to  resume  parochial  duty  in 
St  Mark's  Church,  Palatka,  Florida,  in  November  next 


The  Rev.  Samuel  Nichols  reports  as  follows : 

During  the  past  year  my  eyes  have  been  so  seriously  affected' that  I  have 
been  unable  to  pei-form  any  other  religious  services  than  that  of  assisting 
my  brethren  occasionally  in  administering  the  H0I3'  Communion. 


The  Rev.  C.  S.  Putnam  reports : 

That  in  consequence  of  ill-health  he  was  compelled  to  resign  the  rector- 
ship of  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Brooklyn,  in  May  last,  since  which 
time  he  has  been  unable  to  perform  any  ministerial  services  whatever. 


The  Rev.  Gilbert  H.  Sayres  reports  as  follows  : 

I  have  been  afflicted  more  than  usual  the  last  year  with  sickness  and  infir- 
mity, and  have  therefore  to  report  but  little  done ;  only  a  few  occasional 
services,  or  with  the  sick  and  afflicted,  as  also  with  the  careless  and  uncon* 
cerned,  as  private  opportunities  offered. 


Tha  Rev.  Winslow  W.  Sever  reports : 

That  his  connection  with  St  Ann's  Church,  Brooklyn,  as  its  Assistant  Min- 
ster, ceased  on  the  18th  of  June.     Since  that  time  he  has  been  constantly

Tie  Rev.  B.  F.  Taylor  reports  as  follows :

I 
have  also  officiated  several  Sundays  at  Manhattan  ville,  and  for  about  two 
months  or  more  at  St  Andrew's  Parish,  Walden,  Orange  county,  during  the 
illness  of  its  Rector,  the  Rev.  S.  C.  Davis,  and  at  Huntington,  L  L,  during 
the  vacancy  of  that  Parish. 

Out  of  the  Diocese,  I  have  preached  at  Grace  Church,  Van  Voorst,  Mid- 
dletown  Point,  and  Edgewater,  in  New  Jersey,  and  at  Pittsfield  and  Lee,  in 
MaMachusetta. 


Tie  Rev.  Robbrt  Travis,  Jr.,  reports  as  follows : 

During  the  last  canonical  year  I  have  been  actively  engaged  in  the  duties 
of  my  office.

Rt.  Rkt.  Ajn>  Dbab  Sr:  The  House  of  Bishops  having  responded  favorably 
to  my  prayer  for  a  remission  of  my  senteoce  of  suspension,  their  action  places 
me  b  the  poeition  of  Diocesan,  and  the  third  canon  of  18^0  changes  your 
Klttion  firom  that  of  PratntumtU  to  AtUttant  Bisbopi  It  hence  becomes  my 
^nty, under  Canon  YL  of  1832,  to  "assign"  (such  is  the  language  of  the 
iiw)  to  you,  M  Assistant  Bishop,  the  episcopal  duties  and  exercise  of  episco- 
pil  anthority,  which  I  desire  at  your  hands^ 

I  therefore  lose  do  time,  my  dear  brother,  in  assigning  to  you — subject  to 
><Mfa  regulations  as  may  be  made  on  mutual  conference  between  ourselves — 
^«  entire  possession  of  the  administraiive  portion  of  episcopal  duty  in  the 
IHoeeie,  to  act  precisely  as  you  have  been  acting.  Your  faithfulness  nnd 
Mil  I  know  full  well,  and  I  have  entire  confidence  in  your  ability  nnd  dis- 
poiition  to  do  wisely  and  well  in  the  general  administration  of  the  Diocese ;  and 
IiQ  thankful  that  in  my  old  age  I  have  such  a  friend  and  colleague  as  your- 
^  on  whom  to  lean.  In  case  of  doubt  or  special  importance,  I  know  it  will 
^ysor  own  desire  to  have  the  aid  of  such  counsel  as  upon  a  joint  consult- 
*^  I  may  be  able  to  give ;  and  I  have  only  to  say  that  I  shall  be  ever 
Kidy  to  give  such  service  as  I  can  in  counsel,  and  in  every  way  to  co-op-

'»»«« the  prosperity  of  the  Diocese. 
'  At  my  advanced  age,  the  heavier  duties  of  thelEpiscopate  must  devolve 
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on  yon,  and  my  performance  of  Episcopal  acts  must  of  necessity  be  less  fre- 
quent than  yours.  Hence,  I  authorize  yon,  under  the  canon — subject  as  be- 
fore stated — to  retain  the  entire  general  administration  of  the  Diocesan  af- 
fairs in  the  regular  routine,  including  the  exercise  of  Episcopal  canonical 
consent — when  such  consent  may  be  required ;  on  my  part,  cheerfully  agree- 
ing to  confirm  and  ratify  such  consent  when  thus  exercised  by  you,  it  being 
my  heartfelt  desire  and  determination  that,  in  no  case,  shall  there  be  any 
difference  or  collision,  or  aught  but  harmony  between  us  in  any  Church 
matter  or  question.

Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Secretary  in  compliance  with  their  order,  passed  Sept,  30, 1859. 
See  Journal,  1859,  p,  91. 


Ow  Monday  morning,  December  22,  1800, 1  was  appointed  Rec- 
tor of  Trinity  Church ;  I  have  been  an  Assistant  Minister  25  years 
and  10  months. 

December  23,  1800. — Sent  to  me  by  Dr.  Provoost  the  Church 
Plate,  Register  of  Marriages,  a  chest  containing  some  books  belong- 
ing to  the  Church,  etc. 

Dec,  30,  1800.— Dr.  Charlton  and  Mr.  David  Clarkson  waited 
upon  me  with  a  proposition  from  the  Vestry  to  this  purpose,  viz. : 
That,  in  consequence  of  an  augmentation  of  my  salary,  I  should 
relinquish  certain  perquisites,  arising  from  funerals  and  marriages, 
which  were  received  by  former  Rectors.  To  this  proposition  I 
assented  with  this  proviso,  that  this  act  of  mine  should  not  be 
pleaded  as  a  precedent  to  the  prejudice  of  my  successor. 

January  12,  1801.— Met  the  Vestry  of  Trinity  Church  for  the 
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first  time  since  my  appointment  to  the  Rectorship.  Mr.  Jones 
was  chosen  Assistant  Minister. 

Jan.  14,  1801. — ^Mr.  Hobart  and  Mr.  Wilkins  were,  this  morn- 
ing, ordained  priests  in  Trinity  Church,  by  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Provoost, 
The  ordination  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  Dr.  Beach. 

Jan.  25,  1801. — Yesterday  morning  died  Mr.  Needham,  the 
worthy  sexton  of  St.  George's  Chapel ;  and  this  aflemoon  his  re- 
mains were  interred  in  St.  PauPfi  churchyard. 

February  9,  1801. — ^At  a  meeting  of  the  Vestry,  a  donation  of 
£100  was  made  to  Mr.  Nash.  William  Needham  was  appointed 
sexton  of  St.  George's.  Three  palls  to  be  used  at  funerals :  the 
best  velvet  pall  for  12  shillings ;  plain  velvet  for  8  shillings ;  the 
cloth  pall  for  nothing.  The  children  of  black  communicants,  im- 
der  the  age  of  21  years,  to  be  interred  in  the  churchyards. 

Feb.  28,  1801. — ^This  evening  I  received  a  letter  from  a  Com- 
mittee, requesting  that  our  bells  might  be  rung  on  the  4th  of  next 
month,  when  the  new  President  Mr.  Jefferson  is  to  be  inaugurated. 
This  request  was  refused  inasmuch  as  the  bells  were  not  rung  on 
any  former  similar  occasion,  and  as  I  conceive  this  parade  not  so 
much  intended  to  express  respect  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  as  to  declare  the  triumph  and  exultation  of  a  party. 

April  7,  1801. — Being  Tuesday  in  Easter-Week,  when  the  An- 
nual election  of  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  is  held,  Mr. 
William  Bayard  and  Mr.  John  McVickar  were  elected  Vestry- 
men in  the  place  of  Dr.  Samuel  Wm.  Johnson,  removed  to  Strat- 
ford, and  Mr.  George  Stanton  resigned. 

April  13,  1801. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Vestry,  £100  was  given 
to  the  Rev.  Mr,  Hammell  for  the  ensuing  year. 

On  Tuesday^  April  21,  1801. — My  family  was  removed,  and  I 
took  possession  of  the  house  provided  for  the  Rector  of  Trinity- 
Church,  in  Vesey  street,  purchased  for  £4,500. 

May  1,  1801. — Received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Nash,  requesting 
that  190,  being  part  of  the  donation  made  to  him  by  our  Vestry, 
might  be  sent  to  him  by  the  hands  of  Charles  Lewis,  which  was 
done  accordingly. 

May  11,  1801. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Vestry  the  sum  of  £100 
was  given  to  the  Rev.  Robert  G.  Wetmore,  who  is  under  the 
necessity  of  travelling  for  the  recovery  of  his  health  ;  and,  in  case 
his  wants  should  be  very  urgent,  the  Vestry,  at  the  same  time,

passed  a  resolution  that  he  might  draw  hereafter  for  any  sum,  not 
exceeding  (200. 

Sunday  Morning^  July  5,  1801. — ^The  Rev.  Cave  Jones  arrived 
in  this  city  to  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  as  an  Assistant 
Minister  in  Trinity  Church. 

July  13,  1801. — It  was  resolved  by  the  Vestry  that  the  Sunday 
Evening  Lectures  be  discontinued  from  1st  July  to  1st  of  October. 

August  10,  1801.— The  sum  of  £60  was  voted  by  the  Vestry 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Vandyke. 

September  11,  1801. — I  was  consecrated  to  the  office  of  Bishop, 
in  the  city  of  Trenton,  New  Jersey.  Morning  Prayer  was  read 
by  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Claggett,  1  Licsson,  Levit.,  viii. ;  2  Les- 
son, 1  Tim.  iii.  Selection  of  Psalms,  the  8th;  Bishop  White 
preached. 

St.  Mark^s,  in  the  Bowery,  was  incorporated  on  the  18th  day 
of  October,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1799.  Peter  Stuy  vesant  and 
Francis  Bayard  Winthrop,  the  first  Churchwardens. 

October  11,  1801.— In  St.  George's  Chapel,  Mr.  Daniel  Nash,  a 
deacon  in  the  Church,  was  ordained  priest.  This  is  the  first  Epis- 
copal duty  which  I  have  performed.  By  God's  blessing,  may  it 
be  beneficial  to  His  Church !     The  sermon  preached  by  myself. 

November  22,  1801.— The  24th  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Mr. 
Bethel  Judd  was  ordained  priest  in  St.  Paul's  Chapel ;  the  ordina- 
tion sermon  preached  by  Dr.  Beach. 

December  13,  1801.— The  3d  Sunday  in  Advent,  Mr.  Daven- 
port Phelps  was  ordained  deacon  in  Trinity  Church.  The  ordina- 
tion sermon  preached  by  myself. 

Dec.  14,  1801. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Vestry  a  donation  of 
£100  was  made  to  Mr.  Chase.  Jacob  Leonard  appointed  clerk  of 
St  Creorgc's;  $50  given  to  Mr.  Webb  for  his  late  services  as 
derk.  The  sum  of  £100  given,  to  be  expended  in  purchasing 
prayer  books  which  are  to  be  deposited  in  my  hands  to  be  dis- 
tributed as  I  shall  think  most  conducive  to  the  prosperity  of  the 
Church.     The  organ  put  entirely  under  my  direction. 

March  21,  1802.— The  first  confirmation  held  by  me.  The 
sacred  rite  was  administered  in  Trinity  Church.  Tliere  were 
one  hundred  and  eighty-Jive  confirmed. 

March  28,  1802. — Confirmation  in  St.  George's ;  ninety-two  con- 
firmed. 
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April  2,  1802. — Died  of  the  apoplexy,  our  worthy  vestryman, 
Mr.  William  Laight,  a  loss  to  the  community  in  general  in  these 
times  of  infidelity  and  disorder,  a  loss  which  our  Church  will  long 
have  reason  to  deplore. 

April  4,  1802. — Confirmation  at  St,  Paul's,  two  hundred  and 
seventy  confirmed. 

At  Trinity,  JforcA  21, 1802, 185     , 

At  St  GeOTge's,  March  28, 1803, 92 

At  SL  Paul's,  ApHl  4,  1802, 270 
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April  11,  1802. — Confirmation  at  Brooklyn,  one  hundred  and 
eighteen  confirmed.  Dr.  Beach  preadbed  in  the  morning,  myself 
in  the  afternoon;  communicants,  between /or /y  &ndji/ty.

CONVENTION, 


New  York,  Wednesday,  September  2d,  18C0, 

This  being  the  day  fixed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York  for  the  meeting  of 
the  Annual  Convention  of  the  same,  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity  assembled  for  Divine  Service,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
in  St.  John's  Chapel  in  the  City  of  New  York,  the  place  appointed 
by  the  Provisional  Bishop  for  the  meeting. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  A.  N.  Littlejohn,  D.  D., 
Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Brooklyn,  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  Henry  C.  Potter,  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Troy,  and 
the  Rev.  J.  Campbell  White,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Rye,  who 
read  the  Lessons.  The  Rev.  William  Rudder,  D.  D.,  Rector  of 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Albany,  said  the  Litany.  The  Ante-Communion 
Service  was  read  by  the  Rt  Rev.  the  Provisional  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese;  the  Rev.  Benjamin  C.  Cutler,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  Ann's 
Church,  Brooklyn,  reading  the  Epistle,  and  the  Right  Rev.  the  Lord 
Bishop  of  Victoria  reading  the  GospeL    The  Sermon  was  preached 
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Ly  the  Rov.  Thomas  W.  Coit,  D.  D.,  LL.D.,  Rector  of  St  Pawl's 
Cluircli,  Troy.  In  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  the 
Provisional  Bishop  was  assisted  by  the  Right  Rev.  the  Lord  Bishop 
of  Victoria,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cutler,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Creighton,  Rector  of 
Christ  Church,  Tarry  town,  the  Rev.  Dr.  McVickar,  Professor  of  the 
Evidences  of  Christianity  in  Columbia  College,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brown, 
Rector  of  St.  George's  Church,  Newburgh,  and  the  Rev.  J.  Cotton 
Smith,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  New  York. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Provisional  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  who  thus  addressed  the  House: 

Brethren  of  the  Clergt  and  of  the  Laitt  : 

Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  this  place, — or,  rather,  as  the 
tlrst  and  dearest  of  all  duties,  permit  me  to  salute  you  with  my 
aiVoctionate  benediction ;  and  to  express  the  delight  with  which  I 
meet  your  faces,  and  find  myself  in  the  presence  of  the  assembled 
Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese. 

God  bless  you,  dear  brethren !  God,  most  merciful,  pour  out 
Ills  choicest  gifts  upon  you,  and  upon  the  Church  in  this  Diocese, 
and  multiply  upon  us  all  grace,  mercy  and  peace,  through  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ! 

During  my  recent  absence,  I  have  been  present  at  many  most 
interesting  and  delightful  scenes.  Every  day,  sights  came  throng- 
ing upon  mo  in  quick  succession ;  some  of  them  most  grateful  to 
the  eye  of  taste,  others  equally  delightful  to  the  religious  sensi- 
bilities. But  I  hope  it  is  no  offence  to  distiuit  scenes  and  distant 
friends  fur  me  to  say  here  in  my  place  to-day,  that  of  all  the 
pleasant  sights  that  greeted  my  eyes  and  touched  my  heart  in 
f«»reign  lands,  none  can  compare  with  the  sight  which  I  now  have 
before  me : — ^the  assembled  Clergy  and  I-^ity  of  a  large  Diocese, 
all  animated  by  One  Spirit, — all  looking  upon  each  other  with  kindly 
eyes — ^all  glowing  with  love  and  devotion  toward  the  one  Master 
and  the  one  cause, — that  cause  the  glory  of  (^od,  to  be  magnified 
in  the  peace  and  prosjx^rity  of  His  Church,  and  in  the  salvation  of 
men  in  and  through  tliat  Church ! 

May  lie  who  promised  to  be  with  His  Church  to  the  end  of  the 
world  be  with  us,  during  all  our  consultations  and  labors,  with 
a  double  portion  of  His  grace !     INIay  that  Divine  Spirit,  which 
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breathed  wis<]om  ftnd  charity  into  the  council  of  the  blessed  Apos- 
tles, so  reign  in  all  our  hearts  that,  dwelling  in  peace  and  love,  wo 
may  both  perct»ivc  and  know  what  things  we  ought  to  do,  and  also 
have  grace  and  power  faithfully  to  fulfil  the  same ! 

I  may  bo  permitted  to  observe,  tliat  the  idea  of  a  foreign  excur- 
sion for  a  brief  season  of  rest  and  refreshment  Ciimc  upon  mo  quite 
unexpectedly,  and  resulted  mainly  from  the  kind  interposition  of 
friends.  It  w.'is  by  no  means  a  matter  of  absolute  necessity ;  and  I 
hope  1  do  not  deceive  myself  in  saying,  that  my  time  of  life,  and 
the  duties  with  whicli  I  am  charged,  have  made  mc  somewhat  indif- 
ferent to  objects  of  mere  personal  gratification. 

But  as,  during  the  five  preceding  years,  1  hnd  been  led  to  continue 
my  lab<^rs,  in  one  form  or  another,  through  most  of  the  warm 
season,  in  which  many  are  accustomed  to  seek  relief,  and  as  there 
was  nothing  very  pressing  in  the  work  of  tlie  Diocese,  it  wa.s  tliought, 
(and  I  finally  acquiesced  in  the  view,)  tlwt  a  voyjige,  which  would 
give  me  entire  rest  and  cliango  of  scene,  and  place  me  in  intimate 
communication  with  the  mother  Church,  would  be  one  of  the  most 
useful  purposes  to  which  I  could  devote  a  few  montlis.  And  I  am 
happy  to  say,  that,  protected  by  a  gracious  Providence,  and  favored 
with  opportunities  which  I  could  not  have  looke<l  for,  the  result 
has  in  every  respect  far  transcended  my  highest  anticipations.  The 
scenes  in  which  1  have  mingled,  the  kindness  I  liave  received  from  the 
Bishops,  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Anglican  Churcli,  and  the  lessons 
I  have  learned,  can  never  fade  from  my  memory. 

Not  to  detain  you  longer  from  the  duties  of  the  Convention,  I 
will  only  add,  that  the  interest  of  our  present  meeting  is  much 
enhanced  by  our  being  favored  with  the  i)resence  of  the  liight  Rev- 
erend the  Lord  Bishop  of  Victoria,  whom  I  take  great  pleasure  in 
presenting  to  the  Convention. 

The  Secretary  proceeded,  under  the  direction  of  the  Provisional 
Bishop,  to  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  entitled  to 
seats,  when  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  answered  to  their  names  and 
took  their  seats  as  members.* 

The  Churches  entitled  to  representation  was  then  called  over,

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and  the  Lay  Delegates  presented  their  certificates;  which  were 
examined  by  the  Secretary  and  a  Committee  of  two  appointed  by 
the  Presiding  Officer,  viz. :  William  E.  Dunscomb,  Esq.,  and  Hon. 
John  A.  King.  The  names  of  the  Lay  Delegates  duly  appointed 
were  called,  when  Delegates  from  one  hundred  and  fifty  parishes 
appeared  and  took  their  seats.* 

A  constitutional  quorum  being  present,  the  Right  Reverend  the 
President  declared  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

The  President  announced  the  Vllth  Rule  of  Order  on  the  admis- 
sion of  persons  not  members  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention* 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary  it  was 

Resolved  unanimously^  That  this  Convention  do  hereby  express 
their  gratification  at  the  presence  of  the  Right  Reverend  the  Lord 
Bishop  of  Victoria  during  the  opening  services  in  this  Chapel  this 
morning ;  and  respectfully  invito  him  to  occupy  a  seat  beside  the 
President  during  the  session. 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  Rules  of  Order  was  unanimously 
dispensed  with. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded,  according  to  the  Sixth  Article 
of  the  Constitution,  to  the  appointment  of  a  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cutler,  the  vote  by  ballot  was 
unanimously  dispensed  with,  and  the  Rev.  William  E.  Eigenbrodt, 
D.  D.,  was  elected  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Floyd  Smith,  ballot  was  unanimously  dis- 
pensed with,  and  C.  N.  S.  Rowland,  Esq.  was  elected  Treasurer. 

The  Secretary  appointed  the  Rev.  Theodore  A.  Eaton  the  As- 
sistant Secretary.

OF  CO>rMITTEE  ON  CANONS. 

The  Convention  of  1859  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons  tho 
following  subjects,  with  instructions  to  consider  and  report  to  the  pres- 
ent Convention : — 

L  The  expediency  of  establishing  the  Office  of  Rural  Deans  in  this 
Diocese. 

II.  The  question  of  erasing  tho  names  of  Extinct  Churches  from  the 
list  of  Churches  in  union  with  this  Convention. 

III.  The  preparation  of  a  Body  of  Canons  in  relation  to  Discipline,  to- 
gether with  a  Revision  and  Digest  of  the  existing  Canons  of  this  Dioceso. 

I. — Rural  Deajjs. 

On  this  subject  the  last  Convention  passed  the  following  resolution  :  — 

*' Ilcsohedy  That  it  be  rcfencd  to  the  Committee  on  Canons  to  consider 
and  report  whether  it  be  competent  and  expedient  for  this  Convention  to 
establish  in  each  county  of  the  Diocese  the  office  of  Rural  Dean,  and  if 
so,  to  report  some  plan  suitable  ft)r  the  purpose.*' 

In  obedience  to  this  resolution,  the  Committee  on  Canons  have  con- 
sidered the  subject  entrusted  to  them,  and  respectfully  report,  That  in 
their  opinion,  there  Ls  notliing  in  the  law  of  this  Diocese,  or  in  the  Gen- 
eral Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  which  presents  an  obstacle 
to  the  establishment  of  the  ancient  office  in  question.  They,  therefore, 
report  in  favor  of  the  competency  of  the  Convention  in  the  premises. 

The  question  of  the  cxpeJiency  of  such  establishment  may  require  more 
consideration. 

As  the  office  of  Rural  Dean  now  exults  in  the  Church  of  England,  both 
in  the  mother  country  and  in  the  provinces,  it  does  not  belong  to  tho  ne- 
cessary organization  of  the  Church,  but  is  created  solely  by  the  special 
commission  of  the  authority  that  appoints  it,  and  lives  for  a  longer  or 
shorter  time  according  to  the  will  of  the  same  authority.  It  is  an  offico 
of  convenience  and  expediency.  It  lias  little  proper  official  prerogative, 
and  no  judicial  power.  Its  incumbent  is  a  helper  of  the  Bishop,  in  the 
several  districts  or  deaneries,  in  collecting,  arranging,  recording  and  re- 
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porting  such  particular  information  on  the  state  and  condition  of  the 
Church,  (each  Dean  in  his  o\m  DeaDcrr,)  as  the  Bishop  must  in  some 
way  obtain  and  possess,  in  order  to  the  due  supen'ision  of  his  Diocese. 
The  Rural  Ikjan  is  also  a  helper  of  the  Clergy  within  his  district.  Being 
one  of  themselves,  (for  he  is  chosen  from  among  them,)  his  interests  arc 
identical  with  theirs.  lie  affords  them  the  general  stated  means  of  com- 
munication with  their  spiritual  superiors  and  with  one  another;  thus 
bringing  the  strong  into  active  sympathy  with  tlic  weak,  and  the  wise 
into  commimion  with  such  as  need  their  counsel.  lie  presides  over  their 
deliberations  when  they  meet,  visits  them  in  their  separate  parishes ;  and 
the  natural  tendency  of  the  right  discharge  of  his  duty  is,  to  concentrate 
their  strength,  to  unite  them  in  spirit  and  action,  and  gencrall}'  to  en- 
courage and  quicken  them  in  the  work  of  the  Church. 

In  the  Church  of  England,  however,  between  the  Rural  Dean  and 
the  Bishop,  there  is  another  office  liavinjr  the  i^ame  /;:enerul  character 
and  purpose  as  that  of  the  Rural  Dean,  but  of  superior  dignity  and 
authority,  and  of  more  extended  and  decided  jurisdiction.  Tliis  is  the 
office  of  Archdeacon. 

From  a  very  early  i)eriod  in  English  History,  the  Dioce-^es  in  England 
have  been  divided  into  Archdeaconries,  and  the  Arcluleaconries  subdi- 
vided into  Rural  Deaneries.  Each  Archdeacon  is  assigned  to  his  pre- 
scribed district  by  the  nomination  of  his  Bishop,  and  tlie  several  Rural 
Deans  are  appointed  to  their  lesser  districts  by  the  same  authority. 

The  Archdeacon  is,  to  a  certain  extent,  invested  with  judicial  power. 
At  his  stated  visitations  or  at  any  time,  he  may  not  only  incpiire  and 
report  concerning  offences  and  scandals  within  his  Archdeaconry;  ho 
ha**  also  authority  to  exercise  discii>line  for  the  reformation  and  punish- 
ment of  offenders,  though  in  all  cases  his  judgments  arc  subject  to 
the  review  of  the  Bishop. 

The  Rural  Dean  has  no  authority  to  use  discipline.  By  timely  inter- 
pasition,  by  wise  counsels  and  friendly  suggestion,  he  may  do  much  to 
allay  jeuhmsy  and  strife,  to  correct  abuses,  and  to  arrest  disorders  at 
their  beginning,  but  he  has  no  right  to  arraign  or  punish  offenders. 
His  duty  is  to  examine  faithfully  into  the  actual  condition  of  the  Churcli, 
in  every  respect,  and  in  all  its  details  within  his  Deanery,  and  to  re- 
port the  same  to  the  Bishop;  by  stated  visitations  and  otherwise,  to 
concentrate  the  intelligence,  good  will  and  working  power  of  the  par- 
ishes, and  to  be  their  head  and  leader  in  a  common  work,  and  to  a 
common  end. 

Tlie  Rural  Deans  are,  of  course,  subordinate  to  the  Archdeacon; 
but  it  is  only  on  special  occasions  that  the  Archdeacon  is  the  medium 
of  communication  between  the  Rural  Dean  and  the  Bishop.  In  case 
of  the  absence  or  disability  "of  the  Bishop,  and  perhaps  in  other  i)re- 
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scribed  cases,  tlie  Rural  Dean  is  to  report  to  the  Archdeacon  ;  but  the 
common  rule  is  believed  to  be,  that  he  shall  report  immediately  to  the 
Heed  of  bis  I  iocese. 

Tliis  view  of  the  Archdeacon  and  Rural  Dean  in  the  Church  of 
England,  associated  as  helpers  in  the  administration  of  dioceses,  is  sug- 
gestive of  several  important  facts  in  the  ancient  regime  of  the  Church 
Catholic. 

If  tlie  etymologists  tell  us  truly,  as  they  probably  do,  that  the  word 
Dean,  JDecanys,  is  but  a  corruption  of  the  word  Deacon,  IHaeonvs^ 
then  are  we  carried  back  in  Ecclesiastical  History  to  the  period,  when 
the  Deacons,  on  account  of  the  part  assigned  them  in  the  general 
affairs  of  the  Church,  were  called  "  the  eyes  of  the  Bishop,^'  and  when 
certain  were  chosen  by  election,  out  of  the  company  of  Deacons,  and 
named  Archdeacons,  who  in  process  of  time,  through  their  efficiency 
in  the  work  appointed  them,  became,  not  the  eyes  only,  but  also  "  the 
hands  of  the  Bishop." 

It  is  true  that  these  Deacons  and  Archdeacons  of  the  early  Church  were 
of  the  proper  order  and  grade  of  Deacons,  while  the  present  Archdeacons 
and  Deans  of  the  Church  of  England  are  of  the  order  of  Priests ;  yet  the 
character  of  their  duties  as  helpers  of  the  Bishop  in  the  general  affairs 
of  his  See  or  Diocese,  appears  to  be  the  same  in  both  cases,  and  the  sub- 
stance of  the  office  being  retained,  the  name  is  handed  down  with  it 
This  kind  of  office  has  been  in  the  Church  from  the  beginning,  or  from 
the  time  of  the  earliest  necessity  which  required  it  For,  in  respect  to  its 
functions,  the  Deacons  and  Archdeacons  were  but  the  successors  of  the 
Chorepiscopi  of  the  first  and  several  following  centuries — ^an  order  of 
men  which  had  its  beginning  with  the  first  growth  and  extension  of  the 
Church.  "  "When  the  Bishops,"  says  Bingham,  "  found  their  Dioceses 
enlarged  by  the  conversion  of  pagans  in  the  country,  and  villages  at  a 
great  distance  from  the  city  Church,  they  created  for  themselves  another 
sort  of  assistants  in  the  country,  whom  they  called  Chorepiscopi — 
Country  Bishops,  as  the  name  properly  signifies."  [This  name,  however, 
may  just  as  well  be  translated  "  Country  Ocerseers.^' ]  That  some  men  in 
this  office  were  Bishops,  is  certain,  for  they  had  been  consecrated  to  the 
Episcopate  with  a  view  to  other  positions  in  the  Church,  previously  to 
their  receiving  the  appointment  of  Chorepiscopi. 

But  whether  their  ordination  to  this  office  in  itself  made  them  Bishops, 
and  whether  all  of  them  were  really  invested  with  the  Episcopal  cliaracter, 
has  for  a  long  time  been  a  question  in  the  Church.  It  is  not  necessary 
to  discuss  this  question  here,  for  their  general  duties  were  not  those  of  a 
Bishop.  They  maintained  an  oversight,  and  exercised  discipline  only  in 
obedience  and  subjection  to  the  city  Bishop  who  had  appointed  them. 
Such  of  them  as  we  know  to  have  been  previously  consecrated  to  the 
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EpiicoptI  office,  hid  been  disappointed  in  the  olject  of  their  oonsccntion. 
eidier  throu^  their  own  fiuilt,  or  that  of  others ;  and,  being  shut  out  of 
their  proper  SeeM,  were  termed  vacant  BUkop^  and  were  admitted  to  act 
either  as  Ci/jr  PrmbyUi^  or  as  Chortpitcopi^  under  any  fiishop  who 
dioae  to  reoeire  them.  As  to  these,  and  to  the  other  cksses  of  the  Ckor- 
€pi$eopi^  whatever  may  have  been  their  grade  in  the  ministry,  their  func- 
tions certainly,  for  the  most  part,  and  it  may  be,  altogether,  were  such  as 
mig^  be  discharged  by  Presbyters  and  Deacons.  In  respect  to  these 
Tcry  fimctions,  they  were  at  length  entirely  superseded  by  the  ancient 
Aidideacons;  and  we  belicTe,  that^  allowing  for  the  chinges  of  time  and 
custom,  the  rtality  of  their  ofiBce,  namely,  that  of  being  assistants  to  the 
Bishop  in  matter  not  strictly  Episcopal,  is  well  represented  at  the  pres> 
ent  day  by  the  Ardideaoon  and  the  Rural  Dean  of  the  Church  of  England. 
Indeed,  the  true  spirit  of  the  Church  ever  has  been  against  the  policy  and 
the  principle  of  one  Bishop  being  chosen  as  the  helper  of  another  Bishop 
io  the  same  See,  except  when  through  sickness,  old  age,  or  other  disability, 
the  Diocesan  is  unable  to  perform  the  peculiar  duties  of  his  Order.  The 
help  required  in  matters  not  strictly  Episcopal,  sliould  be  found  in  the  two 
lower  Orders  of  the  Ministry.  This  is  believed  to  have  been  the  custom 
of  the  earliest  and  purest  ages  of  the  Church. 

It  is  in  regard  to  matters  not  strictly  Episcopal,  that  the  Head  uf  a 
Diocese  most  deeply  feels  his  need  of  constant,  regular,  certain  liolp. 
This  help  was  provided  in  the  primitive  Church,  and  all  along  in  after 
ages.  It  is  provided  now  in  the  Church  of  England.  Even  the  various 
religious  denominations  around  us  set  an  example  in  this  respect^ 
which  we  might  imitate  with  advantage. 

How  efficient,  for  instance,  must  be  the  several  gradations  of  office, 
especially  that  of  the  Presiding  Elders  of  Districts,  with  their  quarter- 
ly Conferences,  in  the  wisely  organized  Methodist  Society. 

But  the  Episcopal  Church,  in  this  country,  has  no  such  provision.  It 
is  true,  tliat,  in  certain  departments  of  his  care,  the  Bishop  receives  im- 
portant help  from  the  Standing  Committee,  from  the  Convention, 
its  Committees  and  its  Secretary,  and  from  the  Trustees  of  Charitable 
Institutions,  as  well  as  from  the  Parish  Ministers.  But  in  the  direct 
line  of  his  actual  local  supervision,  there  is  no  such  iixed  otKcial  means 
of  help.  From  the  Diocese  to  the  Parisli,  there  is  no  interinediato 
geographical  division.  From  the  Ilead  of  the  Diocese  to  the  Rector 
of  the  Parish,  there  is  no  intervening  officer.  But  tliere  is  much  iiiter- 
veniug  space  for  offices  important  alike^to  Bishop  and  Rector,  and  abso- 
lutely necessary  both  to  unity  of  spirit  among  the  Parishes  of  a  Dio- 
cese, and  to  completeness  of  administration  of  the  same  on  tlio  part 
of  the  Diocesan.  And  yet  no  one  of  these  intervening  oflices  may  re- 
quire the  authority  of  a  Bishop  to  fill  it.    The  Bishop,  in  order  to 
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reach  a  single  result,  in  order  to  perform  one  act  peculiar  to  liis  office, 
is  continually  obliged  to  do  a  thousand  things  which  a  priest,  a  deacon, 
or  a  layman  could  just  as  well  do ;  while,  according  to  our  economy, 
there  is  no  priest,  or  deacon,  or  layman,  whose  business  it  is  to  do 
them.  The  Bishop  cannot  do  all  these  things  himself.  He  must,  there- 
fore, leave  them  in  great  part  undone,  or  depend  for  chance-help  upon 
those  who  have  their  own  proper  work  distinct  from  his ;  or  else  upon 
a  class  of  persons  who,  whatever  their  merits  may  be,  are  apt  to  be 
regarded  by  their  brethren  with  distrust,  as  forward  and  intrusive,  or 
as  ambitious  seekers  of  Episcopal  favor. 

Now,  the  remedy  for  this  particular  deficiency  is  not  to  be  sought  in 
multiplying  Bishops,  or  in  dividing  Dioceses,  but  in  filling  up  the  blank 
spaces  which  we  have  indicated,  according  to  the  true  method  of  the 
Church,  simply  with  the  persons  competent  and  sufficient  to  fill  them. 
Let  us  not  demand  a  Bishop  where  a  Priest  only  is  required ;  and  let 
neither  the  Bishop  nor  the  Priest  be  compelled  "  to  leave  the  Word  of  God 
and  serve  tables." 

The  establishment  of  the  office  of  Rural  Dean  may  bo  our  pr(^)cr 
means  of  relief  from  some,  at  least,  of  these  inconveniences  and  graver 
evUs.  The  office  is  one  capable  of  adaptation  to  times  and  circumstances. 
It  is  not  a  part  and  condition  of  the  essential  unchangeable  Orders  of  the 
Chim;h ;  and  therefore,  if  we  adopt  it,  we  may  give  to  it  such  form  and 
mode  of  operation  as  we  deem  most  expedient  Its  use  is  ancient,  but  its 
authority  is  of  the  present  time  and  place.  It  need  appear  in  no  foreign 
garb.  We  are  not  obliged,  even,  to  keep  its  old  name,  if  we  can  find  a 
new  one  which  we  prefer. 

The  substance  of  the  office  has  been  of  great  value  to  the  general  Church 
hitherto ;  and,  should  it  be  brought  into  our  branch  of  the  Church  in  the 
right  icnf/,  we  believe  that  it  would  be  found  full  of  benefit,  alike  to  the 
Bishop,  the  Parochial  Clergy  and  the  People. 

Perhaps  this  right  toay  is  shown  to  us  in  what  already  is  begim,  and 
has  made  good  progress  in  several  parts  of  the  Diocese.  For  a  long  time, 
there  has  been  a  spirited  movement  towards  the  general  establishment  of 
Convocations  of  the  Clergy,  at  stated  times,  and  within  districts  of  country 
of  convenient  extent  for  the  end  in  view.  Let  us  take,  as  an  illustration  of 
the  character  and  purposes  of  this  movement,  "  the  Northern  Convoeation^^' 
which  has  been  for  some  years  in  existence.  We  do  not  know  the  precise 
extent  of  its  district,  but  we  believe  that  it  numbers  about  forty  parochial 
Clergymen.  These  meet  statedly  four  times  a  year,  in  some  Parish  Church 
within  their  district,  to  celebrate  Divine  Service  with  the  Holy  Communion ; 
to  sit  in  coasultation ;  to  inform  and  encourage  one  another ;  to  review  the 
general  condition  of  the  Church  within  the  limits  of  their  Convocation ; 
to  help  feeble  parishes,  and  to  begin  and  sustain  Missionary  work,  whether 
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vidiia  cr  vid>K2t  t2>3g«  Kounduies ;  aad.  peoenllT,  to  dcTis^  irKit  ^x^ 
tfacT  can  §x  the  Kxese  a:  krpe.  ai>l  £>r  ;he  Ohun.-h  4t  Urpix  The  I^&sIky 
19^  eihttjicia,  tbesr  PkcadenL  ind  alvaj^  pncsiies  at  their  vvuncils  when 
he  is  pRScnt.  Bat  taA  CoorocatioQ  has  one  Vicv  PKtiatknL  SKW)e:iine« 
more;  a  parcchal  3i!nister.  one  of  themselvieis  elected  by  his  iclk>w  Mm- 
istcr&  and  alvajs  at  their  head  when  the  Bishv>p  is  absent  They  have  aUo 
anodier  presiding  officer,  whose  duties  are  very  important^  namely,  the 
Pt^sdent  of  their  Exec utire  Commitree. . 

Now.  fbould  i:  l»e  the  will  of  iho  Clorg^k-  a:ui  Laity  of  this  Conven- 
tion, with  the  approval  of  :he  Bisliop.  to  make  the  system  of  Oonwva- 
txons  general  and  permanonu  and  uiulor  the  authority  ot  iho  Conven- 
tion, to  divide  the  who\*  Pi«K:eso  into  districts,  suitoi!  to  i  :iis  purjHVk* ; 
and.  if  the  several  Presidents  of  Convocation,  or  of  the  Executive 
Committees  thereof  should  be  elected  statedly,  by  thi-ir  follow  Minis- 
ters, for  a  longer  or  a  shorter  term  of  oliii*e,  acconlinjr  to  rciiulations 
of  their  own,  sanctioned  by  a  Canon  of  the  Convention ;  such  cUviion 
to  be  always  submitted  to  the  Bishop  for  his  approval ;  and  if  the  func- 
tions of  the  several  Presidents  be  extended  to  an  annual  vi>iiati\Mi  of 
the  Parishes  witliin  their  respective  districts,  and  to  such  an  in>ivc- 
tion  of  the  Parish  Churches  as  would  give  thoni  full  and  accurate 
knowledge  of  the  actual  condition  of  things  there ;  if  tlioy  sluuiKl  re- 
gularly and  faithfully  report  the  same  to  the  Bishop  for  his  informa- 
tion; if  tliey  should  be  the  eneouragers  and  leaders  of  their  Brethren 
in  whatever  might  tend  to  the  unity,  peace  and  prosperity  i»f  the 
Church  of  Go<l,  within  our  bonlers;  or,  if,  still  in  olHMlionco  to  the 
spirit  and  law  of  the  Church,  other  regulations  and  details  of  duty 
should  be  introduced  of  greater  strength,  and  with  cIosim*  ad{ii»talion 
to  the  need  and  the  temper  of  tho  Church  in  this  country,  then  the 
Conunittee  would  regard  the  reality  of  tho  otlice  under  con>ideralion, 
and  tho  advantages  of  it,  that  seem  to  have  been  contemplated  in  tho 
Besolution  of  the  last  Convention,  as  in  a  good  degree  attained. 

In  view,  however,  of  tho  great  importance  of  the  question  heforo 
them,  tho  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  there  should  be  no  conclu- 
sive action  upon  it,  until  an  opportunity  shall  be  given  to  the  l)ioee.se 
of  more  general  and  mature  consideration.  They,  therefore,  re>peet- 
fully  recommend  the  pa*<sago  of  tho  following  resolution  : — 

Jieaohed,  That  tho  whole  subject  of  tho  office  of  Kural  Dennn,  an«l  of 
the  expediency  of  establishing  said  office  in  this  Dioeese,  be  referretl 
to  a  special  Committee  of  (  ,)  to  consider  and  report  at  tho  next 

Convention.

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  Resolution  offered  by 
the  Committee, 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Anthon  moved,  That  this  Resolution  be  laid  on 
the  table. 

This  motion  was  lost. 

The  Resolution  was  then  adopted,  as  follows : — 

Resolved^  That  the  whole  subject  of  the  office  of  Rural  Deans, 
and  of  the  expediency  of  establishing  said  office  in  this  Diocese, 
be  referred  to  a  Special  Committee  of  Seven  to  consider  and  re- 
port at  the  next  Convention. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  this  Committee,  the  Rev.  Edward  Y. 
Higbee,  D.  D. ;  the  Rev.  Stephen  II.  Tyng,  D.  D. ;  the  Rev.  Wil 
liam  Creighton,  D.  D. ;  the  Rev.  Thomas  M.  Peters ;  the  Hon. 
Murray  Hoffman ;  Henry  E.  Pierrepont  and  Orlando  Meads,  Esqs. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  presented  the  following  further 
Report : —

OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CANONS  RESPECTING  EXTINCT 
CHURCHES. 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  it  was  referred  by  the  Convention 
of  1859  to  consider  whether  it  be  not  expedient  to  erase  from  the  List  of 
Churches  in  Union  with  this  Convention  the  names  of  such  as  have  be- 
come extinct,  and  if  so,  to  report  the  circumstances  under  which  it  should 
be  done,  and  constitutional  or  canonical  provision  for  the  puri)ose,  respect- 
fully report : 

That  the  inquiry  as  to  what  Churches  have  become  extinct,  so  as  to  have 
worked  a  dissolution  of  their  union  with  this  Convention,  would  be  at- 
tended with  difficulties  and  embarrassment  both  in  regard  to  legal  rules 
and  principles,  and  their  application  in  particular  cases ;  among  such  ques- 
tions would  be,  prominently,  whether  the  incorporation  of  a  Church  under 
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the  State  law,  or  bv  charter,  had  been  forfeited  from  any  known  legal 
cause ;  and  if  so,  whether  that  forfeiture  effected  a  seTerance  of  the  union 
with  the  Convention,  by  virtue  of  the  fourth  Canon,  making  the  certifi- 
cate of  incorporation  essential  to  an  admis^on  into  union. 

The  consideration  of  these  serious  questions  has  induced  the  Commit- 
tee to  abstain  from  any  attempt  to  carry  out  that  portion  of  the  Resohition 
which  contemplates  the  designation  of  the  names  of  Churches  which  have 
become  extinct,  and  to  confine  themselves  to  prospective  legislation  whidi 
win  in  the  course  of  time  attain  the  object 

The  Convention  of  Western  New  York  has  a  Canon  for  similar  pur- 
poses, of  the  provisions  of  which,  and  also  a  Canon  as  originally  proposed 
to  that  body,  the  Committee  has  availed  itself 

The  Committee  consider  that  a  provision  by  Canon  is  legal  and  suffi- 
cient, and  that  no  change  of  the  C<mstitution  is  necessary.  That  instru- 
ment h  silent  as  to  the  manner  in  which  Churches  may  be  brought  into 
connection  with  the  Convention,  and  the  third  Article  presupposes  some 
act  of  union  to  have  taken  place.  The  sulgcct,  therefore,  of  admisssion, 
has  been  kift  to  that  body,  and  the  power  of  severing  the  union  by  pro- 
spective legislation,  at  least,  attends  the  power  of  creating  it 

The  Committee  submit  the  following  to  be  added  as  section  8  of  the 
present  Canon  lY.,  and  that  the  title  ^f  such  Canon  be  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows : — 

"  Of  the  admission  of  a  Church  into  union  with  the  Convention  in  this 
Diocese,  and  Maintaining  such  Union.** 

Section  3  of  Canon  TV. 

Whenever,  hereafter,  any  Church  in  Union  with  tins  Convention  shall 
neglect,  for  three  years  in  succession,  to  make  a  parochial  report,  no  mis- 
sionary report  being  made  on  its  behalf^  and  shall  not  during  the  same 
period  have  employed  a  Clergyman  as  its  Parish  Minister,  nor  requested 
of  the  ecclesiastical  Authority  to  have  the  services  of  a  Missionary,  such 
Churdi  shall  be  regarded  as  having  forfeited  its  connection  with  the  Con- 
vention, and  shall  no  longer  have  a  right  to  send  a  Deputy  or  Deputies 
to  the  same: 

The  Bishop  shall  report  such  Church  to  the  Convention  in  his  Annual 
Address. 

Such  Church  may,  however,  be  re-admitted,  upon  application  to  the  Con- 
vention, accompanied  by  a  report  of  its  condition,  and  on  such  terms  as 
shall  appear  just ;  such  re-admission  to  take  effect  from  and  after  the  ris- 
ing of  the  Convention  consenting  to  such  admission.

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The  Hon.  Murray  HofTman  gave  notice  of  his  intention  to 
move,  to-morrow,  the  adoption  of  the  addition  to  Canon  IV.,  as 
recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Canons : 

Whereupon  it  was,  on  motion  of  the  same, 

Resolved^  That  the  Proposed  Addition  to  Canon  IV.,  concerning 
Churches  remaining  in  Union  with  this  Convention,  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Canons  to  report  again  on  the  subject  to- 
morrow to  this  Convention. 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  in  compliance  with  the  directions  of 
the  last  Convention,  (Journal,  page  74,)  further 

Ueportcb  tit. 

"  A  body  of  Canons  relating  to  Discipline  in  this  Diocese," 
together  with  '^  alterations  and  additions"  in  the  existing  Canons, 
as  "  a  Proposed  Code  for  the  government  of  the  Diocese." 

Hon.  Murray  Hoffman  gave  notice  of  his  intention  to  move,  to- 
morrow, the  adoption  of  the  Code  so  proposed. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  the  same,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  the  subject  of  the  Proposed  Code  of  Canons  be 
made  the  Order  of  the  Day  for  to-morrow,  at  eleven  o'clock  in  the 
morning. 

Judge  Hoffman  gave  notice  of  his  intention  to  move  the  adop- 
tion of  a  Canon  for  Ascertaining  and  Defining  the  Boundaries  of 
Parishes,  and  submitted  the  draft  of  one,  as  follows : 

'Whereas,  it  has  been  provided  by  the  General  Convention  that  the  As- 
certainment and  Defining  of  the  Boundaries  of  existing  Parishes  or  paro- 
chial Cures,  as  well  as  the  cstablLshment  of  a  new  Church,  or  Congregation' 
and  forming  a  new  Parish  \vithin  the  limits  of  any  other  Parish,  be  left  to 
the  action  of  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions  for  the  Dioceses  rcspec^ 
tively ; 

It  is  therefore  directed,  that  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese 
ascertain  and  report  the  boundaries  of  any  Parish  which  may  be  settled  by 
law  or  agreement ;  and  define  what  shall  be  the  Boundaries  of  all  other 
existing  Parishes  or  parochial  Cures ;  that  when  the  same  shall  have  been 
prepared,  a  copy  of  so  much  as  relates  to  the  Parishes  or  Cures  within  each 
county,  except  the  County  of  New  York,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  eldest 
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PlresbTtor  therein,  with  a  request  to  ipprise  the  Tcstrr  of  cich  PcriA  of 
the  same;  with  a  view  to  the  suggestion  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  anj 
alterations  therein ;  and  that«  as  to  the  City  of  New  Yoric,  notice  of  the 
sime.  being  prepuxid,  be  published  for  a  convenient  time  in  the  Church 
joumik. 

Such  Ascertainment  and  Definition  of  Boundaries  shall  be  binding;  upon 
(his  Churdi  and  crery  Minister  thereof,  unless  and  until  it  be  revised  and 
modified  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese;  and  in  such  case,  with  any 
modifications  of  a  Convention. 

A  new  Parish  may  be  established  within  the  limits  of  any  Parish  thus 
defined,  upon  the  written  consent  of  the  Rector  therco£  In  case  of  such 
consent  not  being  given,  application  may  be  made  for  the  purpose  to  the 
Bishop  in  charge  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese ;  whose  decision 
shall  be  final,  and  who  shall  give  notice  of  such  application  to  the  Rectors 
of  the  throe  Parishes  nearest  to  the  place  proposed  for  the  erection  of  a 
new  one. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  the  same,  it  was 

Besolved,  That  the  Proposed  Canon  on  the  Boundaries  of  Par- 
ishes be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons. 

The  Report  of  the  Missionary  Committeo  of  the  Diocese  was 
presented  and  read  by  the  Rev.  Isaac  II.  Tuttle.

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There  is  yet  due  to  the  Missionaries  for  serrioes  pre^ioos  to  Jolf, 
about  $1,300. 

There  will  be  due  at  the  Ist  October  the  entire  quarterly  stipenda^ 
amounting  to  about  $2200. 

The  deficiency  therefore  at  this  time  is  about  $3000. 

Some  $1500  of  this  large  deficiency  arises  from  a  considerable  increase 
this  last  year  in  the  number  of  Missionaries.  For,  small  as  are  the  means 
at  their  disposal,  the  Committee  have  never  fdt  that  the  ConTention 
would  sanction  their  turning  a  deaf  ear  to  the  cry  of  any  truly  destitute 
section  of  the  Diocese.  Tet,  with  this  qualification,  these  figures  compel 
your  Committee  to  come  before  the  Convention  with  a  humiliatoiy  state- 
ment of  its  finances.  Nor  do  we  see  any  encouraging  relief  from  this 
chronic  evil.  For  a  month  or  so  after  the  Convention  the  treasury  is 
temporarily  supplied ;  sufficiently,  at  least,  to  meet  the  dues  to  the  Misnon 
arics  for  the  present  year.  Soon,  however,  the  Treasurer  is  oomp^ed  to 
reply  to  the  requested  quarterly  remittances — "  TTitf  treasury  is  empty/* 

How  can  this  well  be  otherwise^  unless  a  portion  of  the  Diocese  is 
expected  to  fill  out  the  responsibility  of  the  whole.  Of  the  800  Parishes 
and  Chapels,  only  some  140  have  made  contributions  to  this  fund  the 
past  year.  The  liberality  of  these  contributions  show  how  adequate  are 
our  resources  for  the  noble  work  in  the  inviting  field  of  this  large  Diocese, 
were  all  the  Parishes  simply  to  make  the  authorized  canonical  coUeo- 
tion. 

Your  Committee  fear  that  their  brethren  of  the  clei^gy  and  laity  forget 
that  the  noble  and  satisfactory  efforts  which  have  been  made  at  our  late 
Conventions  to  relieve  our  Missionaries,  are  simply  to  meet  past  deficien- 
cies. The  responsibility  of  the  current  year  is  overlooked.  As  a  conse- 
quence, some  seventy  Missionaries  are  again  immediately  distressed  and 
wronged,  and  the  only  relief  your  Committee  can  anticipate  is  in  the 
assembled  Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Committee  cannot,  the  Diocese  would  not  have  them,  look  forward 
to  any  diminution  of  disbursements.  Whole  unoccupied  sections  of  this 
extensive  Diocese  demand  our  earnest  attention. 

It  is  possible  that  from  accessions  of  summer  residoits  and  increasing 
wealth,  several  stations  may  with  great  propriety  soon  give  place  on  our 
list  By  some  extra  and  laudable  exertions  of  their  members  other 
Parishes  may  relinquish  their  caU  on  the  Missionary  fund.  This,  together 
with  strictly  uniform  stipends  throughout  the  Diocese,  may  lessen  past 
expenditures  in  the  present  occupied  ground.  But  new  demands  will 
more  than  keep  pace  with  such  completed  work. 

Your  Committee  would  be  glad  to  see  the  treasury  supplied  sufficiently 
to  increase  the  stipends  of  the  entire  Missionary  force.  It  is  hoped  this 
may  be  realized  at  no  distant  day.    But  unless  the  ofierings  are  greatly 
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coluged  the  Cnmmittfr  fear  thmt  no  pecuUnitT  of  a  station  wfll  wmmnt 
more  than  the  present  usual  appropriation  of  $150.  If  this  is  confessedlj 
nHll  in  onnj  cMes,  sarelr  the  fiulure  to  receive  it  promptly  is  a  wrong 
towards  our  brethren  which  we  ought  at  once  lo  remedy. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped,  that  by  our  hearty  united  efibrts,  our  accounts 
with  the  Missionaries  may  be  righted  at  this  Convention ;  and  that  by  the 
farther  sin^  method  of  a  collection  in  every  Parish  during  the  year,  we 
may  have  no  further  necessity  for  these  Conventional  temporaiy  sup- 
plies.

OF   THE    SUPERINTENDENT    OF   THE    SOCIETY    FOR    PRO 
MOTING  RELIGION  AND  LEARNING. 

The  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning  in  the  State  of  New 
York,  having  accepted  its  canonical  appointment  as  Agent  for  the  Distri- 
bution of  Diocesan  Educational  Funds,  respectfully,  through  its  Superin- 
tendent, reports  to  the  Convention,  as  follows : 

That  the  Church  Collections  received  by  its  Treasurer  up  to  the  opening 
of  the  present  Convention  amount  to  $387.82 — an  amount  to  be  incrcaseil, 
no  doubt,  by  contributions  not  yet  paid  in,  but  still,  judging  from  last 
year*s  total  receipts,  viz.,  $528.59,  a  sum  wholly  inadequate  to  the  end 
proposed,  as  well  as  altogether  unworthy  of  so  great  a  duty,  solemnly  as- 
sumed by  so  great  and  wealthy  a  Diocese,  it  being  at  the  rate  of  less  tlum 
one  dollar  for  every  fifty  communicants. 

Now,  to  give  to  the  Convention  a  clearer  idea  of  the  expenditure  re- 
quired for  the  adequate  fulfilment  of  this  great  duty,  the  undensigned  would 
go  on  to  report,  for  the  satis&ction  of  the  Church  at  large,  the  Disburse- 
ments made  by  its  Board  of  Trustees  during  the  past  year  from  its  inde- 
pendent Treasury  for  the  same  end ; — an  amount  which,  however  large, 
is  still  inadequate  to  tlic  demands  upon  it ;  and  even  thus  can  only  bo 
made  by  the  Society's  withdrawing  its  aid  from  other  forms  of  Cluristian 
benevolence  equally  within  its  legal  sphere  of  action,  viz.,  *'  Promoting 
Religion  and  Learning  in  the  State  of  New  York.'*  In  the  trust  that  such 
exposition  will  tend  to  awaken  greater  zeal  for  the  cause  of  Ministerial 
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Education,  and  by  larger  contributions  strengthen  still  further  the  hands 
of  a  Society  zealously  deroted  to  its  adranoemont,  the  following  abstract  of 
its  last  ycar*s  chief  payments  are  herewith  given : 

1. — Aid  given  to  78  young  men  destined  for  the  Ministry ;  83 
being  Candidates  and  Members  of  the  General  Theological 
Seminary ;  the  remainder,  Students  in  Colleges  preparing 
for  it,  the  sum  of $9,148.76 

2.— For  Text  Books  requisite  in  their  Studies 400.00 

8. — To  the  Provisional  Bishop  for  further  aid  to  necessitous 

Students  at  his  discretion 400.00 

4.— To  each  Member  of  the  Graduating  Class  12  bound  Vol- 
umes of  Tracts  of  the  Society 70.00 

Making  the  amount  expended  directly  for  Students $10,018.76 

5. — To  the  Provisional  Bishop  for  Church  Books  for  the  poorer 

Parishes  of  the  Diocese 800.00 

6.-~To  the  Seamen's  Mission  in  the  Port  of  New  York 100.00 

1. — ^To  Missions  in  our  Public  Institutions 100.00 

Iklaking  the  sum  total  expended  within  the  Diocese $10,518.76 

But  inasmuch  as  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York  &lls 

within  the  legal  limits  of  the  Society, 

There  was  appropriated  to  Bishop  De  Lanoey,  in  aid  of  his 

Candidates $200.00 

And  to  Hobart  College  an  annual  provision  for  the  same 

purpose  of 1,400.00 

Making  a  grand  total  of $12,113.70 

Nor,  in  justice  to  the  Society,  can  the  enumeration  of  its  labors  and 
expenditures  for  the  benefit  of  the  Church  stop  here. 

To  its  liberal  appropriation  of  $2,200  in  aid  of  Mr.  Bard's  noble  bcncvo- 
Icnce  at  Annandale,  Duchess  County,  is  duo,  under  God,  the  successful 
completion  of  that  long  cherished  and  deeply  needed  Diocesan  Church 
Training  School — a  Plan  which  has  now  matured  into  the  legal  Incorpora- 
tion of  "  SL  Stephen's  College"— waiting  but  the  erection  of  adequate 
Buildings,  to  be  filled  at  once  with  youthful  aspirants  for  the  Ministry  of 
our  beloved  Church,  there  to  be  fitted  for  entrance  on  their  full  Theological 
Course  in  the  General  Seminary.  From  this  rising  Church  Institution 
the  Convention  will  receive,  during  its  present  session,  its  first  Academic 
Report,  on  which  such  action  may  be  taken  by  this  Convention  as  will 
greatly  forward  its  final  completion. 

One  further  liberal  act  of  the  Society  during  the  past  year,  in  the  admin- 
istration of  its  funds,  deserves  also  to  be  recorded,  were  it  but  for  example 
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nke  to  wealthy  Ghurdunen,  in  a  oompanUiTely  rare  fonn  of  churchlike 
benevolence.  It  consists  in  the  creation  of  a  permanent  Book  Fund  tar 
gratuitous  distribution,  kno?m  under  the  title  of  the  **Hobart  Church 
Book  Fund  ;**  the  amount  of  $3,200,— a  fiduciaiy  trust,  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Church  Book  Society  of  this  city :  The  annual  interest  to 
bo  taken  out  in  Books  from  its  shelves,  at  cash  prices,  under  order  from 
the  Trustees,  through  its  officers. 

From  the  above  detailed  Report  of  the  expenditures  of  the  Society,  in 
furtherance  chiefly  of  Ministerial  Education,  and  generally  of  the  inter- 
ests of  the  Churdi  and  Diocese,  may  it  not  be  hoped  that,  while  it  is  a 
picture  delightful  to  contemplate,  it  may  also  serve  to  increase  the  zeal 
and  enlarge  the  liberality  of  those  churchmen  to  whom  Grod  has  given 
the  means,  in  the  same  holy  cause ;  Jirst  by  increasing  their  contributions 
to  its  support  in  the  canonical  collections  paid  into  the  Society's  Treasury, 
when  they  see  tliose  funds  thus  wisely  administered  and  liberally  aided ; 
and  secondly,  in  turning  the  thoughts  of  the  Churdi  and  churchmen 
more  and  more  to  the  wise  policy'  |^in  our  new  country  of  penxm- 
nent  landed  endowment  for  the  future  support  of  the  Church,  and  a 
growing  provision  for  its  coming  needs  as  the  population  of  our  land 
advances.  Thus,  for  example,  the  landed  property  of  the  Society  now 
reporting,  and  from  the  proceeds  of  which  now  flows  such  an  ample 
share  of  Christian  bounty,  was  within  the  memory  of  living  men,  nay 
of  him  who  now  reports  the  fact,  barely  sufficient  to  meet  the  full  sup- 
port of  a  single  scholar.  And  how,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  do  wo  see 
it  now  I  Training  up  seventy-eight  young  men  in  the  paths  of  sound 
learning  and  apostolic  teaching  for  the  sacred  ministry,  and  more  then 
$12,000  annually  expended  for  the  advancement  of  the  Church  we 
love !  *Tis  true,  there  are  few  such  rising  localities  in  our  land  as  the 
dty  of  New  York,  but  that  it  needs  not  a  metropolis  to  justify  such  fiur 
seeing  policy,  it  is  sufficient  to  look  to  our  mother  Church  of  England, 
and  there  see  its  wisdom  exhibited.  Wherever  the  eye  turns.  Educa- 
tional and  Church  Endowments  now  cover  the  land  with  the  beauty  of 
learning  and  holiness ;  which  endowments,  but  a  few  generations  back, 
were  but  as  our  petty  gifts  of  a  few  village  lots,  or  a  few  acres  of  half 
deared  land.  And  yet  these  gifts  are  destined  like  theirs,  in  all  human 
probability  to  grow  up,  in  generations  to  come,  into  nurseries  of  Christian 
learning  and  perennial  fountains,  to  make  the  desert  blossom  as  the  rose. 
Such,  at  least,  is  the  lesson  the  thoughtful  churchman  may  draw  from  the 
above  Report,  thus  deepening  by  our  own  experience  the  wise  teachings  of 
the  wisest  of  men.  "  Honor  the  Lord  with  thy  substance  and  with  the 
first  fruits  of  all  thine  increase,  and  so  shall  thy  barns  be  filled  with 
l^enty  and  thy  presses  burst  forth  with  new  wine."

The  Trustees  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the 
subject  of  the  Episcopal  Residence.  Within  a  few  years  the  property 
has  depreciated  very  much  for  dwelling  purposes,  and  it  has  been  im- 
possible to  rent  it,  except  as  a  ''  tenement  house."  The  best  tenants 
the  Trustees  have  been  able  to  secure  have  proved  to  be  irresponsible, 
and  they  have  failed  to  meet  their  engagements  in  regard  to  rent. 

The  house  was  rented  from  the  1st  of  May,  1858,  for  Nine  hundred 
dollars  for  the  year.  All  it  was  possible  to  collect  of  this  was  Six 
hundred  and  eight  dollars,  Thirty-one  cents.  The  second  year  it  was 
rented  for  Nine  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  all  that  could  be  collect- 
ed was  Three  hundred  and  eighty-one  dollars.  Ninety-nine  cents. 
From  May  to  September  of  the  present  year.  Three  hundred  and 
twenty-nine  dollars  have  been  received.

The  approach  of  commercial  business  to  the  section  of  the  city  where 
the  property  is  situated  has  caused  an  advancing  tendency  in  prices, 
and  they  have  not,  therefore,  been  anxious  to  press  a  sale,  unless  at  a 
price  which  they  fully  believed  would  ere  long  be  reached,  and  they 
hope  to  effect  a  sale  durmg  the  coming  winter.

The  Report  of  St  Stephen's  College,  Annandale,  was  presented 
and  read  by  the  Rev.  George  F.  Seymour,  Warden  of  the  Col- 
lege, being  as  follows : — 
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Hcport 

OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  ST.  STEPHEN'S  COLLEGE. 

In  accordance  with  the  Resolution  of  the  last  Convention,  the  Trns- 
tees  of  St.  Stephen's  College,  Annandale,  Duchess  County,  resipcct- 
fuUy  Report : — 

Tliat  during  the  past  year  important  progress  has  been  made  towards 
the  establishment  on  a  firm  basis  of  the  College  at  Annandale,  designed 
for  the  Christian  training  and  education  of  those  who  intend  to  enter 
the  Ministry  of  the  Church. 

A  charter  has  been  obtained  from  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  incor- 
porating the  College  under  the  name  of  St.  Stephen.  This  charter  ia 
most  admirable  in  its  provisions,  and  is  confidently  believed  to  bo  the  boi>t 
for  the  purpose  in  view  which  has  ever  been  granted  in  our  country. 

The  gentlemen  named  in  the  charter  as  the  first  Trustees  of  St.  Ste- 
phen's College  organized,  in  April  last,  by  electing  J.  V.  L.  Pruyn, 
Esq.,  of  Albany,  President  The  charter  was  accepted,  and  the  Rev. 
George  F.  Seymour  was  appointed  Warden. 

The  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  which  serves  the  double  puri)ose 
of  a  Parish  Church  and  a  Chapel  for  the  students  of  the  College,  was 
duly  consecrated,  on  the  2d  of  February,  by  the  Provisional  IVishop,  in 
the  presence  of  a  large  number  of  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese. 

This  Church,  with  a  commodious  and  elegant  Parish  School  House, 
and  eighteen  acres  of  land,  the  noble  gift  of  John  Bard,  Es*].,  of  An- 
nandale, has  been  legally  conveyed  to  the  Trustees  of  St.  Stephen's  Col- 
lege, and  is  now  the  property  of  the  Church. 

Plans  have  been  prepared  and  estimates  obtained,  by  the  direction  of 
the  Trustees,  for  buildings  to  accommodate  thirty  students.  At  least 
thirty  thousand  dollars  will  be  needed  for  this  purpose.  The  Trustees 
confidently  believe  that  this  sum  will,  without  difficulty,  be  raised  in 
the  Diocese,  in  the  course  of  the  present  year,  and  that  they  will  be 
enabled  to  commence  the  work  pf  building  in  the  spring.  Between 
five  and  six  thousand  dollai-s  have  already  been  subscribed,  and  a  bo- 
quest  of  nine  thousand  dollars  has  been  made  to  the  College.  To  assist 
them  in  raising  the  remaining  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  the  Trus- 
tees would  ask  the  Convention  to  take  suoh  action  as  they  may  deem 
advisable.  Eight  students  have  been  pursuing  their  academic  studies 
during  the  past  year;  one  of  these,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  able  to  enter  the 
General  Theological  Seminary  next  fall.    Three  students  have  joined

The  earliest  period  at  which  5*>  iniiK^rtant  a  deienninalion  can  W  safely 
made  is  believed  to  be  l^fteen  years,  and  aoooi\linfly  no  students  will 
be  received  nnder  that  ase. 

The  Trustees  would  express  their  heartfelt  gratitude  to  the  S^viely 
fur  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learninsr  for  the  genennis  aid  which 
Ihey  have,  from  the  first,  extended  to  St.  Stephen's  College,  Inde^nl, 
without  this  aid.  the  work  of  education  would  not  have  Kvn  pix^si^- 
cuted.  In  conclusion,  the  Trustees  would  earnestly  apival  to  the  Dio- 
cese to  furnish  the  means,  as  speedily  as  jH>ssiMe,  for  the  erinnion  of 
suitable  buildings,  and  the  support  of  at  le:v<t  two  additional  teachers. 
By  God's  blessing,  a  most  noble  work  lias  been  lM>gini,  nml  thus  far 
successfully  carried  on.  Xo  one  can  measure  the  extent  of  its  intlu- 
ence  for  good  on  the  future  interests  of  the  Churi«h  in  this  IMoceso,

That  this  Convention  respecttully  ask  the  Kight  Reverend 
Provisional  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  address  a  Pastoral  I-etter  to 
the  people  of  this  Dioces.\  in  reference  to  the  African  Slave  Trade 
as  now  prosecuted  from  the  port  of  New  York,  within  tho  limits 
and  jurisdiction  of  this  Diocese,  in  violation  of  the  statutes  of  the 
Republic,  ol'  the  teachings  of  the  Church,  of  the  rights  of 
man,  and  of  the  laws  of  God;  to  the  end  that  such  letter  may

That  the  Reverend  Clergy  of  this  Diocese  i)e  respectf\dly 
recommended  from  time  to  time  to  i)reach  in  their  respectivo 
Parishes  against  the  wii^kedness  of  the  slave  trade,  as  now  prose- 
cuted from  within  this  Diocese. 

3d.  That  the  Laity  of  the  Diocese  bo  urgently  recommended  to 
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exert  their  influence,  in  all  legitimate  ways,  to  stay  the  further 
prosecution  of  the  traffic  from  within  the  limits  of  the  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Francis  Many,  a  delegate  from  the  Church 
of  the  Holy  Apostles,  New  York,  this  Preamble  and  resolution 
were  laid  upon  the  table.

OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  PAROCUIAL  FUND. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund  of  the  Protestant  Epb;co])al 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  respectfully  Report : 

That  the  olycctions  which  induced  the  Governor  [of  the  the  State  to 
withhold  the  Executive  assent  to  the  Act  of  Incorporation  heretofore 
approved  by  the  Convention,  which  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  dur- 
ing the  session  of  1858  and  '59,  were  subsequently  found  by  his  Excel- 
lency, after  a  careful  examination,  to  l>e  based  upon  a  misconstruction  of 
the  Act ;  and  tliat  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  the  Act  was  again 
passed  by  that  body,  and,  having  received  the  approval  of  the  Executive, 
became  a  law.     A  copy  of  tlie  law  is  hereto  appended. 

That  the  Trustees  therein  appointed  have  duly  organized  under  tlio  Act, 
and  have  elected  as  Officers, 
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President:  John  Jat. 
Secretary:  John  R.  Livingston. 
Treasurer:  James  F.  De  Petsteb. 

And  have  also,  in  pursuance  of  the  proTision  of  the  Act,  divided  by  lot 
the  Trustees  appointed  thereby  into  three  classes,  as  follows,  to  wit: 

*  First  Class — ^Whose  term  will  expire  on  the  first  day  of  October, 

1860— 

John  A.  Dix,  John  Jay. 

Second  Class — ^Whose  term  will  expire  on  the  first  day  of  October, 

1861— 

James  F.  De  Petsteb,  John  R.  Livingston. 

Third  Class — Whose  term  will  expire  on  the  first  day  of  October, 
1862— 

LuTOBB  Bbadisu  and  Mubbat  Hoffman. 

It  will  devolve  upon  the  Convention  at  its  present  session  to  elect  two 
Trustees  in  the  place  of  the  two  mentioned  in  the  first  class,  whose  term 
will  expire  on  the  first  of  October,  1860 ;  and  the  new  Trustees  so  to  be 
elected  are  to  hold  the  office  for  three  years. 

No  moneys  or  other  gifts  have  yet  been  received  by  the  Trustees ;  but 
being  now  duly  organized,  they  are  authorized  and  ready  to  receive,  for 
the  creation  and  accumulation  of  the  fund,  real  and  personal  estate  to 
such  an  amount  that  the  annual  income,  accruing  therefrom,  shall  pot 
exceed  thirty  thousand  dollars ;  and  a  brief  statement  of  the  object  of 
the  fund,  and  the  provision  for  its  distribution,  may  be  both  proper  and 
useful. 

The  object  of  the  fund  is  twofold. 

il  1st  For  clerical  support : 
2d.  For  parsonage  aid. 

All  doners  may  specify  to  which  of  these  objects  their  gifts  are  to  be 
applied ;  but  moneys  given  without  such  specification  will  be  equally 
divided  between  the  two. 

In  the  distribution  of  these  funds  the  Trustees  are  to  have  regard  to 
the  equal  necessities  of  the  Ministers  of  the  Parishes  applying  for  the 
same,  without  prejudice  or  favor.  All  applications  are  to  be  in  writing, 
signed  by  the  Minister  or  by  order  of  the  vestry,  and  shall  state  the 
facts  essential  to  a  full  understanding  of  the  case. 

Each  application  is  to  be  considered  separately,  and  a  minute  made  of 
the  decisio  nof  the  Trustees  thereon,  with  a  statement  of  their  reason  for 
refusing  the  same,  if  the  application  be  rejected.  In  no  case  shall 
the  sum  awarded  be  more  than  one  half  of  the  amount  already  secured ; 
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and  in  making  grants  firom  the  fund  in  aid  of  parsonages,  the  Trustees  are 
to  be  satisfied  that  the  remaining  money's  necessary  are  secured,  and  that 
no  debt  will  remain. 

The  Trustees  are  to  meet  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  September  in  each 
jetar,  or  at  such  other  time  as  they  may  appoint  for  the  distribution  of 
the  fund,  and  they  are  annually  to  report  to  the  Convention  the  state  of 
the  iiind,  the  application  for  assistance,  the  grants  made,  and  the  con- 
dition, if  any  attached  thereto,  and  also  the  grants  refused,  with  the 
reasons  of  such  refusal ;  and  a  duplicate  of  their  Report  is  to  be  annually 
rendered  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  State. 

The  Trustees  are  also  authorized  to  receive  by  donation  or  devise 
moneys  and  land  devoted  by  the  giver  to  the  purposes  of  clerical  support 
or  parsonage  aid  in  particular  Parishes. 

Six  years  have  elapsed  since  the  first  steps  were  taken  in  this  Conven- 
tion towards  securing  a  more  just  and  generous  support  for  the  Reverend 
Clergy ;  and  the  duty  of  some  effective  action  in  this  regard  was  made  so 
dear  by  the  painful  £Gu;ts  disclosed  in  the  Report  of  the  Committee  charged 
with  the  investigation,  and  has  since  been  so  ably  and  touchingly  enforced 
in  the  pastoral  letter  of  the  Provisional  Bishop,  prepared  in  accordance 
with  the  request  of  this  Convention,  that  the  Trustees  deem  it  unneces 
saiy  to  enlarge  upon  it. 

They  believe  that  the  intelligent  Laity  who  have  at  all  reflected  on 
this  matter  are  profoundly  impressed  with  the  importance,  not  simply 
to  the  Church,  but  to  the  State,  of  an  educated  and  independent  Clergy, 
devoting  themselves  to  their  pastoral  labors,  and  at  the  same  time  ex- 
alting Christianity  in  the  eyes  of  the  community  by  the  purity  of  their 
faith  and  the  beauty  of  their  example ;  purifying  public  opinion  by  the 
stern  presentation  of  God's  truth ;  not  following,  but  directing  public 
sentiment  on  all  moral  and  religious  questions,  and  leading  their  par- 
ishioners and  the  community  into  the  right  way. 

The  Laity  well  know  that  to  exert  such  an  influence  the  Clergy  should 
be  enabled  to  devote  themselves  heartily  to  their  high  calling,  and  that 
they  should  be  freed,  so  far  as  regards  their  pecuniary  wants,  from  even 
a  suspicion  of  temptation  from  fear  or  favor. 

They  are  fully  advised,  by  proofs  alike  numerous  and  aflocting,  that 
many  of  the  Pastors  of  this  Diocese — gentlemen  of  irreproachable  char- 
acter, of  singular  disinterestedness,  of  classical  attainments  and  culti- 
vated tastes — are  comi>elled  to  live  upon  a  stipend  less  than  the  wages 
of  a  mechanic,  and,  in  addition  to  their  daily  privations,  are  impeded 
in  their  devotion  to  their  holy  duties  by  a  constant  and  well-grounded 
anxiety  touching  the  scanty  and  precarious  subsistence  of  their  wives 
and  children. 

It  is  believed  that  a  ready  disposition  exists  on  the  part  of  the  more 
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substantial  portion  of  the  Laity  to  contribute,  not  alone  as  a  matter  of 
religions  duty  and  of  justice  to  the  Clergy,  but  as  a  measure  of  sound 
economy,  and  one  essential  to  the  common  welfare,  to  maintain  the 
Clerg>'  in  a  respectable  and  comfortable  position ;  and  that  the  chief 
reason  why  so  little  has  been  hitherto  done  to  relieve  those  in  the 
smaller  Parishes  has  been  the  want  of  a  proper  system  and  convenient 
machinery  by  which  donations  and  bequests  could  be  confidently  made 
for  their  assistance. 

That  want,  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund  regard  as  amply  sup- 
plied by  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  which,  after  six  years  of  thoughtful 
deliberation,  is  now  complete. 

Whether  the  benevolent  donor  or  devisor  wishes  to  aid  the  Clergy  who 
are  most  in  need,  or  to  assist  in  securing  glebes  and  parsonages  where 
tliey  are  most  required,  or  to  devote  his  alms  to  a  particular  Parish, 
with  such  conditions  as  he  shall  think  proper  to  impose,  all  have  now 
the  opportunity  of  distributing  their  charity  with  a  reasonable  confi- 
dence that  that  charity  will  be  sacredly  applied  in  accordance  with 
their  wishes.  The  Act  of  Incorporation  secures  in  the  proceedings  of 
the  Trustees,  so  far  as  legal  requirements  can  secure  them,  exactness, 
impartiality  and  publicity,  while  the  annual  election  of  two  of  the 
Trustees  by  successive  Conventions  is  calculated  to  secure  permanently, 
for  the  distribution  of  the  fund,  impartial  and  trustworthy  managers. 

The  only  thing  that  would  seem  to  be  now  requisite  for  the  full  ac- 
complisliinent  of  tlio  beneficial  objects  contemplated  by  tlie  Act  is,  that 
the  widest  publicity  bo  given  to  its  important  features  among  the  Laity 
of  the  Diocese,  to  the  end,  that  after  so  long  a  delay  not  an  hour  should 
be  lost  in  availing  themselves  of  the  opportunity  at  last  afforded  them 
to  give  according  to  their  ability  at  the  present,  and  to  make  i)rovision 
for  such  further  charity  as  they  may  contemplate  by  their  wills. 

In  their  endeavors  to  bring  tlie  subject  of  the  Fund  home  to  the 
knowledge  and  thoughts  of  the  Laity,  the  Trustees  hope  that  they  may 
be  aided  by  the  wisdom  of  the  Convention,  and  by  the  cordial  co-op- 
eration of  the  Reverend  Clergy.

Sec.  1.  John  Jay,  Murray  Hofiman,  Luther  Bradish,  John  R  Liv- 
ingston,  John  A.  Dix,  James  F.  De  Peyster,  and  their  successors,  are 
hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  under  the  title  of  the  **  Trustees  of 
the  Parochial  Fund  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese 
of  New  York." 

Sec.  2.  llie  affiiirs  of  the  said  Corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a 
Board  of  Six  Trustees,  and  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
Act  shall  be  the  first  Trustees  of  the  said  Corporation. 

Sec  3.  The  said  Trustees  shall  be  divided  by  lot  into  three  classes. 
The  term  of  the  first  class  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  October,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  sixty ;  the  term  of  the  second  class  shall  expire  on  the 
first  day  of  October  following ;  the  term  of  the  third  class  shall  expire  on 
the  first  day  of  October  thence  ensuing.  The  vacancies  in  the  said 
classes  shall  be  filled  as  they  occur  by  two  laymen,  who  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot  by  the  Convention  of  the  said  Diocese,  at  its  regular  Annual 
meeting  in  each  year ;  the  Trustee  so  to  be  electeil  shall  hold  said  office  for 
three  years  from  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  their  predecessors.  The 
Acting  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees. 

Sec  4.  The  said  Trustees  are  authorized  to  receive  and  hold,  for  the 
creation  and  accumulation  of  said  fund,  real  and  personal  estate  to  such 
an  amount  that  the  annual  income  accruing  therefrom  shall  not 
exceed  thirty  thousand  dollars.  The  said  fund  shall  be  devoted  in  part 
to  the  assistance  and  support  of  officiating  Ministers  of  the  said  Church 
engaged  in  parochial  duty  within  the  said  Diocese,  and  this  portion  of 
the  fund  shall  be  called  "  Fund  for  Clerical  Support,"  and  in  jwrt  to  the 
purchase  of  glebes  and  the  erection  of  parsonages  within  the  limits  of 
organized  Parishes  in  said  Diocese,  in  communion  with  the  said  Churcli, 
and  which  shall  be  called  *'  Fund  for  Parsonage  Aid."  All  real  and  per- 
sonal property  conveyed  or  given  to  said  Trastees,  without  specitiCiitioa 
as  to  the  appropriation  thereof;  shall  be  devoted  equally  to  the  two  pur- 
poses, but  all  donors  to  the  fund  by  gill  or  devise  may  specify  whetlier 
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the  same  is  to  be  appropriated  for  **  Clerical  Support^**  or  for  ^*  Parsonag. 
Aid,''  and  a  separate  account  shall  be  kept  of  the  portions  of  the  Ami 
ievoted  to  these  purposes. 

Sbc.  5.  In  the  distribution  of  these  funds,  regard  shall  be  had  by  the 
Trustees,  in  the  exercise  of  a  sound  discretion,  to  the  equal  necessities  of 
the  Ministers  of  the  Parishes  applying  for  the  same,  without  prejudice  or 
favor. 

Sec.  G.  For  the  purpose  of  distributing  such  funds,  the  said  Trustees 
shall  meet  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  September  of  each  year,  or  at  such 
other  time  as  they  may  appoint,  and  after  determining  the  amounts  of 
moneys  to  be  distributed  for  the  ensuing  year,  they  shall  consider  the 
applications  for  assistance  which  may  then  have  been  received ;  such  appli- 
cation shall  be  in  writing,  signed  either  by  the  Minister  or  by  order  of 
the  vestry  of  the  Parish,  and  shall  state  the  facts  essential  to  a  full  under- 
standing of  the  necessity  of  the  case,  and  particularly  the  amoutits 
already  contributed  or  secured  towards  the  support  of  the  Minister,  or 
for  the  erection  of  a  parsonage,  as  the  case  may  be.  The  said  application 
shall  be  separately  considered  by  the  Trustees^  and  a  minute  made  of 
tlieir  decision  thereon,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  reasons  for 
refusing  the  same>,  if  the  application  be  rejected.  In  no  case  shall  the 
amount  awarded  from  the  funds  be  more  than  one-half  of  the  amount 
already  contributed  or  secured,  as  may  satisfactorily  appear  by  the  written 
a{)plication.  And  in  making  grants  from  the  fund  in  aid  of  parsonages, 
in  no  case  shall  any  moneys  be  paid  from  the  said  fund,  except  on  assur- 
ances satisfactory'  to  the  Trustees  that  all  the  remaining  moneys  necessary 
to  the  purchase  of  a  glebe  or  erection  of  a  parsonage  are  secured,  and 
that  no  debt  or  incumbrance  will  remain  thereon. 

Skc.  7.  The  Trustees  sliall  make  an  annual  Report  to  the  Diocesan 
Convention,  at  their  regular  meeting,  of  the  state  of  the  fund,  of  all 
applications  for  assistance  therefrom,  of  the  grants  made,  with  the  condi- 
tions, if  any,  attached  thereto ;  and  of  tlie  applications  which  have  been 
refused,  and  the  reasons  for  the  refusal  thereof^  and  a  duplicate  copy  of 
such  report  shall  also  be  rendered  annually  to  the  Comptroller  of  the 
State. 

Skc.  8.  The  said  Trustees  are  further  authorized  to  receive,  by  dona- 
tions or  devise,  moneys  and  land,  devoted  by  the  giver  to  the  purposes  of 
Clerical  support  and  Parsonage  Aid  in  particular  Parishes  within  the  said 
Diocese,  and  they  shall  hold  and  apply  the  same  in  strict  accorilancc 
with  the  condition  attached  to  any  such  donation  or  devise  ;  but  the 
annual  income  accruing  from  the  property  said  Trustees  are  allowed 
to  hold,  by  virtue  of  this  section  and  of  section  four,  shall  not  exceed 
thirty  thousand  dollars  in  the  aggregate. 

Sec.  l».  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and  shall  be  subject  to 
repeal  or  amendment  by  the  Legislature  at  any  time.

Hesoivedj  That  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese  are  rospcotfully  re- 
quested to  bring  the  subject  of  the  "  Parocliial  Fund  "  to  the  at- 
toitioQ  of  the  several  Congregations,  either  by  reading  to  thorn  on 
some  convenient  occasion  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  now  pre- 
sented, or  in  such  other  manner  as  they  may  think  proper. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lfconard,  the  House  proceeded  to 
the  election  of  two  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund,  to  servo  for 
three  years  from  the  first  day  of  October,  a.  d.,  18G0.

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The  Convention  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the  Proposed 
Amending  Act;  ^^hich,  after  consideration  by  the  House,  was 
made  to  read  as  follows : — 

AN  ACT 

To  AMEND  THE  ACT  TO  PKOVIDE  FOR  THE  INCORPORATION  OF  ReUGIOUS 

Societies,  passed  April  Stii,  1818,  so  far  as  the  same  relates  to 
CnpRouEs  in  connection  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Ciiitrch. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Xeto  Tori:,  represent ed  in  Senate  and 
Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  I,  The  first  section  of  the  Act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  provide 
for  the  Incorporation  of  Helicons  Societies,"  passed  April  6th,  1818, 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

[1.]  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  male  persons  of  full  age,  of  any  Church 
or  Congregation,  in  communion  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  this  State,  not  already  incorporated,  to  meet  at  any  time  for  the 
purpose  of  incorporating  themselves,  under  this  Act,  and  by  a  m^or- 
ity  of  votes  to  elect  two  Church  Wardens,  and  not  more  than  eighty 
nor  less  than  four  Vestrymen  ;  and  to  determine  on  wliat  day  of  the 
week  called  Easter  Week  an  annual  election  for  the  said  offices  of 
Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  shall  thereafter  take  place. 

[2.]  Tlie  pei-sons  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election  shall  be  the  fol- 
lowing, and  no  other : — 

(1.)  Those  who  have  been  baptized  in  tlie  Protestant  Episcopal 
Churcli ;  or  who  elmll  have  been  received  therein,  eitlier  by  the  rite  of 
Confirmation  or  by  receiving  the  Holy  Communion,  or, 

(2.)  Those  who  have  purchased  or  hired,  and  paid  for,  a  pew  or  seat 
in  such  Cliurcli,  or  shall  have  contributed  in  money,  not  less  than 
twelve  months  next  prior  to  such  election,  to  the  support  of  such 
Church  or  of  the  Rector  tliereof. 

[8.]  Of  such  first  election,  notice  shall  bo  given  immediately  after 
morning  service,  on  two  Sundays  previous  tliereto,  by  the  Rector ;  or 
if  there  be  none,  by  any  other  person  belonging  to  said  Churcli  or  Con- 
gregation. 

[4.]  The  Rector,  or  if  there  be  none,  or  he  be  necessarily  absent, 
then  one  of  the  Church  Wardens  or  Vestrymen,  or  any  other  person 
called  to  the  chair,  shall  j)reside  at  such  first  election,  and,  together 
with  two  other  persons,  shall  make  a  certificate  under  their  hands  and 
seals  of  the  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  so  elected  ;  of  the  day  of 
Easter  week  so  fixed  on  for  the  aimual  election  of  their  successors,  and 
of  the  name  or  title  by  which  such  Church  or  Congregation  shall  be 
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known  in  law :  which  certificate  boin?  dnW  acknowledged  or  proved 
before  one  of  the  Judires  of  the  Siipi\?nie  Court,  or  a  Judj;;«  of  the 
Conntr  Court,  or  of  the  Court  of  Common  Plea*,  of  tlie  county  where 
Hich  Church  or  place  of  worship  of  such  Conjrre^tion  shall  W  situat- 
ed, shall  be  recorded  bv  the  clerk  of  such  county,  in  a  lHH>k  to  In?  by 
him  provided  fur  such  purpose. 

The  number  of  the  Vestrymen  of  any  Coq>oration  oriranized  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  may  be  chanjrod  to  nny  other  nr.mlH»r,  not 
le»  than  four  nor  more  than  eight,  pn^vided  such  change  shall  have 
been  authorized  by  the  Vestry  at  a  regular  meeting  there*»f,  and  shall 
then  at  the  next  stated  annual  election  for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen 
have  been  submitted  to  and  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  all 
the  qualified  voters,  voting  at  such  election :  notice  of  which  pro|H»sed 
change,  and  that  the  same  will  be  submitted  for  ratitication  at  such 
election,  shall  be  given  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  s;ime  manner  as  is 
required  for  notice  of  the  said  election.  If  snch  change  be  thus  rati- 
fied, a  certificate  thereof  shall  be  made,  acknowletlged  or  proved  and 
recorded  in  the  same  manner  as  is  required  for  the  original  certiticuto 
of  organization. 

[5.]  The  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  so  elected,  and  their  suc- 
cessors in  office,  of  themselves,  (but  if  there  be  a  Rector,  then  together 
with  the  Rector  of  such  Church  or  Congregation.)  shall  form  a  Vestry, 
and  be  the  Trustees  of  such  Church  or  Congregation ;  and  such  Trus- 
tees and  their  successors  shall  thereupon,  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  ho  a 
body  corporate  by  the  name  or  title  expressed  in  such  certificate. 

[6.]  The  persons  tpialitied  as  aforesaid,  and  who  sliall  also  have  be- 
longed to  such  Church  or  Congregation  for  twelve  mouths  immediately 
preceding,  shall,  in  every  year  thereafter,  on  the  day  in  Easter  week 
so  to  be  fixed  for  that  purpose,  elect  two  Chui-ch  Wanlens,  and  not 
more  than  eight  or  le$$  than  four  Vestrymen ;  and  whenever  any  va- 
cancy shall  happen  before  the  stated  annual  election,  by  deatli  or  other- 
wise, of  the  Board  so  constituted,  the  said  Trustees  sliall  ai>point  a 
time  for  holding  an  election  to  supply  such  vacancy,  of  which  notice 
shall  be  given  in  the  time  of  divine  service,  at  Icjbit  ten  days  previous 
thereto. 

[7.]  Such  election,  and  also  the  stated  annual  election,  shall  bo  hold- 
en  immediately  after  morning  8er^•ice ;  and  at  all  such  elections,  the 
Rector,  or  if  there  be  none,  or  be  absent,  one  of  the  Church  Wanlens, 
or  if  no  Warden  be  present,  a  Vestryman  sliall  preside  and  receive  the 
votes  of  the  electors,  and  be  the  returning  ofiicor,  and  shall  enter  the 
proceedings  in  the  book  of  the  minutes  of  the  Vestry,  and  sign  his 
name  thereto,  and  offer  the  same  to  as  many  electors  ])resent  as  ho 
shall  think  fit,  to  be  by  them  also  signed  and  certified.    The  Church 
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Wardens  and  Vestrymen  to  be  chosen  at  any  of  the  said  elections,  shall 
hold  their  offices  until  the  expiration  of  the  year  for  which  they  shall 
be  chosen,  and  until  others  be  chosen  in  their  stead ;  and  shall  have 
power  to  call  and  induct  a  Rector  to  such  Church  or  Congregation  as 
often  as  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  therein,  and  to  fix  his  salary  or 
compensation. 

[8.]  No  Board  or  Meeting  of  such  Trustees  shall  be  held,  unless  at  least 
three  days'  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  in  writing,  under  the  hand  of 
the  Rector  or  one  of  the  Church  Wardens ;  and  no  such  Board  shall  be 
comi^tent  to  transact  any  business,  unless  the  Rector,  if  there  bo  one, 
and  at  least  one  of  the  Church  Wardens,  and  not  less  than  a  mcyority 
of  the  Vestrymen  be  present 

Pravidedy  hoicerer,  that  if  the  Rector  be  absent  from  the  State,  and 
shall  have  been  so  absent  for  over  two  calendar  months,  by  and  with 
the  assent  of  the  Vestry,  taken  upon  a  vote  and  duly  recorded,  the 
Board  shall  be  competent  to  transact  all  business,  if  there  be  present 
one  Church  Warden  and  a  majorityof  Vestrymen,  except  that  no  moa»- 
sure  shall  be  taken  for  efiecting  a  sale  or  disposition  of  the  real  inrop- 
erty,  nor  may  any  sale  or  disposition  of  the  capital  or  principal  of  the 
personal  estate  of  such  Corporation  be  made ;  nor  any  act  done  which 
shall  impair  or  affect  the  rights  of  such  Rector,  with  such  Vestry  or 
Congregation. 

A  majority  of  a  Board  once  duly  organized  shall  bo  capable  of  trans- 
acting business,  although  a  member  or  members  of  the  same  shall  absent 
himself  before  an  adjournment. 

[9.]  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  witli  these  provisions 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Judge  Hoffman,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  be  continued,  and  directed  to 
submit  the  Proposed  Act  Amending  the  Statute  for  the  Incorpo- 
ration of  Churches  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  with  the  request  that  the  same 
be  laid  before  the  next  Annual  Convention  of  that  Diocese ;  and 
that  the  Committee  report  further  to  the  next  Annual  Convention 
of  this  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Vinton,  it  was 

Ordered,  That  500  copies  extra  of  the  Proposed  Act  of  Incor- 
poration be  printed  for  the  use  of  this  Convention. 
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Mr.  John  Jay  offered  the  following  Preamble  and  Resolution : 

Whereas,  The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States 
have,  through  their  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  estahlishiHi  various 
Missions  on  the  coast  of  Africa,  and  this  Convention  feels  a  strong 
interest  in  the  success  of  the  said  Mission  as  a  means  for  the  con- 
version of  Africa  to  the  principles  and  practices  of  Christianity  ; 

And  whereas,  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  this  Convention  that 
a  class  of  persons  residing  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York  are  engaged 
in  sending  vessels  to  the  western  coast  of  Africa,  with  the  view  of 
kidnapping  and  seducing  to  slavery  large  numbers  of  the  siiid  peo- 
ple ;  and  it  is  publicly  pretended  and  asserted  that  the  dot»trino  of 
Christianity  justifies  and  approves  of  the  enslaving  men,  women 
and  children,  and  reducing  them  to  the  condition  of  chattols ;  and 
there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  said  trade  will  interfere 
materially  with  the  said  Mission ;  and  that  a  belief  on  the  part  of 
the  Africans  that  those  who  engage  in  the  African  Slave  Trade  are 
Cliristians,  may  indispose  the  Africans  so  believing  to  embrace 
Christianity,  and  lead  them  to  reject  with  scorn  and  indignation 
the  teachings  of  our  Missionaries : 

Therefore  Resolved,  That  this  Convention,  in  order  to  prevent 
all  misapprehension  in  regard  to  the  position  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese  on  the  subject  of  the  Slave  Trade,  do  hereby  declare  and 
announce,  that  the  Convention  do  utterly  reject  the  doctrine  tliat 
men  may  be  lawfully  kidnapped  and  held  in  slavery  by  any  other 
person,  and  do  utterly  condemn  the  said  practice  as  a  great  sin 
against  God  and  man ;  and  do  adopt,  in  regard  thereto,  the  words 
of  St.  Cyprian,  in  writing  to  the  Bishop  of  Numidia ;  "  Both 
religion  and  humanity  make  it  a  duty  for  us  to  work  for  the 

deliverance  of  the  captive It  is  Jesus  Christ,  himself,  of 

whom  we  ought  to  consider  in  our  captive  brothers.  It  is  Him 
whom  we  should  deliver  from  captivity — Him,  who  hath  delivered 
us  from  death." 

Mr.  Floyd  Smith,  a  Delegate  from  the  Church  of  the  Annun- 
ciation, New  York,  moved.  That  this  Preamble  and  Resolution  be 
laid  upon  the  table.

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred  the  proposed  addition 
to  Canon  IV.,  respecting  the  severance  of  a  Church  or  Congregation  from 
Union  with  the  Convention,  respectfully  report, 

That  they  approve  of  the  addition  to  Canon  IV.,  referred  to  them,  and 
recommend  its  adoption,  and  for  the  reasons  stated  in  the  Report  of  tlie 
former  Committee  accompanying  the  same.

Whereupon,  Judge  Hoffman  offered  the  following  Resolutions  : 

Resolved  L  That  the  following  be  added  as  Section  3  of  the 
present  Canon   IV.  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  : 

Sec.  .3.  Whenever,  hereafler,  any  Church  in  union  with  this 
Convention  shall  neglect,  for  three  years  in  succession,  to  make  a 
Parochial  Report,  no  Missionary  Report  being  made  on  its  behalf, 
and  shall  not,  during  the  same  period,  have  employed  a  Clergy- 
man as  its  Parish  Minister,  nor  requested  of  the  likvlesiastical 
Authority  to  have  the  services  of  a  Missionary ;  such  Church 
shall  be  regarded  as  having  forfeited  its  conne<jtion  with  the  Ctwi- 
vention,  and  shall  no  longer  have  a  right  to  send  a  Deputy  or  De- 
puties to  the  same. 
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The  Bishop  shall  report  such  Churvh  to  th^  Convention  in  his 
Annual  Address. 

Such  Church  may,  however,  be  re-admitted*  upon  application  to 
the  Convention,  accompanied  by  a  Report  of  its  conditioiu  and  on 
such  terms  as  shall  appear  just ;  such  re-admission  to  take  efToct 
from  and  afler  the  rising  of  the  Convention  consenting  to  such 
■admission. 

Resolved  IL  That  the  title  of  the  present  Canon  IV.  be 
amended  so  as  to  read :  Of  the  Admission  of  a  Church  into  Union 
with  the  Convention  in  this  Diocese^  and  Afaintainin^f  such  Cnion. 

The  Question  on  these  two  Resolutions  being  taken  by  Orders,  the 
vote  of  the  Clergy  and  of  tlie  Laity,  taken  sipiiraely,  was  unani- 
mous in  the  aflirmative ;  and  the  alteration  and  addition  in  Canon 
IV.  were  declared  to  be  made  accordingly. 

The  Convention  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the  Amend- 
ment approved  by  the  last  Convention,  (See  Journal,  ISol*,  page 
77,)  to  be  made  in  the  Seventh  Article  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Qiurch  in  this  Diocese. 

Whereupon  Judge  Hoffman  offered  the  following  Resolution : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  do  approve  of  amending  Arti- 
cle VIL  of  the  Constitution,  governing  the  Church  in  this  Diocese, 
so  that  it  shall  read  as  follows : 

Article  VII. 

In  all  matters  which  come  before  the  Qmvention,  the  Clergy 
and  Laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body ;  and,  in  voting,  the  Clergy 
shall  vote  by  individuals,  and  the  Laity  by  congregations ;  and 
when  more  than  one  Church  or  Chapel  shall  bo  united  under  ono 
Vestry,  and  shall  have  been  so  united  and  recognized  by  the  Con- 
vention prior  to  the  last  Wednesday  in  September,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  ono  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifly-nine,  the  Delegate 
or  Delegates  of  such  Vestry  only  shall  bo  entitled  to  a  vote  for 
each  Church  or  Chapel,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  tho  two 
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Orders  jointly  shall  be  decisive ;  but  if,  in  any  case,  it  be  required 
by  five  votes,  the  two  Orders  shall  vote  separately  in  the  manner 
aforesaid,  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  each  Order  shall  be 
necessary  to  constitute  a  decision.  In  the  case  of  electing  a  Bishop, 
the  t^'o  Orders  shall  always  vote  separately,  agreeably  to  the  mode 
last  prescribed. 

The  Question  on  this  Resolution  being  taken  by  Orders,  the 
vote  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Laity,  voting  thereon  separately,  was 
unanimous  in  the  affirmative ;  and  Article  VII.  of  the  Constitution 
was  declared  to  be  altered  accordingly. 

By  request  of  the  Provisional  Bishop,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Creighton 
took  the  Chair. 

The  Convention  proceeded  to  the  order  of  the  day ;  to  wit,  the 
consideration  of  the  Proposed  Code  of  Canons,  as  submitted  by  the 
Committee  on  Canons. 

After  consideration  and  amendment  of  the  same, 

On  motion  of  Judge  Hoffman,  the  following  Preamble  and  Re- 
solutions were  adopted : 

Whereas,  the  Code  of  Canons  proposed  and  submitted  by  the 
Committee  on  Canons  has  been  considered  by  this  Convention ; 

Resolved^  That  the  same  be  referred  to  the  next  Convention  for 
final  action  ;  and  that,  meanwhile,  it  be  continued  in  the  hands  of 
the  Committee  on  Canons  for  such  further  revision  as  they  may 
deem  advisable. 

Ordered,  That  five  hundred  copies  of  the  "  Proposed  Code"  be 
printed  for  use  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Orlando  Meads,  Esq.,  it  was 

Ordered,  That  the  expenses  of  printing  the  "  Proposed  Code"  be 
paid  out  of  the  Diocesan  Fund. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Diocesan  Fund  was  pre- 
sented and  read.

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  DIOCESAN  FUND. 

The  Committee  on  the  proper  appropriation  of  the  money  received  in  to 
the  ^^  Diocesan  Fund,"  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing Resolution : — 

Besohed^  That  there  he  paid  to  the  Clergy  attending  the  Convention, 
who  reside  more  than  twenty  miles  irom  the  place  of  meeting,  and  whose 
Parishes  have  contributed  according  to  the  Canon,  eight  cents  per  mile 
for  every  mile  of  the  distance  from  their  respective  Parishes ;  and  the  re- 
mainder be  appropriated  to  the  printing  of  tlic  Journal,  and  such  other 
purposes  as  the  Convention  may  direct

THE  PROVISIONAL  BISHOP, 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Laity  :  In  the 
circumstances  under  whicli  I  meet  you  on  the  present  occa- 
sion, you  will  scarcely  expect  from  me  any  thing  like  an  ex- 
tended or  elaborate  Address.  I  have  sometimes  been  able  to 
study  and  write  at  sea ;  and  I  had  entertained  the  hojie,  that 
on  my  return  vo3^age  it  would  be  in  my  power  to  employ 
the  days  of  the  passage  in  the  preparation  of  my  Annual 
communication  to  the  Convention.  The  weather,  however, 
proved  much  too  boisterous  during  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  voyage  for  a  successful  attempt  at  any  such  emi)loyment ; 
and  my  landing  upon  these  shores  has  been  so  very  recent 
that  I  must  throw  myself  upon  the  indulgence  of  the  Con- 
vention to  excuse  the  brevity  of  my  Address,  as  well  as  its 
almost  extemporaneous  character.  Happily  there  is  little  in 
the  present  state  of  the  Diocese  that  requires,  after  the  com- 
munications made  in  past  years,  any  very  extended  discus- 
sion. A  detailed  account  of  the  Episcopal  Acts  performed  in 
the  Diocese  during  the  past  Conventional  year,  whether  by 
myself  or  by  others,  will  be  given  as  usual  in  the  printed 
Journal  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Convention. 
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The  following  is  a  brief  summary : — 

Twenty-one  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  have  been  admit-* 
ted  to  the  Diaconate ;  ten  Deacons  have  been  advanced  to 
the  Priesthood.  Fonr  Churches  have  been  consecrated  by 
me,  and  one  at  my  request  by  the  Bight  Reverend  the  Lord 
Bishop  of  ilontreal.  This  latter  consecration  took  place 
near  the  borders  of  the  Diocese  of  Montreal,  and  it  so  hap- 
pened that  it  was  attended  by  fourteen  of  the  Clergy,  seven 
of  whom  were  from  the  Canadian  side,  and  seven  from  this 
Diocese. 

A  few  days  before  my  departure  from  the  country  I  wrote 
to  the  Bishop  of  Montreal,  stating  that  the  Church  at  Rouse's 
Point  was  nearly  ready  for  consecration,  and  asking  whetlier, 
for  the  sake  of  promoting  kindly  intercommunion  between 
the  two  Churches,  he  would  do  me  the  great  favor  of  per- 
forming the  service  of  consecration.  He  replied  at  once 
with  the  utmost  cordiality  that  he  would  have  much  pleas- 
ure in  doing  so.  Soon  after  my  arrival  in  London  I  was 
induced  to  say  a  few  words  at  a  meeting  at  the  Mansion 
House  in  behalf  of  the  Venerable  Society  for  the  Propaga- 
tion of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts.  Having  briefly  re- 
ferred to  the  communication  with  the  Bishop  of  Montreal  in 
relation  to  the  consecration  as  a  pleasing  incident,  I  was 
struck  witji  the  heartiness  with  which  the  thing  was  cheer- 
ed. Similar  demonstrations  on  several  other  occasions,  and 
all  that  I  saw  and  heard,  in  public  and  in  private,  convinced 
me  that  the  British  public  was  prepared  no  less  than  our- 
selves to  hail  with  joy  every  approach  to  more  intimate  and 
friendly  relations  between  the  two  Churches  and  the  two 
countries. 

And  in  this  connection  I  cannot  refrain  from  observing, 
(and  I  am  sure  that  my  words  will  meet  with  a  hearty  re- 
sponse in  every  bosom,)  that  the  visit  of  His  Royal  Highness 
the  youthful  Prince  of  Wales  to  the  British  Provinces  and 
to  this  country,  the  scenes  of  hearty  good  will  that  mark  his 
progress,  not  less  in  this  country  than  in  the  British  Prov- 
inces, the  warm,  approving  feeling  everywhere  awakened

by  the  bearing  of  the  Prince,  by  his  gentleness  and  liis  evi- 
dent desire  to  be  attentive  to  every  duty  and  to  every  claim, 
the  admirable  character  of  the  persons  by  whom  he  is  sur- 
rounded and  accompanied,  the  courtesies  continually  taking 
place  between  the  citizens  of  two  great  nations — all  this 
seems  to  me  to  form  one  of  the  most  beautiful  pictures  that 
can  be  formed  anywhere  in  the  pages  of  history.  Nor  can 
we  doubt  that  the  memorable  event  will  be  as  useful  in  its 
influence  on  the  relations  between  the  two  countries  and  on 
the  spirit  of  the  age,  as  it  is  eminently  beautiful.  It  is  par- 
ticularly gratifying  to  me  that  several  of  the  most  eminent 
Laj-men  of  this  diocese  have,  with  others,  kindly  lent  their 
aid  in  the  arrangements  which  are  now  being  made  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  a  fitting  reception  to  the  distinguished 
visitors  in  this  city.  Let  us  hope  that  it  will  be  worthy  of 
the  first  city  on  this  continent,  and  that  no  untoward  accident 
will  occur  to  check  the  outburst  of  good  feeling,  or  to  pre- 
vent it  from  exercising  a  benignant  influence  through  future 
years  over  the  destinies  of  two  great  kindred  nations. 

But  to  return  to  the  summary  of  Episcopal  acts.  Seventy- 
seven  public  Confirmations  have  been  held  by  me  during  the 
last  Conventional  year,  at  which  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  twenty-seven  persons  were  confirmed.  Besides  these, 
numerous  private  Confirmations  have  been  attended  as  usual. 

The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Bedell  had  the  kindness  to  hold 
a  Confirmation  for  me  in  the  Church  of  the  Mediator,  South 
Yonkers,  and  confirmed  nine  persons.  lie  also  confirmed 
one  person  in  private  at  Annandale,  Duchess  county. 

The  Annual  Ordination  of  Students  from  the  General 
Seminary  took  place  as  usual  at  Trinity  Church,  and  was 
attended  by  the  Bishops  of  Western  New  York,  New  Hamp- 
shire, and  North  Carolina,  the  Bishop  of  New  Hampshire 
preaching  the  sermon  and  ordajning  the  cindidatos  of  this 
Diocese,  and  the  Bishop  of  Western  New  York  those  be- 
longing to  his  jurisdiction. 

During  the  past  year  three  Institutions  have  taken  place, 
one  of  which  was  kindly  performed  by  the  Right  Rev.  the 
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Bishop  of  Ehode  Island,  and  another  by  a  Presbyter  ap- 
pointed by  me,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Beach,  of  St.  Peter's,  New  York. 

Five  Corner-stones  have  been  laid  by  myself,  or  by  Pres- 
byters appointed  for  the  purpose ;  and  Holy  Baptism  has 
been  administered  by  me  to  some  twenty  persons,  children 
and  adults. 

During  the  year  one  Deacon  has  been  deposed  from  the 
ministry. 

It  will  be  gratifying  to  the  Members  of  the  Convention  to 
learn  that  the  numbers  of  young  men  seeking  admission  into 
the  General  Seminary  continue  to  increase,  and  that  this  year 
they  are  already  quite  large.  It  is  equally  cheering  to  be 
able  to  announce  that  the  pecuniary  affairs  of  the  Seminary 
are  assuming  a  more  encouraging  aspect.  Another  act  of 
munificent  liberality  on  the  part  of  the  steadfast  friend  of  the 
Seminary,  Dr.  Clement  C.  Moore,  has  relieved  it  from  one 
of  its  most  serious  embarrassments,  and  placed  it  in  a  posi- 
tion to  avail  itself  of  its  abundant  resources.  I  trust  there  is 
no  reason  to  doubt  that  a  few  years  of  careful  management 
will  suflBce  to  secure  for  it  an  ample  permanent  endowment, 
and  to  place  it  upon  a  footing  answerable  to  the  needs  of  our 
rapidly  growing  Church.  Our  renewed  thanks  are  due  to 
that  venerable  and  beloved  benefactor.  May  the  evening  of 
his  days  be  as  unclouded  and  peaceful,  as  his  whole  life  has 
been  pure  and  full  of  good  works  ! 

I  cannot  persuade  myself  to  pass  over  the  events  of  the 
Conventional  year  just  closed  without  referring  to  the  loss 
which  the  Church  has  sustained  in  the  death  of  several  of 
her  eminent  Laymen.  Among  the  most  conspicuous  of  these 
were  Mr.  Washington  Irving,  William  H.  Harison,  Esq., 
and  the  Hon.  David  Buel.  Their  faces  were  almost  alwa3'S 
seen  in  these  Conventions,  and  their  well-known  devotion  to 
the  interests  of  the  Church  may  serve  to  remind  us  of  what 
is  certainly  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  encouraging  feat- 
ures in  the  character  of  our  branch  of  the  Church, — the 
earnest  co-operation  in  the  legislation  of  the  Church  and  in 
all  work  not  strictly  ministerial  by  all  classes  of  Laymen, 
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from  the  highest  to  the  lowest,  who  give  their  time  and  labor 
without  stint  to  the  promotion  of  her  sacred  interests*  and 
whose  influence  thus  far  has  been  found  to  be  one  of  the 
safest  and  most  conservative  elements  of  her  exterior  consti- 
tution. It  brings  into  the  Church  a  vast  amount  of  activity 
and  practical  judgment,  which,  in  such  a  country  as  this,  she 
could  not  well  afford  to  spare,  and,  b}'  the  very  fact  of  such 
widespread  participation,  life  and  sympathy  are  diffused 
through  the  whole  vast  body  of  her  children. 

The  name  and  character  of  Mr.  Washington  Irving  are 
too  well  known  and  two  thoroughly  appreciated  to  require 
any  thing  more  in  this  place  than  the  simplest  record. 

Judge  Buel  was  universally  reverenced  for  the  purity  and 
elevation  of  his  character,  and  for  a  long  series  of  years  ho 
was  as  conspicuous  for  his  activity  and  inflnenco  in  the 
Cliurch,  as  for  his  commanding  position  at  the  bar. 

Of  Mr.  William  II.  Harison  I  do  not  wish  to  say  much. 
With  unaffected  modesty  he  desired  that  little  notice  mij^lit 
be  taken  of  his  death.  By  his  direction  his  funeral  was 
strictly  private.  For  many  years  he  was  a  leading  person 
in  the  affairs  of  this  Diocese,  and,  as  he  entered  warinl}'  into 
whatever  cause  he  espoused,  different  opinions  wore  neces- 
sarily entertained  in  regard  to  his  views  and  course  of 
policy. 

Familiarly  as  he  seemed  to  be  known  to  tlie  Church,  he 
was  in  fact  very  imperfectly  understood  in  regard  to  those 
traits  of  his  character  which  were  most  interior  and  hidden, 
as  well  as  most  beautiful.  When  at  length,  after  my  entrance 
upon  mj^  present  duties,  I  was  gradually  drawn  into  closer 
communication  with  him,  I  was  struck  with  the  wonderful 
way  in  which  the  whole  region  of  his  mind  wius  liiibitnally 
occupied  with  thought  and  deliberation  in  reference  to  the 
very  highest  and  broadest  interests  of  the  Church,  while  at 
the  same  time  I  was  equally  impressed  with  the  quiet,  un 
obtrusive  but  most  reverential  and  earnest  tone  of  his  devo 
tional  feelings.  Few  Laymen  in  this  country  have  been 
more  thoroughly  conversant  with  the  history,  constitution, 
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and  polity  of  the  Church,  or  more  sagacious  and  farseeing  in 
regard  to  the  operation  of  causes  calculated  to  affect  her 
principles  and  interests.  His  loss  will  be  deeply  felt  by 
many  persons  who  had  continued  to  receive  the  aid  of  his 
counsel  and  advice,  through  long  years  of  illness  and  up  to 
the  end,  no  less  than  during  the  more  active  periods  of  his 
life.  In  his  case,  as  in  that  of  many  other  eminent  servants 
of  the  Church,  death  comes  to  extinguish  all  thought  of 
ephemeral  differences,  elevating  the  character  into  a  purer 
and  more  peaceful  region,  where  its  enduring  excellence  is 
recognized  and  reverenced  by  all. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Convention,  St.  Stephen^s  Training 
College  has  been  fully  organized  under  an  excellent  charter 
obtained  from  the  Legislature  of  the  State ;  and  the  very 
large  number  of  applications  already  made  for  admission 
serve  to  show  how  much  some  such  institution  was  needed, 
and  how  very  important  it  is  that  ample  accommodation  be 
speedily  provided  f*)r  those  earnest-minded  young  men  who 
are  waiting  to  dedicate  their  lives  to  the  service  of  the 
Church. 

May  I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  commend  to  the 
sympathy  of  the  whole  Church,  the  efforts  now  being  made 
to  provide  the  deaf  mutes  of  this  city  with  permanent  min- 
istrations in  a  suitable  edifice  of  their  own.  An  admirable 
opportunity  is  now  afforded  for  accomplishing  that  object, 
while  at  the  same  time  a  valuable  Church  edifice,  which  was 
in  danger  of  being  lost,  will  be  reclaimed  and  permanently 
secured  to  the  Church. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  congratulate  the  Diocese  upon 
the  extension  of  our  Missionary  work  among  the  poor  of 
this  city.  It  is  one  of  the  most  cheering  features  in  the  pres- 
ent condition  of  the  Church  ;  and  as  it  goes  on  rapidly  in- 
creasing, as  I  am  sure  it  will,  I  cannot  doubt  that  it  will 
draw  down  a  rich  blessing  from  Heaven  upon  every  branch 
of  our  spiritual  agency. 

It  is  possible  that  I  may  add  to  this  communication  be- 
fore the  close  of  the  session.     But  in  the  meantime  I  renew 
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to  YOU  the  expression  of  my  heartfelt  satisfaction  in  this  o^>- 
portunity  of  meeting  you ;  and  I  make  it  my  earnest  prayer 
to  Almighty  God  that  He  would  enrich  you  more  and  more 
with  His  heavenly  grace,  and  that  you  and  yours  may  dwell 
in  peace  under  His  most  holy  keeping.

On  the  same  day,  in  accordance  with  a  request  conveyed  by  me  to  the

Since  the  lust  Convention,  tliis  Parish  has,  by  the  blessing  of  Almighty 
Go<],  continue«l  to  increase  steadily.  The  old  debt,  which  had  so  long  been  a 
burden  to  the  Parish,  has  at  length  been  liquidated.  The  wants  of  the 
increasing  congregation,  however,  made  it  necessary,  immediately  on  liquid- 
ating the  old  debt,  to  incur  a  new  one  to  the  amount  of  about  fiheen  hun- 
dred dollars,  for  the  jmrpose  of  enlarging  and  otherwise  improving  the  Church 
edifice,  and  of  altering  and  renovating  the  School-house.

I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  some 
clergyman  who  would  be  willing  to  unite  the  duties  of  a  school  with  those 
of  a  small  Parish  that  there  are  at  Copake,  a  beautiful  Church,  parsonage, 
and  school-room,  finished,  furnished,  and  paid  for,  situated  in  a  valley  of 
great  fertility  and  beauty,  and  surrounded  by  a  population  who  are  abund- 
antly able,  and  in  a  short  time  would,  doubtless,  be  as  willing  as  they  are 
able  to  sustain  the  whole.

To  the  ladies  the  Parish  is  indebted  for  the  first 
movement  in  this  work,  as  well  as  for  its  successful  prosecution.  Their  ef- 
forts have  been  seconded  by  the  direct  and  liberal  contributions  of  the  men. 
We  must  also  record  our  grateful  acknowledgments  to  friends  abroad,  who 
have  kindly  aided  us.  Of  the  sum  named  above,  $120  was  received  in  this 
way. 

The  most  gratifying  event  of  all  remains  to  be  reported.  This  is  the  gift  to 
the  Parish  of  a  Communion  Service  of  solid  silver.  The  donor  is  Mrs.  Sarah 
Prentiss,  widow  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Prentiss,  the  first  Rector  of  the  Parish, 
now  residing  at  Charlestown,  Massw  The  Service  consists  of  a  Flagon,  Paten, 
and  two  Chalicesw  The  patterns  are  beautiful,  and  the  workmanship  fault- 
less. It  seems  peculiarly  appropriate  that  the  name  of  the  first  gifted 
Rector  of  this  Church  should  be  associated  with  (as  it  is  inscribed  upon)  the 
Holy  Vessels  which  will  be  used  in  conmiemorating  the  Saviour*8  death, 
probably  for  many  generations.

Tlie  Parish  cf  Emmanuel,  after  years  of  struL'i:ling,  may  be  said  to  be 
fiimly  established.     After  the  resignation  of  the  Kev.  Mr.  De  Zeng,  several 
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PariBh  meetings  were  held,  the  dissolution  of  the  organization  strongly 
urged  by  the  only  members  who  had  the  means  for  carrying  it  on,  and  a 
union  with  another  congregation  recommended.  The  movement  was  op- 
posed by  a  few  devoted  gentlemen  and  ladies,  who,  though  comparatively 
poor  in  worldly  circumstances,  were  rich  in  faith.  They  succeeded  in  se- 
curing the  room  in  which  they  worsliipped,  but  had  no  means  to  provide 
the  services  of  a  Minister.  The  present  Rector  moved  by  the  earnestness, 
entire  unity  of  feeling  and  sincere  devotion  to  the  pure  principles  and  ser- 
vices of  the  Church  of  these  few  sheep  in  the  wilderness,  hesitated  not,  when 
called  upon,  to  accept  the  charge  without  money  and  without  price,  nor  has 
he  had  reason  to  regret  the  step  thus  taken. 

By  our  united  efforts  aided  by  prayer  and  faith  in  the  promises  of  God, 
we  secured  four  lots  on  the  corner  of  President  and  Court  streets,  in  South 
Brooklyn,  by  the  payment  of  Three  thousand  dollars,  loaned  to  us  by  Rev. 
Mr.  Embury,  who  is  associated  with  me.  The  offerings  on  the  first  Sunday 
in  each  month  were  set  apart  as  a  building  fund,  and  with  these  and  pri- 
vate donations  we  have  completed  a  very  handsome  Cliurch.  The  plans 
and  specifications  were  gratuitously  furnished,  and  the  contracts  made  by 
our  Senior  Warden,  Henry  Dudley,  who  has  besides  contributed  of  his 
means  and  carefully  superintended  the  erection  of  the  building.

Smith,  "who  was  temfioraiily  resid- 
inj3j  here,  and  who  rendered  me  very  efficient  service  in  my  work  and  in  the 
Parish  school. 

The  Uev.  li^aac  F.  Cox  was  called,  as  assisitant  minister,  with  the  Rector- 
ship in  reversion,  and  entered  upon  his  duties  on  the  Ist  of  May  last  Mr. 
Cox  has  devoted  himself  to  this  part  of  the  Parit^h,  and  has  greatly  relieved 
me,  in  this  respect,  in  my  Cure.  It  is  still  considered  as  a  part  of  St  Mary's, 
and  will  remain  so  until  the  Church  is  completed,  which  is  now  in  process 
of  erection.  The  edifice  is  a  very  neat  and  beautiful  Gothic  structure,  calcu- 
lated to  seat  about  four  hundred  and  fifty,  and  will  cost  about  $9,000.  It  is 
situated  on  a  plot  of  high  ground  one  hundred  feet  square,  which  was  given 
for  the  purpose.

efforts  of  the  Parish  and  the  friends  of  the  Church,  this  will  be  completed 
before  the  next  Annual  Convention  of  this  Diocese.

In  October  last,  our  Church  edifice  was  considerably  damaged  by  fire ; 
and  as  more  room  was  needed  for  our  increasing  congregation,  the  building 
was  enlarged  at  the  same  time  the  repairs  were  in  progress.  The  outlay  to 
which  we  have  consequently  been  subjected  has  prevented  us  from  con- 
tributing more  largely  to  general  Church  charities. 

Tills  Parish  was  organized  on  Christmas  Day,  1849;  and  the  original 
Church,  built  in  1850,  consisted  of  the  present  nave.  In  1852,  transepts 
were  addod,  making  it  cruciform,  with  a  recessed  chancel.  The  present 
enlargement  has  been  made  by  taking  down  the  walls  of  the  nave,  the  roof 
of  which  is  now  supported  by  columns,  and  adding  aisles.  The  dimensions 
of  the  Church  are  68  feet  in  width,  by  88  inches  in  length,  exclusive  of  the 
tower.  By  this  alteration,  seventy-five  additional  pews  are  obtained, 
making  the  accommodation  sufficient  for  eight  hundred  persons.  Since 
Easter  Sunday,  when  our  building  was  reopened,  the  growth  has  been 
steady  and  large,  and  the  new  part  is  already  well  filled.

About  twelve  years  a^o,  within  u  few  block*  of  whore  Grace  Church  now 
stands,  St.  PauIV  Mi:».-ion  was  first  couinienced  by  Kov.  Mr.  Haiikin?,  Kectv^r 
of  St.  Mark's  Church,  AVilliamsburirli.  From  that  time  to  the  present,  thU 
Church  has  faithfully  niinis'tcred  among  the  pi.H>r  and  needy,  as  well  as 
among  these  of  limited  incomes,  whom  the  heavy  rents  of  Xew  York  city 
have  driven  to  its  suburb*. 

This  little  Parish,  alter  many  years  of  trials  and  discouragements,  has  so 
increased  as  to  justify  tlie  Vestry  in  commencing  the  ereeiionof  a  larger 
Church  edifice.  For  this  purpose  they  determined  to  secure  lots  in  that 
portion  of  the  city  which  is  now  rapidly  increasing  in  wealth  and  popula- 
tion ;  eo  near,  however,  to  our  present  Church  edifice  as  to  prevent  the 
withdrawal  of  any  member  of  the  present  congregation,  and  yet  so  located 
as  to  secure  the  attendance  of  those  who  will  have  the  ability  to  contribute 
more  libenilly  toward  the  supj)ort  of  the  Parish. 

At  this  time,  the  firm  of  Ketcham  &.  Co.,  who  had  long  coveted  the 
ground  upon  which  the  Church  sIikkI,  for  the  enlaigemeut  of  their  factory, 
made  us  the  liberal  offer  of  $3,875  for  the  same,  which,  after  much  delibera- 
tion was  accepted  by  the  Vestry,  and  the  Church  moved  to  the  opposite 
side  of  the  Avenue. 

In  the  mean  time.  Barnct  Johnson,  Esq.,  offered  the  Vestr\-  the  presenta- 
tion of  five  lots  of  ground  on  the  corner  of  IVnn  street  and  Marcy  avenue, 
being  60x140  ft.,  provided  they  erected  thereuj>on  a  stone  Church,  seating 
from  five  to  six  hundred  persons.  This  offer  the  Vestry  determined  to 
accept,  and  commenceil  the  erection  of  a  stone  edifict',  60  feet  wide,  with 
the  tower,  I08  feet  hmg  including  the  chancel,  and  with  a  spire  1-16  feet 
high.  The  Corner-stone  was  laid  by  the  Rector  on  the  6th  day  of  !Sej»tember, 
and  the  structure  is  now  progressing  favorably. 

Of  the  foregoing  sum  of  $1,519  46,  c»»nlributed  f<»r  Church  purposes  in 
general,  that  of  $2^7  :^9  was  for  repairs,  and  other  expenses  incidental  to  the

The  progress  of  the  Church  has  been  highly  encouraging.  The  changing 
nature  of  the  congregation  makes  it  impossible  to  form  an  exact  estimate 
of  results;  but  frequent  communications  from  Seamen,  expressing  their 
fervent  gratitude  to  God  that  they  ever  entered  our  Floating  Church,  and 
their  belief  that  its  services  have  been  the  means  of  their  souls'  conversion, 
give  me  every  reason  to  infer  that  my  labors  have  been  greatly  blessed. 

At  the  close  of  every  afternoon  service,  books  are  distributed  to  Seamen 
about  leaving  port.  As  thousands  of  standard  volumes  on  practical  religion 
are  in  this  way  given  to  men  disposed  to  read  and  circulate  them,  the 
influence  of  these  books  must  be  very  extensive. 

It  is  a  most  encouraging  feature  in  a  work  of  this  nature,  that  the  gener- 
ous impulses  peculiar  to  this  class  of  men,  vrhen  sanctified  by  Divine  grace, 
make  the  converted  Seamen,  in  almost  every  case,  a  faithful  missionary  to 
liis  associates.  It  is  this  which  renders  our  Seamen's  Mission  an  important 
auxiliary  to  our  Foreign  Missions,  and  gives  it  strong  claims  on  the  liberality 
of  the  Church. 


Report  of  the  Itcv.  IIodert  J.  Walker,  Missionary  at  Largo  to 
Soaiiien  in  the  City  and  Port  of  New  York. 

On  each  Lt^rd's  day  throughout  the  year,  Divine  Service  has  been  celebra- 
ted morning  and  afternoon,  and  a  Sermon  preached  at  or  near  Cuenties  Slip. 
These  Services  have  been  almost  invariably  held  in  the  open  air.  It  has 
been  only  in  extremely  severe  weather  that  the  Missionary  and  his  hearers 
have  taken  refuge  in  the  Missionary  Rooms,  31  Ccenties  Slip.  The  congre- 
gations have  been  principally  composed  of  Seamen  and  Boatmen ;  more 
than  one  hundred  persons  of  this  class  have  frequently  been  in  attendance. 
The  interest  which  they  have  taken  in  the  Services,  and  their  attention  to 
the  discourse.*,  have  been  all  that  we  could  desire.  Men  of  nearly  every 
nation  under  heaven,  from  Nortliern  llussia  to  the  isles  of  the  Pacific,  have 
stood  and  li<teno«l  with  eagerness  to  the  joyful  invitations  of  the  Gospel. 
Much  good  has  been  effected  within  the  last  twelve  months,  at  this  Station  ; 
many  darkened  minds  have  been  enlightened ;  many  sorrowful  spirits  have 
been  comforted  ;  thousands  have  heard  of  the  way  of  salvation,  many  of  whom 
would  not  have  heard  of  it  at  all  had  this  Mission  never  been  established. 

At  the  close  of  the  aftenioon  Service  the  room  is  crowded  with  Sailors 
and  "Watermen,  who  come  up  for  books,  and  to  receive  a  parting  word  of 
advice.     Our  room  is  now  quite  inadequate  to  accommodate  the  numbers 
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who  seek  admission.  Last  Sunday  more  than  ninety  pressed  into  its  small 
dimensions,  all  eager  for  instruction,  or  to  receive  religious  papers  and 
booka. 

The  Missionary  devotes  his  time  during  the  week  to  the  hospitals,  the 
ships  and  boarding-houses.  He  has  conversed  with  hundreds  of  Seamen  in 
these  places  during  the  past  year,  on  the  most  important  of  all  subjects.

The  Congregation  and  the  parochial  work,  in  St  George's  Church,  was 
never  more  flourishing  or  more  harmonious.  The  people  appear  to  be  of  one 
mind,  and  their  kindness  and  fidelity  to  their  ministers  and  the  Church  are 
exemplary  and  most  gratifying.  The  establishment  of  our  new  Mission 
Chapel  has  been  an  event  of  so  much  importance,  that  I  take  the  opportu- 
nity to  put  upon  record  a  full  account  of  this  work  On  the  1st  of  May, 
the  services  of  the  Mission  were  commenced  in  the  room  which  was  then 
occupied  for  tlie  Sunday  School,  on  the  corner  of  19th  Street  ond  Avenue  A 
The  work  was  there  extremely  limited,  both  in  the  schools  and  in  the  con 
gregations.  On  the  first  of  July,  the  whole  Mission  was  removed  to  the 
basement  of  the  new  Chapel,  where  on  immediate  improvement  was  seen, 
and  a  steady  growth  was  realized.  On  the  evening  of  the  IStli  of  Septem- 
ber, the  Cliapel,  completed  and  furnished,  was  consecrated  by  Bi&hop  Potter, 
and  from  that  time  the  work  has  prospered  beyond  our  expectation.  The 
Lord  has  graciously  blessed  the  enterprise  in  all  its  parts,  and  given  us 
abundant  fruits  froni  our  labors  in  guarding  and  direeting  it. 

Hie  Mission  is  divided,  in  all  its  arrangements,  into  an  English,  and  a 
German  department.  By  our  by-laws,  some  one  member  of  the  Board  is 
present  at  every  Sunday  Service  in  the  Chnpel,  and  we  thus,  by  their  Month- 
ly Reports,  keep  up  a  clear  knowledge  and  history  of  the  whole  progress  of 
the  operation.  These  Reports  have  been  recorded  in  our  Minutes,  and  will 
transmit  this  history  to  others  who  succeed  us.  Tlie  sexton  of  the  Chapel 
resides  in  the  building,  and  is  thus  in  constant  care  of  the  whole  property 
of  the  Board.  The  use  of  the  building  will  be  seeu  to  be  constant  On 
every  Sunday,  at  9  a.  m.,  the  English  and  German  Sunday  Schools  both  as- 
semble— the  one  numbering  380,  and  the  other  140.  At  1()^,  there  is  the 
morning  public  worship  of  the  English  congregation ;  at  H  **•  ^»  ^^^  public 
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worship  of  the  German  congregation ;  at  8^  p.  m..  the  English  Sunday  School 
assembles  for  general  instruction  by  the  Minister;  at  7i  p.  3i.,  there  is  the 
r^nlar  evening  public  worship  of  the  English  congregation.     In  the  week, 
there  is  a  daily  school  for  English  children ;  a  reading-room  open  every 
evening  from  6  to  9  o'clock  for  adults,  both  English  and  German ;  an  even- 
ing lecture  and  meeting  for  prayer  for  the  English  congregation  on  every 
Tuesday  and  Thursday  evening ;  and  a  lecture  for  the  German  congregation 
every  Friday  evening;  there  is  also  a  sewing-school  on  every  Saturday 
morning.     Thus  the  whole  time  is  occupied,  and  the  work  is  constantly 
going  on.    The  whole  results  cannot  but  be  highly  satisfactory.    There  are 
connected  with  the  congregotions,  221  English  families,  and  78  German 
families;  in  all  299.    There  are  134  communicants  in  the  English  congre- 
gation, and  36  in  the  German.    The  late  confirmation  included  35  English 
and  19  German.     Tliis  was  one  of  the  most  affecting  and  impressive  occa- 
sions of  religious  worship  we  have  attended,  and  we  presume  no  one  was 
present  without  receiving  a  very  decided  impression  of  the  solemnity  of  the 
service,  and  of  the  value  of  the  whole  work  of  which  it  was  a  part^     Wo 
can  but  say  in  general,  though  in  very  strong  terms,  that  the  whole  manage- 
ment of  the  religious  and  social  concerns  of  the  Chapel  by  the  Ministers  ap- 
pointed by  the  Rector  and  Vestry  of  St  George's  Church,  has  been  exceed- 
ingly to  our  satisfaction ;  and  we  feel  assured  that  no  funds  could  have  been 
more  profitably  and  wisely  expended  than  in  this  domestic  Missionary  work. 
We  are  elevating,  and  by  God's  blessing,  sanctifying,  a  neglected  |>ortion  of 
the  neighborhood  of  our  own  Church,  who  have  shown  the  utmost  interest 
in  the  worship  and  instruction  we  have  provided  for  them,  and  crowd  our 
Chapel  for  the  privileges  it  imparts.     Tlie  work  cannot  but  be  a  blessing  to 
many,  and  we  trust  for  ever. 

So  very  encouraging  has  been  our  work  among  the  Germans,  that  we 
must  meet  now  the  necessity  of  a  separate  Chapel  for  that  congregation.  If 
I  should  select  a  particular  part  of  our  work  which  has  especially  gratified 
HP,  it  would  be  that.  Our  whole  Mission  work,  however,  has  given  us  no 
other  feeling  than  gratitude  and  joy  in  the  past  year.

The  general  state  of  the  Parish  is  satisfactory.  Tlie  attendance  on  week- 
day services  has  been  good — in  Lent,  large.  Tlie  contributions  of  the  people 
might  be  much  greater  than  they  are ;  but,  perhaps,  the  result  the  past  year 
has  been  as  favorable  as  was  to  be  expected  from  a  congregation  mainly 
new.  The  contributions  enumernted  in  the  Report  comprise  only  the  offer- 
ings received  in  Church  through  the  Offertory.  Many  changes  have  been 
made  in  the  working  system  of  the  Parish ;  and  many  more  will  be  needed 
in  the  course  of  a  conservative  progress.  The  music  has,  of  late,  much  im- 
proved. The  Vestry  has  introduced  into  its  own  adminstriation  sundry 
advantageous  changes.  The  Kector  acknowledges,  most  gratefully,  the 
zealous  and  uniform  co-operation  of  the  ofticers  of  the  Parish. 

The  Rector  cannot  conclude  his  Report,  without  bearing  a  cheerful  and 
cordial  testimony  to  the  great  value  of  the  labors  of  his  predecessor,  the 
Rev.  Richard  Cox.  Able  and  energetic,  he  strengthened  the  foundation  of 
the  Parish  by  the  erection  of  a  Church,  which,  built  chiefly  through  his 
perseverance,  skill  and  extraordinary  business  talent,  will  remain  to  future 
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generations  a  monument  (and  who  could  desire  a  better  ?)  of  his  industry 
and  faithfulness.  The  financial  competency  of  the  Parish  is  largely  his 
work.  And  the  general  regard  which  the  old  Parishioners  retain  for  him, 
shows  that  he  combined,  with  executive  ability,  the  higher  fidelity  of  a 
spiritual  Pastor. 


Protestant  Episcopal  Mission  to  Public  Institutions  of  the  City  of 
New  York  ;  the  Rev.  T.  M.  Peters,  Chairman. 

Within  the  last  Conventional  year  the  Mission  to  our  city's  Charitable  la- 
stitntions,  hitherto  carried  on  in  connection  with  St  Michael's  and  All  Angels' 
Churches,  has  been  organized  into  a  distinct  Mission,  composed  of  the  Rectors 
of  St.  James'  and  of  the  Clmrchof  the  Incarnation,  New  York,  the  Rev.  J.  H. 
Ilolkart,  1).  D.,  and  the  Rector  of  St.  Michael's  Church,  Clerical  Members, 
and  Mcssp:?.  W.  A  Smith,  W.  K.  Kitchen,  T.  W.  Ogdcn  and  &  Jaudon, 
Lay  Members. 

The  duties  of  the  Mission  have  been  performed  by  the  Rev.  C.  E.  Phelps, 
who  has  for  years  given  himself  diligentl}'  to  this  work.  He  has  been  as- 
sisted by  the  Revs.  B.  F.  Taylor,  P.  E.  Hyland,  and  L.  Coleman.  Mr.  Cole- 
man is  still  connected  with  the  Mission. 

The  Institutions  visited  are  Bellevue  Hospital ;  the  Five  Departments  of 
Blackwell's  Island ;  the  Institutions  of  Randall's  Island  ;  tiie  Colored  Home ; 
of  the  New  York  Orphan  Asylum,  and  the  House  of  Mercy.  There  have 
been  held  811  Chapel  Services,  at  which  there  have  been  present  between 
2000  and  3000  persons.  Also  the  sick  in  these  various  Institutions  have  been 
visited,  as  often  and  as  thoroughly  as  the  extent  of  the  field  and  the  means 
at  our  conmiand  would  allow. 

Tliere  are  at  present  45  Communicants  in  the  Alms  House,  to  whom  the 
Communion  is  administered  six  times  in  the  year. 

There  have  been  36  Burials  and  65  Baptisms. 

It  is  our  hope  and  trust  that  we  shall  receive  such  aid  from  the  Churches 
and  Episcopalians  of  New  York,  as  may  strengthen  our  hands  for  a  much 
better  work.  In  the  mean  time  we  labor  on,  thankful  if  among  all  our  out- 
cast brethren  we  can  show  to  but  a  few  that  Christ's  is  yet  a  real  presence 
among  men.

Tlie  present  incumbent  took  charge  of  the  Parish  on  the  first  of  April, 
1860,  and  as  he  has  endeavored  to  make  up  the  Report  for  the  whole  past 
Conventional  year,  this  will  occount  for  its  not  being  as  accurate  as  it  other- 
wise might  be.  Tlie  Parish  Cimrch  and  Mission  both  being  free,  and  the 
salary  of  the  Rector  being  wholly  made  up  of  contributions  by  members  of 
the  Parish  Church,  all  amounts  which  are  contributed  towards  tlie  support 
of  the  Parish,  with  the  exception  of  some  interest  money,  are  included  as 
far  as  known  by  the  Rector,  in  this  Report.  About  Eight  thousand  dollai-s 
are  now  subscribed  towards  a  new  Church. 

Three  of  the  members  of  this  Parish  have  commenced  to  prepare  them- 
selves for  the  sacred  Ministry. 

Since  the  pre:*ent  Rector  took  charge  of  the  Parish,  the  Rectory  has  been 
rejMiired  at  the  expense  of  Two  hundred  dollars.  A  neat  carriage  house  has 
been  built  on  tlie  Rectory  grounds:  a  cow,  presented  to  the  Rector's  family. 
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by  two  of  the  most  zealous  ladies  of  the  Parish,  and  the  use  of  a  field  ad- 
joiuiug  t)ie  Rectory  grounds,  gmiited  by  one  of  the  Wardens  for  pasturage 
during  the  season. 

Missionary  services  have  been  held  since  August,  at  a  settlement  two  or 
three  miles  south  of  this  Parish,  and  a  Sunday  scliool  has  been  organized. 
The  Mission  is  in  a  prosperous  condition.  Services  are  held  there  every 
Sunday,  by  myself,  between  the  two  regular  services  at  the  Parish  Church, 
and  the  children  are  catechised  every  Lord's  day.  The  room  in  which  we 
worship  was  gratuitously  lent  to  us  by  the  owner  and  has  since  been  fitted 
up  for  a  Chapel,  with  an  appropriate  altar,  font,  lecture-plotform,  tempor- 
ary Vestry-room,  and  a  Sunday-School  library.

As  we  had  a  Confirmation  only  last  year,  the  number  confirmed  is  smaller 
than  usual.  The  amount  contributed  for  the  Society  for  the  Increase  of  the 
Ministry  is  understated.  I  am  obliged  to  give  it  in  round  numbers,  as  all  the 
mone3's  contributed  did  not  pass  through  my  hands.  Tlie  Pansh  has  experi- 
enced a  heavy  loss  in  the  death  of  its  Senior  Warden,  the  Hon.  David  Buel, 
Jr.,  the  head  of  the  Troy  Bar,  and  a  name  well  known  in  the  councils  of  our 
Church.  Judge  Buel  died  full  of  Christian  faith  and  hope,  at  the  advanced 
age  of  seventy-six  years.  Also,  in  the  death  of  its  Senior  Vestryman,  Nathan 
Dauchy,  Esq.,  who  had  held  his  office  for  thirty-seven  years,  and  who  died 
at  the  patriarchal  age  of  nearly  ninety.  Mr.  Dnuchy  had  led  a  very  quiet 
and  unobtrusive  life,  and  was  highly  respected.  He  became  a  communicant 
when  more  than  eighty  years  old.  The  Parish  has  had  to  part  with  an  as- 
sistant, the  Rev.  John  Scarborough,  who  has  left  us  much  to  our  regret.  He 
labored  most  zealously  and  efficiently  for  three  yearsi  His  place  has  been 
supplied  by  the  Rev.  Edgar  T.  Chapman,  deacon,  a  late  graduate  of  the 
General  Theological  Seminary.  During  a  little  more  than  four  months  the 
Rector  made  more  than  one  thousand  two  hundred  Parish  visits.  These 
visits  were  exclusive  of  those  made  b}-  the  assistant  Tlie  Cliurch  and  Rectory 
have  been  much  improved  by  painting,  and  also  by  a  new  stone  pavement, 
not  surpassed  by  any  in  the  city.  This  pavement  was  at  the  8t>i»*  expense 
of  the  Parish.

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This  Pariah  was  vacant  at  the  time  of  the  last  Convention  and  continued 
so  until  February.  This  will  account  for  the  omission  of  certain  collections 
which  are  usually  taken  during  the  early  part  of  the  winter,  as  well  as  for 
the  incompleteness  of  the  Report  in  some  other  particulars. 

The  Rector  desires  to  put  on  record  his  acknowledgement  of  the  cordiality 
and  Christian  courtesy  with  which  he  was  received  on  his  removal  here,  and 
also  of  the  united  and  harmonious  state  of  feeling  which  he  found  existing. 

Since  then  a  valuable  lot  containing  three  acres  of  land,  and  estimated  as 
worth  $2,500  has  been  generously  given  by  Reed  Peck,  Esq.,  fur  a  Parsonage, 
for  the  erection  of  which  nearly  $5,000  have  been  already  subscribed,  includ- 
ing $600  raised  by  the  zealous  efforts  of  the  Ladies'  Aid  Association.  The 
breaking  of  the  ground  for  the  Parsonage  was  conducted  with  appropriate 
religious  solemnities,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  building  will  be  soon  com- 
pleted and  prove  an  ornament  to  the  town.

the  bnildiiig  of  an  Asylum  for  the  sick  and  destitute  of  our  Commnnion, 
and  the  gentr.»l  extension  of  Church  influence  within  our  splicn*  of  action*

Agreeably  to  canonical  requirement  I  report  to  the  Provisional  Bishop  of 
New  York  my  official  acts  during  the  year.  I  actively  discharge  the  duties 
of  my  present  Rectorship. 

The  Vestry  estimate  the  number  of  persons  in  the  Parish  at  4,200.  Of 
these  about  1,500  are  communicants.  During  the  year  128  were  added  to 
the  list     On  Christmas  Day,  without  human  assistance,  1  gave  the  Holy 
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Conimnnion  to  1,139  recipienta,  and  on  Easter  Day  to  1,128;  on  other  days, 
to  nnmbera  proportionably  large.  This  Sacrament  was  regularly  adminis- 
tered on  tl»e  first  Sun<lny  of  each  month  and  on  all  the  high  Festivals.  Bap- 
tisms: infants,  ISO.  Marriages,  14.  Burials,  130.  There  are  five  Sunday 
Schools,  meeting  at  different  hours  of  the  day,  and  comprehending  together 
about  1,200  pupils,  tauglit  by  about  80  teachers.  Two  of  these  schools  are 
for  adults,  and  are  attended  mainly  b}'  candidates  for  Confirniatiou. 

To  meet  a  great  want  in  the  Parish  a  Bible  Class  was  established.  It  met 
one  evening  in  the  week,  and  embraced,  as  is  supposed,  1,500  members. 
Among  the  attendants  were  Lutherans,  Moravians,  Romanists  and  Jews. 

Divine  S<'rvice  was  celebrated  regularly  every  Lord's  day,  every  Saint's 
day  and  every  day  during  Lent.  On  each  occasion  of  Public  Worship  a  Ser- 
mon or  Lecture  was  delivered.     Fifty-two  of  such  were  delivered  in  Lent 

Classes  of  candidates  for  participation  in  the  Holy  Communion  were  in- 
structed by  me  personally,  weekly,  for  several  weeks  j)revious  to  each  of  the 
high  Festivals.  The  fruits  of  these  were  48  new  communicants  on  Christmas 
Day  and  30  on  Easter  Day. 

By  regular  contributions  from  teachers  and  scholars  the  Sunday  Schools 
are  entirely  sustained. 

The  collections  made  in  the  Church  every  Sunday  are  for  the  poor.  These, 
with  the  alms,  at  the  celebration  of  the  Eucliarist,  the  "  Stiver  subscription** 
for  Church  extension,  and  contributions  to  "  The  Mutual  Benefit  Society 
of  St.  John's  Church,"  amounted  to  over  $3,000. 

"The  Mutual  Benefit  Society"  was  instituted  by  me,  about  a  year 
sinre.  to  nuM-t  ihe  wants  of  the  large  nuniV)er  of  improvident  individuals  at- 
tached to  the  conffPfgation.  Many  of  these,  having  been  slaves  previous  to 
the  general  oinnncipalion  on  the  island,  have  not  acquired  habits  of  pru- 
dence and  econoiijy.  The  Society  receives  from  its  members,  on  an  average, 
$125  per  month.  It  has  already  done  much  good,  and  has  over  $1,000  ac- 
cumulated and  invested. 

Tlie  attentlane*.*  on  all  occasions  of  public  worship  has  been  remarkable. 
On  Sundays,  and  mIwu  there  have  been  evening  lectures,  the  large  Church 
has  generally  been  full.  On  the  great  Festivals  the  crowd  has  been  incon- 
venii'ntly  great.  On  Saints'  da3's  about  250  attended.  During  Lent,  at  the 
daily  morninir  ser\  ice,  the  attendance  was  from  4(K)  to  1,000;  and  on  the 
Wednesday  evrMiini^s  during  that  holy  season  there  were  as  many  as  attend- 
ed on  the  Third's  <lay. 

The  demand  for  ministerial  services  at  the  homes  of  the  ])eople  has  been 
almost  exorbitant.  In  the  year  I  gave  the  Communion  108  times  to  the 
sick.     Many  <»f  these  resided  on  the  estates  and  miles  from  the  town. 

My  labors  and  the  climate  were  too  much  for  my  constitution.  My  health 
was  seriously  impaired.  The  Vestry  kindly  gave  me  leave  of  absence  for 
six  months.  Continued  prostration  seems  to  forbid  an  attempt  to  return  to 
my  most  interesting  and  prolific  field.  I  have,  therefore,  under  the  advice 
of  my  physicians,  transmitted  my  resignation  with  the  proyer  that  God  will 
bestow  upon  the  people  a  pastor  suited  to  their  exigencies  and  wants.

The  Rev.  Charles  Babcock,  Instructor  in  St.  Stephen's  Training 
Collie,  Annandale,  reports  as  tollows : 

I  have  to  report  that,  since  my  or»Unativ>n  in  Muroh  la<t,  1  have  l>et?n  on 
gaged  as  Instructor  in  St.  Stephen's  CoUego.  and  have  al*<.>  been  fultillin^ 
the  duties  of  tlie  Diaeonate  under  the  Kev.  G.  V.  Seymour  in  the  Pari»h  of 
the  Holy  Innocents.     My  offieial  acts  are  includevl  in  Mr.  Seymour**  Ue|H>rt. 

The  Rev.  Lemuel  Burge,  reports  as  follows: 

Since  the  last  Convention  I  have  preaehed  three  times  in  St.  Peter's  Church 
and  Lecture-room,  Brooklyn,  and  assisted  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy 
Communion  and  the  other  Services  of  the  Siinetuary,  for  the  most  part,  onee 
a  day  throughout  the  year.  I  have  also  preached  onee  in  St,  Mark's,  St. 
Paul's,  St  Michael's,  St.  Mary's,  and  Calvary  Churches,  Brooklyn,  and  twice 
in  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Brooklyn;  once  in  (iraee  Free  Church,  Wil- 
liamsburgh,  once  in  Ascension  Church,  Greenpoint,  and  once  in  St,  Michael's 
Church,  Litchfitld,  Connecticut.  I  have  also  administered  tho  Holy  Com- 
munion twice  in  the  Church  of  the  ILily  Trinity,  Brooklyn,  and  assisteil  in 
the  prayers  once  in  St.  Ann's  Church.  Brooklyn.  In  addition  to  the  above 
named  services,  I  have  attended  five  funerals,  b:ipti/ed  one  adult,  also  four 
infants,  and  united  four  persons  in  niatrimtMiy.  And  at  tho  request  of  tho 
Veetry  of  a  newly  organized  Parish  in  (treentifld,  in  the  town  of  Flat  bush, 
L.  L,  have  performed  Divine  Service  and  preached  once  every  Sunday,  gen- 
erally at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  having  an  average  attendance  of 
about  eighty  attentive  listenerSb 

The  Rev.  William  M.  Caumiciiael,  D.  D.  : 

In  compliance  wth  the  requisition  of  Canon  16,  desire?  respectfully  to  re- 
port himself  as  still  residing  at  Ilenipstcad,  L.  L,  quietly  resting  and  hoping 
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for  the  restoration  of  his  health  and  voice.  Although  both  of  them  are, 
through  God's  favor,  greatly  improved  of  late,  yet  they  are  by  no  means 
fully  restored.  During  the  past  year,  as  in  the  one  proceeding,  he  baa  only 
ventured  to  read  in  public  a  portion  of  the  Burial  Service  two  or  three  times 
at  the  earnest  solicitation  of  friends  related  to  the  deceased.  Whether  he 
will  ever  be  able  to  resume  the  active  duties  of  the  ministry,  is  a  matter  of 
some  uncertainty.  And  yet  he  is  confident,  if  the  Lord  wills,  the  necessary 
voice  and  health  will  speedily  be  vouchsafed.  It  is  his  duty,  therefore,  pa- 
tiently to  wait  and  hope  with  humble  supplication  to  the  throne  of  grace,  if 
so  be  Qod  will  interpose  in  his  behalf. 

The  Rev.  Robert  B.  Croks,  residing  in  New  Brunswick,  N.  J., 
reports : 

That  during  the  last  twelve-month  he  has  officiated  on  47  Sundays,  and 
very  frequently  on  week  days.  Services  were  held  in  New  Jersey  on  19 
Sundays,  in  Florida  on  2,  in  the  steamer  that  plies  between  New  York  and 
Savannah  on  1,  in  Connecticut  on  1,  in  New  York  on  3,  in  Virginia  on  2, 
and  in  South  Carolina  on  19.  Four  months  were  by  him  spent  in  the  Diocese 
of  South  Carolina,  and  during  the  season  of  Lent  he  officiated  in  St,  David's 
Church,  Clieraw,  generally  twice  a  week  on  week  days.  In  Passion  week 
that  Church  was  opened  for  Services  every  day.  The  special  official  acts 
there  performed  have  been  reported  to  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina. 


The  Rev.  Samuel  C.  Davis,  residing  in  New  York,  reports  as 
follows : 

That  by  reason  of  continued  ill-health  and  bodly  infirmity  he  has  resigned 
his  Parochial  charge  and  been  obliged  to  cease  from  all  public  duties.  He 
has  only  been  able  on  a  few  occasions  during  the  past  year  to  assist  in  the 
Services  of  the  Church. 


The  Rev,  John  Dowdney,  reports  as  follows: 

During  the  past  Conventional  year,  I  have  been  diligently  engaged  in  the 
duties  of  my  ^ac^e«l  otflcc.  In  the  winter,  I  had  the  charge  of  Calvary  Church, 
Brookl3*n.  In  the  spring,  I  had  charge  of  St,  John's  Cliurch,  llighgate,  in 
the  Diocese  of  Vermont ;  and  during  the  past  summer,  1  have  liad  the  charge 
of  Christ  Church,  Pater:?on,  Putnam  Co.  I  have  thus  officiated  with  one 
exception  on  every  Sunday  throughout  tlie  year;  also  on  most  of  the  Holy 
Days,  as  it  is  my  invariable  rule  to  keep  these  days  as  the  Church  directs. 
In  addition  to  the  prescribed  Liturgical  Services,  I  have  generally  lectured 
on  the  Gospel  for  the  day. 

My  official  acts  have  been  recorded  in  the  Parish  Registers  of  the  congre- 
gations in  which  I  have  ministered. 
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The  Rev.  John  Grigg,  reports  as  follows  : 

Tlist  since  the  last  Convention,  he  has  performed  35  Services,  including 
discoursed  he  has  dflivered  in  this  and  other  Dioceses,  with  3  Baptisms,  and  3 
funerals.  It  is  not  his  fault,  that  he  has  not  had  charge  of  a  Parocliial  congre- 
gation, as  being  possessed  of  physical  vigor,  mental  ahility,  and  spiritual  ca- 
pacity, he  feels  himself  fully  ca])able  of  undertaking  the  discharge  of  Clerical 
duties  in  any  Parish,  where  the  kind  hand  of  Divine  IVovidence  should  di- 
rect him.

Eive  assisted  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Oswego,  on  Communion  San- 
days,  and  occasionally  preached  for  him.  Have  also  performed  the  same 
duties  in  the  Church  of  the  Evangelist*^  I  have  officiated  one  Sunday  at 
Niagara  Fulls  and  baptized  a  child  tlierc.  Also  one  Sunday  at  Malone,  one 
at  Lawrencevillo,  St.  Lawrence  county,  and  baptized  an  infant.  Also  offici- 
ated five  times  in  Chri&t  Church,  Sackct's  Harbor.  And  performed  Service 
and  preached  four  times  at  Lewiston,  Niagara  county,  married  one  eonplo 
and  baptized  two  children  there.  Have  also  married  a  couple  and  baptijced 
several  children  in  Oswego. 

The  Rev.  B.  F.  Taylor,  reports  as  follows :

Hospital,  the  lloinc  lor  llespcctable  Indigent  P'emales,  the  Home  for  the  Friend- 
less, the  Ciiild's  Nursery  and  Hospital,  the  Juvenile  Delinquent  Asylum,  the 
Watts  and  l-,eake  A^ylunJ,  and  others. 

The   Rev.  William  Walton,  D.  D.,  residing  in   New  York,  re- 
ports as  iollows : 

Said  prayers  or  nssisted  in  the  same,  213  times.  Preached,  40  times.  Bap- 
tism: 1,  infant,  publicly.  Funeral,  1.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Eucharist,  4 
Limes,  publicly.     x\ssisted  in  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Eucharist,  13  times 
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The  Rev.  Henry  Daxa  Ward,  residing  in  Flushing,  reports  as 
follows  : 

I  have  been  engaged  the  past  year  in  daily  teaching  through  the  week, 
have  assisted  coniinually  in  the  MTvioesand  the  communion  of  St,  George's 
Church,  Fhishing,  and  have  held  service  and  preached  priuci]>ally  in  the 
neighboring  Ciiurches  and  Chapels  thirty-two  times.  Baptisms  of  infants,  5. 
Funerals,  2. 


The  Rev.  D,  G.  Wright,  residing  in  Poughkeopsio,  reports  as 
follows : 

I  have  l^een  occupied  chiefly  with  my  duties  as  Principal  of  "  Poughkeepsie 
Female  Academy,"  since  my  return  to  tne  Diocese  in  April,  1859 :  have  oflfi- 
ciated  in  saying  prayers  in  whole  or  in  jiart  33  times;  preached  13  times; 
baptized  5  infants;  celebrated  1  marriage;  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion 5  times,  and  assisted  in  the  same  6  times.  I  have  al^  visited  the 
sick,  and  performed  other  clerical  duties. 


The  Rev.  Samukl  R.  Joiinson,  D.  D.,  Professor  of  Systematic

Of  the  Mode  of  securing  an  accurate  View  of  the  State  of  the 

Church. 

§  I.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  Church, 
from  time  to  time,  is  highly  useful  and  necessary,  it  is  hereby 
ordered  that  every  Minister  of  this  Church,  or  if  the  Parish  be 
vacant  the  Wardens,  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  every  Annual  Convention,  to  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese,  or  when  there  is  no  Bishop  to  the  President  of  the 
Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of  baptisms,  confirmations, 
marriages  and  funerals,  and  of  the  number  of  Communicants  in 
his  Parish  or  Church  ;  also  the  state  and  condition  of  the  Sunday 
Schools  in  his  Parish ;  also  of  the  amount  of  the  Communion  alms, 
the  contributions  for  missions,  diocesan,  domestic  and  foreign,  for 
parochial  schools,  for  Church  purposes  in  general,  and  of  all  other 
matters  that  may  throw  light  on  the  same.  And  every  Clergy- 
man, not  regularly  settled  in  any  Parish  or  Church,  shall  also  re- 
port the  occasional  services  he  may  have  performed ;  and,  if  he 
have  performed  no  such  services,  the  causes  or  reasons  which  have 
prevented  the  same.  And  these  reports,  or  such  parts  of  them 
as  the  pishop  shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in  Convention,  and  shall 
be  entered  on  the  journals  thereof.

New  York,  Wednesday,  September  25,  1861. 

This  ho\r\jr  the  day  fixed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York  for  the  meetincf  of 
the  Annual  Convention  of  the  same,  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and 
liiiity  assembled  for  Divine  Service,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
in  St.  John's  Chapel,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  the  place  appointed 
by  the  Bishop  fur  the  meeting. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  M.  Peters,  Rector 
c»f  St.  MiehaoFs  Church,  New  York,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Ed- 
ward Jessup,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Re<leemer,  Brooklyn, 
and  the  Rev.  William  Huckell,  Rector  of  St.  Ann's  Church,  Mor- 
risania,  who  read  the  Lessons.  The  Rev.  Alexander  S.  Leonard, 
D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  George  the  Martyr's,  New  York,  said  the 
Litany.  The  Ante-Communion  Service  was  read  by  the  Rev.  John 
McVickar,  D.  D.,  Professor  of  the  Evidences  of  Revealed  Religion 
in  Columbia  College,  New  York;  the  Rev.  Eli  II.  Canfield,  D.  D., 
Rector  of  Chnst  Church,  Brooklyn,  reading  the   Epistle,  and  the 
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Rev.  Joseph  IT.  rrico,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  Stephen's  Church, 
New  York,  reading  the  Gospel.  The  Sermon  was  preached  by 
the  Rev.  Eli  H.  Catilicid,  D.  D.  The  Right  Rev.  Horatio  Potter. 
D.  D ,  LL.  D.,  D.  C.  L.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion,  in  which  he  w^as  assisted  by  the  Rev.  John 
Brown,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  George's  Church,  Newburgh,  and  by 
the  Rev.  Drs.

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese. 

The  Secretary  proceeded,  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  t«) 
call  the  names  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  entitled  to  seats,  when 
one  hundred  and  nineteen  answered  to  their  names  and  took  their 
seats  as  members.* 

The  Churches  entitled  to  representation  were  then  called  over, 
and  the  Lay  Delegates  presented  their  certificates ;  which  were 
examined  by  the  Secretary  and  a  Committee  of  two  appointed  by 
the  Presiding  Officer,  viz. :  William  E.  Dunscomb,  Esq.,  and  Hon. 
Luther  Bradish.  The  names  of  the  Lay  Delegates  duly  appointed 
were  called,  when  Delegates  from  ninety-one  parishes  appeared  and 
took  their  seats.f 

A  constitutional  quorum  being  present,  the  Right  Reverend  the 
President  declared  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

Tlie  President  announced  the  YITth  Rule  of  Order  on  the  ad- 
mission of  persons  not  members  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  Rules  of  Order  was  unanimously 
dispensed  with. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded,  according  to  the  Sixth  ArticU- 
of  the  Constitution,  to  the  appointment  of  a  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer.

We  commenced  the  year  with  a  deficiency  of  about  $3,000.  The  defi- 
ciency of  the  present  year  to  be  added  is  about  $1,800.  While  individ- 
ual donations  have  fallen  off  $800,  the  contributions  of  the  Churches 
have  increased  about  $1,200. 

It  is  with  deep  anxiety  and  regret  that  your  Committee  look  upon 
the  present  state  of  the  Missionary  indebtedness.  Wliat  nmst  come  of 
it  unless  promptly  met,  but  distress  and  want  upon  many  a  toiling  ser- 
vant of  the  Cross,  laboring  in  penury  among  the  feebler  parishes,  or 
striving  to  establish  the  Church  in  parts  where  it  is  needed,  where  it  is 
called  for,  but  where  means  of  supporting  the  minister  do  not  yet  ex- 
ist? 

The  Diocesan  Missionaries  are,  under  God,  about  the  only  instrumen- 
tality of  the  Church  to  assist  the  weaker  parishes,  or  to  enter  upon 
promising  but  unoccupied  ground.  Can  it  be,  that  those  who  love  the 
Church  can  consent  to  see  such  work  go  down  ?  The  one  annual  ca- 
nonical collection  faithfully  made  in  all  the  congregations,  two  annual 
collei'tions  in  some  of  the  more  wealthy  ones,  would  meet  the  want 
effectually. 
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We  know  the  special  bardsliips  and  privations  of  the  year,  and  some 
may  think  that  tlio  contributions  may  reasonably  be  less.  But  a  jnst 
consideration  will  persuade,  that  such  a  time  is  one  in  which  greater 
exertions,  more  liberal  donations,  more  self-sacrificing  offerings  arc 
needed.  TVbat !  stint  our  help  in  the  very  year  of  famine  and  distress ! 
Remember  the  exertions  of  this  calamitous  period  press  heavily  upon 
tlie  weaker  parishes,  and  upon  the  very  men  who  are  our  faithful  Mis- 
sionaries. They  receive  less  this  year  at  home,  and  they  need  more 
than  ever  our  help.  When  the  year  of  difliculty  and  of  crisis  comes, 
that  is  the  very  call  of  (iod  for  large  self-sm'rifice ;  that  is  the  very  time 
to  brace  ourselves  for  the  more  magnanimous  effort ;  that  is  the  very 
opportunity  for  the  ventures  of  faith ;  that  is  the  very  time  for  the 
brave  and  the  loving  to  step  forward  to  the  rescue.  We  need  not  dis- 
guise the  difficulty  of  the  time — but  let  us  he  equal  to  the  occasion  ; 
let  us  face  it,  and  meet  all  its  requirements,  especially  those  involved  in 
our  fidelity  to  Christ  and  His  Church. 

We  need  not  enlarge.  The  clear  statement  and  eloquent  appeal  of 
our  Bishop  in  his  Address  to  this  Convention  has  already  carried  con- 
viction to  every  mind,  and  touched  every  heart.  Let  us  resolve,  one 
and  all,  that  we  the  Missionary  Committee,  the  members  of  this  Con- 
vention, the  Clergy  who  can,  the  Layman  who  dare,  will  meet  this  defi- 
ciency effectually,  some  way  or  other,  sooner  or  later.  Shall  we  not 
decide  to  do  it  promptly  ?     Oh,  that  we  might  venture  to  do  it  now  I

The  largo  amoant  of  Cash  on  hand  has  been  cansed  by  the  payment 
on  the  first  of  the  present  montli  of  a  Bond  and  Mortgage,  and  the 
Trustees  have  now  under  consideration  a  Bond  and  Mortgage  to  employ 
this  balance. 

The  Trustees  invite  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Convention 
to  the  apportionment  among  the  Parishes  of  the  Salary  of  the  Provis- 
ional Bishop.  An  ini]>ressi(ni  seems  to  prevail,  that,  in  consequence  of 
the  death  of  Bishop  Onderdonk,  it  is  no  longer  necessary  to  res])ond  to 
the  apportionment.  This  is  an  error.  The  amount  which  it  has  been 
necessary  to  collect  from  the  Parishes  toward  the  Salary  of  the  Pro- 
visional Bishop  has  been  about  Five  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per 
annum.  The  allowance  made  l)y  the  Convention  to  the  late  Bishop 
Onderdonk,  out  of  the  income  of  the  Disposable  Fund,  was  Twenty-five 
hundred  dollars  per  annum.  By  his  death,  therefore,  the  apportionment 
for  the  next  year  may  be  reduced  by  this  sum,  but  the  renminder  will 
be  indispensable  toward  making  n]»  the  Salary  and  the  allowance  for 
house-rent  paid  to  Bishop  Potter.  In  regard  to  the  a}4)ortionment  for 
the  year  just  jiast,  it  must  be  remembered  that  for  two-tliirds  of  the 
year  tlie  allowance  to  the  late  Bishop  Onderdonk  has  been  already  paid. 

The  Trustees  also  ask  the  Convention  to  consider  the  subject  of  the 
allowance  for  house-rent  made  to  Bishop  Onderdonk  under  the  follow- 
ing Resolution,  viz. :  At  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  in  1855,  it  was 
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Resolved,  ^'  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  out  of  the  rent 
of  the  Episcopal  residence,  or  the  income  derived  from  the  proceeds 
thereof,  in  case  it  should  be  sold,  do  pay  to  Bishop  Onderdonk  the  sum 
of  One  thousand  dollars  annually,  from  and  after  the  first  of  May  next, 
in  quarterly  payments  for  the  rent  of  a  house  suitable  and  convenient 
for  his  occupation,"  &c. 

This  Resolution  was  subsequently  modified  by  the  Convention,  on  the 
80th  of  September,  1868,  as  follows: 

Reaohedy  "  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  are  directed  to 
pay  to  Bishop  Onderdonk  annually,  out  of  the  income  of  the  Disposable 
Fund,  as  an  allowance  for  the  rent  of  a  house  suitable  and  convenient 
for  his  occupancy,  an  amount  equal  to  the  net  rent  or  income  they  may 
derive  from  the  Episcopal  residence,  or  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
thereof,  in  case  it  should  be  sold ;  not,  however,  to  exceed  One  thousand 
dollars  per  annum." 

The  Episcopal  residence  has  not  been  sold,  and  the  net  income  has 
only  been  sufiicient  to  enable  the  Trustees  to  pay  Bishop  Onderdonk 
during  three  years,  from  the  time  he  left  the  house,  on  the  first  of  May, 
1868,  until  his  death  on  the  80th  April,  1861,  the  sum  of  about  Seven 
hundred  and  twenty-seven  dollars.  The  question  has  arisen,  on  the 
claim  of  the  family  of  the  late  Bishop  Onderdonk,  as  to  what  is  the  true 
construction  of  the  Resolutions  before  quoted.  Whether  they  grant 
One  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  at  all  events  and  in  full  out 
of  any  income  the  property  might  at  any  time  thereafter  produce,  or 
whether  the  allowance  for  each  year  was  to  fail  wholly  or  in  part,  if  the 
income  of  the  property  for  that  year  should  fail  or  be  deficient. 

As  to  this  question,  the  Trustees  respectftilly  ask  the  Convention  to 
give  them  specific  directions.

The  Trustees  of  the  Parocliial  Fund,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  Re- 
port : 

That  soon  after  the  adjourmnent  of  the  last  Convention,  they  pre- 
pared a  circuljir  letter  to  the  Clergy  of  the  J)iocese,  re([uesting  them 
to  bring  the  subject  of  the  Parochial  Fund  l)efore  their  Congregations, 
in  arcordanee  with  the  resolution  of  the  Convention.

The  Report  of  St.  Stephen's  College,  Annandale,  was  presented 
and  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Thomas  Ricliey,  Warden ;  as  follows : 
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Heport 

OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  ST.  STEPIIEX\S  COLLEGE. 

The  Trustees  of  St.  Stephen's  College,  Annandale,  respectftilly  Report: 

That  in  consequence  of  the  tinnncial  condition  of  the  country,  during 
the  past  year,  they  have  been  reluctantly  compelled  to  forego  (for  the 
present  at  least)  the  proposeil  erection  of  a  College  building,  at  the 
cost  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  upon  their  grounds  at  Annandale. 
But,  while  unable  to  carry  out  to  the  full  extent  their  plans,  they  re- 
solved to  do  somewhat  towanl  meeting  the  daily  increasing  number 
of  applications  for  admission  to  the  Training  College ;  and,  in  reliance 
upon  the  liberality  of  the  Diocese,  have  contracted  for  the  erectit)n  of 
a  building,  which,  with  the  necessary  improvements  and  furniture, 
will  cost  about  fifteen  thousand  dollars.  This  building,  now  nearly 
completed,  is  part  of  a  larger  plan,  which  can  at  any  time  be  extended. 
In  its  architectural  character,  solidity,  convenience  of  arrangement, 
and  adaptation  to  the  purpose  in  view,  it  is  every  thing  that  could  be 
wished ;  and,  it  is  confidently  believed,  is  not  exceeded  by  any  build- 
ing of  its  kind  in  our  country.  Subscriptions,  amounting  U)  about  one 
half  of  its  cost,  have  already  been  received ;  the  balance  remains  to  be 
contributed  by  those  who  feel  an  interest  in  a  work,  believed  to  be  so 
important  to  the  Church. 

The  Tnistees  expect  to  be  able  to  furnish  rooms  and  tuition  to  stu- 
dents free  of  charge,  leaving  only  their  board  and  personal  expenses  to 
be  provided  for  by  themselves,  or  their  friends.  The  liberality  of  the 
Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning,  has  enabled  the 
Trustees  to  give  free  tuition  to  the  students,  and  has  been  of  essential 
importance  to  them  in  other  respects. 

Hitherto  the  limited  arrangements  of  the  Institution  have  prevented 
the  Trustees  from  receiving  over  twelve  students,  while  applications, 
exceeding  />>>//  in  number  during  the  past  three  years,  have  of  neces- 
sity been  declined.  The  new  building  will  furnish  accomnuMlation  for 
twenty,  or  at  the  utmost  twenty-live  students.  Unless  the  troubles 
of  the  times  should  prevent,  the  Trustees  expect  to  tind  all  their  rooms 
at  once  occupied. 

The  Institution  has  no  endowment,  but  nmst  rely  upon  the  Church 
at  large  for  its  support.  The  kindly  aid  of  a  few  individuals,  and  the 
generosity  of  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning 
have  so  far  enabled  the  Institution  to  maint^iin  itself;  but  with  an  in- 
creasing number  of  students,  greatly  increased  support  will  be  needed. 
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The  Trustees  are  confident,  this  support  will  be  readily  extended,  when 
the  importance  of  the  Institution  is  fully  understood.  The  number  of 
Trustees  has  lately  been  increased  to  twenty-four ;  the  following  names 
constitute  the  Board  as  enlarged  under  the  Act  of  April  18th,  1861 :

tions to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  Seminary  ;  and  whereas 
the  extent  and  affluence  of  this  Diocese,  the  permanent  establish- 
ment of  the  Seminary  within  her  borders,  and  the  momentous  ob- 
ject of  Tlieological  Education  are  considerations,  which  most  im- 
pressively demand  of  the  Churchmen  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York 
a  prompt,  united,  and  liberal  response  to  this  appeal ;  therefore 
it  is 

1.  Resolved^  That  this  Convention  do  fnlly  recognize  the  pecu- 
liar claims  of  the  Seminary  to  the  zealous  support  of  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopalians  of  this  Diocese. 

2.  Resolved^  That  the  Convention  do  earnestly  recommend  to 
the  Clergy  who  may  have  charge  of  congregations  and  to  the  Ves- 
tries of  Churches  destitute  of  Ministers,  to  have  the  collection  con- 
templated by  the  Trust-ees  in  their  recent  appeal,  made  at  the  very 
earliest  period  practicable.

MOTING RELIGION  AND  LEARNING. 

The  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning  in  the  State 
of  New  York,  as  the  Canonical  Agent  of  the  Convention  for  the  Dis- 
tribution of  the  Funds  gathered  by  collection  in  the  Churches  for  aid- 
ing necessitous  Students  in  their  Ministerial  Education,  respectfiilly 
reports — 

That  its  Treasurer  has  received  from  such  collections— during  the 
past  year,  and  since  his  last  Report — the  sum  of  $441  26 : 

An  amount  absurdly  inadequate  to  the  end  contemplated  by  the 
Canon — and  that  result  mainly  caused  by  the  neglect  of  the  majority  of 
the  Churches  to  make  such  Canonical  Collection — but  which  sum  they 
have  faithfully  applied  to  the  purpose  indicated  in  the  Canon ;  making 
up  (so  far  as  their  own  means  enabled  them  to  do)  the  large  deficiency 
caused  by  such  neglect :  and  this  the  Society  has  done,  to  the  compara- 
tive neglect  of  the  numerous  other  Church  claims  on  their  independent 
Treasury;  and  they  would  herew^ith  urge  upon  the  Convention  such 
present  action  as  they  may  deem  most  efficient  to  procure  more  general 
obedienco  to  tlie  aforesaid  Canon.  It  is  with  feelings,  however,  of  fer- 
vent gratitude  that  they  can  Report,  that,  during  the  past  year,  they 
have  been  able  to  support,  in  whole  or  in  part,  in  their  ministerial 
preparation,  seventy  young  men  looking  forward  to  the  Holy  Ministry 
of  our  Church ;  viz.,  forty  in  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  twenty- 
eight  in  the  various  Church  Colleges,  including  our  last  valuable  addi- 
tion to  that  number,  viz.,  St.  Stephen's  College,  Annandale,  the  official 
Report  from  which  Institution  has  been  made  to  the  Convention, 
it  being  the  only  Incorporated  College  in  1  he  State  thus  united  to  the 
Diocese ;  the  balance  of  the  scholars  ait-led  by  the  Society  being  for  the 
present  in  preparatory  Schools. 

In  justice  to  itself;  as  a  zealous  and  liberal  contributor  to  Ministerial 
Education  in  the  Church  at  large,  and  as  an  appealing  motive  to 
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Churches  and  Ohnrchmen  for  contribution  to  the  Funds,  the  Society 
would  now  further  report — 

That  it  has  contributed  $1,000,  for  the  coming  year,  to  aid  the  ex- 
hausted funds,  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary  in  its  all-important 
duties;  also  an  equal  amount  to  secure  the  large  Fund  conditionally 
left  for  the  foundation  of  the  Bishop  Hobart  Professorship  in  Hobart 
College,  Geneva;  besides  repeated  large  appropriations  for  the  supply 
of  the  poorer  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  with  Bibles,  Prayer-Books  and 
Sunday-school  Instruction. 

The  Society  would  further  add,  that  the  necessity  of  the  times  has 
largely  increased  the  demands  upon  their  Church  Treasury;  a  fact 
which  calls  for  a  proportional  increase  in  the  zeal  and  liberality  of  the 
contributions  of  the  Church,  to  support  them  in  the  well-organized 
charity  in  which  they  are  engaged,  in  furtherance  of  the  views  of  the 
Convention. 

A  summary  of  the  amounts  expended  by  the  Society  during  tlie  past 
year,  for  the  aid  and  advancement  of  Ministerial  and  Church  Educa- 
tion is  herewith  annexed.

Rbspbcting  the  Death  of  the  Right  Rev.  Benjamin  T.  Ondbr- 

DONK,  D.  D.,  LATE  BiSHOP  OF  THE  SaME. 
To  THE  CoXVEXnON  OF  THE  DiOCESE  OF  NeW  YoRK  : 

This  certifies,  That  on  this  third  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1861,  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York  have  made  in 
the  Minutes  of  their  Proceedings  the  following  Record,  and  order- 
ed a  copy  of  the  same  to  be  laid  before  next  Convention  of  the 
Diocese,  viz. : 

"  Whereas  on  Tuesday,  the  thirtieth  day  of  April,  ultimo, 
it  pleased  Almighty  God  in  Ilis  wise  Providence  to  take 
from  this  scene  of  earthly  trial  the  canonical  Head  of  the 
Diocese,  the  Right  Reverend  Benjamin  Tredwell  Onderdonk, 
D.  D.,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Committee  to 
enter  on  their  Minutes  an  appropriate  Record  of  the  same. 
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"  Therefore  it  is  Besolved,  That  such  entry  now  be  made, 
with  the  following  expression  of  their  feelings  : 

"Long  withdrawn  from  his  official  duties  under  a  judicial 
sentence,  believed  by  many  to  be  of  doubtful  validity,  that 
of  indefinite  suspension,  Bishop  Onderdonk  has  been  known 
to  the  Church  for  the  period  of  more  than  sixteen  years, 
only  through  the  medium  of  private  intercourse,  in  the 
bosom  of  his  family,  and  in  the  deep  retirement  of  an  hum- 
ble and  saddened  spirit  By  nature  full  of  affection,  kind- 
ness, and  courtesy — graces,  which  failed  him  not  through 
all  his  trials — he  had  yet  to  learn  in  the  hard  school  of  ad 
versity  the  still  higher  virtues  of  forgiveness,  patience,  sub- 
mission and  resignation ;  seeking,  in  the  shades  of  retire- 
ment and  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties,  that  yet  re- 
mained to  him  as  a  man  and  a  Christian,  that  peace  of  mind 
which  the  world  cannot  give;  closing,  as  he  has  now  done, 
a  long  and  checquered  life  in  the  comfort  and  support  of  an 
humble,  penitent  and  thankful  faith. 

''  The  Standing  Committee  would  further  record,  that, 
during  their  long  official  intercourse  with  Bisliop  Onder- 
donk in  his  active  Episcopate,  through  a  period  of  more 
than  fourteen  years,  they  ever  found  him  the  courteous  gen- 
tleman, the  learned  canonist,  the  judicious  counsellor,  and 
the  firm  untiring  administrator  of  the  concerns  of  this  great 
Diocese,  which,  for  more  than  seven  years  of  his  Episcopate, 
comprehended  the  whole  State  of  New  York. 

"  Under  these  convictions  and  feelings  this  entry  is  now 
made ;  and  a  copy  of  the  same  is  directed  to  be  sent  to  his 
bereaved  family  with  the  deep  sympathies  of  this  Commit- 
tee. 

*'  It  is  also  ordered  that  a  copy  of  this  Record  be  laid  be- 
fore the  next  Convention  of  the  Diocese."

THE  BISHOP  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  op  the  Laity  : — 

After  a  year  of  strange  and  trying  vicissitude,  we  are  once 
more  assembled  together  in  our  annual  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion. It  is  a  moment  of  peculiar  solemnity.  In  the  world 
without  arc  darkness  and  storms.  And  it  is  cause  of  most 
devout  thankfulness  to  Almighty  God,  that  in  the  sanctu- 
ary of  the  Church  we  have  health  and  peace  and  prosperi- 
ty. In  this  contrast  between  the  serenity  and  vigor  of  the 
life  within  the  Church,  and  the  turbulence  and  disaster  that 
reign  without  in  the 'secular  world,  there  is  something  very 
impressive.  It  is  not  unlike  that  touching  contrast,  which 
has  been  so  often  noticed  by  thoughtful  minds  between  the 
peaceful  scenes  of  nature  and  the  tumults  of  human  sin, 
violence  and  son-ow ;  between  the  unchanging  beauties  of 
the  fields,  the  woods,  the  river,  the  lake,  ever  renewing 
their  freshness  and  the  fading  transitory  character  of  human 
life ;  individuals,  families,  and  even  States,  appearing  for  a 
little  time  and  then  vanishing  away,  while  the  material 
scenes  amid  which  the  changes  have  taken  place,  remain 
essentially  the  same,  from  age  to  age. 
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During  tlie  past  Summer,  as  I  have  been  moving  on  my 
way  through  the  remote  rural  portions  of  tlie  diocese,  con- 
templating with  ever  new  delight  the  green  fields,  the 
waving  forests,  the  luxuriant  ripening  har\^ests,  the  flocks 
upon  a  thousand  hills,  the  peaceful  cheerful  labors  of  the 
husbandman,  I  have  been  ready  to  ask  mj'self  with  a  feel- 
ing of  wonder, — Is  it  possible  that  this  is  a  country  in  the 
midst  of  war?  Nature  is  as  blooming,  as  luxuriant,  as 
tranquil,  as  when  men  are  unmoved  by  passion  and  at  peace 
with  each  other !  The  goodness  of  (lod  is  over  all  His  works ; 
and  that  goodness  appears  only  the  more  conspicuous  and 
the  more  admirable,  as  it  stands  contrasted  with  the  violence 
of  man — as  it  continues  from  day  to  day  to  cause  its  blessings 
to  descend  from  the  heavens  above,  and  to  spring  forth  from 
the  earth,  in  spite  of  all  that  human  pcrverseness  can  do ; 
and  the  contrast  ])ctween  the  Church  and  the  world  is  equally 
impressive.  During  the  past  six  months  it  has  been  a  beau- 
tiful and  affecting  thing  to  see  the  inwanl  life  of  the  Church 
as  steady  and  vigorous  as  ever;  her  parochial  instruction, 
her  diligence  and  success  in  carrying  on  her  children  to 
higher  privileges,  her  unconscious  power  of  winning  stran- 
gers to  her  fold,  fully  equal  to  any  thing  that  was  seen  in 
her  when  she  was  surrounded  by  worldly  peace  and  pros- 
perity. I  confess  I  had  apprehended  that  this  year  would 
exhibit  a  very  different  result.  Events  were  so  calculated  to 
agitate  and  distract  the  public  mind  :  there  was  so  much 
to  keep  the  eyes  of  all  turned  toward  the  external  world, 
to  watcli  for  impending  developments,  that  I  feared  it  would 
be  quite  impossible  for  the  Pastors  of  the  Church  to  se- 
cure the  attention  needful  for  the  general  success  of  their 
labors. 

Thanks  to  Him  Who  giveth  gi-aee  and  peace  in  the  midst 
of  tribulation  :  His  ])lessing  has  rested  upon  botli  Ministers 
and  People.  I  never  knew  a  period  when  it  seemed  to  mc 
that  the  Clergy  were  more  earnest  in  devoting  themselves 
each  one  in  his  own  accustomed  place  and  way,  to  the  spir- 
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itual  welfare  of  their  flocks ;  and  the  returns  of  the  year 
will  show  that  their  zeal  has  been  met  in  a  corresponding 
spirit  by  the  People,  and  that  they  have  not  labored  in 
vain.  No  doubt  the  missionary  operations  and  other  char- 
ities of  the  Church  have  been,  and  are  seriously  embarrassed 
by  the  peculiar  difficulties  of  the  times ;  but,  in  every  other 
respect,  the  life  of  the  Church  in  this  diocese  seems  to  me 
to  be  as  vigorous  and  healthy — I  had  almost  said  as  imdis- 
turbed — ^as  I  have  ever  known  it 

May  I  not  be  pardoned  for  adding  the  expression  of  my 
opinion,  that  this  tranquillity  and  spiritual  profiting  within 
the  Church  has  been  due  in  large  measure  to  the  faithfulness 
and  discretion  of  the  Clergy  in  devoting  themselves  almost 
exclusively  to  their  own  peculiar  duties  as  Spiritual  Pastors, 
with  few  references,  and  those  only  the  most  remote  and 
general,  to  the  peculiar  trials  of  the  country.  They  have  not 
carried  into  the  sacred  desk  exciting  temporal  questions, 
which  are  more  appropriately  treated  elsewhere.  With  no 
lack  of  interest  in  passing  events,  with  no  cold  indifference 
to  the  safety  and  honor  of  their  country,  they  have  yet 
considered  that  in  the  House  of  God,  and  before  His  Altar, 
their  duty  was  with  things,  spiritual^  with  things  that  bear 
most  directly  upon  the  souls*  eternal  health  and  peace ;  and 
that  in  regard  to  all  else  their  sacred  function  was  restricted 
to  prayer,  and  to  references  only  the  most  general,  if  any,  to 
the  public  duties  of  the  citizen.  And  so  the  House  of  God 
continued  to  be  an  holy  place^  a  sanctuary  from  the  passions 
of  the  world,  and  from  the  distracting  thoughts  of  the  week ; 
and  the  Minister  of  Ood  a  holy  perso7i^  unspotted  from  the 
world,  undisturbed  by  the  noise  of  political  strife,  serene 
and  heavenly  in  the  elevation  of  his  spirit,  and  therefore 
able  to  lead  his  people,  when  they  came  into  the  calm  still 
dwelling  place  of  the  Most  High, — able  to  lead  his  people 
up  to  the  Throne  of  grace,  and  up  to  the  gates  of  the  heav- 
enly city! 

What  a  blessing,  that,  in  the  midst  of  this  distracted  world. 
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there  is  one  city  of  refuge  to  which  we  can  flee  for  peace  and 
heavenly  rest, — one  sanctuary  of  devotion  where  we  can 
^ve  ourselves  up  to  prayer  and  praise,  and  dwell  amid 
divine  things  as  in  a  paradise,  secure  that  no  evil  worldly 
sound  can  jar  upon  the  ear,  no  misshapen  form  of  sin  can 
shock  the  sight  1 

God,  most  merciful,  grant  that  our  holy  things  may  be 
kept  holy,  so  that  in  the  sanctuary  no  disturbing  thoughts, 
no  profane,  no  merely  temporal  objects  may  be  permitted 
to  come  between  our  souls  and  the  unsearchable  riches  of 
Christ's  truth,  grace  and  salvation. 

And  in  conformity  to  this  prayer,  and  to  these  thoughts, 
may  I  be  permitted  to  express  the  hope  that  this  Convention 
will  occupy  itself  exclusively  with  the  consideration  of  those 
strictly  ecclesiastical  matters  that  especially  belong  to  it 
It  has  its  own  peculiar  duties  prescribed  by  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  and  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion; duties,  to  which  what  may  be  called  the  common  law 
of  the  Church,  and  all  its  antecedents,  and  indeed  all  the 
lessons  of  the  past,  admonish  us  to  confine  ourselves  rigidly 
and  inflexibly.  In  our  capacity  as  citizens  we  may  have 
elsewhere  important  duties  to  discharge  in  relation  to 
political  interests — the  interests  of  the  country.  Here  our 
concem  is  with  the  interests  of  the  Church,  and  with  the 
interests  of  the  Church  in  this  diocese — except  as  we  have  to 
contribute  to  the  organization  of  the  General  Convention, 
and  to  pass  upon  certain  questions  when  they  are  sent 
down  to  us  by  that  body.  Any  attempt  to  introduce  in 
this  body,  at  this  time,  questions  connected  with  the  politi- 
cal condition  of  the  country,  or  speculative  propositions  in 
regard  to  the  rights  and  duties  of  dioceses,  would  be, 
it  seems  to  me,  at  once  irregular  and  injurious.  It  would 
be  contrary  to  all  our  antecedents.  And  in  reference  to 
the  relation  of  dioceses  to  the  Church  in  these  United 
States,  it  would  be  to  anticipate  questions,  which,  if  they 
can  ever  arise,  belong  to  the  General  Convention,  and  not 
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to  this  body — at  least  in  the  first  instance;  In  the  discus- 
sion of  matters  which  are  beyond  our  power,  and  aside 
from  our  proper  business,  there  is  little  dignity,  and  leas 
utility.  Without  presuming  to  judge  for  other  Bishops,  or 
other  Conventions,  it  seems  to  me  wiser  for  us  to  await 
the  issue  of  events,  and  to  avoid  borrowing  trouble  un- 
necessarily from  questions,  which  Divine  Providence  may 
dispose  of  without  our  intervention  here,  and  which,  if  they 
must  be  considered  hereafter,  are  more  appropriate  to  an- 
other place. 

But  to  return :  I  have  said  that  the  Statistics  of  the 
Diocese  for  the  year  afford  abundant  evidence  that  what- 
ever may  have  been  the  troubles  without,  yet  within  the 
Church  there  has  been  vigorous  life  and  growth.  My  own 
labors,  during  the  past  year,  have  been  prosecuted  more, 
continuously  and  more  actively  than  in  any  previous  year 
of  my  Episcopate.  Two  hundred  and  sixty-six  services 
have  been  attended,  exclusive  of  several  of  which  no  record 
has  been  kept  There  have  been  205  public  confirmations, 
besides  many  in  private.  I  have  preached  218  times ;  and 
in  many  instances,  in  which  there  was  no  sermon,  I  have 
addressed  the  candidates  somewhat  at  lengtL  The  whole 
number  of  persons  confirmed  in  the  Diocese  since  the  last 
Convention  is  8,842.  This  is  by  several  hundreds  the 
largest  number  ever  confirmed  in  one  year  in  this  Diocese, 
except  the  very  remarkable  and  exceptional  year,  1857-8, 
when  the  number  of  persons  confirmed  was  8,900,  wanting 
threa 

To  report  the  sum  total  of  the  number  of  persons  con- 
firmed during  the  past  year  is  a  thing  easily  dona  It  re- 
quires but  few  words.  But  how  few,  that  hear  the  general 
statement,  will  be  able  to  form  any  thing  like  an  adequate 
conception  of  the  parochial  labor  and  anxiety  which  at- 
tended, in  almost  every  case,  the  preparations  for  confirma- 
tion I  How  few  of  the  laity,  kind  and  thoughtful  as  they 
may  be,  will  be  able  to  do  justice  to  the  painstaking  efforts 
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of  the  Clergy.  At  all  times  the  great  majority  of  them  are 
laborious  and  earnest.  But  the  season  of  preparation  for 
Confirmation  is  generally  one  of  unusual  activity  and  of 
intense  solicitude.  The  Pastor  is  thinking  of  every  one  of 
his  flock  who  has  not  yet  addressed  himself  fully  to  his  re- 
ligious duties.  He  intercedes  for  them  in  privata  He  vis- 
its from  house  to  house.  He  spends  whole  days  in  going  from 
one  to  another,  endeavoring  to  move  the  passive,  to  encour- 
age the  timid,  to  strengthen  the  weak,  to  convince  gainsayers, 
to  correct  erroneous  views,  to  remove  groundless  scruples. 
He  lectures  and  preaches  with  more  than  ordinary  care  and 
labor.  He  becomes  deeply  and  tenderly  interested  in  the 
spiritual  welfare  of  certain  members  of  his  charge,  who  are 
hesitating  about  moving  forward  to  religious  duty  in  the 
holy  rite  of  Confirmation.  Perhaps  he  has  known  them  for 
years.  Perhaps  they  are  personal  friends,  and  have  been 
kind  to  him.  He  longs  to  see  them  devoted  to  Christian 
duty,  and  compassed  about  with  Christian  blessings.  From 
day  to  day  he  hangs  upon  their  decision,  as  if  it  were  a  mat- 
ter of  life  and  death, — as  indeed  it  often  is.  Neither  to  them 
nor  to  any  one  else  does  he  half  express  the  greatness  of  the 
concern  which  he  feels  about  them. 

At  length  the  day  of  Confirmation  is  at  hand.  The  season 
of  preparation  is  closing.  Of  iDstructions  and  admonitions 
and  encouragements  and  pereuasions,  there  is  an  end.  There 
is  an  end,  too,  for  the  most  part  of  suspense.  They,  who 
were  so  anxiously  and  lovingly  called,  liave  made  their 
decision.  The  names  of  the  prepared  are  given  in,  and  the 
Bishop  arrives.  He  finds  the  Pastor  always  kind  and  hearty 
in  liis  welcome ;  sometimes  full  of  joy  and  thankfulness  for 
the  rich  blessing  that  has  crowned  liis  ministry,  sometimes 
weary  with  labor,  and  not  a  little  saddened  by  disappoint- 
ment More  than  one  Pastor  I  liave  seen  temporarily  bro- 
ken down  in  health  by  these  labors  and  anxieties.  Arriv- 
ing, as  the  Bishop  does,  at  such  a  moment,  when  the  Pastor 
is  fresh  from  these  special  efibrts,  full  of  interest  about  the 
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members  of  his  flock,  nothing  is  more  natural,  than  that  they 
should  commune  together  concerning  what  has  been  passing 
in  the  Parish,  and  concerning  the  duties,  the  trials,  and  the 
instrumentalities  of  the  Pastoral  oflBce.  No  subjects  can  be 
more  welcome  to  the  Bishop,  or  more  sure  to  awaken  all  his 
sympathy.  Those  conferences  lay  open  to  him  day  after 
day  the  secrets  of  those  labors  and  trials  of  the  Pastoral 
oflBce,  of  which  the  world  knows  nothing,  or  only  a  very 
little,  which  lies  upon  the  surface.  And  hence  it  is,  that,  as 
I  have  said,  when  we  report  the  general  results  of  Confir- 
mations, we  do  very  little  toward  suggesting  to  the  Laity  a 
correct  idea  of  what  their  Clergy  have  been  doing.  In  pro- 
portion as  the  Laity  look  more  closely  into  these  things,  so 
as  to  estimate  them  aright,  the  Clergy  will  gain  sympathy 
and  support,  and  the  Church  will  gain  life  and  strength. 
Therefore  it  is  that  I  make  these  remarks,  magnifying,  but 
not  unduly,  I  trust,  the  office  of  my  brethren. 

I  proceed  to  complete  the  summary  of  Episcopal  Acts, 
leaving  the  full  statement  of  particulars  to  be  given  as  usual 
in  the  printed  Address.  During  the  past  year  twenty-two 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  of  this  Diocese  have  been  admit- 
ted to  the  Diaconate.  Two  Candidates  of  the  Diocese  of 
Virginia,  and  two  of  Western  New  York,  have  also  been 
ordained  by  me,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishops  of  those 
Dioceses  respectively.  Ten  Deacons  of  this  Diocese  have 
been  advanced  to  tlie  Priesthood  ;  and  one  Deacon  of  West- 
em  New  York  has  been  admitted  by  me  to  the  Order  of 
Priesthood,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  that  Diocese, 
who,  greatly  to  my  regret,  was  prevented  by  a  serious  in- 
jury from  attending  the  annual  ordination  in  Trinity  chapel. 
Eight  churches  and  chapels  have  been  consecrated.  Five 
comer-stones  have  been  laid  by  me,  besides  others  laid  by 
Presbyters  apix)inted  for  the  purj^ose.  One  Ecctor  has  been 
instituted.  Twenty-six  clergymen  have  been  transferred 
by  Letters  Dimissory  to  other  Dioceses,  and  two  have  been 
displaced  from  tlie  sacred  ministry  at  their  own  request. 
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making  tlie  loss  to  the  Diocese  twenty-eight ;  while  twentjr- 
pight  clergymen  have  been  received  in  the  Diocese  on  Let^ 
ters  Dimissory,  and  twenty -two  have  been  added  by  ordina- 
tion, making  a  gain  to  the  Diocese  of  fifty.  Deducting  the 
losses  by  removals,  depositions,  and  deaths,  there  remains  a 
diflFerence  of  fourteen  added  to  the  number  of  the  clergy  in 
this  Diocese  during  the  past  year.  In  looking  back  over 
the  severe  labors  of  the  year,  the  journeys  into  all  the  re- 
mote parts  of  the  Diocese,  amounting  in  travel  to  some 
7,000  miles,  I  cannot  adequately  express  my  deep  sense  of 
the  kindness  I  have  everywhere  received.  Every  provision 
has  been  made,  in  the  most  considerate  manner,  for  convey- 
ing me  over  those  routes  which  are  aside  from  the  great 
thoroughfares ;  and  nothing  has  been  wanting  to  promote 
my  comfort  and  facilitate  my  labors,  which  warm  hearts  and 
friendly  hands  could  supply.  In  every  part  of  the  Diocese 
there  are  valued  friends,  there  are  interesting  circles,  the 
impression  of  whose  worth  and  kindness  can  never  fade 
from  my  heart 

During  the  past  year  several  Parishes  have  been  visited, 
owing  to  peculiar  circumstances,  the  second  time  for  the  ad- 
ministration of  Confinnation.  The  few  remaining  Parishes 
desiring  confirmation  will  be  visited  soon  after  the  Conven- 
tion. Every  Parish  and  Mission  Station  in  the  Diocese 
might  have  been  been  visited  with  less  labor  and  less  travel 
than  have  been  expended  during  the  year,  and  I  may  add 
with  less  hurry  in  some  instances,  had  the  visitations  been 
systematically  arranged  with  regard  to  time  and  place.  As 
I  have  made  up  my  mind,  that  so  long  as  things  continue 
as  they  arc,  and  so  long  as  God  shall  give  me  the  health  and 
strength,  I  will  hercafl/Cr  visit  the  remote  parts  of  the  Dio- 
cese, the  North,  the  West,  and  the  East,  every  year,  I  must 
ask  the  Clergy  to  have  the  kindness  to  concur  with  me  in 
such  an  orderly  arrangement  of  my  visitations  as  will  ena- 
ble me  to  accomplish  the  most  for  the  Diocese  witli  the  least 
expenditure  of  time  and  travel.     For  mere  personal  conve- 
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nience,  except  as  my  work  is  facilitated,  I  care  littla  My 
life  belongs  to  the  Diocesa  I  have  wished  that  my  offering 
of  service  might  be  without  reserve  or  qualification,  and 
my  only  anxiety  is  that  whatever  powers  I  may  possess  may 
be  so  employed  as  to  be  most  useful  to  the  work  which  God 
has  given  me  to  do. 

In  the  course  of  the  approaching  Winter  I  shall  probably 
arrange  a  scheme  of  visitations  covering  the  whole  Diocese. 
It  may  not,  in  the  first  instance,  fix  the  precise  day  for  the 
visitation  in  each  Parish;  but  it  will  indicate  the  month, 
and  perhaps  the  part  of  the  month,  in  which  different  sec- 
tions of  the  Diocese  will  be  visited.  The  experience  of 
past  years  has  made  me  somewhat  extensively  acquainted 
with  the  preferences  of  the  Clergy  in  regard  to  the  times  of 
visitations  ii^  their  respective  Parishes,  and  I  shall  endeavor 
to  do  all  that  is  compatible  with  the  nature  of  a  general  sys- 
tem, to  meet  their  wishes. 

No  doubt  the  labor  of  making  an  annual  visitation  in 
such  a  Diocese  as  this,  in  addition  to  other  duties,  must  be 
very  great  It  may  be  doubted  whether  so  frequent  visita- 
tions are  necessary.  Prior  to  the  Episcopate  of  Bishop 
Wainwright,  they  had  been  much  less  frequent  In  the 
larger  towns  the  predecessor  of  Bishop  Wainwright  had 
been  in  the  habit  of  assembling  the  candidates  of  several 
churches  in  one,  visiting  each  Parish  only  once  in  three 
years,  but  in  the  mean  time  affording  to  the  Rectors  an  op- 
portunity of  having  candidates  confirmed  every  year,  if  they 
desired  it  But  it  cannot  be  denied  that  the  practice  in 
this  Diocese  has  been,  within  a  few  years,  rapidly  verging 
toward  annual  visitations.  My  own  course  has,  perhaps,, 
fevored  such  a  tendency.  And  something  may  have  been 
due  to  the  practice  of  smaller  Dioceses,  which,  being  numer- 
ous, have  helped  to  establish  a  general  measure  for  the 
Church  at  large  in  this  country. 

This  general  tendency  toward  more  frequent  visitations  I 
have  nev^r  been  inclined,  and  am  not  now  inclined  to  dis- 
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courage.  For  a  few  years  longer  I  may  hope  to  bear  the 
pressure  which  annual  visitations,  duly  arranged,  would  im- 
pose upon  me.  But  the  time  must  soon  arrive  when  I  shall 
need  assistance,  or  when  the  visitations  in  certain  portions 
of  the  Diocese  must  be  a  little  less  frequent,  or  when  the 
Diocese  must  be  divided.  These  considerations  have  often 
turned  my  thoughts  toward  the  question  of  dividing  the 
Piocese.  I  confess,  I  can  never  contemplate  the  measure 
without  a  feeling  of  extreme  solicitude  in  regard  to  the  in- 
terests of  the  Church  in  Northern  New  York  All  that  I 
said  in  1859  of  the  insufficiency  of  means  in  that  section  to 
provide  for  existing  and  prospective  needs,  is  true  and  more 
than  true  now.  Unhappily,  there  is  less  pecuniary  ability 
in  the  Church  in  Northern  New  York  at  this  moment  than 
there  was  five  years  ago.  Good  has  been  done.  The  Church 
has  in  some  respects  advanced.  But  ever  since  the  reverses 
of  1857  there  has  been  in  certain  portions  of  the  North  a 
gradual,  but  visible,  decline  of  pecuniary  ability.  Even  in 
prosperous  times  the  North  requires  for  the  support  of  its 
existing  missions  very  much  more  than  it  contributes,  al- 
though the  efibrts  of  the  clergy  in  that  section  to  obtain 
special  contributions  for  those  purposes  have  been  peculiarly 
strenuous  and  persevering.  As  I  remarked  in  1859,  *'  We 
have  whole  counties  with  only  a  Missionary  Station  in  each, 
and  not  a  single  self-supporting  Parish!"  " Several  of  the 
counties,  now  referred  to,  have  rather  diminished  in  popu- 
lation within  the  Last  thirty  years  than  increased."  "The 
people  are  to  a  large  extent  fixed  in  their  religious  character 
and  position."  And,  as  I  said  then,  "  to  take  a  section  of 
country,  in  which  a  large  majority  of  the  points  at  which 
services  are  held  are  Mission  Stations,  many  of  them 
likely  to  continue  so  for  an  indefinite  period,  requiring 
much  aid  to  maintain  them,  and  in  which  a  large  majority 
of  such  Parishes  as  are  self-supporting  are  barely  so,  hav- 
ing little  to  spare  for  the  assistance  of  others,  with  only 
six  or  eight  parishes  of  any  considerable  strength ;  I  say  to 
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take  such  a  section  of  country,  not  likely  to  increase  much 
for  some  time  to  come,  in  wealth,  or  in  population,  and  cut 
it  off  from  the  main  body,  from  which  it  derives  a  very 
large  portion  of  its  support,  for  the  sake  of  making  it  a 
separate  Diocese, — certain  to  be  a  very  needy  and  feeble 
one, — that  is  a. measure,  which,  in  my  judgment,  would  be 
a  poor  boon  to  the  section  of  country  in  question,  and  little 
creditable  to  the  Church  at  large."  In  efforts  to  advance 
the  interests  of  the  Church  in  Northern  New  York  there 
has  been  no  lack  of  enterprise  and  energy  within  the  last 
few  years.  In  those  efforts  I  have  myself  for  a  long  time 
taken  an  active  part  I  know  every  inch  of  the  ground ; 
and  I  know  that  the  result  of  those  efforts  has  been,  not  to 
make  the  Church  in  that  section  more  independent,  but  to 
multiply  the  number  of  its  feeble  stations,  and  to  increase 
its  claims  upon  the  sympathy  and  support  of  the  other  por- 
tions of  the  Diocese.  No  doubt  the  area  of  Northern  New 
York  is  large,  but  I  suppose  many  persons  will  concur  in 
the  sentiment  of  a  clergyman  of  that  section,  who,  speaking 
for  some  of  his  brethren,  said  in  opposition  to  division, 
"We  hold  that  a  Diocese  consists  of  souls,  and  not  of  square 
miles."  No  part  of  the  Diocese  has  nobler  souls  than  that ; 
but  he  meant  to  say,  that  it  is  useless  to  allege  the  extent  of 
the  field,  when  so  large  a  portion  of  it  is  unoccupied,  and 
incapable  of  being  occupied,  and  when  the  means  it  possesses 
are  so  inadequate  to  the  work  now  being  done  in  it 

On  the  whole,  then,  while  I  would  be  forward  to  maintain 
that  the  work  of  a  Diocese,  the  real,  legitimate  Episcopal 
work  of  a  Diocese,  ought  always  to  be  brought  within  the 
ability  of  the  Bishop  to  do  it,  and  while  I  am  very  conscious 
^that  in  this  Diocese  we  are  verging  toward  a  condition  of 
things  thstt  will  before  long  necessitate  some  measure  for  the 
relief  of  the  Bishop,  by  division,  or  otherwise,  I  am  yet 
constrained  to  say,  that,  after  careful  consideration,  my  opin- 
ion in  opposition  to  the  policy  of  dividing  into  very  small 
Dioceses,  and  my  judgment  of  what  is  wise  for  Northern 
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New  York,  especially  in  the  present  condition  of  the  coun- 
try, remain  unchanged.  Had  I  seen  small  Dioceses  in  the 
Episcopal  Church  of  Scotland,  and  in  this  country,  pre-emi- 
nently distinguished  for  life  and  growth,  I  might  perhaps 
have  thought  differently.  But  I  have  not  observed  that  the 
ability  and  zeal  of  their  Bishops,  ^reat  as  they  confessedly 
are,  have  been  able  to  make  the  law  of  life  and  growth  in 
their  Dioceses  very  different  from  what  it  is  in  larger  Dio- 
ceses. 

Let  me  not  however  be  misunderstood.  Very  small  Dio- 
ceses may  be  deemed  undesirable,  and  yet  it  may  be  found 
expedient  before  long  to  seek  some  relief  for  the  Bishop  of 
this  Diocese,  or,  if  you  please,  more  Episcopal  labor  for  its 
supervision.  To  refuse  my  canonical  consent  to  a  proposal 
to  divide  this  Diocese,  unless  the  proposed  division  should 
take  some  objectionable  shape,  which  I  cannot  anticipate, 
would  be  contrary  to  all  my  ways  of  thinking  and  acting. 
It  was  well  known  to  many  of  my  friends  in  1859,  that  I 
had  no  such  intention.  All  I  wished  to  do  then,  all  I  wish  to 
do  now,  or  at  any  time,  in  any  such  case,  is  to  state  general 
views  fairly  and  fully,  and  then  leave  the  whole  matter  to 
take  its  course ;  except  as  my  duty  must  compel  me  to  take 
the  responsibility  of  passing  upon  ultimate  arrangements. 
I  cannot  remember,  that,  on  this  question,  I  have  sought,  in 
a  single  instance,  in  private,  to  influence  the  opinions  or  the 
action  of  any  member  of  the  Diocese. 

But  in  this  matter  I  wish  to  set  bounds  still  more  decid- 
edly, to  my  responsibilities,  and  indeed  I  wish  to  afford  the 
fullest  opportunity  for  discussion  and  action.  And  there- 
fore I  now  beg  to  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  large 
Committee,  say  as  many  as  thirteen,  including  clergymen 
and  laymen  from  different  portions  of  the  Diocese,  who  may 
consider  the  whole  subject  carefully  and  report  to  the  next 
Convention,  so  that  the  action  of  that  Convention,  should  it 
be  deemed  expedient  to  proceed  at  once  to  a  division  of  the 
Diocese,  or  to  any  other  measure  of  relief,  may  be  submit- 
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ted  to  the  General  Convention,  wliich  assembles  thereafter, 
for  its  approval 

I  will  only  say,  now,  that  if  snch  Committee  shall  be  ap- 
pointed, it  will  give  me  pleasure  to  afford  them  every  facili- 
ty in  my  power,  and  that  if  a  division  of  the  Diocese,  or 
any  other  measure  of  relief,  shall  be  desired,  and  shall  be 
properly  proposed,  with  a  due  regard  to  the  character  and 
dignity  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  and  to  all  the  interests 
concerned,  my  cordial  assent  will  not  be  wanting. 

To  be  separated  from  official  connection  with  those  remote 
parts  of  the  Diocese,  where  I  have  received  so  much  kind- 
ness, and  where  I  have  formed  so  many  valued  friendships, 
to  be  deprived  of  the  privilege  of  going  among  the  people 
of  those  sections  in  the  exercise  of  my  ministry  and  in  the 
endearing  private  intercourse  that  accompanies  it,  will  be  to 
me  one  of  the  most  painful  trials  of  my  life.  But  should 
such  be  the  order  of  Providence,  it  would  be  but  reasonable 
and  a  small  thing  to  require  of  an  official  person,  that  the 
dictates:  of  private  feeling  should  be  made  to  give  way  to 
considerations  of  public  duty. 

In  looking  at  the  general  condition  of  the  Diocese,  with  a 
view  to  discover  those  present  needs  which  are  most  urgent, 
one  great  deficiency  is  everywhere  apparent  We  wish  to 
promote  the  growth  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese.  We 
wish  to  see  her  ministrations  rendered  more  extensively 
useful.  We  desire  to  see,  not  only  new  Parishes  organized 
and  new  churches  erected,  where  it  is  probable  that  those 
Parishes  will  speedily  become  self-supporting,  but  the  ser- 
vices of  the  Church  maintained  in  districts  where  they  are 
urgently  needed,  whether  self-supporting  Parishes  can  be 
raised  up  in  those  districts  or  not  As  we  send  our  Mission- 
aries to  foreign  countries,  and  as  we  establish  Missions  in 
our  cities,  without  requiring,  in  the  one  case,  or  in  the  other, 
•that  the  Missions  shall  become  self-supporting ;  so  we  deem 
it.  not  unreasonable  to  extend  the  ministrations  of  the 
Church  into  districts,  where  they  are  needed,  where  there 
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are  dispersed  children  of  our  own  household,  where  there 
are  sheep  scattered  without  a  shepherd,  and  to  sustain  those 
ministrations,  even  though  the  pecuniary  means  of  the  peo- 
ple should  aflford  no  promise,  in  many  cases,  of  their  ever 
being  able  to  enjoy  their  spiritual  privileges  without  our 
aid.  Now  in  this  work  of  extending  the  ministrations  of 
the  Church,  there  has  been,  in  this  Diocese,  much  activity. 
The  Clergy,  for  their  part,  have  been  zealous  and  enterpris- 
ing, and  Episcopal  oversight  and  encouragement  have  not 
been  wanting.  We  have  erected  some  churches,  and  organ- 
ized some  Parishes,  which  are  or  soon  will  be,  self-support- 
ing. But  we  have  also  established  some  Mission  stations, 
which  will  not  be  so  for  a  long  time  to  come,  if  ever. 
Many  of  them  are  in  Northern  New  York.  Now  what  is 
needed  to  sustain  this  work  of  the  Church,  and  to  extend 
it,  whenever  a  new  opening  is  presented,  whenever  a  new 
cry  for  spiritual  help  reaches  our  ears?  The  Clergy  of 
Northern  New  York  may  be  zealous.  The  Bishop  may  be 
ready  to  show  himself  wherever  his  presence  is  required. 
The  Missionary  may  be  faithful ;  but  he  will  faint,  and  be 
weary,  and  soon  obliged  to  withdraw  from  the  field,  unless 
fie  is  supjyorted.  Support^  pecuniary  support  for  Missionaries^ 
for  the  Missionaries  of  the  Diocese^  is  whcU  is  urgently  needed,  if 
the  Church  is  to  do  her  work  more  efficiently,  and  increase 
her  usefulness.  Nay,  support,  speedy  and  effectual,  is  need- 
ed, if  the  work  already  doing  and  done  is  not  to  fall  to  the 
ground  and  perish.  We  may  change  our  machinery.  We 
may  shift  the  burden  from  the  one  shoulder  to  the  other. 
We  may  speculate  and  debate ;  but  the  one  urgent,  indis- 
pensable need  will  forever  return,  and  present  itself — the 
need  of  pecuniary  support. 

If  you  wish  to  carry  the  Gospel  to  distant  nations,  you 
must  furnish  the  money.  If  you  desire  to  open  sanctuaries 
for  the  destitute  in  this  great  city,  you  must  contribute  the 
money.  And  if  you  demand  that  the  Church  shall  minis- 
ter to  her  destitute  children,  and  seek  the  lost  sheep  that  are 
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straying  on  the  mountains  within  your  own  Diocese,  you 
must  give  your  Missionaries  bread,  while  they  labor  to  carry 
out  your  just  Christian  purposes.  If  they  buy  bread  for 
tliemselves  and  children  while  doing  your  work  and  rely- 
ing on  your  virtual  promises,  you  must  enable  them  to  pay 
for  that  bread,  and  not  put  them  to  the  shame  of  being  oblig- 
ed to  hide  themselves  from  their  debts,  or  to  refuse  payment 
when  payment  may  be  important  to  the  creditor.  And  if 
you  hea.r,  that  in  one  and  another  Missionary  station,  there 
are  a  few  people  having  some  property,  you  must  not  over- 
estimate their  ability,  nor  seek  to  throw  wholly  upon  them 
burdens  which  they  are  quite  incapable  of  sustaining.  Nay, 
if  you  think  you  have  satisfied  yourselves  that  in  some  few 
instances  there  arc  abuses,  that  certain  stations  receive  aid 
who  do  not  really  require  it,  yet  do  not  allow  a  trifling  abuse 
to  make  you  insensible  or  indifferent  to  a  great  usa  Lend 
your  efforts  to  correct  the  abuse,  if  possible.  But  whether  it 
be  possible  or  not  possible  to  nu^ke  the  work  of  human  agents 
perfect^  do  not  forget  that  the  work  is  a  Christian  work,  that  it 
is  to  give  the  blessings  which  you  prize  to  those  who  cannot 
have  them  without  your  aid  ;  and  do  not  for  one  fault  look 
coldly  upon  a  cause  which  is  the  cause  of  the  Church,  the 
cause  of  Christ  Who  would  abandon  the  cause  of  his 
country  in  a  day  of  great  need  and  peril,  because  some  of 
her  money  was  misspent,  or  because  there  was  room  for  such 
a  suspicion  ?  And  if  such  patriotism  would  be  held  to  be 
worthless,  is  that  Christian  zeal  less  obnoxious  to  suspicion, 
which  will  neither  support  a  good  cause  in  spite  of  imper- 
fections, nor  lend  its  aid  to  remove  those  imperfections  ? 

And  now  what  is  the  condition  of  the  Missions  of  this 
Diocese?  Appeals  in  their  behalf  from  the  Bishop  have  not 
been  wanting  during  the  year.  Of  course  the  past  year  has 
been  one  of  severe  pecuniary  losses.  Many  have  been  im- 
poverished. The  resources  of  nearly  all  have  been  impair- 
ed. Nevertheless,  thousands  and  tens  of  thousands  have 
been  freely  offered  by  the  Christian  people  of  this  Diocese 
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for  the  support  of  an  imperilled  country.  The  sons  huve 
taken  their  lives  in  their  handa  The  daughters  have  worked 
day  and  night  to  minister  to  the  necessities  of  the  side 
and  the  wounded,  and  to  the  sorer  necessities  of  bereaved 
widows  and  orphans.  No  one  can  be  so  cold  as  to  think  of 
disparaging  their  zeal.  These  things  ought  they  to  have 
done,  and  not  to  leave  the  other  undone.  To-day  the  Mis- 
sionary Ti'easury  of  the  Diocese  is  in  debt  to  our  futhiul 
laborers  to  the  amount  of  at  least  four  thousand  dollars. 

And  this  implies  disappointment,  and  mortifying  embar- 
rassments, if  not  distressing  want,  in  the  case  of  almost 
every  Missionary  of  the  Diocese.  K  a  speedy  remedy  be 
not  applied,  it  implies  moreover  grievous  losses  and  himoili- 
ations  to  the  Church  in  all  her  Mission  Parishes  and  sta- 
tions ;  and  to  the  thousands  of  hearts,  who  through  such 
wide  districts  have  looked  to  the  ministrations  of  the 
Church  for  light  and  comfort  and  guidance,  for  the  baptism 
of  children,  for  the  instruction  of  the  young,  for  the  visitar 
tion  of  the  sick,  for  the  burial  of  the  dead ;  in  their  case,  I 
say  it  implies  the  loss  of  that  which  had  been  to  them  the 
chief  blessing  and  hope  of  their  lives. 

0  my  Brethren!  Forgive  the  Christian  Bishop  who 
mourns  over  the  trials  of  his  flock  !  who  weeps  with  those 
that  weep,  and  who  becomes  sometimes  a  little  impatient, 
when  he  sees  good  men  and  Christian  men  so  hard  to  be  in- 
terested in  that  which  so  nearly  concerns  them.  How  is  it 
that  we  are  so  apathetic  in  regard  to  the  souls  that  stand  at 
our  own  door.  God  forbid  that  I  should  withhold  my  sym- 
pathy from  any  Christian  work,  because  I  feel  deeply  inter- 
ested in  the  present  urgent  claims  of  work  of  my  own- 
But  is  the  soul  of  a  Chinese,  or  of  an  African,  so  much 
more  valuable  than  the  soul  of  one  of  our  own  people,  liv- 
ing in  our  own  borders,  and  having  no  spiritual  hope  but  in 
and  through  our  ministry,  that  we  should  be  so  bountiful 
to  the  distant,  and  so  sparing  of  our  crumbs  to  the  fiimish- 
ing  at  our  own  gate  ? 
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Thei'e  is  money  enough,  if  we  had  but  the  heart  to  give 
it ;  or  if  we  would  but  turn  our  thoughts  to  the  real  claims 
of  the  work  I  Were  we  to  spend  $10,000  annually  upon 
the  Missions  of  the  Diocese,  it  would  be  very  much  less  than 
an  average  of  50  cents  for  each  communicant  But  we 
spend  not  near  so  much.  I  believe  an  average  of  25  cents 
for  each  communicant  would  fill  our  treasury,  and  infuse 
life  and  hope  into  every  part  of  our  diocese.  And  if  some 
are  poor  and  have  not  even  the  mite,  and  if  others  are  cold 
and  forgetful,  with  no  heart  for  the  service  of  Christ,  why 
should  Christian  men  who  have  wealth — or  who  have  at 
least  something  to  spare — why  should  they  not  gladly  em- 
brace the  privilege  of  paying  for  those  who  cannot  or  will 
not  pay  for  themselves? 

We  have  now  a  double  duty  to  discharge.  In  the  first 
place  we  ought  to  do  our  duty  toward  those'  who  have  done 
their  duty  toward  us !  We  ought  to  pay  the  Missionaries 
what  we  owe  them,  and  what  they  and  their  characters,  and 
their  work,  are  suffering  for  the  want  of.  And  in  the  sec- 
ond place,  we  ought  to  initiate  a  system — if  such  a  thing  be 
possible — which  will  secure  us  against  these  annual  defioit& 
I  would  again  recommend  what  I  have  recommended  be- 
fore : — ^Let  subscription  books  be  prepared,  and  let  the  more 
fevored  portion  of  the  laity  of  the  diocese  be  invited  to 
enter  their  names  for  annual  contributions,  to  be  continued 
from  year  to  year,  until  they  shall  signify  their  wish  to  alter 
or  withdraw  them.  The  books  being  presented  to  the  con- 
tributors at  the  beginning  of  each  new  year,  most  of  the 
subscriptions  would  be  continued  as  a  matter  of  course; 
and  as  death  or  change  of  circumstances  would  occasion 
some  loss  every  year,  pains  should  be  taken  to  make  up 
these  losses  by  obtaining  new  subscribers.  The  character 
of  the  subscribers,  and  the  importance  of  the  object,  woidd 
insure  a  considerable  degree  of  liberality  in  the  contribu- 
tions, and  the  aggregate  would  form  a  reliable  basis  for  the 
work  of  the  year.     The  additional  amount  required  would 
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be  then  easily  supplied  by  the  offerings  from  the  parishe& 
To  establish  such  a  system,  and  secure  the  important  results 
that  would  flow  from  it,  we  need  only  a  few  devoted  breth- 
ren of  the  clergy  and  of  the  laity,  who  would  be  willing  to 
undertake  the  duty  of  obtaining  the  subscriptions  in  the 
first  instance.  To  keep  up  the  subscriptions,  and  to  collect 
from  year  to  year  the  sums  subscribed,  would  be  compara- 
tively easy.  I  would  most  earnestly  commend  this  object 
to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  diocese.  Amid  all 
our  sacrifices,  let  us  take  thought  for  that  which  alone  can 
make  any  thing  temporal  worth  preserving — the  Gospel  and 
Church  of  God  I  Let  us  first  lift  up  the  hearts  of  our 
missionaries  by  paying  them  quickly  what  we  owe  them ; 
and  then  let  us  endeavor  to  provide  for  them  some  reasona- 
able  security  that  they  shall  not  be  expased  to  similar  trials 
in  the  future.  The  example  of  one  of  another  nation,  may 
provoke  us  to  love  and  to  good  works.  Twice  during  the 
past  year  I  have  received  a  contribution  from  an  English 
gentleman,  Peter  Carthew,  Esq.,  of  Kensington,  London, 
for  the  use  of  our  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions.  It  was 
doubtless  sent  as  a  kindly  testimony  of  interest  in  our 
branch  of  the  Church,  and  as  an  encouragement  to  us  in 
our  efforts  to  propagate  the  Gospel.  It  is  one  of  many  in- 
dications of  a  disposition  existing,  at  least  in  the  Church 
of  that  country,  to  draw  closer  the  bonds  of  fraternal  sym- 
pathy and  communion  between  the  children  of  a  common 
Mother. 

When  I  was  in  London,  last  year,  I  received  an  invitation 
from  the  Kawaiian  (Consul-General  and  Charge  d' Affaires,  to 
attend  a  meeting  in  the  rooms  of  the  Venerable  Society  for 
the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  taking  measures  in  response  to  a  communication 
received  from  the  King  of  the  Sandwich  Islands,  "very 
earnestly  asking  sympathy  and  aid  in  establishing  a  church 
at  Honolulu,  the  capital  of  the  Islands,  in  communion  vdih 
that  of  Great  BriUiin  and  America.*'     The  meeting  was  to 
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be  attended  by  the  Bishop  of  Oxford  and  a  number  of  the 
clergy  and  laity ;  and  it  was  thought  that  this  was  a  favora- 
ble opportunity  for  bringing  the  members  of  the  Churches 
of  England  and  the  United  States  into  a  closer  union  in 
efforts  to  advance  a  common  object  Having  previously  en- 
gaged to  be  in  Paris  on  a  certain  day,  to  administer  Confir- 
mation in  the  chapel  recently  established  there,  it  was  not 
in  my  power  to  attend  the  proposed  meeting.  But  I  wrote, 
to  oflfer  such  expressions  of  sympathy  and  approval,  and  to 
give  such  assurances  of  future  co-operation,  as  the  occasion 
seemed  to  me  to  call  for.  The  design  embraced  the  idea  of 
sending  a  Bishop  to  Honolulu,  with  two  clergymen  of  the 
English  Church,  to  be  joined  by  two  or  three  clergymen 
from  the  Church  in  this  country — ^the  members  of  the  two 
Churches  uniting  in  contributions  to  support  the  Mission. 
Recently  I  have  received  a  communication  from  the  Consul- 
General  enclosing  a  statement  and  appeal  in  behalf  of  the 
undertaking,  announcing  the  formation  of  a  Committee  with 
the  Bishop  of  Oxford  at  its  head,  "  for  promoting  the  estab- 
lishment and  maintenance  of  a  Church  and  Mission  in  the 
Sandwich  Islands,"  and  expressing  the  hope  that  a  contin- 
gent of  clergymen  may  be  secured  and  sent  out  from  our 
Church.  It  is  probable  that  a  Bishop  for  Honolulu  will  be 
speedily  consecrated  and  sent  out  to  that  Station. 

I  have  also  received  from  the  Bishop  of  Nelson,  New 
Zealand  (well-known  and  highly  esteemed  in  this  country  as 
the  Rev.  Edmund  Hobhouse,  who  accompanied  the  deputa- 
tion from  England  in  1853),  a  notice  and  record  of  consecra- 
tion of  the  Rev.  John  Coleridge  Patterson,  M.  A.,  Fellow  of 
Merton  College,  Oxford,  to  act  as  Missionary  Bishop  among 
the  Western  Islands  of  the  South  Pacific  Ocean."  This  in- 
teresting consecration  took  place  in  the  Church  of  St  Paul, 
Auckland,  New  Zealand,  on  Sunday,  Feb.  24th,  1861,  by 
George  Augustus  (Selwyn),  Bishop  and  Metropolitan  of  New 
Zealand,  assisted  by  the  Bishops  of  Wellington  and  Nelson. 
This  record  of  consecration  I  am  desired  to  communicate  to 
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my  brethren  in  the  Episcopate  and  to  the  Church  in  gen- 
eral, for  reasons  which  will  be  best  seen  in  the  interesting 
private  note  from  the  Bishop  of  Nelson ;  a  part  of  which,  to- 
gether with  the  other  documents,  may  perhaps  find  a  place 
in  a  Note  or  Appendix  to  the  Journal  for  this  year.* 

And  in  this  connection  perhaps  I  may  be  pardoned  for  a 
brief  reference  to  what  has  been  recently  passing  in  the 
Church  in  Canada.  It  is  generally  known  that  synodical 
action  has  been  lately,  i.  e.,  within  a  very  few  years,  intro- 
duced into  the  Canadian  Dioceses,  and  that  recently  the 
Bishop  of  Montreal  has  been  created  by  Letters  Patent  Met- 
ropolitan of  Canada.  A  Provincial  Synod,  consisting  of 
the  Bishops  and  of  a  certain  number  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Delegates  from  each  of  the  five  Dioceses  was  summoned  by 
the  Metropolitan  to  meet  in  Montreal  on  Tuesday  the  10th 
of  this  month.  On  that  day  it  was  expected  that  the  newly 
chosen  Bishop  of  Ontario  would  be  consecrated,  and  his 
Lordship  the  Metropolitan  Bishop  in  a  very  kind  manner 
invited  me  to  preach  on  that  interesting  occasion.  On 
many  accounts  I  would  very  gladly  have  done  so.  But  the 
state  of  my  health,  and  an  important  engagement  previous- 
ly made  put  it  out  of  my  power.  The  non-arrival  of  the 
necessary  papers  from  England  prevented  the  consecration 
from  taking  place  at  the  time  appointed.  The  Provincial 
Synod,  however,  iissembled,  and  organized  by  resolving  it- 
self into  two  bodies,  corresponding  to  the  two  Houses  of 
our  General  Convention,  and  proceeded  to  form  a  code  of 
rules  and  regulations  for  their  government,  and  to  the  trans- 
action of  important  business.  Thus  we  have  on  our  bor- 
ders a  Church  in  communion  with  ours,  and  with  a  synodi- 
cal system  which  in  many  respects  approaches  to  a  conform- 
ity to  our  own.  Let  us  hope  that  God  will  prosper  them, 
as  they  have  been  hitherto  prospered ;  and  let  us  strive  and 
pray  that  peace,  and  good  will,  and  kind  fraternal  oflScesmay 
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ever  continue  between  us  and  them,  and  all  the  members  of 
the  Church  of  England. 

One  sad  duty  remains  to  be  discharged.  The  past  Con- 
ventional year  has  been  distinguished  above  any  within  my 
recollection  for  the  number  of  deaths  that  have  occurred 
among  the  Clergy : — 

The  Eev.  Eicliard  Cox; 

The  Eev.  Prof  Charles  Hackley,  D.  D. ; 

The  Eev.  Henry  Anthon,  D.  D. ; 

The  Eev.  Calvin  Wolcott;

The  Eev.  David  Scott; 

The  Eev.  Hiram  Jelliff ;  and 

The  Et  Eev.  Benjamin  Tredwell  Onderdonk,  D.  D.,  have 
all  departed  this  life  since  the  last  annual  Convention.  And 
in  addition  to  these  we  have  to  mourn  the  sudden  decease, 
in  the  midst  of  his  devoted  and  most  faithful  and  accepta- 
ble labors,  of  the  Et  Eev.  Samuel  Bowman,  D.  D.,  Assistant 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania..  And  not  least 
among  the  sad  losses  of  the  year  is  the  death  of  the  Et 
Eeverend  Nicholas  Hamner  Cobbs,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Ala- 
bama ;  a  person  eminent  for  many  admirable  qualities,  but 
eminent  above  all  for  gentle,  aflfectionate  dispositions,  which 
endeared  him  to  all  who  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  knowing 
him. 

Of  most  of  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese,  who  have  departed 
this  life  during  the  past  year,  I  liave  already  spoken  else- 
where in  terms  expressive  of  my  sense  of  their  worth,  and 
of  the  loss  sustained  by  the  Church  in  their  death.  The 
limits  of  this  Address,  already  too  long,  will  not  permit  me 
to  do  justice  to  their  memories  here.  One  there  was,  who 
once  stood  in  this  place.  His  character  has  been  eulogized, 
and  his  cause  pleaded  by  a  friend  whose  zeal  was  equal  to  his 
ability.  Standing  as  we  do  over  a  new-made  grave,  and 
looking  back  upon  a  recent  scene  of  sorrow  and  suffering, 
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there  can  be,  it  is  hoped,  but  one  feeling,  throughout  the 
whole  Church,  a  wish  that  every  voice  may  be  hushed  save 
the  voice  of  sympathy  and  tender  recollection.  From  the 
cloud  of  sorrow  there  rises  up  before  the  mind's  eye  the 
image  of  a  sufferer,  a  person  of  affectionate  dispositions  and 
engaging  mannei-s,  who  loved  the  Church,  who  once  went 
forth  among  her  foremost  champions,  and  whose  kindly 
smile  and  friendly  words  had  won  many  a  loving  heart  Is 
it  strange  that  tears  should  fall?  Is  it  wonderful  that 
friends,  among  whom  he  had  ministered,  and  who  commun- 
ed with  him  in  private,  or  looked  upon  his  venerable  form 
as  he  passed  in  the  street,  day  by  day,  and  year  afler  year, 
should  have  been  deeply  moved  at  the  sight  of  so  much  pa- 
tient sorrow  ?  If  that  sympathy  was  ever  thought  to  run  in- 
to excess,  or  to  tend  to  injustice  toward  others,  no  one  will 
wish  to  remember  it  now.  The  grave  covers  every  defect 
It  hallows  and  exalts  what  is  good  in  human  character,  fi-ee- 
ingit  from  the  mists  that  may  have  obscured  its  brightnesa 
The  feeling  that  pervades  the  Diocese  testifies  to  the  eminent 
social  and  administrative  qualities  of  the  departed  Bishop. 
My  own  memory  of  liim  begins  in  acts  of  personal  kindness 
toward  myself  In  all  the  thirty-five  yeai-s,  not  a  syllable 
from  him  ever  reached  my  ear  that  sounded  harshly.  His 
last  words  tome,  on  the  very  verge  of  death,  conveyed  a  lov- 
ing message  to  those  nearest  to  me.  No  narrow  considera- 
tion shall  restrain  nie  from  saying  so  much,  and  paying  my 
tribute  to  a  character  made  engaging  by  so  many  amiable 
qualities,  and  hallowed  by  so  mucih  suifering!

York, 

My  Dear  Brother: — My  Brethren  in  the  Episcopate  are  de- 
sirous of  sending  a  Record  of  the  Consecration  of  a  Missionary 
Bishop  to  act  in  the  Pacific  to  all  the  Churches  of  our  communion 
that  may  possibly  be  concerned  to  know  the  fact. 

It  is  possible  that  Chaplains  of  your  Church  may  be  sailing  in 
the  Pacific  under  the  American  flag,  and  may  be  brought  in  con- 
tact with  the  Missionary  Bishop.  We  therefore  request  the 
American  Episcopate  to  take  note  through  you.  if  you  will  kindly 
undertake  to  be  the  channel,  of  the  existence  of  our  Mission  under 
its  newly  Consecrated  Head.  You  will  best  know  what  steps 
should  be  taken  for  notifying  your  Brethren  and  the  Church  in 
general. 

AVe  are  anxious  too,  that  you  should  consider  this  our  Mission, 
as  one  botli  of  gratitude  as  well  as  good  will ;  for  we  certainly  owe 
a  debt  to  the  American  Church  for  teaching  us  how  to  send  forth 
Missions  under  Episcopal  Heads.  It  is  a  lesson  we  have  been  slow 
to  learn  ;  but  it  is  one,  I  trust,  which  is  now  too  well  learnt  to  be 
forgotten. 

Your  (vlnirch,  1  trust,  will  be  enabled  soon  to  take  ground  in  the 
Pacific.  1  think  1  have  heanl  of  intentions  to  open  a  ^li^sion  in  the 
Sandwich  Isles.

part  of  the  Committee  of  Bishops  appointed  to  manage  the  Funds 
for  the  Endowment  of  Bishoprics  in  the  Colonies,  and  bearing 
date  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  November,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-one,  W^e  were  directed  not  to  confine  our  views 
within  the  limits  of  the  New  Zealand  Islands,  but  to  regard  the 
See  of  New  Zealand  as  the  central  point  of  a  system  extending 
its  influence  in  all  directions  over  the  Islands  and  Coasts  of  the 
Pacific : 

And  Whereas  Divers  of  the  Western  Islands  of  the  South  Pacific 
Ocean  have  been  visited  by  us,  and  for  some  years  past  certain 
young  people  of  the  Aboriginal  Inhabitants  have  been  brought 
away  to  the  Islands  of  New  Zealand  for  Education,  whereby  the 
Christian  Faith  is  beginning  to  be  known  and  received  among 
them: 

And  Whereas  Lands  have  been  bought  in  tLesc  Islands,  by 
means  of  Funds  contributed  in  England,  fur  the  Endowment  of 
the  Melanesian  Mission,  and  a  School-house  and  other  requisite 
Buildings  have  been  erected  in  the  Neighborhood  of  Auckland : 

Know  all  men  hy  these  Presents  that  AVP]  the  said  George 
Augustus,  Bishop  and  Metropolitan,  by  and  with  the  Advice  of 
our  Suffragans,  judging  it  expedient  for  the  more  effectual  prosecu- 
tion of  the  aforesai<l  Mission,  that  it  should  be  placed  under  the 
charge  of  a  Bishop  specially  appointed  to  this  work ;  and  having 
ascertained,  that  no  Licence  or  Man<late  of  our  Gracious  Sovereign 
would  be  needed  for  the  Consecration  of  a  Bishop  for  the  spiritual 
oversight  of  Countries  out  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions,  did  admit 
on  Sunday,  February  24th,  1861,  our  beloved  in  Christ,  John 
Coleridge  Patteson,  Clerk,  Master  of  Arts,  Fellow  of  Morton 
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College,  Oxford,  and  heretofore  our  Missionary  Chaplain,  of  whose 
SuflBciency  in  Learning,  Soundness  in  the  Faith,  and  Purity  of 
Manners,  we  were  well  assured,  to  the  Office  of  Bishop,  and  did 
Canonically  Consecrate  him  publicly  in  the  Church  of  St.  Paul, 
Auckland,  according  to  the  Manner  prescribed  by  the  Church  of 
England,  the  Royal  Mandate  only  being  excepted.

before  the  first  day  of  every  Annual  Convention,  to  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese,  or  when  there  is  no  Bishop  to  the  President  of  the 
Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of  baptisms,  confirmations, 
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marriages  and  funerals,  and  of  the  number  of  Communicants  in 
his  Parish  or  Church  ;  also  the  state  and  condition  of  the  Sunday 
Schools  in  his  Parish  ;  also  of  the  amount  of  the  Communion  alms, 
the  contributions  for  missions,  diocesan,  domestic  and  foreign,  for 
parochial  schools,  for  Church  purposes  in  general,  and  of  all  other 
matters  that  may  throw  light  on  the  same.  And  every  Clergyman, 
not  regnlariy  settled  in  any  Parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  the 
occasional  services  he  may  have  performed  ;  and,  if  he  have  per- 
formed no  such  services,  the  causes  or  reasons  which  have  prevented 
the  same.  And  these  reports,  or'  such  parts  of  tliem  as  the  Bishop 
shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in  Convention,  and  shall  be  entered  on 
the  journals  thereof.

This  Parish  continues  as  a  Free  Church,  sustained  by  the  voluntary  offerings 
of  the  congregation.  Tliese  offerings  fluctuate  somewhat,  but  have  been  such 
as  to  afford  the  necessary  revenue.  It  is  proper  to  state,  and  the  Rector  desires 
to  record  it,  that  the  Parish  has  been  annually  indebted  to  its  original  founder, 
Mr.  Wm.  n.  De  "VVitt,  for  very  liberal  contributions  to  its  support. 

The  circumstances  of  position  and  of  the  small  size  of  the  Church  edifice  have 
been  against  the  Parish.  The  experiment  of  the  system  of  Free  Seats  and  Vol- 
untary Offerings  lias  been  more  or  less  of  a  difficulty  with  those  who  were  not 
previously  accustomed  to  it.

The  Rector  is  happy  to  state  that  the  Parish  continues  to  enjoy  a  fair  degree 
of  prosperity,  although  having  suffered,  like  others,  from  the  financial  troublefl 
which  liave  fallen  upon  the  country.  It  was  determined  to  commence  building 
a  new  Church  edifice  during  the  past  spring,  but,  owing  to  the  CMises  jiut 
mentioned,  we  have  been  obliged  to  defer  this  woric  for  the  present 

The  Parish  has,  during  the  past  year,  assumed  the  charge  of  a  Home  fw 
Destitute  Children,  where  tliirty-eight  children  have  been  taken  care  off  and 
instructed. 

The  Ladies'  Society,  for  providing  needle-work  for  deserving  poor  women, 
has  carried  on  its  operations  with  great  success  during  the  last  winter.  Orer 
a  thousand  garments  and  other  articles  were  given  out  to  be  made,  and  were 
then  sold  again,  to  the  poor,  at  a  slight  advance  over  the  cost  of  the  materials. 

The  Sunday-School  is  in  a  flourishing  condition. 

Connected  with  the  Parish  is  a  considerable  congregation  of  Deaf-Mutes, 
gathered  from  Albany  and  the  surrounding  country,  for  which  Services  are 
held,  at  stated  times,  by  the  Rev.  Thos.

This  Parish  continued  to  increase  steadily  until  the  stoppage  of  the  principal 
factories  during  the  summer  caused  many  of  the  parishioners  to  leave  the  vil- 
lage. Since  that  time,  our  numbers  have  fallen  somewhat  below  what  they  were 
at  the  date  of  the  last  Reix>rt,  except  in  respect  of  the  Sunday  School,  which 
has  fully  held  its  own,  although  not  so  largo  now  as  it  was  in  the  early  part  of 
the  summer.  Our  financial  affairs,  which  at  the  commencement  of  the  conven- 
tional year  were  *vcry  satisfactory  and  encouraging,  are  now  in  such  a  state  as 
to  cause  us  considerable  anxiety  with  regard  to  the  future,  in  consequence  of  a 
large  number  of  our  people  having  been  for  several  months  out  of  employment 
whilst  others  have  been  greatly  embarrassed  in  their  business  affairs.

The  Church  building  was  completed  about  a  year  ago,  and  consecrated  on 
the  25th  of  October  last,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  number  of  both  Clergy 
and  Laity.  Since  which  time  it  has  been  open  for  Divine  Service  every  Sun- 
day morning  and  evening,  and  daily  tliroughout  Lent  and  up  to  July  1st,  with 
only  a  brief  intermission.  The  attendance  at  these  services  has  been  largo 
and  encouraging.  There  are  sittings  provided  for  about  three  hundred  jwrsons, 
and  the  Church  is  to  be  forever  free.  It  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  some 
$25,000,  by  Mr.  "Wm.  A.  Davies,  as  a  memorial,  on  ground  tho  united  gift  of 
himself  and  his  brother,  Mr.  Thos.  L.  Davis.  It  is  a  gem  of  architectural 
beauty,  designed  by  Mr.  Upjohn  and  built  by  Mr.  Wm.  Harloe — is  of  solid  cut 
stone  to  the  top  of  the  spire,  and  stands  on  a  beautiful  eminence  in  fidl  \iew 
of  the  Hudson.    It  is  thoroughly  and  subtantially  finished  throughout,  and 
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supplied  with  any  convenieDce  for  the  proper  celebration  of  Divine  Service.  The 
prosperity  of  the  Sunday-School  is  perhaps  the  most  gratifj'ing  feature  of  the 
work.  At  their  Easter  celebration  they  presented  near  $100  for  Missions  in 
the  West,  though  they  are  mostly  poor  children.  It  is  hoped  that  the  offertory 
will  be  sufficient  to  meet  all  the  expenses  of  tlie  Parish  hereafter.  The  pres- 
ent report  covers  only  eleven  mouths.  The  number  of  families  and  of  individu- 
als is  not  named,  as  every  thing  is  yet  in  a  formative  state.  A  degree  of  pros- 
perity has  thus  far  attended  the  enterprise  that  was  not  anticipated.  Much 
of  this  is  due  to  the  zealous  labors  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Buol  in  past  years.

Services  from 
that  time  were  regularly  held  in  an  upper  room  (we  have  as  yet  no  Church 
building)  on  everj'  Sunday  twice,  until  July,  when  we  began  to  hold  afternoon 
services  at  various  points  out  of  the  village.  The  effect  of  this  arrangement 
is  beginning  to  be  felt.  Many  are  beginning  to  turn  their  attention  earnestly 
toward  the  Church.  The  Bishop  has  visited  us  twee,  once  in  June  and  again 
in  the  present  month  (September)  and  at  each  visitation  confirmed  nine  per- 
sons. The  field  is  an  encouraging  one,  and  (iod  has  graciously  smiled  upon 
cor  offbrts  thus  far,  prospering  us  even  beyond  our  most  sanguine  expectations. 
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With  His  blessing  we  hope  to  erect  a  house  of  worship  during  the  ensuing 
year.  There  is  of  course  much  and  bitter  opposition,  as  the  Church  is  alto- 
gether now  in  this  region,  but  He  who  makes  the  yrmth  of  man  to  praise  Him 
has  hitherto  so  ovemiled  it  that  it  has  resulted  to  our  benefit  rather  than  in- 
jury.

The  condition  of  the  Parish  is  not  very  encouraging.  The  completion  of  our 
edifice  cost  more  than  our  subscriptions  amounted  to,  and  has  left  us  with  a 
debt,  which,  owing  to  the  distracted  state  of  the  country,  and  its  effect  on  our 
members,  we  are  unable  at  present  to  discharge.  Another  discouraging  feature 
is,  the  many  removals  from  South  Brookl^TL  There  are  no  houses  suitable  for 
respectable  families  of  limited  means,  and  hence  they  are  obliged  to  move  to 
the  eastern  part  of  the  city,  where  there  are  small  houses  and  low  rents.  The 
Rector,  in  endeavoring  to  keep  together  this  Uttle  band  of  Christians,  and  se- 
cure for  them  a  house  in  which  they  might  worship  with  decency  and  order, 
has  spent  of  his  own  private  means  for  the  support  of  his  family  fifteen  hundred 
dollars,  but  the  situation  of  affairs  renders  it  impossible  for  him  to  continue  this 
expense ;  he  will,  therefore,  though  reluctantly,  be  obliged  to  seek  a  charge 
where  he  will  obtain  a  support.  The  alx>ve  facts  will  show  why  no  contribu- 
tions have  been  made  for  any  objects  outside  the  Parish.

I  have  to  record,  here,  Grod's  mysterious  provi- 
dence in  the  sudden  removal  to  paradise,  on  the  second  day  of  April  last,  of  the 
Rev.  Isaac  F.  Cox,  the  Assistant  Minister  of  the  Parish — a  brother  whom,  to 
know,  wiis  to  dearly  love ;  and,  than  whom,  none  were  more  diligent  and  labo- 
rious in  the  work  of  the  Ministry,  and  but  few  as  eflBcient  and  successful.  On 
the  day  of  his  death,  ho  expected  to  have  been  advanced  to  the  Priesthood,  and 
to  have  become  the  Rector  of  St.  Matthew's  Church ; — ^but  God  in  his  wisdom 
otherwise  ordered,  and  took  him  to  His  rest.  In  May  last,  I  resigned  the  Rec- 
torship of  St.  Matthew's,  and  was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  James  Thomson,  un- 
der whoso  faithful  ministrations  the  Parish  is  going  vigorously  on. 

The  loss  of  so  many  families  has  materially  affected  the  statistics  of  St. 
Mary's  for  the  conventional  year,  but  their  places  are  being  fast  supplied. 
We  thank  God  for  what  has  been  done,  and  feel  encouraged  to  go  on  with  pa- 
tience in  our  work.

This  Church,  owing  to  the  crisis  which  is  sorely  trying  every  part  of  our  be- 
loved country,  was  obliged  to  suspend  her  Holy  Services  in  June  last  (it  is 
hoped  temporarily),  on  account  of  a  difficulty  in  obtaining  means  to  meet  her 
expenses,  and  not  because  there  was  any  lack  Xit  listening  worshippers ;  for 
the  average  number  in  attendance  was  about  eighty. 

Up  to  Easter,*  I  received  for  my  services  all  that  was  promised,  and  nothing 
since  from  any  source  but  three  ten-dollar  notes, — and  my  servnces  have  been 
as  follows :  in  the  Church  at  Greenfield,  one  service  and  a  sermon  every  Lord's 
Day  until  closed,  to  which  add  the  baptism  of  two  children  and  the  l)urial  of 
two.  Twice  have  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Flatbush.  Twice  in  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Brooklyn ;  buried  one  child  there  and  administered  private  bap- 
tism to  one,  also  married  one  couple.  In  the  Floating  Chapel  of  our  Saviour, 
New  York,  I  have  read  prayers  and  preached  twice.  Once  also  in  St.  John's 
Church,  Fort  Hamilton.  Preached  once  in  St.  Andrew's  Cliurch,  Brooklyn ; 
twice  in  St.  Mark's ;  once  in  Calvary  Church,  Williamsburgh ;  twice  in  St. 
Michael's  Church,  Litchfield,  Connecticut^  and  twice  in  St.  Peter's  Church, 
Brooklyn. 

In  addition  to  these  services  I  have  buried  one  adult,  married  two  couple, 
and  administered  private  baptism  to  one  infant  I  have  also,  when  not  other- 
wise occupied,  aided  and  assisted  my  Rev.  brother  of  St.  Peter's,  in  such  parts 
of  the  service  as  ho  has  been  pleased  to  require  of  me.

Since  then,  Divine  Service  has  been  held  regu- 
larly, on  Sundays,  by  me ;  the  Clergy  of  Brooklyn  kindly  giving  tlieir  aid  to  the 
Mission.  To  thoni,  and  to  the  Rov.  Morgan  Dix,  of  Trinity  Church,  New  York, 
our  Mission  is  exceedingly  indebted.

This  report  covers  a  period  of  about  ten  weeks  from  the  beginning  of  tho 
conventional  year.  Since  the  fourth  of  December  last,  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  EvangeUsts  has  been  practically  quiescent,  though  the  parochial  organi- 
zation is  still  preserved.  Anxious  to  meet  adequately  the  necessities  of  the 
vast  mission  field  pertaining  to  tho  Parish,  the  Rector  and  Vestry  entered 
into  a  negotiation  with  Trinity  Church,  which  happily  resulted  in  Trinity 
Church  reassuming  the  work  and  responsibihties  of  its  eldest  Chapel.  To  this 
end  a  new  incorporation  has  been  formed  by  the  auspices  of  Trinity  Church, 
under  the  name  of  the  Free  Church  of  St.  George's  Chapel,  for  tho  thorough 
and  efficient  working  of  which  Trinity  Church  has  firmly  pledged  itself.  The 
great  majority  of  the  Parishioners  and  communicants  of  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Evangelists,  were  transferred  at  once  to  the  new  organization  and  will 
probably  be  reported  by  it.  It  Ls  hoped  that  great  blessings  will  result  to  the 
neighborhood  of  St.  George's  Chapel,  by  the  intimate  relations  thus  formed 
with  the  mother  Parish.  The  Rector  of  the  Church  of  tho  Holy  Evangelists 
had  charge  of  St.  George's  Chapel  until  Easter  last,  since  when  he  has 
constantly  exercised  his  sacred  office  in  the  service  of  his  brethren.

The  Parish  is  in  a  very  ])rosperous  condition.  My  people  cheer  mo  by  their 
generous  co-operation  in  benevolent  and  missionary  labors. 

The  Cornor-Stone  of  tlie  Mission  Chapel  of  the  Incarnation,  sustained  entirely 
by  the  Paris! i,  was  laid  on  the  27th  of  February  last,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Taylor, 
Rector  of  Grace  Church,  in  the  necessary  al^sence  of  the  Bishop.

It  was 
erected  into  an  independent  Parish  by  St.  Mark's,  on  the  decease  of  their  late 
beloved  Rector,  and  in  memory  of  a  long  and  faithful  pastorate  called  afler  his 
name.  The  new  Church  edifice  is  situated  in  West  Forty-Eighth  street^  near 
the  Sixth  Avenue,  in  the  midst  of  a  large  and  rapidly  increasing  population. 
It  is  capable  of  seating  one  thousand  persons.  The  consecration  took  place 
on  the  4th  of  ApriL 

The  Rector  having  been  absent  in  Europe  since  the  consecration,  no  paro- 
chial statistics  can  be  given  this  year.

The  state  of  tlie  country  has  been  adverse  to  the  increase  of  the  congrega- 
tion, but  the  devout  and  solemn  interest  which  generally  attends  the  services 
remains  undiminished,  and  almost  every  week  furnishes  some  indication  of  a 
work  of  Divine  grace.  The  progress  of  this  mission  can  never  be  judged  of, 
by  parochial  statistics.  Its  Churcli  services  and  extensive  book  distribution 
reach  thousands  on  land  and  sea,  most  of  whom  are  strangers  to  the  mission- 
ary ;  and  it  is  believed  that  additions  to  the  Communion  are  sometimes  made 
without  his  knowledge. 

The  case  of  a  mate,  who  was  awakened  by  what  he  heard  and  witnessed  on 
a  Commimion  Sunday  in  December,  and  was  afterward  heard  of  in  March,  as 
assembling  his  crew  every  morning  and  evening  for  prayers,  illustrates  the 
natrnre  and  extent  of  the  influence  which  this  mission  is  exerting.  On  a  recent 
occasion  six  different  nations  were  represented  at  the  Holy  Communion, 
among  them  a  native  of  China. 

The  mission  is  already  doing  a  great  work ;  with  adequate  funds  and  facili- 
ties its  operations  might  be  conducted  with  a  range  and  efficiency,  beyond  any 
thing  yet  attained. 


The  Rev.  Robert  J.  Walker,  Missionary  at  large  to  Seamen  in 
the  City  and  Port  of  New  York,  reports  as  follows : 

During  the  past  twelve  montlis,  services  have  been  held  on  each  Lord's  day, 
at,  or  in  the  vicinity  of  Coenties  Slip.  These  services  have  been  almost  inva- 
riably in  the  open  air — generally  on  the  deck  of  a  barge  or  other  conve- 
nient vessel  Every  Sunday  brought  with  it  a  new  congregation,  those  who 
were  in  attendance  on  the  previous  Sabbath  having  gone  to  sea,  or  taken  their 
departure  on  the  river  boats.  In  this  way  thousands  of  sailors  and  boatmen 
have  been  reached  in  the  past  year,  most  of  whom  would  have  absented  them-

solves  from  the  worship  of  God,  if  this  mission  had  not  been  established  for 
their  benefit  Incalculable  good  has  been  effected  by  the  preaching  of  the 
Gospel  at  this  station,  and  the  distribution  of  (xod's  Word,  and  religious  books, 
papers  and  tracts,  to  the  men  who  have  crowded  our  room  at  the  close  of  the 
afternoon  service.  Numerous  instances  have  been  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  missionary  of  the  blessed  effects  resulting  from  these  open  air  servioea. 
Many  have  been  led  to  seek  for  pardon  and  peace,  who  had  long  lived  in  ignor- 
ance of  a  Saviour's  love.  On  week  days  the  Missionary  has  devoted  his  time 
to  the  sick  seamen  in  the  different  hospitals,  to  the  interests  of  the  Society's 
Home  in  Franklin  Square,  and  to  numerous  other  objects  connected  with  the 
sailors'  welfare.

The  Parish  (unorganized  as  yet),  has  had  a  separate  existence  only  since  its 
quasi  dedication  l)y  the  Bishop,  on  the  24tli  March  ult.  It  promises,  notwith- 
standing the  difficulties  presented  by  the  present  unhappy  condition  of  iiffairs 
in  the  country  at  large,  to  sustain  itself  permanently,  however  humbly.  The 
Church  attendance  has  been  unusually  large,  even  through  the  summer,  and 
would  prol)al)ly  average  1,000  for  morniug  service  since  the  Church  was 
opened,  with  a  fair  attendance  in  the  evening.  The  statistics  are,  as  may  be 
expected,  where  fluctuations  are  unavoidable,  and  incessant,  rather  imper- 
fect. 

The  contributions  named  only  include  the  sums  contributed  directly,  by  the 
Congregation  for  the  poor  and  Church  purposes.    The  actual  sum  contributed 
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and  collected  by  the  congregation  during  the  past  year,  exceeds  sixteen  thou- 
sand dollars — expended  on  the  building  and  furniture,  and  additional  to  the  Sun- 
day offerings,  which  go  to  support  the  Church. 

Fifty-two  dollars  were  sent  in  for  the  Irish  Mission  by  those  of  the 
congregation  interested  in  that  work,  after  a  sermon  by  Rev.  Mr.  Gub- 
bins,  and  the  collection  on  Good  Friday,  amounting  to  twenty-three  dol- 
lars, was  devoted  to  the  City  Mission  among  the  Jews.  When  we  shall 
have  organized,  as  we  hope  to  do  in  the  coming  year,  we  trust  to  be  able  to 
make  at  least  the  canonical  coUections,  which  in  our  circiunstanoes  this  year, 
was  impossible.

The  past  year,  previous  to  the  war,  had  been  one  of  unusual  prosperity  in 
this  parish,  but  national  and  conunercial  troubles  have  since  operated  to  its 
detriment,  in  various  ways.  The  anticipated  removal  of  the  Church  to  a  more 
suitable  location  is  delayed,  and  the  continued  maintenance  of  St.  Thomas' 
Chapel  is  rendered  much  more  difficult.  Tliis  latter  enterprise,  under  its  most 
efficient  Missionary,  is  blessed  abundantly,  and  is  now  enjoying  that  precise 
influence  in  the  dlHtrict  wliich  its  friends  had  desired.  May  this  centre  of  life 
and  rofreshinent  be  preserved  to  God's  weary  children.  Much  of  the  alms- 
giving and  ordinary  pastoral  work  of  the  old  Parish  has  been  diverted  to  the 
Chai)el,  and  the  objects  of  the  Ladies'  Benevolent  Society  are  carried  on  there. 
The  appeal  for  aid  and  army  supplies  was  instantly  responded  to  by  the  Par- 
ish, and  a  largo  number  of  Ladies  devoted  themselves  with  patriotic  energy  to 
the  needful  work. 

The  Rector  would  again  mention  tliat  strict  accuracy  in  his  report,  toucliing 
the  number  of  persons  attending  St.  Thomas'  Church,  and  the  communicants, 
is  impracticable.  No  Church  is  so  liable  to  fluctuations  and  change.  The  re- 
port of  the  Minister  in  charge  of  the  Chapel  is  herewith  appended.

The  principal  events  of  the  year,  aside  from  the  ordinary  routine  of  Parish 
work,  have  been  the  exploration  of  a  Mission  District,  on  the  East  River,  be- 
tween 38th  and  47  th  streets,  and  the  establishment  of  a  Mission,  by  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Church  of  the  Atonement,  lately  organized,  as  the  Mission  Station 
of  the  Parish.  In  the  district  explored,  wo  found  eighty-nine  Church  families 
and  one  hundred  and  nine  other  families  ready  to  join  a  Church  Mission. 
These,  numbering  about  one  thousand  souls,  were  entirely  destitute  of  the 
means  of  grace,  besides  a  mass  of  other  thousands  equally  needy.  The  Mis- 
sion has  steadily  advanced  under  the  toil  of  its  Rector.  Some  progress  liad  been 
made  toward  buUding  a  Church  for  it ;  but  the  civil  troubles  have  arrested 
the  effort  for  the  moment.  Three  bells,  of  the  finest  tone  and  harmony,  have 
been  placed  in  the  tower  of  Zion  Church ;  and  alms-chests  have  been  placed 
at  the  doors.  The  services  have  been  increased,  chiefly  by  the  addition  of  the 
Holy  Communion  on  Saints'  Day.  An  efficient  system  of  Parish  work  has 
been  established,  by  means  of  departments  and  divisions  of  labor.  In  the 
clothing  department,  the  last  Winter,  six  hundred  and  thirty-four  garments 
were  distributed,  most  of  them  having  been  made  by  members  of  the  congre- 
gation.   The  contributions  to  the  alms-chests,  during  the  six  months,  chiefly 
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of  Summer  time,  since  they  were  introduced,  have  been  $124.  The  average 
number  of  Communicants  on  Saints'  Days,  has  been  about  twenty  in  summer, 
and  fifty  in  winter.

This  Report  includes  all  families  and  parts  of  families  down  on  tho  Rector's 
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visiting  book,  whether  they  attend  regularly  or  not  on  the  Church  services, 
and  even  in  some  cases,  when  they  do  not  call  themselves  Church  people. 
Two  of  the  Sunday-School  teachers  have  taught  both  at  the  Church 
and  Mission.  The  contributions  contained  (as  the  seats  are  free  both 
at  the  Church  and  Mission),  the  amount  of  the  Rector's  salary,  and  all 
other  contributions  (as  far  as  known  to  the  Rector),  both  public  and  private, 
to  any  object  connected  with  the  Church  or  Church  property,  or  devoted  to 
charity. 

I  have  reason  to  bo  very  much  gratified  with  the  prosperous  condition  of 
both  the  Parish  Church  and  Mission.  I  find  the  number  and  extent  of  my 
labors,  however,  on  Sundays,  at  times,  quite  trying  to  my  constitution.  To 
do  the  Church's  work,  in  this  section  of  the  country  as  it  ought  to  be  done,  I 
need  a  Missionary  to  assist  me  by  operating  in  parts  adjacent. 

We  are  now  building  a  new  stone  church  after  designs  furnished  by  Richard 
Upjohn,  Esq.  This  church,  when  completed,  will  be  one  of  the  handsomest 
Country  Parish  Churches  in  the  United  States.

The  buildings  and  grounds  have  been  placed  in  complete  order,  and 
every  arrangement  made  for  the  due  and  comfortable  celebration  of  Divine 
Service,  and  for  religious  instruction. 

The  choir  of  the  Church  is  composed  of  boys,  imder  the  charge  of  the  con- 
ductor of  the  music  and  singing,  Mr.  Frank  Gilder,  whose  suecc^ful  experi- 
ment of  substituting  boys  in  the  place  of  older  persons,  in  a  choir,  has  fully 
solved  the  question,  with  this  Parish  at  least,  how  a  Rector  can  be  relieved  from 
those  perplexing  dilliculties  which  surround  our  rural  choirs.

The  Rector  regrets  to  add,  that  Grace  Church  was  completely  destroyed 
by  fire  on  the  morning  of  January  1,  1861.  It  was  valued  at  $9,000  and  had 
been  recently  refitted  at  a  cost  of  $3,200.  Among  the  objects  of  interest  de- 
stroyed were  two  tablets ;  the  one  containing  the  "  Lord's  Prayer  and  Apostles' 
Creed,"  the  other  the  "  Ten  Commandments."  These,  witli  the  Holy  Bible  of 
the  year  1701,  London,  a  rare  and  coveted  edition,  were  interesting  relics  of  a 
past  age;  having  been  presented  by  Archbishop  Tennyson,  as  the  gift  of 
Queen  Anne.  The  loss,  most  severely  felt,  is  tliat  of  the  Communion  Table^ 
made  of  English  oak,  and  of  a  very  beautiful  and  graceful  pattern,  presented 
by  the  "  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts,"  soon  after 
its  incorporation  in  the  year  1701.  It  bore  a  silver  plate  with  the  inscriptioD, 
Ex  dono  SocietatiSj  1704. 

The  Corner-Stone  of  a  new  edifice  was  laid  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  on 
the  sixth  day  of  July.  It  has  progressed  rapidly.  It  consists  of  nave  71  feet 
by  39^,  chancel  20  by  15,  organ  chamber  12^  by  12,  vestry  12  by  8^,  internal 
dimensions — with  a  tower  1 2  feet  square,  exclusive  of  the  buttresses  and  a 
front  porch.  The  side  walls  are  22  feet  high,  apex  of  gables  52  feet,  top  of 
spire  115  feet.  The  stylo  of  the  building  is  early  pointed.  The  nave  to  bo  di- 
vided into  tive  bays  by  well  developed  buttresses  in  two  stages,  lighted  by 
lancet  windows  in  the  side.«,  and  by  a  iiundsoino  equilateral  window  tilled  with 
geometrical  tracery,  in  the  front  gable.  Tiie  trusses  of  the  roof  are  moulded 
and  exposed  to  view,  within  a  small  distance  from  the  ridge,  affording  an  air 
space  between  tlio  outer  covering  and  ceiling  fur  equalizing  the  temperature  of 
the  building. 

The  chancel  is  lighted  by  a  triplet,  and  will  be  divided  into  Sacrarium  and 
Choir,  with  Altar,  Bishop's  and  Rector's  cliairs,  credence  and  scdilia  within  the 
the  rail,  with  prayer  desk  and  lectern  in  choir,  and  pulpit  on  the  jamb  of  clian- 
eel  archway.  Tlie  organ  chanil)er  will  be  connected  with  the  nave  and  chan- 
cel by  large  arclnvays  with  dwarf  screens.  The  clianccl  fittings  and  seats 
will  be  of  black  walnut.  The  exterior  of  tlie  building  is  faced  with  Belleville 
stone,  with  stone  tower  and  broach  spire  and  a  slated  roof.

A  very  tasteful  and  appropriate  churcli 
edifice  has  been  lately  erecte<l  and  completed,  though  not  thoroughly  furnished 
— a  new  set  of  Service  Books  for  the  Chancel,  a  Font,  and  an  Organ  being 
needed.  A  neat  Communion  Service  has  been  presented  by  a  gentleman  of  the 
congregation,  who  had  already  in  various  ways  contributed  liberally  toward 
the  completian  and  furnishing  of  the  church.  The  prospects  for  the  establisli- 
ment  of  the  Church  in  this  place  were  very  encouraging  until  the  national 
troubles  arose,  which  have  had  the  effect  of  somewliat  retarding  its  growth 
and  material  prosperity.
